July, 1714; and Rc^strar, ^-iee Dr. Bateman, 26tb 
Marcb, 1716, Dr. Brooke held that of&ce for two 
years; and dying in 1718, aged 52, was buiied in the 
1 church of St. Andrew Undershaft. 

John Bravthwait, M.D. was educated at Catus 
college, Cambridge* of which house be was a fellow. 
He proceeded A.B. 1687; A.M. 1691 ; and M.D. 2nd 
July, 1700 ; was admitted a Candidate of the College 
j of Physicians 22nd December, 1700; and a PeUow 
22nd December, 1701. He delivered the Gulstonian 
lectures (de Hepate) in 1704 ; and was Censor in 
1705, 1708, and 171L Ho was dead in 1716. 
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John WBrGiiT, M.D. was educated at St. John's 
college, Cambridge ; and aa a member of tliat house 
proceeded A.B. 1671; A.M. 1G75 ; and M.D. 1st 
July, 1684. He was admitted a Caudidate of the 
College of Physicians 25th June, 1G98 ; and a I'ellow 
22nd Sfarch/ 1702-3. Dr. Wrli^ht's name has dis- 
appeared from the College lists in 1719. 

John Woodtvakd, M,D. was horn in Derbysliire, on 
the Ist May, 16G5 ; and educated at a country school, 
where he acquired a good knowledge of Latin, and 
made congiderable progress in Greek. On leaving 
school he was apprenticed to a linendraper iu London^ 

K but he soon withdi-ew from that employment ; when, 

W following the dictates of his inclination, he devoted 
himself solely to study. Whilst thus occupied, he 
made the acquaintance of Dr. Peter Barwick, an ac- 
eomplished physician and distinguished Fellow of our 
College, who received him into his house ; and during 
four years gave him instruction in anatomy, medicine, 
and the collateral sciences. Woodwai-d's jirogress 
was 90 satisfactory to big patron that, through his 
influence and recommendation, he was, on the 13th 
January, 1692, elected to the Gresham professorship 
of physic. In the following year be was admitted a 
fellow of the Royal Society, and was often elected on 
the Council; but in 1710 was expelled that body, for 
conduct unbecoming a gentleman. Sir Hans Sloane 

Hiwas reading a paper of his own composition, when 
"Woodward made some grossly insulting remarks. Sir 
Hans complained, and, moreo\-er, stated that tliis was 
jxot the only occasion on which Dr. Woodward's 

ft conduct towards himself had been offensive. Wood- 

■ ward was required by the oilier members to make 

■ au apology, but refused, and was therefore expeUed. 
Sir Isaac Newton w ^^^^^ ^'^*^ *^^ question 
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of crpulsion was agitated ; and when it was pleaded 
in Woodward's favour that he was a good natural 
philosopher, Sir Isaac remarked that, "in order to 
belong to that society, a man ought to be a good 
moral philosopher, aa irell as a natural one." Dr. 
Woodward brought an action against the councO, 
with the view of being reinstated in his place, but 
was unsuccessful. 

He was created doctor of medicine by the arch- 
bishop of Canterbury ; and in 1695 was incorpo- 
rated on that degree at Cambridge as a member of 
Pembroke college. He was admitted a Candidate ol" 
the College of Physicians 25th June, 1698; and a 
Fellow 22nd March, 1702-3 ; was Censor in 1703, 
1714 ; and delivered the Gulstonian lectiu'es " on the 
Bile and its Uses," in January, 1710-1. Dr. Wood- 
ward was more distinguished as a natural philoso- 
pher than as a physician. His practice, accordiug to 
his contemporary and neighbour. Dr. Daniel Turner, 
consisted principally of " vomits and cathartics ad- 
ministered alternately, de die in diem^ till the sick 
man grows tired, or, being quite spent, is forced to 
give over." Turner, who was liimacLf a pnictitioner 
of some notoriety, expresses his surprise that the 
** great naturalist " should have prevailed with so 
many of the softer sex to iim this vomiting gauntlet 
for six weeks or two months successively. Wood- 
ward was indeed but an inditferent practitioner, and 
18 only remembered, in his professional capacity, by 
Ms controversy with Mead and Friend, on the utility 
of purging in the secondary fever of small-pox. In 
this encounter he suffered no leas in reputation than 
in body. The ire of each party was excited. Mead 
and Woodward, meeting accidentally imdcr the gate 
of Oresham college, drew their swords. Woodward's 
foot slipped and he fell. " Take your life I " exclaimed

Geobge Colebrook, M.D. of Emmanuel college, 
Cambridge. He was created master of arts (Comitiis 
Kegiis) 1690; proceeded M.D. in 1697; was admitted 
a Candidate of the College of Physicians 30th Sej)- 
tember, 1698 ; and a PeUow 22nd March, 1702-3. 
Pr. Colebrook delivered the Gulstonian Lectures " On 
the Vessels of the Thorax," in 1707, and the Harveian 
Oration in 1711. He was Censor in 1708, 1710,

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1712; and was namod an Elect, in place of Dr. 
Gon.lall decoasod, 14th October, 1712. He died 34t.h 
Jidy, 1716, and is commemorated la our Annals as 
"a very worthy^ honest man, learned and industrious 
in his profesgion. He had," continues the record, 
** a ^cat affectioQ to the interests of the College." 

GiBEON Harvey, M.B. was bom in Surrey, and 
educated in the Low Countriea, where he acquired 
a good knowledf;^ of Latin and Greek. He was 
admitted at Exeter college, Oxford, in 1665 ; hut left 
the university without taking a degree. Goin^ thence 
to Leyden, he studied under Vander Linden, Van- 
home, and Vorstius, all of thorn professors of medi- 
cine, and men of acknowledged eminence. He was 
taug-ht chemistry by a German then residing at 
Leyden, and there also he learned the practical 
part of surgery, and the business of an apothecary. 
After this he visited Prance, and, on his return to 
Holland, was appointed physician in ordinai-y to 
iking Charles IL, then in exile. Harv'ey subsequently 
Teturned to England, and was shortly sent to Plan- 
dcrs as physician to the English army there ; but, 
getting tired of his appointment, he resigned his 
commission, travelled through Germany into Italy, 
spent some time at Padua, Bologna, and Rome, and 
then returned tlxrongh Switzerland and Holland to 
England. He had probably taken a doctor's degree 
at Lcyden ere leaving that university. Be this as it 
may, he was created doctor of medicine at Cambridge 
(perliteras Kegias) in 1(598 as a member of Catherine 
hall. Dr. Hiirvey was admitted a Candidate of the 
College of Physicians Srd April, 1699, and a Pellow 
22nd March, 1702-3. He was Censor in 1714, 1720; 
and Consilarius 1736. Ho held the lucrative appoint- 
ment of physician to the Tower of London. "About 
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the latter end of king William's reign," says Mr. 
Wadd, "there was a great debate who should succeed 
the deceased physician to the Tower. The contending 
parties were so equally matched in their interests and 
pretensions, that it was extremely difficult to deter- 
mine which should have the preference. The matter 
was at length brought to a compromise, and Gideon 
Harvey was promoted to that office, for the same 
reason that Sextus V. was advanced to the pontificate, 
because he was in appearance sickly and infirm, and 
his death was expected in a few months. He, how- 
ever, survived, not only his rivals, hut all his contem- 
porary physicians, and died after he had enjoyed his 
sinecure above fifty years.'* Gideon Harvey wrote a 
large number of small books of questionable character, 
which attained a certain notoriety in their day, but 
were never esteemed by the profession. He seems, 
says one account of him, to have been an h3rpothetical 
prater throughout, and to have differed just as much 
from his great namesake, the discoverer of the circu- 
lation^ as a quack differs from a true physician.

SiMOK Brown, M.I).— A doctor of medicine of 
rtivcht of 1G95, pnwrtbing in Shropsliixe, was ad* 
mittod an Extra licentiate of the College of Pbyai- 
clans 20tb 3lay. 1702. 

J.VME5 ToNGE was the son of Mr. John Yongo, a 
suTEreon at Plymouth, and was born in that town 
11th May, 1646. lie was educated at the Plymouth 
Grammar School under Mr. Uorsemann, where he 
remained only two years, being, in the early part of 
1637» ere he had attained his eleventh year, appren- 
ticed to Mr, Richmond, surg^eon of the ** Constant 
Wanrick,** a ship of 31 guns and 130 men. In May, 
lOtn, he was appointed eunreon's assistant to the 
"Montague," 64 sj^uns and 250 men, one of the fleet 
th^i l^^i^ *^ the Downs, under Lord Sandwich. He 
waa prosent at the bombardment of Algiers, and in 
his Diary (still preserved in MS. at the Plymouth 
Institution) has left a painfully detailed account of 
tbfi menial duties he had to perform, and of his 
snflbringH, mori: especially al'ter a battle. He went 
dowu^ he informs us, to dress the wounded men» who 
were placed on heaps of clothes to make it soft for 
them. Here he had not only to dress wounds, but 
to perform all tJiose duties which now devolve on 
nurses and surgery att^aidants. To boil gruel, to 
mako barley-water for the sutferers, to prepare fo- 
mentatUMia and poultices, to wash and dry l^andages 
and roUan^ to administer glysters, make the hiuu- 
mocks, to shave and trim any one requiring it, 
irere the duties, besides the ordLinarv busiue&s of the 
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suro^ery, which it fell to his lot to perform when 
suri*eoii's assistant to tho ** Montague." 

The fleet returned to England in May 1662, whea 
Mr. Yonge was discharged for a time from the service 
of the navy. Ho then came to London with the 
view of improWng himself in the knowledge and 
practice of suigery, and spent four months with 
. Clark, a sui'geon apothecary of "Wapping, where 
lie confesses he learned a great deal. Mr. Yonge 
retui'ned to Plymouth in September, 1662, and bound 
himself to hia father for seven years. The appren- 
ticeship, however, lasted for a short time only. In 
Febniary, 1663, he was engaged to go as surgeon 
of the ** Reformation " to Newfoundland. He re- 
turned in September ; and in March» 1664, sailed 
in the ** Bonaventui-e '^ for the West African coast, 
then went up the Mediterranean, and, returning to 
England, again received a temporary discharge from 
the service. In December, 1665, he again sailed in 
the same ship, but ere long the " Bouaveuture " 
was captured by two Dutch vessels, Mr. Yonge, 
with the other prisoners, was conveyed to Amster- 
dam, and remained a close prisoner of war until 
September, when he got out on parole. Shortly 
afttrrwurds he was exchanged for a relative of the 
secretary of the Dutch admii*alty, then in prison at 
Uanvich ; and, returning to England, proceeded 
through London to Plymouth. There he reouained, 
partly occupied in practice, by which, to use his ot^ti 
words, he made a little money to maintain himself; 
and partly in study, until February, 1668, when he 
sailed once more for Newfoundland. He finally re- 
turned to Plymouth in September, 1670 ; and then, 
after fourteen years' naval sers ice, took leave of the 
sea with the resolution of settling in his native town, 
and attempting, by the exercise of his profession, to 
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maintain himself at home. Mr. Tonge was in his 
25th year when he settled at Plymouth ; and he 
ohtained, for a he^nnor, a considerable amount of 
business* In the following year he married Miss 
Jane Crampphome, of Buckland Monachommj a 
lady of respectable family and connections, whose 
mother had a near relative married to Sir Thomas 
Clifford of Chudleigh, the high treasurer of England. 
In consequence of the war which had broken out 
with the French and Dutch, a naval hospital was 
established at Plymouth, and to it Mr. Tonge, 
through the interest of the Treasurer, was appointed 
surgeon. This proved a steady source of professional 
income. The surgeon-general of the navj', Mr. James 
Pearse» appointed Mr. Yonge his deputy at Plymouth 
in 1671i, an office which brought him no inconsider- 
able accession of emolument. In 1678 Mr. Yonge 
visited London in company mth Mr. Sparke, then 
M.P. for Plymouth ; and whilst there was introduced 
to some of the more distinguished fellows of the 
Royal Society. In consequence of a conversation 
with some eminent literary characters during this 
visit to London, Mr. Yonge was led to write his most 
important work, the " Currus Triumphalis de Tere- 
bintho," This small treatise ia full of originality, 
eoutains many most important practical suggestions, 
and, notwithstanding the quaintness of its phrase- 
ology, and the vast improvement which surgery has 
since imderijone, may still be read with amusement 
and instruction. He gives a full account of turpentine 
as a means of arresting hemorrhage, distinctly describes 
the flap operation in amputation, and shows that he 
was famihar with a contrivance analogous to the tour- 
niquct, for the arrest of hemorrhage during operations, 
Mr. Yongo now became a person of much importance 
in his native town, and was called upon to till in 
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succession the highest parochial and civic offices. He 

was elecied a memljer of the common council for the 
borough of Plymouth in li>79, churchwarden of St. 
Andrew's in 1682» and in 1694 alderman and mayor 
of Plymouth, He was appointed surgeon to lord 
Bath's regiment of militia in 1685, an office which 
was relinquished in 1G89, the duties proving incom- 
patible with his rapidly increasing professional engage- 
ments at Plymouth. A more suitable office, howevePj 
awaited him. In 1692 he was appointed surgeon to 
the new dock at Hanioaze, and in consequence of this 
appointment had to visit London. During his stay 
he attended Dr. Tyson's anatomical lectures at Sur- 
geons' hall, dined at the public dinner given by the 
Company, was made free, and without examination 
admitted a member, an honour which, he slates, had 
never before been thus conferred on any one. 

In what year he began to practise as a physician is 
xmeertain. We know that he possessed & licence fi-om 
the bishop of tlie diocese to act in that capacity. 
In 1702, being then in London, he was induced to 
present himself before the College of Physicians for 
examination as an Extra Licentiate. Of the examina- 
tion he underwent (23rd May, 1702), he has left a 
detailed account. Por a copy of this interesting and 
prribably unique document, as well as for much other 
valuable information, I am indebted to the courtesy 
and kindness of a Iciimed PeUow of our College, Br, 
James Yongc, of Plymouth, a direct descendant of 
the distinguished practitioner whose career I am now 
attempting to sketch. 

Our physician, for so henceforward we must con- 
sider him, was, it would seem, urged by his friend 
Dr. Charleton to apply for letters testimoniab Of 
the President Sir Thomaa iliilington, and of Dr, 
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Charleton and Dr. Torlesse, two other of bis ex- 
aminers, he speaks in terms of the highest respect 
and kindness. Ilis estimate of Dr. Samuel Collins, 
the author of a well-known work on anatomy, is not 
so favourable. All, however, complimented him on 
the appearance he had made, and treated him, he 
says, quite as then' et^ual. His answers prove him 
to have been a man of much originality, of deep 
thought, and well versed in the practice of his art. 

He was elected a fellow of the Royal Society 3rd 
November, 1703, and his contributions to the PhUo- 
sophical Transactions are numerous and important. 

In 1703, being then in the fifty-aeventh year of 
his age, and haA^ng attained a good estate and more 
professional employment than he desii'ed, feeling 
anzious too for relaxation and ease, he declined 
public business and employment. Thenceforward he 
lived somewhat retired, though not without useful- 
ness. In 1707 he embalmed the body of Admiral 
Sir Cloudesley Sliovell, who had lost his life in the 
wreck of the "Association," off the Scilly Isles, and 
whoso body had been brought to the citadel at Ply- 
mouth, nine days after. This would seem to have been 
the last professional duty ivhich he performed. Our 
physician survived for many years, and dying the 
25th June, 1721, was buried in St. Andrew's church, 
Plymouth. On the monument to his memory is the 
following inscriiition ;—

Patrick IIepbuiin, A.M. — A master of arts of the 
miiversitjr of Edinburgh, was admitted an Extra 
Licentiate of the College of Physicians 4th Novemher, 
1702. 

Sir Daviu Hamilton, M.I>. a native of Scotland, 
and a doctor of medicincj probably of the university 
of Paris, D.M.I. de Passione Hysterica^ 4fto. 1686; 
was admitted a Licentiate of the College of Physi- 
cians 9tli April, 1688. On the 2oth June, 1703^ 
being then physician in ordinary to the Queen, he 
was admitted a Pellow of the College. Sir David 
Hamilton was the leading practitioner of midwifery 
m the metropolis, and la said to have amassed in the 
exercise of his profession a fortune of 80,000^,, all 
of wliich was lost in one year, 1720, in the South 
Sea Scheme, t ** He was," says Daniel Turner, *' bet- 
ter qualified for the chirurgical operation of delivery 
than the medical province of prescription/' He lived 
in Bow-lane, and must have died in 1721 or 1722.

Edmund Frost, a practitioner at IIunBton in Suf- 
folk, was admitted an Extra licentiate of the College

Tkokas Hodgson was admitted an Extra Licentiate 
of the College of Physicians 16th March, 1701-5. He 
practised at Lancaster. 

John Sheppard was admitted an Extra Licentiate 
16th April, 170S. He practised at Framlingham in

TuoMAS Whailey was admitted an Extra Licen- 
tiate of the Collea^e of Physicians 20th June, 1705* 
Uc was then practising with much repute at Lewes.

Benjamin Waller, of Newport Pa^ell, was ad- 
mitted an Extra Licentiate of the College of Physi*

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John Tubner, of Enfield, was admitted an Extra 
Licentiate of the College 25th March, 1706. 

Edward Bodenham, of Benenden, Kent, was ad- 
mitted an Extra lacentiate 14th June, 1706. 

James Batles was admitted an Extra Licentiate 
of the CoUege 21th June, 1706. lEe practised at 
Bideford, North Devon. 

John Addenbrooke* M.D. — A native of Stafford- 
shire, was educated at Catherine hall, Cambridge^ of 
which house he was a fellow. He proceeded A.B. 
1701; A.M. 1706; and on the 3rd September, 1706, 
was admitted an Extra Licentiate of the College of 
Physicians, being represented as then of West Brom- 
wich, in his native county. He graduated M.D. at 
Cambridge in 1712, and would seem to have practised 
hifl faculty for some years at Cambridge ; but of his 
professional career little is known. He died on the 
7th Jime, I7l9j aged 39 ; and by his will bequeathed 
30ut four thousand pounds " to erect and maintain 
I small physical hospital " at Cambridge, now known 
as Addenhrooke's hospital. The sum left by Dr. 
Addenbrooke being found insufficient for its support, 
an Act of Parliament was obtained in the year 1766, 
for making it a general hospital ; and in October of 
the same year it was opened for the reception of 
patients, smce wtiich it has been chiefly supported 
by voluntary contributions. It was, however, further 
endowed in 1813 by Mr. John BowteU, a bookseller 
and stationer in Cambridge, who bequeathed to the 
institution 7,000/. Three per Cent. Consolidated Bank 
Annuities, a portion of which was appropriated to 
the addition of two wings. Dr. Addenbrooke is com- 
memorated by the following inscription in the chapel 
of Catheiinc hall : —

James DrakEj M.D, was horn at Camhridge 
1667. He was educated at Caius college, and as a 
member of that house proceeded M.B. 1690, M.D, 
1G94, Settling; in London, he was patronised by Sir 
Thomas Millingtoii, and some other eminent physi- 
cians, and was elected a fellow of the Royal Society. 
He was admitted a Candidate of the College of Phy- 
sicians 25th June, 1698; and a Fellow 30t.h Scp"t- 
ember, 1706, Dr. Drake was a man of warm feeliugs, 
and, preferring politics to physic, became a violent 
party writer. He was concerned in 1697 in the 
publication of a pamphlet, entitled *' Commendatory 
Verses upon the Author of Prineo Arthur and Kini^ 
Ai'thur;*' and in 1702 he published **'rhe History 
of the last Parliament begun at Westminster Feb. 
10, in the 12th ye^r of King WUliam, a.b. 1700." 
The House of Lords, thinkmg that this work reflected 
too severely on the memory of the King, summoned 
the author before them in May, 1702, and ordered 
him to be prosecuted by the Attorney-General. He 
was brought to trial, hut acquitted. In 1704 Dr. 
Drake, in concert with Mr. Foley, the member for 
Ipswich, wrote "The Memorial of the Church of 
England, humbly ofTered to the consideration of all 
triie lovers of the Church and Constitution." This 
pamphlet was anonymous, and every precaution was 
taken by the authors to elude discovery. The trea- 
surer Godolphin, and the other great officers of the 
Crown, therein severely reflected on, were so in- 
censed at the publication that they represented it 
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to the Queen, as an insult ou her honour, and as 
conveying an intimation tliat the Church was in 
clanger under her adniiiiistratiou. In the speech 
from the throne, 2Vth October, 1705, her Majesty 
alluded to "The Memorial/^ and was addressed hy 
both Houses of Parliament upon that oceasion. Soon 
aftei"^wards the Queen, on the petition of the House 
of Commons, issued a proclamation for discovering 
the author of the pamphlet. Drake was generally 
suspected, but proof could not he obtained against 
hun ; and even the masked female who conveyed the 
MS, to the printer could never he discovered. Par* 
liament, however, was not the only body that re- 
Bcnted the puhlication ; for the grand jury of the 
ity of London havinc^ presented it at the sessions^ 
" a false, scandalous, and traitorous libel," it was 
forthwith burnt in the sight of the Court then sitting, 
and afterwards before the lloyal Exchange by the 
common hangman. In April, 1706, Dr. Drake was 
prosecuted for the publication of " Mercurius Poli- 
ticus," a newspaper which reflected seriously upon 
the conduct of Government. The case was argxied 
in the court of Quecn^s Bencli, when, upon a flaw 
ia the information, the trial was adjourned ; and in 
November foUowing the doctor was acquitted; but 
the Government brought a writ of error. The seve- 
rity of this prosecution, joined to repeated disappoint- 
ments, and, it is said, ill-usage from some of bis poli^ 
tical party, produced a fever, and that fever death, 
ou the 2nd March, l70f>-7.*

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Dr. Drake is remcTinTierecl in the profession by hts 
** Anthropologia Kova ; or, a New System of Ana- 
tomy, describing the Ajiimal Economy, and a Short 
Rationale of many Distempers incident to Human 
Bodies," 2 vols. 8vo. ; a work once hierhly and de- 
Bcr\"edly popular, which was finished a short time 
only before the author's decease^ and was published 
in 1707, with a commendatory preface by Dr. Wag- 
Btalfe, reader of anatomy at Surgeons* hall, and phy^ 
sician to St. Bartholomew's hospital. It eame to a 
Booond edition in 1717, and to a third in 1727, and | 
continued to maintain its place until displaced by 
the "Anatomy^' of Mr. Cheselden. Dr. Drake added 
notes to the English translation of '* Lo Clerc'a 
History of Medicine ;" and in the '* Philosopliical 
Transactions '' there is a clever paper from hia pen, 
"On an Influence of Respiration on the Motion of 
the Heart, hitherto unohsen^ed.'* He was also the 
author of a comedy, "The Sham Ijawyer, or the 
Lucky Extravagant," chiefly borrowed from two of 
Fletcher's plays, which was produced at the Theatro 
Royal- In 1703 he sent to the press "Historia 
Anglo-Scotica ; or, an Impartial History of all that 
liappened between the Kings and Kingdoms of Eng- U 
land and Scotland, from the bcr^inninc^ of the reigu 
of "Williiun the Conqueror to the reign of queen 
Elizabeth." This waa publicly burnt at Edinburgh, 
as his ** Memorial" had been in London. 

The " Memorial " was reprinted in 1711, with an 
introductory preface cont^inin^ the life of the 
author* — a memoir which has foiTned the basis of 
all subsequent sketches of this unfortunate man.

Thoush he had takea the 
oaths to king William 111. he refused to do so to 
queen Anne, and when he could no longer offieiaxe as 
a clergyman he applied himself to the studv of phv*:*:-, 
which he practised first at St. Ives, in Huntin^rdon- 
shire, and afterwards at Bishop's Stortford. He was 
settled at the last-named town, 3rd February, 1700-10, 
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when he was admitted an Extra Licentiate of the 
Collude of Physicians.

John AitBirxHNOT, M.D, was the son of a elcrgy- 
man of the episcopal church of Scotland, and wnti 
born at Arbutbnot, near Montrose. Ho was educated 
at the university of Aberdeen, where he took the 
degree of doctor of medicine. The Revolution deprived 
the father of his church preferment ; and thoug'h ho 
was possessed of a small paternal estate, yet necessity 
compelled the son to seek Ids fortune abroad. Dr. 
Arbuthnot therefore quitted Scotland, and went to 
reside at Doncaster, where, however, he met with so 
little success that he speedily left, and commj,' to 
London found an abode in the house of Mn "William 
Pate, a ** learned" w^oollen draper. He commenced 
his career in town by teaching mathcraaties, Ijut the 
appciirance in 1695 of Dr, Woodward's "Essay towards 
a ^'atural History of the Earth," contauiinj^, as Ar- 
buthnot thought, an account of the delug;e wholly 
inconsistent with truth, induced liim to publish a 
reply. Tills work not only excited much curiosity, 
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Init had the fart.her, and, as rco^rded his interests, the 
more important, effect of attracting attention towards 
himsell', and giving him no small de^ee of literary 
fame. Soon after the publication of this work, Ar- 
huthnot commeneed practice in the metropolis, and, 
as hia contemporaries testify, witli every qualification 
to ensure success. Ilis extensive learning, and face- 
tious and agreeahle conversation, introduced him by 
de^ees to practice, and he soon became eminent in 
the profession. Being accidentally at Epsom when 
Prince George of Denmark was suddenly taken ill, 
lie was called to his assistance. The doctor's adWce 
was successful, and the prince recovering employed 
him ever afterwards as his physician. In 1709, upon 
the indisj^osition of Dr. Ilannos^ Arbuthnot was ap- 
pointed physician in ordinary to queen Anne, and as 
such was admitted a Fellow of the College of Physi- 
cians, 2vth April* 1710. lie was Censor in 1723, 
delivered the Har\'eian oration in 1727, and was 
named an Elect in place of Dr. Slarc, deceased, 5th 
October, 1727. 

Dr» Arbuthnot's gentle manners, extensive learn- 
ing, and excellent talents, introduced him to the 
intimate acquaintance and warm friendship of the 
most celebrated Uterary characters of his time — to 
Pope, Swift, Gay, itnd Paraell, whom he met as a 
member of the Scrihlerus club. In 1714 ho enga^^ed 
with Pope and Swift in a design to ^vTite a satire on 
the abuse of human learning in every branch, which 
was to have been executed in the manner of Cer- 
vantes, under the history of feigned adventures. But 
a stop was put to this project by the queen's death, 
when they had only drawn out an imperfect essay 
towards it, imder the title of "The First Book of the 
Memoirs of Martinus Scriblcrus." Dr. "VVarhurton 
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tells US that " Gulliver's TraTcla," ** The Treatise of 
the Proluund,'* the "Literary Criticism on Vir^nl," 
and the "Memoirs of a Parish Clerk," are only so 
many detached parts and Pigments of this work. 
The same i^Titer does not hesitate to declare that 
polite letters never lost more than by the defeat of 
this scheme, in which each of this illustrious trium- 
virate would liave found exercise for his ov>ti peculiar 
talent, beside constant employment for that they all 
had in common. Arbuthnot was skilled in every- 
thing that related to science; Pope was master of 
the fine arts ; and Swift excelled in knowledge of the 
world : wit they had all in equal measure, and so 
abundant a degree, that no age, perhaps, ever pro- 
duced three men on Avhoni nature had more boun- 
tifully bestowed it, or in whom art had brought it 
to higher perfection. The queen*a death, and the 
disasters which fell upon his friends on that occasion, 
deeply affected Arbuthnot's spirits, and to divert his 
melancholy he paid a visit to his brother at Paris. 
His stay there, however, was but short; ho returned 
to London, and having lost his former residence at 
St. James's, took a house in Dover-street- He con- 
tinued to practise his profession with good reputation, 
and diverted his leisure hours in writing papers of 
wit and humour. In 1732 he contributed towards 
detecting and punishing the frauds and abuses which 
had been carried on under the name of tlie *' Charit- 
able Corporation," 

. In 1734, having then for some years suffered 
severely from asthma, he retired to Uampstcad, in 
hopes of finding some relief from his symptoms, but 
he died at his house in Cork-street, in Pebruary, 
1735, and was buried at St James's Piccadilly* A 
fine portrait of Dr. Arbuthnot, presumed to be by 
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Jerras, is in fhe pomesaion of Dr. Turtcm, bishop at 
£ij; and an engraving of him, now exoeedindlr 
scarce, is mentioned by Mr. TTadd as being in the 
oollection of Sir William Mosgrare, hart. 

Few men hare been more esteemed dnrine life 
than Arbnthnot, none hare left behind them a hisfaer 
character for learning, or for the most elerated social, 
moral, and religious rirtnes. " He was," sars Dr. 
Johnson, " a man of great compr^ension : sldlfiil 
in his profession, versed in the sciences, acquainted 
with ancient literature, and able to animate his mass 
of knowledge by a bright and actire imagination — 
a scholar with great brilliance of wit — a wit who 
in the crowd of life retained and diseorered a 
noble ardour of religious xeaL" Swift said of him, 
"that he was a man who could do everrthins' but 
walk ;" and I>ngald Stewart testifies to Arbutfanot's 
ability in a department of which he was peculiarly 
qualified to judge : " Let me add," says he, " that 
in the list of philosophical reformers, the authors of 
'Martinns Scriblerus* ought not to be overlooked. 
Their happy ridicule x>f the scholastic logic and me^ 
taphysics is universally known ; but few are aware 
of the acuteness and sagacity displayed in their 
allusions to some of the most vulnerable passages in 
Locke's Essay. In this part of the work it is com- 
monly understood that Arbuthnot had the principal 
share."

Daniel Turner, M.B* was bred a surgeon, and 
practised in that capacity tor sevoral years In London; 
l)ut having been disfnuichised from his company, he 
was, on the 22nd December, 1711^ admitted a Licen- 
tiate of the College of Physicians^an honour of 
which, if we may judge from the dedication of one 
of his numerous works, he was duly sensible. Not 
long after his admission as a Licentiate, he obtained 
the degree of doctor of medicine, but from what uni- 
versity I haT^e not been able to discover. Dr. Turner 
had some celebrity in his day; but was, as Mr. Wadd, 
following Grainger, remarks, too fond of displaying 
his talents upon paper ; the result being, that he 
published many volumes which are now forgotten, 
"His cases/' continues the author of the "Nuga3 
Chirurgicii^," "are not stated in the most delicate 
terms; nor was politeness amongst his excellencies*'* 
He Las the credit of having invented the cerate com- 
posed of oil, wax, and calamine — the ceraium cala- 
mime of the Pharmacopceia, still popularly known as 
Turner's cerate. Dr. Turner died at bis house in 
Devonshire-square, Bishopsgate, on the 13th March, 
17-40-1, aged 71, and was buried in the church of 
Watton-at-Stone, co, Herts, where he is thus com- 
memorated : —

Sir. John Shadwell, M.D. was the son of Thomas 
Shadwcll, poet laureato and historiographer in the 
time of WiOiara III. lie was educated at All Souls 
collej^e, Oxford, and proceeded A.B. lat June, 1689; 
A.M. 26th April, 1093; M.B. 19th April, 1G97; M.D. 
5th June, 1701. He was physician in ordinary to 
queen Anne, and as such was admitted a Fellow of 
the CoUfige of Phyaiciana 22nd Decemher, 1712. He 
resided in AVindmill-street, and in 1735 withdrew 
from practice and retired to Prance, where he re- 
mained for some time, hut returninj^ to his former 
residence in 1740, died there on the 4th January, 
1747. 

NATUAxrEL BartletTj of Wareham, co. Dorset, 
was admitted an Extra Licentiate of the College of 
Physicians 9th June, 1713. 

JoHH Cartledge, A.M. — A master of arts of Mag- 
dalen college, Oxford, of 2Tid July, 1700; was admitted 
a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 25th June, 
1713, He died 29th July, 1752, aged eighty-one. 

John Gobman, M.D. an Irishman, and a doctor of

JosEPU Eaton, M.D, — ^A native of Cliesliirc, edu- 
cated at Pembroke hall, Cambridere, but a doetor of 
medicine of Leyden, 19tli December, 1(586 (D.M.I, 
de Vcrligine, 4to.) ; was admitted a Licentiate of the 
College of Physicians 25th June^ 171*J. 

Thomas Lewis was born in Worcestershire, and 
educated at Magdalen college, Oxford, but left the 
university without takinjj a degree. He was admitted 
a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 251h June, 
1713, and died at his house in Hatton Garden on the 
22nd October, 17iG. 

Edwaed CoATSWORTn, M.D. — ^A native of Durham, 
and a doctor of medicine of Utrecht of 14.th July, 
1703 (B.MhI. de ViirioHs); was admitted a Licentiate 
of the College of Physicians 25th June, 1713, 

William Browning, a native of London, was ad- 
mitted a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 25th 
June, 1713. 

John George Steighertahl, M.D. was a native of 
Hanover, and physician in ordinary to king George I. 
whom he accompanied to this country on his accession 
to the throne of Eni^^land- He was admitted an Hono- 
rai*y Fellow of the College of Physicians 22nd Decem- 
ber, 171^!. Dr. Steighcrtahl was a doctor of medicine 
of Utrecht, and "king's professor in the university 
of nclmstad." He left England in 1727, probably on 
the death of his royal master, and his name does not 
appear in the College lists after 1730. 

John Bejlle. — ^A native of Berkshire ; was admitted 
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a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 1st April, 
1715. 

John Kynoh, of ^Vantage, co. Berks, was admitted 
aji Extra licentiate of the College 7th October, 1715. 

Cranmek, of Mitclmra, Surrey, was admitted 



an Extra Licentiate of the College of Physicians 21st 
Janiiaiy, 1715-6. 

Edward Noruis, M.D. was educated at Bi*azenose 
college, Oxford, as a meml)er of which he proceeded 
A,B. 26th October, 108G ; A.M. 1st June, 1080 ; M.B. 
19th January, 1G91 ; and M,D. 12th March, 1695. 
He was admitted a Candidate of the CoUeg'e of Phy- 
sicians 30th September, 1698, and a Fellow 9th April, 
171G. He was brother to Sii* William Norris, whom 
he a<*companied on his embassy to the Great Mogul. 
Dying in 1726» our physician was buried in the 
cliapel of Garston, in the parish of ChidwalU Lanea- 
shire^ where he is thus commemorated : — 

Under this tomb lies interred Ei>wakd Norkis, M.D. of Speek, wlio 
departed this life 22 July, I72ti. in the yt^nv of liin age. Alan 

Ann, his wife, died y* 3 of January, 1729, aged 53. 

Humphrey Colder, M.D. was educated at Exeter 
<iollege, Oxford, and proceeded A.B. 12th November, 
1692 ; A.M. 25th June, 1695, and M-D., accmnulating 
hi« degrees in physic, 5th July, 1705, He was ad- 
mitted a Candidate of the College of Physicians 30th 
September, 1706, and a Pellow 9tii April, 1716. 

John G-aedixer, M.D. was of University coUegCj 
Oxford, and proceeded A.B. 25th June, 1693; A.M. 
25th June, 1698; M.B. 6th May, 1701; and M.D. 
28th June, 1706. He was admitted a Candidate of 
the College of Physicians 25th June, 1708 ; and a 
Fellow 9th April, 1716; was Censor m 1727, 1733, 
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1738, 1742; and was named an Elect 12tli August, 
1746, Dr. Gardiner resigned his olUce of Elect, on 
account of ill-health, shortly before his death* which 
occurred very suddenly on the 16th March, 1749, a8 
he "was retiuniing in his chair from visiting a patient. 

RiCHAiiD Mead, M,I). was the son of the Rev. 
Matthew Mead, a celebrated nonconformist divine, 
and was horn at Stepney 11th Aug-ust, 1673. He 
i-eceived his early education at home, under his father 
and a private tutor, Mr. John Jfeabitt, who resided 
in the house. In 1688 he was placed under the 
care of Mr. Thomas Singleton, and in the following 
year under the celebrated Gricvius, at Utreclit. He 
applied himself to the study of the classics and philo- 
sophy, and in 1692 removed to Leyden, where he 
remained three years, devoting himself with great 
assiduity to the study of physic. There he ^vas con- 
temporary with Boerhaave, then a student Uke himself, 
and with that great and good man Dr. Mead ever 
aftei-wards maintained a frequent and friendly inter- 
course. In the early part of 1695, having completed 
the iisual course of study at Leyden, he» in company 
with his brother Samuel, Mr. David PoUiJll, and Dr. 
Pellett, travelled into Italy, and, whilst at Florence, 
he had the good fortune to discover the Mensa Isiaca, 
which for many years Imd been given over as lost. 
He took the degree of doctor of pliilosophy and 
physic at Padua, 16th August, 1695, and then visited 
Kaples and Rome, On his return to England, about 
Midsummer, 1G96» he settled at Stepney, in the house 
where he was bom, and for the few years that he con- 
tinued there did a considerable amount of business 
in that neighbourhood- His father was a man greatly 
respected, and possessed much local influence, espe- 
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ciflJly among the nonconformiBts, a numerous and 
respectable body in Stepney. He aTaiTed himself of 
every possible opportunity to advance big son, and 
some curioua anecdotes are recorded of liis efforts in 
this direction > even from the pulpit. In 1702 Dr. 
Mead came before the public as an author, by the 
publication of his "Mechanical Account of Poisons.'* 
This work was received with great applause, and at 
once established his reputation. He was elected a 
fellow of the Royal Society in 1704, one of the council 
in l70Gj and vice-president in 1707, On the 5th 
May, 1703, he was elected physician to St. Thomas's 
Hospital, when he removed from Stepney to Crutched 
Friars ; at a subsequent period he removed to Austin 
Friars, and about that time was appointed reader of 
anatomy to the company of barber surgeons. On the 
7th December, 1707, the university of Oxford con- 
ferred upon liim the degree of doctor of medicine. 
Hitherto, for reasons which have never been ex- 
plained, he had not presented himself for examination 

fore the College of Physicians : now, however, being 
possessed of an English university degree, he ajipeared 
before the Censors' board, underwent the usual ex- 
aminations, and was admitted a Candidate 35th June, 
1708, He was admitted a Fellow 9th April, 171C; 
was Censor in 1710, 1719, 1721; Harveian Orator in 
1723 ; Elect 5th November, 1735 ; and Consiliarius 
in 1715, 1717, 1718. 

On the death of Dr. KadclifTc, in 171'ii> Mead re- 
moved from Austin Friars to his house in Bloomsbury- 
ftquare, and, succeeding to much of tliat physician's 
practice, resigned his office at St. Thomas's hospital. 
At a subsequent period (1722), when at the zenith of 
hia reputation, he removed thence to Great Ormond- 
strcct. On the accession of George II. Dr. Mead

was appointed physician in ordinary to the King^ an 
ofiice ho contmucd to hold to his death, 

" After the most brilliant career of profusaional and 
literary reputation, of personal honour, of wealtli» and 
of notoriety, which ever fell in combination to the lot 
of any medical inan» in any age or country, Mead took 
to the bed, from which he was to rise no more, on 
the lltb of February, and expired on the IGtb of the 
flame mouth, 1754. Hia death was unaccompanied 
by any visible signs of pain. In practice he had been 
absolutely without a rival ; his average receipts had 
daring several years amounted to between six and 
seven thousand pounds, an enormous sum in relation 
to the value of money at that period. So great was 
the aitxiety to obtain his opinion, that he daily re- 
paired to a coffee-house in the City, and to another at 
the West End of the metropolis, to inspect written or 
to receive oral statements from the apothecaries, and 
to deliver liis decision, llis charity and his hospitality 
were unbounded; the epithet ** princely" has often 
been applied to him on this head ; but he has truly 
left an example which men of all ranks may be proud 
to imitate according to their means. These qualities 
in Mead were not the result of the accident which 
exalts or limits our means, but were the spontaneous 
expression of his heart. His f;fratuitou8 advice was 
ever open, not merely to the indigent, but also to the 
cler^, and to all men of learning ; and he devoted his 
emoluments to the patrona2:e of literature and of tho 
line arts in a manner that requires a more distinct 
mention. Radclilfe was a worthy predecessor of 
Mead in the mai,'mfice»»t use which he made of his 
fortune. We may safely challenge any country to 
produce two individuals of the same profession, and 
ilourishing at tiie same period, who have with equal 
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generosity applied their revenue to the promotion of 
science and of erudition, and to the relief of misery. 
But Mead excelled all the nohility of his age and 
country in the encouragement which he afforded to 
the fine arts, and to the study of antiquities. Con- 
sidered merely in the light of a patron, he would 
remain, perhaps, the most conspicuous example of that 
character which hiography has celebrated ; hut when 
to his exertions in that difficult and often thankless 
career, are added the most eminent medical practice 
of his time, consummate acquirements and literary 
labours important to the healing art, we shall find it 
difficult to select his equal among the annals of any 
period. Those excellent traits do not, howerer, com- 
plete his portrait ; a noble frankness, suavity of man- 
ners, moderation in the estimate of his own merit, 
and a cordial acknowledgment of the deserts of his 
cotemporaries ; liberality, not merely of purse, but 
also of sentiment, must be drawn in order to finish 
the likeness. 

" Mead possessed in an extreme degree the taste 
for collecting; but his books,, his statues, his medals, 
were not at all confined to ornament a secluded 
apartment, or to amuse only his own leisure — ^the 
humble student, the imrecommended foreigner, the 
poor inquirer derived almost as much enjoyment 
from these unburied treasures as their ingenious 
owner. In his spaoious mansion in Great Ormond- 
street he had buUt a gallery, which only his opulence 
and taste could have filled. The printed catalogue of 
his library contains 6,592 separate numbers; the 
most rare and ancient works were to be found there ; 
Oriental, Greek, and latin MSS. formed no incon- 
siderable part. His collection of statues, coins, 
gems, prints, and drawings will probably remain for 
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evor imriTalled amongst private amateurs. His pic* 
tures alone vere sold at his death for S^-liOO/- In- 
genious men sought in his house the best aid for their 
undertakings, and in the owner their most enlightened 
as well as most liberal patron. He constantly kept 
in hie pay several acholara and artists, who laboured 
at his expense for the benefit of the public. His 
correspondence extended to all the principal Hterati 
of Europe. They consulted him and seat him curious 
presents, but in such acts he was more frequently 
the creditor than the debtor. The kmg of Naples 
sent to request of him a complete colleetioa of his 
treatises, and in return gave him the great work, 
which he was then encouraging, on the antiquities 
of Herculaneam; a compliment not the less flattering 
from an accompanj'ing invitation to Mead to visit 
him at his p^xlaee. At his table might be seen the 
most eminent men of the age, both natives and 
foreigners, and ho was often tlve only individual 
present who was acquainted with all their different 
languages. The good of mankind, and the honour of 
his country, were two of his ruling principles. Ho 
persuaded the wealthy citizen Guy to bequeath his 
fortune towards the foundation of the noblo hospital 
which has honourably consecrated his name. 

" Mead was twice married. By his first wife, lluth 
Marshj he had eight children. One of his daughters 
was married to Sir Edward Wilmot, Bart, an emi- 
nent physician, who enjoyed the particular favour of 
George the Second and Third; another became the 
wife of Br, Frank NicboUs, wlio was the most dis- 
tinguished anatomical teacher of his time, and was 
the inventor of corroded anatomical preparations. 
Mead's second wile -vvas Anne, the daughter of Sir 
Eowland Alston, Bait.

" Although his receipts were so considerable, and 
aUhoue;h two lar^e fortunes were bcquealhed to him, 
}iis henevolence, jniblic Bpirit, and splendid mode of 
bving prevented him from leaving great wealth to 
his family. The physician %vho was the Mecicnas of 
his day, whose mansion was a grand museum, who 
kept a second table for his humbler dependents^ and 
who was driven to his country house near Windsor 
by six horses, was not likely to amass wealth ; hut 
he did better — he acted according to his conWction, 
that what he had gained from the public eoidd not 
be more worthily bestowed than in the advancement 
of the public inind, and he truly fulfilled the in- 
scription which he had chosen for his motto, Non 
sibi, sed toti."* 

Dr. Mead was buried in the Temple church ; but 
the monument to his memory, with the following 
inscription from the pen of Dr. Ward, was placed by 
Ilia son in the north aisle of Westminster abbey : —

KiCHARD Hale, M.D. was educated at Trinity 
college, Oxford, as a member of which he proceeded 
A.B. 19th May, 1693 ; A.M. 4th February, 1695 ; 
M.B. nth February, 1697 ; and M.D. 23rd June, 
1701. He was admitted a Candidate of the College 
of Physicians 23rd December, 1708 ; a Fellow 9th 
April, 1716; was Censor in 1718, 1719, 1724.; and 
Harveian Orator in 1724, Dr. Hale died in 1729.*

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for Preind made no serious answer to Woodward's 
book, but contentod himself vdth ridiculing his an- 
tagonist under the name of a celebrated empii'ie. 

In 1722 Dr, Freind was elected a member of par- 
liament for Launceston, and in that capacity distin- 
guished himself by some able speeches in the House 
of Commons, against measures of whieh he disap- 
proved. He was a staunch Tory, and the intimate 
friend of Bishop Attcrbury, He attended that prelate 
in the Tower as his physician, and was suspected of 
participation in the so-called "bishops' plot." These 
varioua circumstances drew upon him so much re- 
sentment that> the Habeas Corpus Act beings at that 
time suspended, he was, in March, 1722-3, aft^r an 
examination before a committee of the Privy Council, 
committed a close prisoner to the Tower. He con- 
tinued a ]»risoner until 21st June, when, owing to 
the firmness and determination of Dr. Mead, who 
refused to prescribe for Sir Robert Walpole, the 
minister of tlxe day, until he was liberated, Preind 
was admitted to bail. His sureties were Dr. Mead, 
Dr. Hulse, Dr. Levett, and Dr. Hale. In November 
be was dischart^ed from his recognizance. 

The leisure atfordcd him by liis confinement in the 
Tower, he employed in a manner suitable to his 
abilities and profession. It was during this period 
that he wrote the celebrated and elegant letter to 
Dr. Mead, " De quibusdam Yariolarum Generibus 
Epistola," published in 4to. in 1723. There also ho 
laid the plan of his last, elaborate, and moat learned 
LTVork, *• The History of Physick from the time of 
*Galen to the beginning of the xvj"" century, chiefly 
with regard to practice, in a discourse written to Dr. 
Mead." The first part appeared in 1725; the second 
in 1726. Soon after Freind obtained his liberty, he

A good portrait of Dr. Freind is in the College 
dining-room. There ia also extant a finely executed 
medal of Dr. Freind, with the doctor's bust on tlie 
obverse, inscribed '* Joannes Freind, Coll. Med. 
Lond. et 'Re^^ S.S." and on the neck the initial letters 
of the artist's name, S. V. (Saint Urbain). Reverse, 
an ancient and modern pliysician joinlno^ hands. 
" Medicina vetus et nova. Exergue, Unam facimus 
utramque." 

The doctor's valuable library was sold at auction 
by Mr. Cock in January 1728-9. 

Thomas Pelleit, M.D. was bom in Sussex, and 
educated at Queen's College, Cambridge, as a member 
of which he proceeded bachelor of medicine in 1091'. 
In the following year he visited Italy, in company 
with Dr. Mead and Mr. Thomas Polhill, studied for 
a time at Padua, and then returned to England. He 
was created doctor of medicine of Cambridt^e (Comi- 
tiis Eegiis) in 1705 ; and, settling in London, was 
admitted a Canchdato of the College of Physicians 
22ud December, 1707 ; and a Fellow, Oth Aprils 1716. 
lie was Censor in 1717. 1720, 1727 ; llarveian 
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Orator, 1719; Consiliarius, 1740, 1711; and President, 
1735» 1736, 1737, 1738, 1739, Dr. Pellett died at 
his house in llenrietta-street, Covent Garden, 4th 
Julyj 1714. " Vir multis nominibus celebrandus,

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William Hallett, M.D.^A doctor of medicine 
of Leyden, was admitted an Extra Licentiate of the 
College of Physicians 31st July, 1716. lie practised 
at Exeter, was a Dissenter, and was implicitly trusted 
by those of his own persuasion in and aronnd that 
city. He was one of the five physicians appointed 
to the Devon and Exeter hospital on its establish- 
ment in 1711. Dr. Hallett died in 175-i. 

Thomas Poxt, of Liverpool, was admitted an Extra 
Licentiate of the College of Physicians 2uth April, 
1717. 

Charles Touhville. — A vounser son uf Sir 



TourviUe, of Ashton, co. Leicester, Bart. ; was ad- 
mitted an Extra Licentiate of the College 25th May, 
1717. He practised at Whitehaven. 

His Grace John Duke of Montague was ad- 
mitted, at his own request, a Fellow of tbe College of 
Physicians 23rd October, 1717. He was often pre- 
sent at the delivery of the Harveian Orations, and 
not unfrequcntly at the annual dinners. The duke 
died of a violent fever in July, 1749, aged 59. He 
was Master-General of the Ordnance, Master of the 
Great "Wardrobe, colonel of the 2nd Dragoon Guards, 
Knight of tbe Garter, Grand Master of the Order 
of the Bath, a privy councillor, and a fellow of tlie 
Boyal Society. 

William Crose, of Richmond, Surrey, was ad- 
mitted an Extra Licentiate of the College of Physi- 
cians Sth May^ 1718. 

Michael Lee Dicker, M.D. was educated at 
Leyden, \\'here he took his degree of doctor of medi- 
cine 30th May, 1718, (Diss. Med. Inaug, de Motibus 
Ordinatis et luordinatis Animalium, Ito.). He was 
admitted an Extra Licentiate of the College of Phy- 
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Bieians 14th June, 1718^ and then settled at Exeter, 
whore ho soon acquired the confidence of at numerous 
party. Dr. Dicker was a member of the Society of 
Friends ; a man of inoffensive manners and plain 
good sense, rather safe tlian scientific^ and more distin- 
guished for mild attention than officious interference 
in the operations of nature. lie was appointed one 
of the physicians to the Devon and Exeter hospital 
on its estal)lishraent, and continued to Jiold that 
office till his death, 3rd Octoher, I754f, in the 59th 
year of his age/ A portrait of Dr. Dicker, hy 
Tliomas Iludson, is in the board-room of the hospital 
at Exeter. 

RlcUARD Ttson, M.D. was horn in Gloucester- 
shire, and was the son of Edward Tyson, M.D. a 
'^Fellow of the College, who died in 1708. Dr. llichard 
Tyson was educated at Pembroke college, Cambridge, 
of which house he was a fellow. Ke proceeded JI.B. 
1710; M.D. 1715; was admitted a Candidate of the 
College of Physicians 25th June, 1717 ; and a. Eellow 
25th June, 1718. He was Censor in 1718, 1728, 
1731, 173G, 1737 ; Registrar from 1723 to 1735 in- 
elusive ; was appointed Treasm*cr 16th April, 1739, 
in place of Dr. AVharton, deceased, and held that 
office until October, 17*46. Dr. Tyson was named 
an Elect 18th August, 1735; and was elevated to 
the Presidential Chair in 1746. This distinguished 
office he continued to till to the day of his death, 3rd 
January, 1749-50, Dr. Tyson was pliyslcian to St. 
Bartholomew's hospital, to which office he was elected 
7th May, 1725, 

Thomas West, M.D. Avas born in Nortliampton- 
sbire ; and was originally of Exeter college, Oxford, 
as a member of which he took the degree of bachelor 
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of arts 17tli October, 1687; but then removing to 
Morton college, proceeded A,M. I3tli November, 
1091 ; M,B. 39th April, 1693 ; M.D. 2oth Jimo, 
1696. lie wfis admitted a Candidate of the CoUcejo 
of Physicians 23rd December, 1717 ; and a Fellow 
22nd December, 1718. Ho was Treasurer in 1721 
and 1722 ; Censor, 1725, 1729; and dying suddenly 
at his house in Red Lion-square, 17th August, 1738, 
was buried in the chapel of Merton college, Oidbrd, 
where he is thus commemorated i—

AVllliam Wagstajfe, M.D, was descended from a 
very ancient family long settled at Knighteote, in 
"Warwickshire; but was actually bom in Northamp- 
tonshire. His father, who was rector of Cublingtou, 
CO. Bucks, took more than ordinary care of the edu- 
cation of this his only son. He was placed at an 
excellent school in Northampton, whence, at the age 
of sixteen, ho waa removed to Lincoln college, Ox- 
ford. At the university he was distinguished, not 
only for the soundness of his learning, but as an 
agreeable and facetious companion, which made his 
society much sought for by persons of superior rank 
and standing. lie took the degree of A.B. 16th 
June, 1704 ; A.M, 5th May, 1707 ; and had some 
thoughts of entering the Church ; but a visit t-o 
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London, io his relative the Rev, Thomas Wagstaife, 
an amateur practitioner of physic, diverted him from 
his orin;inal intention, and induced him to flpply to 
the study of medicine, ITe proceeded doctor of medi- 
cine at Oxford, accumulating his degrees 8th July, 
1714 ; and settling in London, was admitted a Candid 
date of the College of Physicians 23rd Pecemher, 
1717; and a R^llow 22nd Decemher, 1718. He was 
Censor in 1720. Dr. Wagstaffe waa a follovr of the 
Royal Society, reader on anatomy at Surgeons' hall, 
and physician to St. Bartholomew's hospital. His 
affairs becoming embarrassed, his spirits and his 
health gave way. In March, 172i-5, he took a 
journey to Bath, hut had not been there many weeks 
before he relapsed. Growing progressively worse, 
he died in that city 5th May, 1725, in the 40th 
year of his age. Dr. Wagstaffe was t^vice married, 
first to the daughter of Ms relative the Rev. Thomas 
AVagstalfe, and secondly to a daughter of Charles 
Bernard, esq. serjcant-surgeon to queen Anne. He 
edited Dr. Drake's " Anthropologia Nova," and waa 
the author of a specious pamphlet against small-pos 
inoculation, entitled, 

A Letter showiag the danger and uucertaioty of Inoculating the 
Sinall-pox. avo. Lond. 1722. 

All his other ^^^^tinga were satirical : they were col-

James Jurin, M.D. was horn in London, and edu- 
cated at Christ's hospital, whence he proceeded to 
Trinity college, Camhrid^n?, of which society he be- 
came a fellow. He took the two degrees in arts, A.B. 
1705, A.M. 1709 ; and on the 23rd January follow- 
ing was appointed master of the grammar school of 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne. During the period he was 
master there he published

Jurin'a early attachment to those philosophical 
studies which he afterwards cultivated with so much 
success, was evident during his residence at New- 
castle, where, according to Brand, he gave lectures 
on experimental philosophy, and saved a thousand 
pounds, which enabled him to prosecute the plans 
be had formed, namely, to resign his mastership — 
which he did in 1715 — return to Cambridge, and 
take the degree of doctor of medicine. This he did 
in 1716, soon after which he removed to London ; 
was admitted a Candidate of the College of Physi- 
cians 25th June, 1718; and a Fellow 25th June, 
1719. He was soon elected a fellow of the Royal 
Society, and was appointed secretary 30th Novem- 
ber, 1721, resigning that office on St. Andrew's day, 
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1728. In his capacity of secretary he edited the 
31st and three following volumes of the ** Philoso- 
phical Transactions," Br. Jurin was appointed phy- 
sician to Guy*s hospital 21&t April, 1725» but re- 
signed it, on account of Ms steadily increasing pro- 
fessional engagements, 3l9t March^ 1732. He was 
one of the Censors of the College m 1723, 1730, 1731, 
1735, 1744; Elect, 17th July, 1744; Consiliarius, 
1748, 1749; and finally, on tlie death of Dr. Tyson, 
was elected President 19th January, 17o0. Dr. Jurin 
survived this honour for a few weeks only : he died 
at his house in Lincoln's-inn Fields, 22iid March, 
1750, in the 66lh year of his age, and was buried at 
St. James's, Garlick-hill. Out of the ample fortune 
ho had acquired by his profession, he bequeathed 
a considerable legacy to Christ's hospital, A bust 
of this distinguished physician, placed there by his 
son, is in the lilirary of that noble foundation* 

Dt, Jurin*s merits as a mathematician were of the 
highest order, and his papers in the " Philosophical 
Transactions " are, perhaps, the most satisfactory ex- 
amples we possess of the application of mathematical 
science to physiology. His paper " Do Potently 
Cordis," in No. 358, and his essay in defence of it in 
No. 3C2, adtlressed to Dr. Mead, and written in very 
choice Latin, were in opposition to the views of Dr. 
Keil of Northampton. His conduct towards that 
eminent man was most polite and handsome ; and it 
has been well observed that he preserved throughout 
the BeJ*^nionum honos et vimtx gratia, so desirable in 
all literary contests. Dr. Jurin also wrote, " On the 
Causes of Distinct and Indistinct Vision ;" "On the 
Momentum of llunning Waters ;" and "On Moving 
Bodies," which respectively led him into controversy 
with Robins, Michclotti, and some of the followerH 
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of Leibnitz. In "Tlic Works of the Learned" for 
1737, 1739> he carried on a pontroversy with Dr. 
Pemberton, in defence of Kcwton, si^jning himself 
there ** Philalethes Cantabrigiensis." Ilia efforts in 
behalf of inoculation were indefatigable, and in the 
highest degree judicious. The perusal of his care- 
fuUy-written and cautiously-reasoned papers on tljis 
subject could scarcely fail to carry conviction of the 
efficacy, safety, and propriety of the practice to all 
not blinded by prejudice or obstinately set on not 
being convinced. His only separate publication was 
on this subject, and Ib entitled,

John Misaubin, M.D, — A doctor of medicine of 
7th July, I687j but of what university is not re- 
corded in the Annals ; was admitted a Licentiate of 
the CoUegc 25th June, 1719. nc died 20th April, 
1734. 

CiiAEXES Jeiinega:n, M.D.— A native of Norfolk, 
and a doctor of medicine of Moatpelier, of 24th 
Jilay, 1708; was admitted a Licentiate of the CoUege 
of Physicians 25th June, 1719. He died in 1760. 

Gilbert IIeathcot, M.B. — A native of Dcrhy- 
shixe, and a doctor of medicine of Padua, of 13th 
June^ lt>88; was admitted a Licentiate of the CoUegdj 
of Phyaichius 29th June, 1719. 

Peter Hardisway.— A Londoner, fonnerly a stu- 
dent of Trinity hall, Cambridge ; was admitted an 
flxtra Licentiate 3rd Auf^ust, 1710.

CaABLE3 Bale, M.D. was bom in London, and 
educated at Jesus college, Cainbridi^fe. He proceeded 
M.B, ill 171G, and wua created M.I>. Cth October, 
1717, on tho occasion of king George I. paying a 
visit to the university. Dr, Bale was admitted a 
Candidate of the College of Physicians 30th Septem- 
ber, 1718, and a Fellow 28th September, 1719. lie 
was Censor in 1723, delivered the IlaiTeian Oration 
for 1729, and died shortly afterwards. 

Vernon Mead, of Winchester, was admitted an 
Extra Licentiate of the College of Physicians 26th 
December, 1719. 

George Lewis Tessier* M.D. — A foreigner, and a 
doctor of medicine of Leyden, of 3rd November, 1710, 
who had obtained an act of naturalization ; and on 
the 5th March, 1715-6, had been appointed physician 
to the household of king George L; was admitted a 
Fellow of the College 25th March, 1719-20. He was 
subsequently appointed physician in ordinary to king 
George II. and died 22ud May, 174.2, Dr. Tesaier 
was chosen physician to the Westminster hospital in 
1728, but Avithdrew from that institution in 1733 ; 
and was one of the six physicians appointed to St. 
George's hospital at the first general board, held lOth 
October, 1733. He also held the appointment of 
physician to Chelsea hospital 

George Bailey, M.D.— ^A doctor of medicine of 
Kheims, of 21st October, 1710; was admitted an 
Extra Licentiate of the CoUege ISth July, 1720. lie 
practised at Chiehesterj and died there in November 
or December, 1771* 

Peirce Dod, M.D. was born in Middlesex, and 
educated at Oxford. He was entered at Brasenose 



college, and as a member of that house proceeded 
A.B. I'itli October, 1701 ; soon after whichj removing 
— to All Souls, he proceeded A.M. 6th June, 1705; 
Bm.B. 22nd March, 1710; and M,T). 29th October, 
1714. He was admitted a Candidate of the College 
of Physicians 28th September, 1719 ; a Fellow 30th 
_ September, 1720; and was Censor in 1724, 1732, 
ll73G, 1739. lie delivered the Gulstonian Lectures 
■■in 1720, and the Harveian Oration in 1729. Dr. 
Dod was elected physician to St. Bartholomew's hos- 
pital 22nd July, 1725, and retained that oifice to his 
death, which occurred 18th August, 175't. His rc- 
maina were interred in the hurial-^ound of St. 
George the Martyr, Queen's-square, whore on altar- 
tom1> was erected to his memory, and to that of hia 
three children. 
B Dr. Dod was one of the most determined opponents 
of inoculation to be found among the members of the 
medical profession. In 1746 he published a small 
work entitled ** Several cases in Physic, SmaU-pox, 
and Fever," the main object of wliich was to throw 
discredit on the new practice. It was at once an- 
swered in a satirical pamplilet, under the title of 
" A Letter to the real and genuine Peirce Dod, M.D. 
actual physician to St. Bartholomew's hospital, &c. 
with a full answer to the mistaken case of a natural 
smaU-pox, after taking it by infection. ByDodPeirce.'* 
The authors of this letter, which is said to have done 
considerable damage to Dr. Dod's professional cha- 
racter and business, were Dr. Kirkpatrick, author of 
"The Analysis of Inoculation," Dr. Burrowby and 
one of the Schombergs. 

WiiLiAM Stukeley, M.D, — This learned and in- 

defatigablo antiquary was born 7th November, 1687, 

I at Uolhech iii Lincolnshire. After a good prelimi- 
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nary education at the free school of liis native town, 
lie was admitted at Corpus Chrieti college, Cambridge, 
7tli November, 1703, and clioseii a scholar of that 
house iu the April following. He proceeded H,B, 
In 1709; M.D. in 1719; was admitted a Candidate 
of the College of Physicians 28tb September, 1719, 
and a Fellow 30tb September^ 1720. He delivered 
the Gulstonian Lectures in 1722. These were pub- 
linhed the foUoT^-ing year, in folio, under the title, 
** Of the Spleen : its Deseription and History, Uses and 
Diseases, with Observations on the Dissection of an 
Elephant," He was Censor in 1725, Dr. Stukeley, 
soon after his arrival in London, was elected a follow 
of the Royal Society, and ere lon^ was placed upon 
the council. He was one of the committee appointed 
to examine into the condition of the astronomical 
instruments at the Royal 01>serTatory, Greenwich. 
He was also a fellow, and for some years secretary^ of 
the Society of Antiquaries, and had been one of the 
most active of that illustrious band who revived the 
society in 1717 and 1718. 

In 172C Dr. Stukeley removed to Grantham in 
Lincolnshire, where he practised for some yeai's i^dth 
the highest reputation. The dukes of Ancaster and 
Rutlandj the families of Tyrconnel> Cust, &c. &c. and 
most of the principal families in the county, were 
glad to avail themselves of his advice. Duriutj his 
residence there be declined an invitation from the 
earl of Hertford to settle at Marlborough, and an- 
other to succeed Dr. Huuton at Kewark. In 1728 
he married Frances, daughter of Mr. Hobert William- 
son, of Allington, near Granthami a lady of good 
family and fortune. 

Dr. Stukeley had long ere this been a severe suf- 
ferer from gout, which generally confined him during 
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the winter months. For the recovery of his health, 
he was in the habit of travelling during the sprint?, 
and in these excursions he indulged liis innate lore 
of antiquities by tracini* the footsteps of Coesar's 
ex:pedition in tins island, — his camps, stations, &c. 
The fruit of hia more distant travels was his ** Itine- 
rarium Curiosum ; or, an Account of the Antiquities 
and Curiosities in Travels through Great Britain," 
folio. Overpowered at length with the fatigue of his 
profession and repeated attacks of gout, he turned 
hiB thoughts to the Church ; and, being encouraged 
in that pursmt by archbishop "Wake, was ordained 
at Croydon 20th July, 1729. In the Octolier Ibllow- 
ing he was presented by lord chancellor King to the 
living of All Saints, Stamford. At the time of enter- 
ing on his parochial cure (1730), Dr. Rogers of that 
town had just invented his oleum arthriticum, which 
Dr. Stukeley, seeing others use with advantage, was 
induced to try, and, as the result proved, with equal 
success ; for it not only saved his joints, but with the 
addition of a proper regimen, and leaving oif fer^ 
mcnted liquors, recovered hia healtlx and the use of 
his limbs, and he thenceforward enjoyed a firm and 
active state of health to a good old age. This in- 
duced him to publish an accoiuit of the success of 
the external application of this oil in a letter to Sir 
Hans Sloaue in 1733 ; and the year after he published 
also ** A Treatise on the Cause and Cure of the 
Gout, with a new Rationale/' which passed througli 
several editions. His subsequent literary effoi^ts were 
chiefly antiquarian, and are too numerous to be hero 
specified. In 1737, Br. Stukeley lost his wife, and 
in the following year he married Elizabeth, the only 
daughter of Dr. Gale, dean of York. From this time 
he often spent his winters in London, In 1747, the 
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duke of Moixtague prevailed on him to A^acate hia 
prefennent in the coimtry by giviag liim the rectory 
of St. Geor^'s Queen-square. 

Dr. Stukeley's interest in his original professioii 
and in the College of Physicians continued to the 
last. He not unfrcquently attended the Comitia and 
took part in the husiness of the Collej2^e, as appears 
from tlie folloviag notes in his own copy of the 
Pharmacopoeia of 1717.* 

** After I was in orders, I assisted (September 30th 
1729) at the Michaelmas Comitia of the Collegfe, at 
choice of President, Censors, and othor officers. 

"Oct.. 18. — I was present at the Oratio and Con- 
vivium Harveiauum. The duke of Montague there, 

" 25 June, 1739. — I assisted and dined at the 
College of Physicians at the Quarterly Comitia. 

« 22 Dec. 174.2.— Assisted at the Comitia, was 
chaplain at dinner. 

" 15 Sep, 1750. — Receired a summons to attend the 
Croonian Ijectureand Sermon, which I preached." 

The sermon here mentioned, " The Healing of 
Piseases as a Character of the Messiah, preached 
before the Colle2:c of Physicians 20th September, 
1750," was puhUshed by the doctor, and came to 
a second edition. 

On Wednesday, 27th Pehruary, 17C5» Dr. Stukeley 
was seized with palsy, brought on, it was said, by 
attending a full vestiy, on a contested election for 
a lecturer. He died 3rd March, 1765, in his 78fh 
year, and was buried in the churchyard of East 
Ham, Essex, at a spot he had iixed upon during a 
visit he had paid some time before to the vicar of 
that parish. 

Dr. Stukeley*a attainments as an antiquary were of 
" Gent. Mag. vol, Iviii. p. 120- 
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a high order. His proficiency in Druiclical history- 
was so great that his familiar friends" used to call 
him "the Arelidruid of this age;" and over the 
door of a house he possessed at Kentish Town, to 
which he frequently retired, was the following in- 
scription :—

Obscuro positus loco,

Chyndonax Dniida^ 

Geohge Wharton, M.D- was the son of Thomas 
Wharton, M.D, of Old Park, eo. Durham, by his 
first wife, Mai"Y, a daughter of John HaD, alderman 
of Durham, and was horn on the family estate, 25th 
December, 1688. He was educated at Pembroke 
college, Cambridge, as a member of which he pro- 
ceeded M.B. 1712 ; M.D. 7th July, 1719. Admitted 
a Candidate of the CoUege of Physicians 28th 
September, 1719 ; and a Fellow, 30th September, 
1720 ; he was Censor in 1725, 1729, 1732, 17a7 ; and 
Treasurer from 1727 to his death, which occurred at 
hia house in Fenchurcb-street from " mortification 
of the bowels," 21st March, 1739. He had married 
Anna Maria, daughter of William Petty, Esq., and 
having died slue prole, the estate of Okl Park came 
to his younger brother Hobert, an alderman and 
once mayor of Durham. To Dr. George Wharton the 
College are indebted for the portrait of hia grand- 
father, Thomas Wharton, M.D. by Van Dyck, which 
hangs in the Censors* room. 

William Kutty, M.D. was bom in London, and 
educated at Christ college, Cambridge. He pro- 
ceeded M.B. in 1712; M.D. 17th July, 1719; was 
admitted a Candidate of the College of Physicians 
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28th September, 1719 ; and a Fellow, 30th September, 
1720. He delivered the Griilstonian Lectures in 1722, 
and was Censor in 1726. Dr. Rutty was elected 
Secretju*y of the Royal Society 30th November, 1727, 
and redgned that ofiioe on 8t, Andrew's Bay, 1730. 
He must have died shortly afterwards, as his name 
is not in the College list for 1731. He was the 
author of 

A Treatisu on the Urinary PaGssgeSa coDtaining their DeAcriptloni 
Foyers, and Uses. 4to. Lend. 1726, 

Sir Richard Mannixgham, M.D. was horn in 
Hampsliire, and was the second son of Thomas Man- 
ningliam, D.D. bishop of Chichester. He took the 
degree of LL,B. at Cambridc;e, Comitiis Regiis, 1717 i 
and in the folloM'ing year built Park chapel, Chelten- 
ham. Whether he was ever in holy orders is un- 
certain ; w^e know, however, tliat shortly after this 
he devoted himself to physic ; and on the 30th Sept- 
ember, 1720, Mas admitted a Licentiate of the Col- 
lege of Physicians, He practised chiefly as an ac- 
coucheur, and attained to great eminence iu that 
department of the profession. He was knighted by 
kin^ George I., 18th February, 1721; and dying, 
after a very prosperous career, on the 11th May, 1759, 
WHS buried at Chelsea. Sir Richard Mnnningham 
gained much credit by detecting and exposing the 
imposture of Mary Toft, the rabbit-breeder of Godal- 
mijig in Surrey, who had succeeded in deceiving not 
only her own medical attendant, Mr. Howard, but 
also Mr. Ahlcrs and Mr, St Andr6, the former do- 
mestic and the latter serjeant-surgeon to George I. 
who had sent them to Godalming to inquire into 
the circumstances. To queen Caroline, then prin- 
cess of Wales, is ascribed the merit of having been 
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active in promoting measures to detect the impo- 
sition. The miraculous Mary Toft was tliei-efore 
broua^ht to town, where she could be more closely 
watched than at Godalming, and prevented from 
ohtaining the means of carrying on her imposture. 
Sir Richard Manoingham was amonsr those who took 
a part on this occasion ; aud he had at lensith the 
satisfaction of detecting her. The woman held out, 
till her courage was shaken hy a tlireat to perform 
a dangerous operation upon her, which threat w^as 
hacked by another from a magistrate, that she should 
be sent to prison. She then confessed the fraud, and 
the farce terminated l>y the Godalming miracle- 
monger being committed to Tothdl Fields prison,* 
Sir llichard published in 17:20 his 

Exact Dmry of wha,t wag. observed during a close attendance upon 
Mary Toft, thi; prftended Rabbit Bre*fder, from NoTtrmber 2t4tli to 
December 7th fgltowing; together witb aa Account; of th« Coafeftuoo

John Purcell, M,D. — A native of Shi-opsliire, and 
a doctor of medicine of Montpelier, of 29th May, 
1609 ; was admitted a Licentiate of the College of 
Physicians 3rd April, 1721. Ilis name disappears 
ftom the College lists in 1731. He was the author of 

A Treatise of Vapours or Hyaterick Fits, fivo. Lond. 1707. 
A Treali5e of the Cholick. Svo, Loud. 1714. 

Geokoe Lock, of Alnwick, was admitted an Extra 
Licentiate 15th May* 1721. 
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James Douglas, M.D.— Tliis excellent anatomist 
was bom in Scotland in 1G75 ; but of his general or 
professional education little is known. He settled 
in London in the early pai*t of tlie 18th century, 
and speedily attained to hig:b reputation as an anato- 
mist and obstetrician. He obtained his degree o£ 
doctor of medicine at the university of Hheima ; and 
was admitted an Honorary Pellow of the College of 
Physicians 26th June, 1721* lie was a fellow of 
the Royal Society, and contributed many important 
papers to the *' Pbilosophical Transactions." Chesel- 
den, in the preface to his " Anatomy of the Human 
Body," acknowledges hie obhgationa to our physi- 
cian ; and Haller, who visited hiin in London, speaks 
in praise of liis works and anatomical preparations. 
Dr. Douglas was one of the first to demonstrate^, from 
the anatomy of the pai-ts, that the high operation for 
^tone might be safely performed- He died at his 
house in Red Lion-square 2nd August, 1742. la 
addition to his reputation as an anatomist, and hia 
practical skill as au accoucheur, he had the character 
of an accomplished botanist, and of a man of groat 
literary infoi'matiou. He was, perhaps, unduly sen- 
eitive, and was certainly, in some instances, a peoyish 
and captious critic. The following is (I believe) a 
complete list of his published works ; —

RoBEitT Taylor, A.M* — A master of arts of Glas- 
gow, praotising at Borough bridge, in Yorkahire ; was 
admitted au Extra Licentiate of the College of Physi- 
cians 26th June* 1721. 

Thomas LovELir, of Plymouth, was admitted an 
Extra Licentiate of the College 2oth September, 1721, 

Thomas Dovee, M.B. — Of this extraordinary 
character but few particulars can be now obtained. 
He was a native of Warwickshii'e, and a bachelor of 
medicine of Cambridge. He was an acquaintance 
and friend, probably a pupil, of the great Sydenham. 
After taking his degree he went to aea, in what 
capacity is unknoi\'n, but probably as a buccaneer. 
On his return to England he commenced practice at 
Bristol, and from the number of patients he says he 
visited each day during an epidemic fever, must have 
attained the confidence of the inhabitants of that 
city. In 1721 he settled in London; and on the 30th 
September of that year was admitted a Licentiate of 
the College of Physicians. He resided in Cecil-street, 
Strand, where he continued for some years, hut in 
the latter part of 1728 he returned to Gloucestershire 
(to what part is not stated in his work), and there 
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romained for four or live yeavsj wlien he finally set- 
tled in London, and fixed his abode in Lomhard- 
street, hut attended regularly at the Jerusalem coffee 
house, to which he had liia letters addressed, and 
where, probably, he received most of his patients, In 
173(5 he moved westward, to Aruudel-street* Strand, 
where he probably died in the latter pai-t of I7il, or 
beginning of 1742, his name disappearing from tlie 
College list of the last-named year. His '* Ancient 
Physician's Legacy to his Country'* is well kno^Ti. 
It was a work very popular out of the profession, 
and in the com-se of a few years ran through a large 
number of editions. To Dr. Dover we are indebted 
for the valuable powder of opium and ipecacuanha, 
which is still known by his name. 

Edward Browxe, M.D.— A native of Limerick, 
and a doctor of medieine of the university of Caen 
in Normandy, of 1st April, 1712 ; was admitted a 
Licentiate of the College of Physicians 10th !Novem- 
ber, 1721, ne died in 1750. 

Meteu Low Schomberg, M.D. — " A Jew of Petz- 
"burg, a German," as be is described in the Annals, 
and a doctor of medicine of Geissen, of 2l8t Decem- 
ber, 1710 ; was admitted a Licentiate of the College 
of Physicians 19th March, 1721-2. At that time he 
was in very reduced circumstances ; his pecuniary 
resources were insufiicicnt to meet the fees due on 
hia admission, and the College considerately accepted 
his bond for payment at a subsequent period. Culti- 
vating an intimacy with the Jews of Duke's-place, 
he, by their means, got introduced to the acquaint- 
ance of some of the leading men, merchants and 
others, of their religion, who employed him, and by 
their interest recommended him to a good practice.

He had been librarian to some person of distinction 
abroad, was :i fluent talker, and a man of insinuating 
addrpss ; and as lie linderstood mankind well, lie 
soon found out a method of acquii'ing popularity, 
wliich bud never been practised by any of bis pro- 
fession. He took a large house and kept a public 
table, to which, on a certain day in the week, all the 
young surgeons wore invited and treated with an 
indiscriminate civility, that had very much the ap- 
pearance of friendship, but in reality meant nothing 
more tlian that they should recommend him to prac- 
tice. The scheme succeeded : in the year 174:0 
Schomberg, it is said, had distanced all tlie city 
physicians^ and was in the receipt of a professional 
income of four thousand guineas a year. Dr. Schom- 
herg died 4th March, 1761, leaving two sons who 
were bred physicians : Isaac, memorable for hia con- 
test with the College of Physicians, to be afterwards 
mentioned; and Ralph, who practised successively at 
Yarmouth and Bath. Dr, Ralph Schomberg M*as a 
voluminous writer, the author of "Aphorismi Prac- 
tici," and of the " Abridgment of Van Swieten*a 
Commentaries on Boerhaave.'* His character was 
damaged by some disgraceful literary thefts, and by 
Bome money transactions of no reputable character. 
Eventually he relhiquished the practice of his pro- 
lessiou, and retired first to Paugbonrne, and after- 
wards to Keading^ where he died 29th June, 1792. 

Isaac de Sequbvua Samuda, M.B. — A Portuguese, 
and a bachelor of medicine of the university of Coim- 
bra, of 21st May, 1702 ; was admitted a Licentiate of 
the College of Physicians 19th March, 1721-2. His 
name has disappeared from the College list in 1731. 

Edward Kynaston was admitted an Extra Licea- 
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tiate of the College of Physicians 7th September, 
1722. He practised in Sbropsliire. 

Daniel "Wyntek was admitted an Extra Licentiate 
of the College 21tli November, 1722. He practised 
in Brecknocksliire. 

MusuET Teale, M.B. was a native of Middlesex, 
and a kachelor of medicine of Queen's college, Cam- 
bridge, of 1722. He was admitted a Licentiate of 
the College of Physicians 22nd December, 1722. Dr. 
Teale practised during the greater portion of his life 
in the country, latterly at Maidstone, and died in 
1760, His memorial is in the chiirch of Charing, 
Kent. 

Thomas Bainbrigg, M.D.— A native of Cam-" 
brid^eshire, and a doctor of medicine of Cambridge 
(Comitiis llegiis) 1717 ; was admitted a Candidate of 
the College of Physicians 19th Max"ch, 1721-2, and a 
Fellow 8th April, 1723. He was Censor in 1728. 

Chuistopher Packe, M.D. was bom at St. Alban's, 
and created doctor of medicine at Cambridge (Comitiis 
llegiis) 1717. He was admitted a Candidate of the 
College of Physicians 25th June, 1723 ; and, settling 
at Canterbury, practised there with mnch reputation 
for more than a quarter of a century. Dr. Packe died 
15th Kovember, 1749. He was the author of 

A Reply to Dr. Gray 'a Three Auawers to Mj. Worger'a Case. 4to. 
Cynterbury, 1727. 

Messenger Monset, A.B. was born in 1603, and 
was the son of the llev. llobert Mousey, one of tho 
non-juring clergy, by his wife Mary, a daughter of 
the Bev. Roger Clopton, rector of Downham. After 
an excellent education at home, he was sent to 
Pembroke college, Cambridge, as a member of which 
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he proceeded bachelor of arts in 1714t, and then 
removed to Norwich, where, for some timcj he 
studied physic under Sir Bcujamm "Wrench, M.D, 
He was admitted an Extra Licentiate of the College 
of Physicians 30th September, 1723. lie settled at 
Bury St< Edmund's, and whilst there was called to 
the assistance of Lord Godolphin, the son of queen 
Anne's lord treasurer, and grandson of the great 
duke of Marlborough, who had been seized on hia 
way to Kewmarket with an attack of apoplexy. 
Monsev was successful in the treatment of his lord- 
ship, who was so fascinated with the conversational 
powers of his SuflFoLk doctor that he invited him to 
Loudon ; and eventually inducing liim to relinquish 
hia country practice, obtained for him the appoint- 
ment of physician to Chelsea hospital. In that olfico 
he continued for half a century^ and died at Ids apart- 
ments in the hospital in 1788, aged 96. 

Of this cGccutrie man Mr, Wadd wTites thus : " A 
medical oddity, with a considerable share of mental 
acuteness and literary endowments. He began busi - 
ness at Bury, Mliere he experienced the common fate 
^ef country practice— constant fatigue, long journeys, 
^ifed short fees ; and in a rusty wig, dirty boots, and 
leather breeches, might have degenerated into a hum- 
drum provincial doctor, his merits not diffused beyond 
a county chronicle, and his medical errors concealed 
in the country churchyard — but for an accidental 
attendance on the earl of Godolphin, in which na- 
ture, orMonscy, was successful ; and the grateful earl 
procured for him the appointment at Chelsea, and 
ultimately left him a handsome legacy. From the 
narrow, unvaried rural circle he was suddenly trans- 
planted into a land of promise and politeness, with 
the earls of Cliesterfield and Bath, sir Robert Wal- 
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pole, and Garriclc, as his companions and friends. 
Evon in such society Monscy maintainod his original 
plainness of mauners, aud with an unreserved sin- 
cerity sometimea spoke truth in a manner that gave 
offence ; and as old ag« approached, he acquired an 
asperity of hehaviour and a neglect of decorum that 
subjected him to the odium of being considered as a 
cynic and misanthropist. As a physician he adhered 
to tlie tenets of the Boerhaavian school, and despised 
modern improvements in tlieory and practice, uni- 
formly prescribing conti-ayerva and ptisan, and ad- 
herini^ to rules and systems merely because they were 
sanctioned by sixty years* experience. In his politics 
he was a Whig, in lus religion a latitudinarian. But 
unfortunately, when he shook off the manacles of 
superstition, he fell into the comfortless bigotry of 
scepticismj which, like religious bigotry, narrows the 
intellect and hardens the heart. He left his body 
for dissection ; and a few days before he died wrote^ 
to Mr. Cruikshanks, the anartomist, begging to knoi 
whether it would suit his convenience to do it, as 
felt he could not live many hours, and Mr. Porsterj 
liis surgeon, was then out of town. He died as hf 
predicted, and his wishes with respect to his bo^ 
were strictly attended to." Dt» Monsey's portrait 
was engraved by Bromley, from a sketch by Porster. 

Caleb Hill was admitted an Extra Licentiate 
the College of Physicians 4th Kovember, 1723. 
practised at Ludlow. 

James Eldertox was admitted an Extra 
tiate of the College of Physicians 3rd March* 
He practised at Salisbury. 

TnoMAs Lei&u, of Parnhaui, Surrey 
an Extra Licentiate 17th March> 17:iU. 
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William Hdsset, of Bourne in Lincolnshire, was 
admitted an Extra Licentiate of the College 20th 
April, 1721. 

John Uauclitfe, M>D. was bom in Middlesex, 
and educated at St. John's college, Oxford, aa a mem- 
ber of which house lie proceeded A.B. 2nd June, 
1711 J A.M. 23rd April, 171 i; when, accumulating 
his decrees in physic, he proceeded M.D. 30th June, 
1721. He was admitted a Candidate of the College of 
Pliysicians 25th June, 1723 ; and a Fellow 25th June 
172 1, His name disappears from the list in 1729. 

JoEN BiODATi, M.D. was born in Middlesex ; and 
as a member of BaUol college, Oxford, proceeded 
A.M. 16th June, 1715; M.B. 10th July, 1718; and 
M.D. gth July, 1722. lie was admitted a Candidate 
of the College of Physicians 25th June, 1723 ; and a 
Fellow, 25th June, 1721,. He was Censor in 1726; 
but dying during his year of office, was succeeded, on 
the 2Cth June, 1727, by Dr. Bouchier. 

RiciiAUD Wright was admitted an Extra Licen- 
tiate of the College 25th September, 1724. He prac- 
tised at Shcrbourne, co. Dorset. 

William Chambers, M J>. was horn at Hull, and 
educated under Bocrhaave at Leyden, where he took 
his degree of doctor of medicine. He was admitted an 
Extra Licentiate of the College of Physicians 8th Octo- 
ber, 1724 ; and then gettlcd in hia native town, Hull, 
where, liaviug practised with the most distinguished 
reputation and success for more than half a century, 
he died on the 8th July, 1785, in the 86th year of his 
age. " He had been brought up in infancy with all 
the respectable pai-t of the town of his own age, and 
had attended in infancy almost all the jimiors; hence 
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he was long considered not only as the physician, hut 
the friend of all the hest families in the town. He 
had outlived a variety of competitors^ and was now 
yieldmg from the influence of opinion to others, who 
saw him failing from age and imbecility of body, 
though his mind was as strong as ever. lie did not 
live to see, or rather did not adopt the nomenclature 
or nosology of Dr. Cullen, just then coming' into 
general vogue, and he could not bear to hear of a 
Scotch diploma. Dr. Chambers frequently returned 
one-half of the money which his patients thought 
ho had deserved, but which he thought they were 
imprudent in giving. A gentleman assured me* that 
he had often been obliged to take back a part of 
what he had presented him withal ; and on some 
occasions he had found it necessary to give him a 
larger sum than usual, in order that he might accept 
a portion back again/* No wonder that under these 
eireumstancos be died poor. 

Dr. Chambers was buried in the ehureh of the 
Holy Trinity, Hull, where a monument to his memory 
bears the following inscription : — 

" Within the adjacent vault nte deposited the remaioB of Wiluah 
CiiAJjBKRS, M.D. who, nStex sixty years* extensive And disinterested 
practice, concluded a bcQeficial life the 8th day of July, 1785, in the 
8<Jtli year of his nge. By his wift!, Ellertj daughter of Richard Bag- 
shaw, of the Oakca, in the county of Derby, eaquire, he had eleven 
ohildrenj nine of whom are interrtrd in the same vuult with their 
parenta,"

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James Campbell, M.D.— A doctor of medicine of 
St. Andre\v*B, of 1712 (4 Calend. Fehruar.) ; was ad- 
mitted an Hononiry Fellow of the College of Physi- 
cians 9th November, 1724. His name disappeared 
from the annual list of the College in 1733. 

William "Wasey, M.D. was bom in Norfolk^ nnd 
educated at Caius college, Camhridge. As a member 
of that house ho proceeded A.B. 1712 ; A.M. 1716 ; 
11 .D. 1723 ; was admitted a Candidate of the College 
of Physicians 23rd December, 1723 ; and a Fellow 
22nd December, 1724,. He was Censor in 1731, 1730, 
1739, 1748; was named an Elect 30th August, 174C; 
and was ConsUiarius in 1749 and 1754, On the 
de-ath of Dr. Jurin he was elected President (2 AprO, 
1750) ; and was re-appomtcd in 17C0, 1751, 1752, 
and 1753. Dr. "Wascy was chosen physician to the 
"Westminster hospital, at its establishment in 1719, 
hut resigned his oilice there in 1733, having been one 
of the six physicians appointed to St. George's hos- 
pital at tlie first general hoard held 19th October, 
1733, He died in April, 1757, aged 62 ; and his 
library was sold by auction the same year by Davis, 
Loekyer, and Keymers. 

Noel Broxolme, M.D. was bom in the county 
of Rutland in 1G86. He was admitted a King's 
scholar at Westminster in 1700; and in 1705 was 
elected to Christcburch, Oxford, as a member of 
which he proceeded A.B. 20th May, 1709 ; A.M. 18th 
April, 1711- In 1715 he was elected to one of the 
first of the Radoliife travelling fellowships; and accu- 
mulating his degrees in physic, proceeded M.D. 8lh 
July, 1723. Dr. Broxolmo then settled in London;

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Ralph BoucniEn, M.D. was born in Yorkshire, 
and educated at Trinity college, Cambridg;e. He 
proceeded M.B. 1711, M.D. 1717 ; was admitted a 
Candidate of the College of Physicians 30th March, 
1724, and a PcUow 22nd March, 1724-5. He was 
Censor in 1727, 1737,,17'iO, 1748; dcUvered the 
Harveian Oration in 1732; and died in August, 
1708. 

William Wood, M.D. was born in Lancashli-e, and 
educated at Trinity college, Dublin, where he took 
the two degrees in arts* He removed to Oxford, was 
incorporated on his master's degree, 17th October, 
1719; andj as a member of Quecn*s college, pro- 
ceeded MB. 19th November, 1719; M.D. 5th July, 
1721, He was admitted a Candidate of tlie College 
of Physicians 30th March, 1724, and a Fellow, 22iid 
March, 1724-6. He was Censor and Gulstonian 
Lecturer in 1727, and Harveian Orator in 1733. His 
name disappears from the list of 1739, 

John Gaspar Schettchzer, M.D. was a native of 
Switzerland, the son of John James Scheuchaer, M.D. 
professor of mathematics at Zurich. He graduated 
in philosophy at Zurich in 1722, and printed his 
inaugural essay on that occasion* " De Dilu™," 4to. 
ito^was created doctor of medicine at Cambridge 
"fiHiig the visit of king George I. in 1728. Dr. 
Scheuchzer was a good antiquary, and an accom- 
plished medallist and natural historian. He was the 
pTotegi and librarian of Sir Hans Sloane, and was 
for some time foreign secretary of the Royal Society. 
He was atlmitted a Licentiate of the College of Phy- 
sicians 22nd March, 1734-5; and dying at the bouse 
of Sir Hans Sloane, in Chelsea, in April, 1729, was 
buried in the chui'chyai'd there. Dr. Scheuch7.er 
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translated Kaempfer's History of Japaa into English; 
and he has a good paper in the Philosophical Trans- 
actions on "The Method of Measuring the Heights 
of Mountains." 

George Harris, of Harerfordwest, was admitted 
an Extra Licentiate of the College of Physicians 7th 
June, 1725. 

liiCHARD Holland, M.D. was horn in London, 
and educated at Catherine hall, Cambridge. He 
proceeded A.B. 1708. A.M. 1712, and M.D. 1723 ; 
■was admitted a Candidate of the College of Physicians 
25th June, 172J.; a Fellow, 25th June, 1725; and 
was Censor in 1728. Dr. Holland was a Fellow of 
the Royal Society, and the author of —

Jacob be Castro Sarmexto, M.D. — A Portuguese, 
and a doctor of medicine of Coimbra, of 2l8t May, 
1717 ; was admitted a Licentiate of the College of 
Physicians 25th June, 1725. He died 14th.Septem- 
W, 1762 ; and was the author of —

John Birch, M.D.— A native of Cheshire, and a 
doctor of medicine of Leyden of 27th April, 1716 ; 
was admitted an Honorary Fellow of the College 
19th Januarj'. 1725-6. 

Richard Midbleton Masset, M.D. was horn in 
Cheshire, and spent some terms at Brasenose College, 
Oxford, but left the university without taking a 
degree. He was admitted an Extra Licentiate of the 
College 23rd Noveml>er, 1706, and settled at Wis- 
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beach in Cambridgesliire^ where he practised for 
some years with great euccesa. He was created 
doctor of medicine by the university of St. Andrew's, 
7th May, 1720, when, leaving Wisbeaehj he fixed his 
abode at Stepney, and was admitted an Honorary 
Fellow of the College of Physicians 19th January, 
1725-6. Dr. Massey was elected a fellow of the 
Society of jVntiquaries in 1718, and acted as secretary 
ia 1725 and 1726. He was also a fellow of the 
Royal Society. He comiuled and published " A 
Catalogue ul" the Library at Wisbeaeh. 8vo. 1718." 
When advanced in years he returned to his native 
county, and died at Rostherne in Cheshire, 27th 
March, 1743. 

James Figg, of Guildford, was admitted an Extra 
Licentiate of the College of Physicians 20th June, 
1726. 

John Hollings, M.D. was born in Shropshire, 
and educated at Magdalen college, Carabridge, as a 
member of which he proceeded M,B, 1705, M.D. 
1710. lie was admitted a Candidate of the College 
of Physicians 25th June, 1725 ; and a Fellow, 25th 
June, 1726. Dr. Hollings was a fellow of the Royal 
Society, physician-general to the army, and physician 
in ordinary to the king. He died lOtb May, 1739, 
leaving the cliaracter of an able classical scholar, 
and a most accomplished man. His only publication 
was the Harveian Oration for 1734f, entitled " Status 
HumauEeNatiu'a; espositus inOratione coram Medicis 
Londinensibus habits.

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successively bishop of Nor^'ich and Ely, one of tlie 
most learned, men of his time, had collected one of 
the best and most ample collections of all sorts of 
good hooks in England. The bishop died 31st July, 
1714; shortly after which the king purchased his 
library for 6000^., and presented it to the imiveraity 
of Cambridge, By a curious coincidence, a regiment 
of cavalry was dispatched to Oxford at the very time 
that the library was removed to Cambridge. Browne 
commemorated it thus ; — 

TLe Kiijg to Ostbrd sent Et tmop of Koi-se, 
For Torit;8 own bo nrgiirnent but force; 
Wltb t'quAl ekill, to Cauibndg« buoka he Bpnt, 
For Whigs admit no force but argumctit. 

He took the degree of doctor of medicine at Cam- 
bridge in 1721, and shortly afterwards, according to 
his o^Yu. statement, got incorporated at Oxford. He 
practised at Lynn for more than thirty years, and 
acquired by his profession a competent fortune, though 
even then he evinced no small amount of eccentricity. 
Upon one occasiou, a pamphlet having been written 
against him, be nailed it to bis own house-door. In 
1748» through the influence of the duke of Montague, 
he was knighted by king George II. A respectable 
bookseller at Lynn used to relate, that the first time 
he had to make out his bill after the doctor had been 
dubbed a knight, he wrote, " Sir William Browne, 
debtor to Thomas HolHngbury;" when he delivered 
it into the knight's hand, he looked at it a short time, 
and then turning to him said, " Mr. HoUingbury, 
you might have said *' ihe honourable sir William 
Browne." " I beg your pardon, sir Wihiam,'* replied 
the bookseller, " but upon my word 1 did not know 
it was customary to prelix to the name of a knight the 
word honourable." " As to that," rejoined the knight, 
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" if it be not customary, it would yet have been |)lea8- 
iu^." About the same period he distinguished him- 
self as a champion of the laii' sex at Lynu, but 
under what eireumstancesj and in what manner, are 
now unknown. The incident led to the following 
epigram, the product^ it has always been thought, of 
his own pen : — 

Domino Wilhelmo Browne, militi. 

Sit, Miks, terror, castigatoniue Gig^antist 

Victlina cui Virgo nocte tlteqae cadit. 
Ilereuleo nioiistfis purgata est Lei-na labore, 

I^Ionstris purgctuT Lenna liibort tuo. 

Be thou» O knight, the giant^i scourge and dread> 
Who nipht and rfay preys on the vktim maid.

Prom an early period of his professional career, Sir 
William Browne had contemplated an eventual re- 
moval to the metropolis ; and with the view of seeur* 
ing his due position, whenever that should he feasible, 
he presented himself before the Colles^e of Physiciana 
for examination, and was admitted a Candidate 30th 
September, 1725, and a Fellow 3Uth September, 1726. 
In 1749 Sir William removed to London. He was 
named one of the Elects of the College 9th April, 
1760, and delivered the Harveian Oration in 1751. 
Ho served the office of Censor in 1750, 1751, 1752, 
1753, 1771; was elected Treasurer 3rd December, 
1751, in place of Dr. Ilorseman deceased ; was Con- 
siliariua in 1752, 1755, 1762 ; and President in 1765 
and 17C6. This was a period of ^reat excitement in 
the College. The dispute with the Xiicentiates was 
then at its height ; and Sir William Browne, a man 
of strong feelings, extraordinary gan-ulity, and utterly 
void of discretion, was wjiolly unfit at such a crisis 
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to occupy the Presidcntml Clmir, He was au ener- 
getic deftmder of the exclusive privileges of the 
Eniclish uiiiversities ; and, in the contest between the 
College and Dr, Schomherg, had unfortunately printed 
a pamphlet as ill-judged as it must have been offen- 
sive to the Licentiates. These circumstjinccs brought 
him under the lash of Footcj in his " Devil on Two 
Sticks/' Foote gave an inimitahlo representation 
of the Esculapian knight on the stage, -w-ith the pre- 
cise counterpart of his wig and coat and odd h^ure, 
and glass stilRy applied to his eye. Sir William sent 
Poote a card, complimenting hira upon having so 
happily represented him, but, as he had forgotten the 
muff, lie sent him liis own. "Whilst he filled the office 
of President, the Licentiates in a body forced their 
way into the College and even into the room where 
the Comitia was being lield. Sir William maintained 
his composure, and at once dissolved the Comitia ; 
but the atfair left an abiding impression on him, 
and, dreading a defeat or some indignity, he deter- 
mined to resign his oflfiee, not choosing, as he was 
wont to say, to stay to he beaten by the Licentiates. 
Aa another opportunity may not occur* I may here 
state that a second attempt was made the following 
year (1767) to break into the College, but the pre- 
caution liad been taken of closing the iron gates 
wliieh guarded the entrance from Warwick-lane. 
The assembled Licentiates offered a smith ten guineas 
and an indemnification of three hundred pounds to 
force the gate^ but he refused. At this time the fol- 
lowing lines vindicating Sir WQliam against the 
abuse and anger of the Licentiates became public. 
Thuy were represented as having been sent to him by 
an anonymous correspondent, but were more probably 
written by himsell':—

On quitting the chair. Sir William Browne deliTered 
an oration iu Latin, in wliicU he dclineutea liis own 
character and history, and reviews the prominent 
events of his presidency. This valedictory addreaa 
was forthwith published in Latin and iu English: 
from the latter I extract the following : — 

. " The manly age and inclination with conformable 
studies I diligently applied to the practice of physic 
in the country, where, as that age adviseth> I sought 
riches and friendships ; but» afterwards, being satiated 
with friends^ whom truth, not flattery, had procured; 
satiated with riches which Galea, not fortune, bad pre- 
sented, I resorted immediately to this College, where, 
further obedience to the same adviser, I might 
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totally addict myself to tlie service of honour. Con- 
ducted by your favour instead of my own merit, I 
have been advanced tlirougli various degrees of honour 
— a most delig-htfol climax indeed — even to the very 
highest of all which the whole profession of physic 
hath to confer. In thig chair, therefore, twice re- 
ceived from the Elects (shewing their favour to 
himself, he confesses, much more than to the College), 
your President 

Acknowledges, th.a,t he hn6 happy been, 
And, now, content with acting this sweet scene, 
ChusES to make his exit, like a giie&t, 
BetiriDg puriiper'd Irom a plenteoua fejut. 

in order to attach himself and the remainder of his 
life no lon^r, as before* solely to the College, but by 
turns also to the medicinal springs of his own country, 
although as a physician never unmindful of his duty, 
yet, after his own manner, with hilarity rather than 
graTity, to enjoy liberty more valuable than silver or 
gold, as in his own right, because that of mankind— 
not without pride, which ever ought to be its in- 
separable companion, 

Now the free foot shall dance its favourite ruxind. 

" Behold an instance of human ambition not to be 
satiated but by the conquest of three, as it were, 
medical worlds ; lucre in the country, honour in the 
College, pleasure at medicinal springs 1 I would, if 
it were possible, be dehglitfuj and useful to all ; to 
myself even totally and equal; to old age, though 
old, diametrically opposite; not a censor and chastisor, 
but a commender and encoui'ager of youth. I would 
have mine, such as in the satire 

Ciiflpua's hoary cutertainiag &ge, 

Whose wit aod manners mild alike engage 

" The age of presiding, by the custom of ourprede- 
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oesaon^ vas gvoenUy a histmiii, fire Tears ; althoug^h 
our Sloaae^ m>v btk^y, tike aaocber Nestor, lived to 
see three ages, boUi as rinmiiLiit and as oian. But

U\'tun\ like soother Kxirydii>\ perhaps looked after 
»y HM) loo hn^iti^v* lH»K*\ctl by me tiio iVwpenilvly, 
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instantly slipped back again, and fled indignant to 
the shades below." 

As soon as he was out of office sii' William started 
on his visit to the springs. Whilst at Bath he paid 
a visit to bishop Warburton at Prior park. The 
learned prelate has drawn the following inimitable 
portrait of him in a letter to Dr, Hurd, dated 18th 
November, 1767- "When you see Dr. Heberden, 
pray comninnicate to him an unexpected honour 
I have lately received. The other day, word was 
brought me from below that one Sir William Browne 
sent up his name, and would l>e glad to kiss my band, 
I judged it to be the famous physician, whom I had 
never seen, nor had the lionour to know. When 
I came down into the drawinjif-room, I was accosted 
by a little well-fed gentleman, with a large muff in one 
band, a 8ma.ll " Horace *' open in the other, and a 
8pying-»lass dangling in a black ribbon at his button. 
After the first salutation, he informed me tlmt his 
visit was indeed to me, but principally and in the 
first place to Prior park, which had so inviting a 
prospect from below ; and. he did not doubt but, on 
examination, it would sufficiently repay the trouble 
he had given himself of coming up to it on foot. 
We then took our chairs, and the first thing he did 
or said, was to propound a doubt to me concerning 
a passage in Horace, which all this time he had 
still open in liis liand. Before I could answer, 
he gave me the solution of this long misunderstood 
passage, and iu support of Ms explanation had the 
charity to repeat bis own paraphrase of it in English 
verse, just come liot, as ho said, from the brain. 
When this and chocolate were over, having seen all 
he wanted of me, he desired to see more of the seat, 
and pajrticularly what he called the monument, by 
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tehich 1 understood the Prior's tower, with your 
inscription. Accordingly, I ordered a servant I'D 
attend him thither, and when he had satisfied his 
curiosity, either to let liini out from the park ahove 
into the downs, or from the garden below into the 
road. AMiich he chose I ueA^er asked, and ao this 
honourable visit ended. Hereby you will understand 
that the desi^ of all this was to be admired, and 
indeed ho had my admiration to the full, hut for 
nothinif so much as for hin being able at past eig:hty 
to perform this expedition on foot, in no ^ood weather, 
and with all the alacrity of a boy both in body and 
mind." 

How long the knight eontinued on his travels I 
have nu means of di^ieoveruig. Ere long, however, he 
returned to Queen-square, and in a contest for some 
subordinate parochial office, carried on so warmly as 
to open taverns for men, and cotTee-house breakfasts 
for women, he exerted himBelf greatly, wondering, 
however, bs he himself expressed it, tliat a man bred 
at two universities should bo so little regarded, A 
parishioner, in reply \o some such remark, answered, 
" That he had a call' that sucked two cows, and a 
prodigious great one it was.'* At the age of eighty, 
on St. Luke's day, 1771, he went to Batson's coffee 
house, in his laced coat and hand and frmged white 
gloves, to show himself to Mr, Crosby, then Lord 
Mayor. A gentleman present observing that he 
looked very well, he replied "he had neither wife nor 
debt^." 

Sir "William Brov\Tie died at his house in Queen- 
square, Bloomsbury, 10th March, 1771), aged 82. 
Hia lady died 25th July, 1763, in her 64th year. 
His i-cmains were interred at llillington, co. iNorfolk, 
and iu the church is a handsome monument to his 
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memory, with a long and pompous inscription, ad- 
mitted in his -ndll to have been the offspring of bis 
own pen. The will, drawn up hy himself, was a 
curiosity : it is singularly demonstl'ati^•e of his cha- 
racter and oddities, but is not wanting in philan- 
thropy. In the preamble he lashes orthodox and 
heterodox alike, and the Greek and Latin with which 
it was interlarded puzzled the people at Doetors' 
Commons. On his coffin, when in the grave^ he de- 
sired might he deposited, *Mn its leather case * or 
coffin," his pocket Elzevir Horace, "comes riac \itvs- 
que dulcis et utilis," he adds, " worn out with and hy 
me.** He disposed of his property judiciously and 
equitably, and left certain prl/c medals to be given 
yearly to Cambridge undergraduates, 

His publications are numerous, hut unimportant. 
They are curious and witty, hut dreadfully Inirdened 
with quotatious- Their titles even are characteristic.

This oration was emhellished with Sir William*8 arms 
in the title-pa^e^ and a head-piece representing the 
theatre at Oxford, the Senate-house at Cambridge, 
and the College of PhysicianSj with an emblematic 
initial letter.

Sir Edward Wilmot, Bart. M.D. was the second 
son of Robert Wilmot, of Ghaddesden, co. Derby, 
esquire, and was bom 29th October, 1693. He was 
educated at St. John's college, Cambridge, of which 
house he was a fellow, and he proceeded A.B. 1714; 
A.M. 1718 ; M.D. 1725. He then settled in London; 
was admitted a Candidate of the College of Physicians 

* See Nichols's Literary Anecdotes. 
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30th September, 1726; and a Fellow 30th Septembtri', 
1726- He was Censor in 1729 and 1741; and de- ' 
lirered the llai'veian Oration in 1735. He married 
Sarah, the eldest daughter of Dr. Mead, and through 
his influence was appointed physician to St. Thomaa'a 
hospital- In April, 1731, he was appointed physician 
extraordinary to the queen, and soon afterwards iihy- 
sician in ordiuai-y to her Majesty, and to Frederick 
prince of Wales. After the queen*a death he was 
appointed physician in ordinary to king George II. 
and iu 1710 pliysician-general to the forees. He was 
created a baronet 17th February, 1759, and on the 
accession of king George III. was appointed one of 
his physicians in ordinary; but alxjut this time he 
retired from practice and withdrew from London. 
Ho resided for some time at Nottingham ; but findiug 
it too cold for his age and constitution, he removed to 
the nei*^hbourhood of Dorchester, where he died 22nd 
November, 17SG, when he had more than completed 
his 93rd year. 

Jon>r Bambeb, M.D. a native of Kentj was admitted 
a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 5th October, 
172-4. On the 12th AprU, 1725, he was created doctor 
of medicine at Cambridge, per literas Begias, as a 
member of Emmanuel college ; and coming again 
before the Censors for examination, was admitted a 
Candidate IStb October, 1725; and a Fellow 30th 
September, 1726. He was Censor in 1730 and 1731 ; 
and dying 7th NoTember, 1753, was buried in Barking 
church, Essex, where a monument, ornamented with 
a flue bust of the doctor in white marble, bears the 
following inscription :—

Lawbence Maetel, M.D. was bom in Middlesex, 
and educated at Clare hall, Cambridge, as a member 
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of wliifli lie proceeded M,B. 1721 ; M.D. 5th July, 
1726. Admitted a Candidate of the College of Phy- 
sicians 32nd Deeember, 1726, and a Fellow 23ad 
Decemher, 1727, he was Censor in 1730. 1731, 1733, 
1737, 1743; and Eegistrar in 1737 and 1738. He 
died in 1746. 

Alesakder Stxtart, M.D. a Seotchman, who had 
graduated doctor of medicine at Leydcn, 22nd June, 
1711, was admitted a Licentiate of the Colle^ 25th 
June, 1720, He was created doctor of medicine at 
Cambridge (comitiis Regiis) 1728, and was physician 
in ordinary to the Queen, in which capacity he was 
admitted a Pellow of the College of Physicians 2nd 
Septemberj 1728. He was Censor in 1732 and 1741, 
Dr. Stuart was appointed physician to the Westminster 
hospital on its establishment in 1719, and one of the 
fiix physicians to St. George's hospital, appointed at 
the first general board, held 19th October, 1733, 
when he resigned his office at the AYestniinster. He 
held tliat ofllce for a short period only, resigning it 
9th July, 1736. Ho was a FeUow of the Royal 
Society, and a member of the Boyai Academy of 
Sciences ; from the former he received the Copley 
medal for his researches into the structure and action 
of muscle. Dr. Stuart died 15th September, 1742.

College of Physicians 25th June, 1729. He died, at 
a very advanced age, in October, 1750. 

AViLLiAM IIartin, M.D. was horn in Middlesex, 
and educated at Trinity college, Cambridge, where he 
proceeded M.B. 1723 ; M.D. 7th July, 1728.

William Fullbrton, M.D. was horn in Ai'gyle- 
shire, and, as a member of Balliol college, was 
created bachelor and doctor of medicine at Oxford by 
diploma 12th April, 1728, He was admitted a Can- 
didate of the College of Physicians 30th September, 
1728, and a Fellow 30th September, 1729. He was 
physician to Christ's hospital, and died 12th March, 
1737.

CftomrELL MoRTmEB, M.D. was bom in Essex, 
and was the second son of John Mortimer, esq. of 
Topping hall, in that county. Ho was educated at 
Leydenj under Boerhaave, and took hia degree of 
doctor of medicine in that university 9th August, 
1724. (Eiercitatio Inaug. do Ingressu Humorum in 
Corpus Humauum, 4to.) He was admitted a Li- 
centiate of the College of Physicians 25th June, 
1725 ; but, having been created doctor of medicine at 
Cambridge, comittis RegUs, 11th May, 1728, he was 
admitted a Candidate 30th September, 1728, and a 
FeUow 30th September, 1729. Dr. Mortimer was a 
person of considerable importance in his day, He was 
a fellow of the Koyal and of the Antiquarian Society ; 
of the former he was secretary for more than twenty 
years, amd he was one of the most active of tbat 
illustrious band, who laboured for the incorporation 
of the latter. The Doctor's elder brother left him 
the family estate, where he died 7th January, 1752.

John Conin&ham, M.D. was a native of Cumber- 
land, and a doctor of medicine of Rheims of 2l3t 
July, 1719. He was admitted a Licentiate of the 
College of Physicians 25th June, 1723 ; but, having 
been created doctor of medicine at Cambridge, 2Gth 
April, 1728, he was admitted a Candidate 30th 
September, 1728, and a Pellow of the College 30th 
September, 1729. He was Censor in 1740, 174i, 1747 ; 
and was named an Elect 16th December, 1746. Dr. 
Coningham was appointed physician extraordinary to 
the London hospital 16th March, 1742, and died

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(according to the records of that institution) in th€ 
early part of 17^9- 

KoBERT NesbitTj M.D, was the son of Mr. John 
Ncsbittj a dissenting minister, and was bom in 
London. He received his medical education at Ley- 
den» where he took his degree of doctor of medicine 
25th April, 1731. (K.M.I. de Partu DifBcili. 4to.) He 
Tvas admitted a Lictmtiate of the Collec^e of Physicians 
25th June, 1726; and, having been created doctor of 
medicine at Camhridg;e 15th June, 1728, was admitted 
a Candidate 30th September, 1728, and a Pcllow 30th 
September, 1729. Dr, Nesbitt was Censor in 1733, 
1738, I7i2, 1745, 1718; on the 23rd March, I7i0-1, 
waa appointed Lumleian Lecturer for a period of five 
years ; an Elect 22nd August, 1718, and Consiliarius 
1750, 175-i, 1758. He died 27th May, 1701 ; and was 
the author of —

KiCHAnn Wati's, M.D* a native of Hampshii-e, 
then practising at Lymington, was admitted an Extra 
Licentiate of the College 2Gth June, 1703. A few 
years afterwards, removing to London, he presented 
himself at the Censors' board, and on the 30th Sep- 
tember, 1710, after the usual examinations, was 
admitted a Licentiate. He was created doctor of 
medicine at Cambridge 15fh Jime, 1728; on the 30th 
September following was admitted a Candidate of the 
College ; and on the 30th September, 1729, a Fellow. 
Dr. Watts died 14th April, 1750, aged seventy-four. 

Peter Hoose, M.D. was bom at Norwich, and 
educated at Clare hall, Cambridge, where he pro- 
ceeded M.B. 1723, M.D. 1728. He was admitted a 
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Candidate of the Colle^^e of Physician a 30th Sep- 
tember, 1728; and a Fellow 30th September, 1729. 
Br* Hooke's name disappears from the annual Hat in 
1736. 

James Monko, M.D. was the only son of Alexander 
Monro, D.D. principal of the university of Edinburgh, 
who just before the Hevolution of 1G88 was nominated 
by king James II. to the then vacant see of Argyle. 
The alterations which took place in the church of 
Scotland at that period prevented his obtaining pos- 
session of the bishopric j and, Dr* Monro and the 
government of king William III. not agreeing in 
their political opinions, he was fetched to London by 
a messenger, in September, 1691, and there remained 

itil his death, which occurred in or about the year 
1700- Dr. Alexander Monro (as we learn from the 
family pedigree) was descended from the chiefs of 
the Highland clan of Monro, whose ancestors fell at 
Bannockbum, llatidon-hill, Pinkie, &e. fighting in 
the cause of their country, and who arc described as 
having been invested with the barony of Fowlis, in 
Ross-shire, by Malcohn Canmore, a.d. 1024. This 
ancient clan are said by Macanlay and other writers 
to have adhered to the side of WiUiam of Orange, 
and to have been hostile to the last of the Stuarts ; 
but Dr. Alexander Monro seems to have inherited 
the more ancient royalist sentiments of the family, 
who are described by Buchanan as coming to the aid 
of Mary queen of Scots, with their followers, when 
attacked by the Reformers of those days. 

Dr. James Monro waa born in Scotland 2nd Sep- 
tember, 1080, and accompanied his father to England 
in 1691. At a proper age he waa entered at Balliol 
college, Oxford, and as a member of that house pro-

ceeded A.B. 16tli June, 1703; A.M. Srd June, 1708 ; 
M,B. 25th May, 1709; and M.D. 9th July, 1722. 
He thon comtneueed practice in London, was ad- 
mitted a Candidate of the College of Physicians 23rd 
December, 1728, and a Fellow 22nd December^ 1729. 
Dr. Monro was elected physician to Bethlem hospital 
0th October, 1728; he delivered the Har\'eian Oifition 
in 1737 ; and dying at Sunning hill, Berks, in the 
night of the 4th November, 1752, aged 72, was buried 
in the church there. His son, l>r. John Monro, in 
his *• Remarks on Dr. Battie's Treatise on Madness,*' 
8vo. Loud. 1758, writes thus of this estimable phy- 
sician : " He was a man of admirable discernment, 
and treated this disease (insanity) with an address 
that will not soon be equalled. He knew very well 
that the management requisite for it was never to be 
learned but by observation ; he was honest and sin- 
cere ; and, though no man was more communicative 
upon points of real use, he never thought of reading 
lectures upon a subject than can be understood no 
otherwise than by personal obsen^ation : physic he 
honoured as a profession, but he despised it as a 
trade. However partial I may be to Ids memory, his 
friends acknowledge this to be true, and his enemies 
will not venture to deny it." 

A good portrait of this physician has recently been 
presented to the College by his descendant, Henry 
Monro, M.D, a Pellow of the College, 



William "Woodforu, M.D. was born in Hamp- 
shire, and educated at Winchester, which he entered 
in 170L Elected thence to New college, Oxford, he 
proceeded B.C.L. 22ad May, 1706; MB. and M.D. 
26th November, 1724. He was admitted a Candidate 
of the College of Physicians 23rd December, 1728 ; a 
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Fellow 22nd Deoember, 1729 ; and ttos Censor in 
1733. Dr. "Woodford was appointed Regius Professor 
of Physic at Oxford 2nd April, 1730, and retained 
that office iintil his deaths which occurred at Bath 
on the 13th Korember, 1758. aged 80. Dr. Wood- 
ford presented to the CoUegCj in 1738, the portrait of 
Dr. Croone, now in the Censors' room, and also the 
copy of Seriptores de Re Rustic^, iiupressa Regii, 
1496, which had onco belonged to our first President, 
Lynacre. 

Francis Clijton, M.D. was a native of Norfolk, 
and a doctor of medicine of Leydcn, of 1724. Hia 
inaugural essay on that occasion, *'Dc distinctis et 
confluentibus Variolis," 4to, was reprinted by llaller 
in his " Disputationca ad Morborum Historiam ot Cu- 
rationem facientes.'* Dr. Clifton was created doctor of 
medicine at Cambridge, (comitiis Regiis,) 2Gth April, 
1728; was admitted a Candidate of the CoUego of 
Physicians 23rd December, 1728 ; a Fellow, 32ud 
December, 1729 ; and delivered the Gulstonian Lec- 
tures in 1732. He was physician to the prince of 
Wales, but resigned that office and left London in 
1734* His name disappears from the list of the Col- 
lege in 1737. He was the author of the following

created doctor of medicine at Cambridge, comitiia 
Kegiis, 1728. He was elected a Fellow of tlie Col- 
lege of Fliysiciane 25th Jime, 1728, but iras not 
actually admitted until December, 1729. The duke 
died 8th May, 1750. 

Thomas Russe was admitted an Extra Licentiate 
of the CoUei^c 23rd January, 1729-30. lie pnictiaed 
at Chelmsford* 

John Oldfield, M.D. was bom in Surrey, and 
created doctor of medicine at Cambridge, comitiis 
Begiis, 2Gth April, 1728. lie was admitted a Candi- 
date of the College of Physicians 25th June, 1729; a 
Pellow 25th June, 1730; and was Censor in 1735. 
Dr. Oldfield was appointed physician to Guy*s hospital 
21st April, 1725, from which it is clear that he pos- 
sessed a degree in medicine prior to that conferred 
upon liim at Cambridge. He died 25th June, 17-18. 

Thomas Pabkatt, M.D. was bom in Huntingdoii<< 
shire, and educated at St. John*s coUcfre, Cambridge, 
as a member of which he proceeded M.B. 1710 ; M.D. 
1722. Ho was admitted a Candidate of the College 
of Physicians 30th September, 1729; and a Pellow 
30th September, 1730* His name disappears from 
the list in 1741. 

JosrnjA Toting, of Cheshunt, was admitted on 
Extra Licentiate of the College 5th April, 1731. Hia 
library was sold in 1757. 

Samuel Pye, M.D.- — A native of London, and a 
doctor of medicine of Glasgow, of 30th January, 1720 ; 
was admitted a Licentiate of the College of Physi- 
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cians 12th April, 1731. He died at Bromley, near 
Bow, 2nd February, 1772 j and was the author of 

Sqme Ob«enratioDa on the sev^rai Method* of Litbotoiiiy. 4to. Lond, 
1721. 

John Newington, M.D. was bom in Surrey, and 
educated at Queen's college, Oxford. He proceeded 
A.B. 21st AprO, 1719 ; A.M. 28th April, 1722 ; M.B. 
6th July, 1725; M.D, 6th July, 1728; was admitted 
a Candidate of the College of Physicians 25th Juno, 
1730; and a Fellow 25th June, 1731. Dr. NDwing- 
ton practiacd at Greenwich, and died there 22nd 
January, 1771. Ilis only Literary eflPort was the Ilar- 
veian Oration for 1738. 

Samuel Dwigut, A.M. was a son of John Bwight, 
gent, of Wigaa, and was for a short time at St. 
Peter's "Westminster, where he was admitted in 1G86* 
Removing thence, however, in 1687, to Oxford, ho 
was admitted a commoner of Christ Church, and as 
a member of that house proceeded A.B. 23rd May, 
1691 ; A.M. 14th February, 1693. He was admitted 
a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 25th June, 
1731. He practised at Fulham, and died there 10th 
Is'ovember, 1737* According to the *' Gentleman's 
Magazine,'* vol. vii. "he was the first that found 
out the secret to colour earthenware like china." He 
iraa tlie author of

MITER, M.D. — A native of London, and 
icdiciuc of Lcydcn, of July 25th, 1727; 
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was admitted a Licentiate of the Collegfc of Physi- 
cians 25th June, 1731. He died in 1735 or 1736. 

Jon AT u AN BuoOKE, M.D. — A native of Warwick- 
shire ; admitted a Licentiate of the College of Physi- 
cians 30th Septemher^ 1731> At that time he had 
no degree in arts or medicine ; but on the 3rd 
August, 1733, he was created doctor of medicine by 
the university of St. Andrew^s, Dr. Brooke practised 
midwifery, and died 12th March, 1735. 

James Taverner, M.B. — ^As an undergraduate of 
Clare hall, Cambridge, he was admitted an Extra 
Licentiate of the College of Physicians 18th Feb- 
ruary, 1731-2. He practised for a time at Sudbury, 
CO. Suffolk, but after a few years removed to Witham 
in Essex, where a medicinal spring had recently been 
discovered. To it high medicinal virtues were for a 
time assigned, and much benefit to the town was 
anticipated. The great hall of the mansion of ^'cw 
Hall, near Chelmsford, was bought and translated to 
Witham for an assembly room ; but the whole project 
soon came to nothing. He proceeded bachelor of 
medicine at Cambridge in 1733; and published '* An 
Essay on the Witham Spa," 8vo. Lond. 1737. 

John Robeetson, M,D, — A doctor of medicine of 
Aberdeen, practising at Wells, co. Somerset ; was 
admitted an Extra Licentiate of the College 29th 
March, 1732. 

Simon Burton, M.D. was born in Warwickshire, 
and was the eldest son of Humphrey Burton, of 
Caresly near Coventry, by his wife Judith, daughter 
of Abraham Bohun, of Coundon, co, Warwick, clerk. 
He was educated at New college, Oxford, as a mem- 
ber of which ho proceeded A.B. 29th November, 1710 ; 
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AM. 2Cth May, 1714; M.B. 20th AprO, 1716; M.D. 
21st July, 1720. Ke was admitted a CaBdidato of 
tlie College of Physicians 12th April, 1731 ; a i'ellow 
3rd April, 1732 ; was Censor in 1738 ; and delivered 
the Harveian Oration in 1740. Dr. Burton was ap- 
pointed one of the physicians to St. George's hospital 
19th October, 1733. He died at his house in Saville- 
row 11th June, iTilt. Dr. Burton was one of the 
physicians who attended Pope in his last illness, 

AIatthew Lee, M.D. was horn in Northampton- 
filnre ; and in 1709, being then fourteen years of 
a^, way admitted a King's scholar at Westminster. 
Elected thence, in 1713, to Christ Church, Oxford, 
he, as a memher of that house, proceeded A.B. 17th 
May, 1717 ; A.M, 23rd June, 1720 ; M.B. 2eth 
October, 1723; and M.D. 16th June, 1726. He was 
admitted a Candidate of the College of Physicians 
12th April, 1731 ; a Pellow 3rd April, 1732 ; was 
Censor in 1734; and Harveian Orator in 1736. In 
1739 he was appointed physician to Frederick prince 
of Wales, in place of Dr. Brosolme, deceased ; and 
himself djdng 27th Septemher^ 1755» was buried in the 
church of Little Linford, co. Bucks, where there is a 
long Latin inscription to liis memory.* Dr. Lee was a

In 1750 ho had founded an ana- 
tomical lectureship at Christ Church, which he en- 
dowed with a stipend of 140/. a-year ; he also gave 
money for building an anatomy school, and for con- 
verting the old hbrary into rooms. Ilia bequest to 
Westminster conaiBted of exhibitions for the students, 
35^. to each of the Westminster students of the first 
year, beginning in the quarter in which they are 
elected to the Lady-day following. The residue ia 
divided among the students who reside seven calen- 
dar months, and are not above eight years from their 
matrieidation. 



John Wiqak, M,D, was bom in Middlesex in 1695, 
and was the son of the Rev. William Wigan, rector 
of Kensington. When fifteen years of age he was 
admitted to Westminster school, and was elected 
thence to Christ church, Oxford, in 1714, as a mem- 
ber of which house he graduated A.B. 6th February, 
1718 ; A.M, 22nd March, 1720 ; and then, accumu- 
lating his degrees in physic, proceeded M.D. 6th 
July, 1727. On the 5th October, 1726, he was ad- 
mitted principal of New Inn hall, Oxford, and about 
the same time was appointed secretary to the Earl of 
Arran, the chancellor of the university. He was ad- 
mitted a Candidate of the College of Physicians the 
12th April, 1731, and a FcUow 3rd April, 1732, about 
which time ho resigned his offlce at New Inn hall, 
and settled in London. He -was elected physician to 
the Westminster hospital in 1733, and retained his 
office there until 1737* In 1738 Dr. Wigan accom- 
panied his friend Mr. Trelawny to Jamaica, in the 
double capacity of physician and secretary, and died 
there 5th December, 1739, aged 4^1. Br. Wigau'a 
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name will always be hold m respect by the admirers 
of Aretaeue, for his splendid edition of that author in 
folio, Avhicli issued from the Clarendon press in 1723. 
Maittaire compiled the index to it at the request of 
Dr, Freind, whoj it would eeem from Dr. Wigan's 
dedication of the hook to him, defrayed great part of 
the expense ; for the editor says that it was " tuo hor- 
tatu inchoatamj tu^ ope ahsolutam.** T\Tien Boer- 
haare published his handsome edition of the same 
author in 1735, he availed himself of the labours 
both of Wigan and Maittaire, and in his dedication 
made the following handsome acknowledgment to 
the former : " Addidi dein ilia omnia, quae exirains 
Wiganus summA diligenti^, successu felicissimo, illus- 
trando Aretseo protulerat, pulclien-ima ad literarum 
studia, artemque medicam ; boI^ excepts versione, 
quara elaboravit optimam : quia jamdudum fucrat ab- 
soluta impressio testes nostrso editionis priusquam 
prodii'ct Wiganiana." 

Dr. Wigan had a share in editing Dr. Freind's 
works ; and besides writing the life of Freind, ho pre- 
fixed to the edition of 1732 a long alcaic ode^ dated 
15th July, 1737, which he had composed on Freind'a 
appointment as physician to the queen." 

Frank Nicuoi.ls, M D. was descended from a 
respectable fauiily in Cornwall, but was really bom 
iu London, where his father practised as a barrister. 
He received his rudimentary education at a private 
school in the country, whence he was removed (it is 
said) to Westminster. Entered at Exeter college, 
Oxfoi-d, in 1714, he proceeded A.B. 14th November, 
171S; A.M. Itith June, 1721; M.B. 16th February, 
'"^''*' n-nd M.D. 16th March, 1729. He obtained

much reputation at Oxford by his lectures on anatomy. 
These were commonced at an early period, piNDhably 
about the time he took his first degree in arts^ and 
were continued for several successive years. During 
this period he did not permanently reside at Oxford ; 
but, when his course of lectures was completed, he re- 
paired to London, where he had determined eventually 
to practiBe. He visited Prance and Italy for the 
sake of improvement in his favourite science, and on 
bis return to England commenced a course of lectures 
on anatomy and physiology in the metropolis, where 
he soon attracted a large audience, not only of 
students from the two universities, but also of sur- 
geons, apothecaries^ and others. Dr. NichoUs was 
admitted a fellow of the Hoyal Society in 1728 ; a 
Candidate of the College of Physiciana SOtli Septem- 
ber, 1730; andaPellow 26tb June, 1732. He was 
Gulstoman Lecturer in 1734, and again in 1736. 
On the former occasion he selected as his subject 
" the Structure of tho Heart and tlie Circulation of 
the Blood'* On the latter, "the Urinary Organs, 
with the Causes, Symptoms, and Cure of Stone." 
Dr. NichoUs was nominated Lumleian Lectui-er for 
a term of five years, 30th August, 17i6, and com- 
menced the duties of that office with his elegant and 
well-known diasei-tation " De Animfl Medici*" He 
was Censor in 1735 and 1746, and delivered the Har- 
veian Oration in 1739. 

In 174-3 Dr, NichoOa married Elizabeth, a daughter 
of Dr. Mead, through whose influence he obtained 
considerable practice. On the death of Sir Hans 
Sloane he was appointed physician to king George II. 
and held that office untU the king's death in 1760. 
Tired at length of London, and wishing personally to 
superintend the education of his son, he in 1762 
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removed to Oxford ; but when the study of the law 
recalled Mr. IMchoUs to London, the doctor retired 
to Epsom, whore ho resided several years, and died 
7th January, 1778, in tho SOth year of his age. Dr. 
Kicholls was the inventor of corroded anatomical 
preparations, and the author of — 

CoDipebdium Abatotsicum, ea omnia complectCQS, qtim a,d Huma-ol 
Corporis CBconomi.aiQ spcctant. In uaum Academize OxDnieusb con- 
Unictuui* 1732. 

This ran to several editions, was much enlarged, and 
eventually appeared under the title of '* Compendium 
Anatomico CEconoxnicum." 

De Anim^ Medici Pnclectio. 4to. I>oad. 1750. 

To the second edition of which, in 1775, he added 
a dissertation " De Motu Cordis et Sanguinis in 
Homine nato et aon nato.'*

Pelham Johnston, M.D. was bom in Yorkshire, 
and was the son of Cudworth Johnston, M.D. a dis- 
tinguished physician of Tork, who died in 1692, by 
his wife Margaret, a daughter of John Pelham, of Hulh 
He was educated at St. John's college, Cambridge; 
proceeded M.B. 1711; M,D. 26th April, 1729; was 
admitted a Candidate of the College of Physicians 
25th June, 1731 ; and a Eellow SOth September, 1732. 
Ho died at Westminster, 10th August, 1766. 

ABBAnAM Hall, M.D. was bom in Yorkshire, and, 
after a good preliminary education, was entered at 
Trinity college, Cambridge, as a member of which he 
proceeded M.B. 1725, M^D. 1728, He was admitted 
a Candidate of the College of Physicians SOth Sep- 
'>3ml>er, 1731, and a Eellow SOth September, 1732; 

WB Censor in 1734) and 1745, and was named an 
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Elect 27th February, 1748-9. Br. Hallwns physician 
to St. Thomas's hospital, and to the Charterhouse : 
the former appointiuout he resigned in 1719, but ho 
continued to hold the latter until his death, which 
took place at his official residence in Charterhouse- 
square* 6th Eebruary, 1751. 



James Skeeard, M,D. was the son of George 
Sherard, of Bushby, in Leicestershire, and was bom 
in 1660. Bred an apothecary, he practised for nmny 
years in that capacity in Mark-lane, and accumulated 
an ample fortune. He was a man of extensive 
attainments, an accomplished musician, and an ex- 
cellent botanist, ITis brother, ^MUiara Shcrard, 
DX.L. fellow of St. John's collej^e, Oxford* who had 
been English consul at SmjTna* was scarcely less 
eminent aa a botanist. He cultivated an extensive 
garden at his country house near Smyrna, which ho 
enriched with the rarer products of Natolia and 
Greece, and there began to form his celebrated her- 
barium, which eventually comprised 12,000 species. 
He died in 1728, and bequeathed to the university of 
Oxford his library, herbarium, and 3000/. for the 
endowment of a professorship of botany, directing 
that the nomination should for ever be in the gift of 
the College of Physicians of London. To James 
Sherard devolved the office of carrying into effect his 
brother^a bequest ; on the completion of which, the 
university of Oxford conferred upon him the degree 
of doctor of medicine, by diploma, 2nd July, 1731* He 
had then for several years retired from the business 
of an apothecary, and had withdrawn to Eltham, in 
Kent. Tho College of Physicians, to mark their 
sense of the patronage vested m them as the electors 
of the Oxford profcssorshipt on the recommendation 
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of tbeir President, Sir Hans Sloane, ap^rced to admit 
him to the Fellowship Tvithout examination, and with- 
out tlie payment of fees. The proposition was sub- 
mitted to 'the College, SGth June, 1732, and Dr. 
James Sherard was admitted a Fellow at the next 
Comitia, 30th September, 1732. He continued to 
reside at Eltham, where he pursued his favourite occu- 
pation — ^the cultivation of valuable and rare plants — 
a curious catalogue of which was published by DiU 
lenius in 1732, under the title, " Hortus Elthamensia, 
sivc Plantarum Rariarum quas in Ilorto suo Elthami 
in Cantio colliti^t vir omatissimus et prcestantissimus 
Jac. Sherard, M,D. Reg, Soc, et Coll. Med, Lond, 
Soc*' &c. &c. 

Dr. Sherard died, sine prole, 12th Fobniary, 1737-8> 
leaving behind hint 150,000^. He was bui'ied in the 
church of Evin^on, near Leicester^ where he pos- 
aed much property. A marble tablet, with the 
following epitaph, was erected by his widow in the 
chaucol —

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Licentiate of the College SOth April, 1733. Qislibmiy 
was sold at auction, by Lcacroft, in 1776. 

John' Collet, M.D. was educated at Lcrden, 
where he graduated doctor of medicine in 1731. 
(D.M.I, de Peste. ^to.) He was admitted an Extra 
Licentiate of the Colle<»e of Physicians 6th Julv, 
1733, and settling at Newbury, practised there with 
distinguished reputation for nearly half a century. 
lie died, universally regretted, on the 12th of May, 
1780. 

Thomas White, of Manchester, was admitted an 
Extra Licentiate of the College of Physicians SOth 
July, 1733. 

John Cresswell, of Edmonton, was admitted an 
Extra Licentiate of the College on the 27th of Septem- 
ber, 1733. 

Charles Ashenden was admitted an Extra Licen- 
tiate of the CoUege 19th October, 1733. He practised 
at Durham. 

HrGH Owex, M.D. a doctor of medicine of Khcims 
of 17th October, 1733, was admitted an Extra Licen- 
tiate of the College of Physicians 27th February, 
1733-4. He practised in Merionethshire. 

JouN Eatox, M.D. a native of Cheshire, and a 
doctor of medicine of Aberdeen, of 12th June, 1727, 
was admitted a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 
8th April, 1734. Dr. Eaton was elected physician to 
the Middlesex Hospital Gth July, 1749, and resigned 
that office 4th July, 1751. He died in 1770. 

"William Mushel Mayxaed, of ^'igan, was 
admitted an Extra Licentiate of the College 25th 
July, 1734. 
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Browne LAKGRisn, M.D. — Of the birthplace, 
parentage, or education of this exccllont practical 
physician I can recoTer no particulars, lie was 
admitted an Extra Licentiate of the College of Phy- 
fiiciana 25th July, ITSJ', and at that time was settled 
at Peterslield, in Itampshii-e. lie subsequently re- 
moved to Winchester or Basingstoke^ (I am not sure 
which,) and died at the last-named town, 12th 
November, 175D. Br. Langrish was a fellow of the

T^RAKCis Douce, M.D. was bred a surf^eon. Having 
been disfx-^ncliised of the Company of Barber Sur- 
geons, he was, on the 31st March, 1735» admitted a 
Licentiate of the College of Physicians. He was 
created doctor of medicine by the university of 
Aberdeen 15th May, 1750, and died at Ilackney, 
16th September, 1760, aged eighty-four. 

"William WeitakejIj M.D. a native of Yorkshire, 
and a doctor of medicine of Lcyden» of 1718 (D.M.I. 
de Cantharidibus)j was created doctor of niedicine 
at Cambridge, Comitiis Retails, 26th April, 1728. lie 
was admitted a Candidate of the College of Physicians 
30th September, 1734, and a Fellow 30th September, 
1735. He was Censor in 1738, and his name dis- 
appears trom the College lists in l?-!*- 

Matiiew Clarke, M.D. was born in London, and 
created doctor of medicine at Cambridge, Comitiis 
- T?o« |J^. ^vQg admitted a Candidate of 
i2 
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the CoUeji^G of Physicians 30t1i September, 1735; a 
Eellow 30th September, 1736, and was Censor in 
1713. Br. Clarke was elected physician to Guy's 
hospital 31st March, 1732, and resigned that office 
23rd January, 1751 ; soon after which he retired from 
practice, and removed to Tottenham, where he died 
in November, 1778^ 

WttLLVM Clark, M.D. a native of Wiltshire, and 
a doctor of medicine of Leyden of 31st July, 1727 
(D.M.I, de Viribus Animi patheraatum in Corpus 
ilumanum, 4to,) was admitted a Licentiate of the 
College of Physicians 30th September. 1736. He 
practised in London for some years ; but a favourable 
opening for a physician having presented itself at 
Bradford, co* Wilts, he removed tliither in 1747, 
Dr. Clark retired from practice in 1772, when he 
withdrew to Colchester, and died there in or about 
the year 1780.

E,OBERT HoPwooD, M.D. was born in Lancaahire, 
and educated at Christchurch» Oxlbrd. He took the 
two decrees in arts, — A.B, 19th October, 1716 ; A,M, 
lOtli October, 1710; and then, accumulating those in 
physic, proceeded M.D. 5th July, 1726. He %vas 
admitted a Candidate of the Colleije of Physicians 
23nd December, 1735; a Fellow, 29th December, 
1730; was Censor in 1740; and Harveian Orator in 
1741. In 17 is Dr. Hopwood left Loudon and settled 
at Manchester, where he died 19th July, 1762. 
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BENJAMry HoADtEYj M.T), was the eldest son of 
Benjamin Hoadley, D.D. wlio died Bishop of "Win- 
chester in 1761. Our physician was born in Broad- 
streot, City, 10th February, 1705-6, and was educated 
at a school kept by Dr. Newcome, of Hackney. He 
was entered at Corpus Christi college, Cambridge, 
in 1723, as a member of which house he proceeded 
M-B. in 1727, and in April, 1728, was created doctor 
of mcdieinej Comitiis Hcgiis. He then settled in 
London, was elected a IcUoaf of the Uoyal Society* 
and admitted a Candidate of the CoUe'^e of Physi- 
cians 22ud December, 1735 ; and a Eellow, 29th De- 
cember, 1736. He was Gulstonian Lecturer in 1737i 
Censor in 1739, and Harveian Orator iu 1712, On 
the 28th April, 1735, Dr. Iloadley was elected phy- 
sician to St. George's hospital, in 1736 to the AVest' 
minster hospital, both of which appointments he 
continued to hold for some years. That at the West- 
minster hospital he resigned in 17iG, and that at St. 
George's in 1751» He was appointed physician to 
the kius^'s household in June, 17J!2, and physician 
to the household of the prince of Wales in Januai*y, 
1715-6, Dr. Hoadlcy died in August, 1757. Ue was 
tho author of "The Suspicious Ilusband," a comedy ; 
and he published his llarveiau Oration, and his Gul- 
stonian Lectures — the latter on the Organs of Bespi- 
ration, to which he added an appendix, containing 
" Beraarks on some Experiments of Dr. Houlston, 
published in the PliilOvSophical Tranaactions." This 
appendix is characterised by Uallcr as a very inge- 
nious defence of a bad cause. 

Thomas Bekve, M.D. was born in Middlesex, and 
educated at Emmanuel college, Cambridge, as a 
member of which he proceeded M.B. 1727, and M.D. 
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1732. He was admitted a Candidate of the College 
of Physicians 22nd December, 1736; and a Fellow 
29th December, 1736. He was Registraar firom 1739 
to 1741 inclusive ; Censor in 174-1 and 1749 ; Elect, 
19th January, 1749; Consiliarius, 1751, 1752, 1753; 
and President from 1764 to 1763 included. Dr. 
Reeve was elected physician to St. Thomas's hospital 
in 1740, and resigned that appointment in 1760. Dr. 
Keeve died at his house in Throgmorton-street, 3rd 
October, 1780, aged 80. He was probably the author 
of 

A Cure for tbe Epidemical Madness of drinking Tar Water. By 
T. R. 8to. Lond. 1744. 

Robert Baitkes, M.D. was bom in London, and 
educated at King's college, Cambridge, of which 
society he was a fellow. He proceeded A.B. 1724 ; 
A.M. 1728 ; M.D. 1736 ; and the same year was ap- 
pointed professor of anatomy in the university. He 
was admitted a Candidate of the College of Physicians 
26th June, 1736; and a Fellow 25th June, 1737; 
was Gulstonian Lecturer in 1738 ; Censor in 1739 ; 
and Harveian Orator in 1743. Dr. Bankes died (I 
believe) in 1746. 

Ambrose Dawson, M.D. was bom in Yorkshire, 
and educated at Christ college, Cambridge. He pro- 
ceeded M.B. 1730; M.D. 1735; was admitted a 
Candidate of the College of Physicians 25th June, 
1736 ; and a Fellow, 25th June, 1737. He was Cen- 
sor in 1740, 1746, 1751, 1756; Harveian Orator in 
1744 ; Elect, 9th April, 1750 ; and Consiliarius, 1755, 
1756, 1757, 1759. He was elected physician to St. 
George's hospital 27th April, 1745, and retained that 
office until 1760. " He resided in Grosvenor-strect, 
where he practised in a very unostentatious way, and 
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was a masfc clmritaljlc man, ITjion liis leaving Iion- 
don about 177G, to reside at Laiicliff lialJ, and when 
presents of plate were not quite so frequent as tliey 
are now, he received from the parish of St. George 
Hanover-square a magnificent tea-urn in the fashion 
of the time, with an inscription which may be con* 
sidered a volume in a few words. * The parish of St. 
George Hanover-square to Ambrose Dawson, esquire, 
M.D. Infirmus et visita^tis me.' "* 

Xtaucliff hall not agreeing with him, Dr. Dawson 
eventually removed to Li\'erpool, where he died after 
a short illness, on the 23rd December, 1791-, in his 
88th year, beinjO^ then tho senior fellow of our College* 
lie was buried at J3olton.

Samuel Horsman, M.D. — A native of Middlesex, 
and a doctor of medicine of Lcyden, of 1721, (D.M.I, 
de Caleulo Uenum et Vesicas, ito.) was created doctor 
of medicine at Camlwidgo, Comitiis llegiis, 25th 
June, 1728. He was admitted a Candidate of the 
College of Physicians 30th September, 1736, and a. 
I'ellow 30th September, 1737. Ho was Censor in 

• Guut. Mag. June, iSli. 
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1741, 1748, 1751 ; Treasurer from 1746 to 1751 in- 
clusiTe ; and Elect 4tL March, 17B1. He died 22nd 
November, 1751. 

Joseph Letherland, M.D, was born in Warwick- 
shire, and received his medical education at Leyden, 
where he proceeded doctor of medicine in 1724. (Spec. 
Inaug. Vetorum Medicorum sententias dc Phrenitide 
curand^ complcctens, 4to.) lie was created doctor of 
medicine at Cambridge, by royal mandate, 9th April, 
1736 [ was admitted a Candidate of the Colle^ of 
Physicians 30th September, 1730; and a Pellow 30tli 
September, 1737. He was Censor 1743, 174B, 1749; 
Consiliariiia, 1757; and was named an Elect 28th 
April, 17B7. Dr. Letherland was elected physician 
to St. Thomas's hospital in 1736, and he resigned 
that office in 1759. Hg waa appointed physician to 
the queen in 1761 ; and, dying on the 31st of March, 
1764, was buried in the church of St. Mary Alderman- 
bury, where there ia a plain tablet with the following 
inscription : 

In memory of Joseph Lethehlahd, late of ihii parish, M.D* Fellow 
of the Royal CoHtge of Phyaioifina^ one of the physicians to the Quten^ 
and Bome time one of the phystciane to St. Thoiiia£*& Hospital.

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Eenald Comahque, M.B. — ^A native of Middloso^, 
educated at Corpus Christi college, Cambridge, as a 
member of which he proceeded M.B. iu 1728, was 
the same year created doctor of medicine, Comitiia 
Kegiis. He was admitted a Candidate of the College 
of Phyaiciang 30th September, 1730, and a Fellow 
30th September, 1737. His name disajipears from 
the list in 1742. 

Charles Cotes, M.D. wa^ the second son of John 
Cotes, of Woodcote, Shropshire, esquire, by hia wife, 
idy Dorothy Shirley. lie was entered at Magdalen 
^hall, Oxford, of which bis imcle, Bigby Cotes, D.l>, 
was then principal, and as a member of that house 
he took the degree of A.B. 27th June, 1723. Elected 
a fellow of All Sonls' eoUege, he removed thither, 
and proceeded B.C.L. 27th October, 1727 ; U.C.L. 1st 
July, 1732. On the 24th November, 1736, he was 
created doctor of medicine at Oxford by diploma; 
was admitted a Candidate of the College of Phy- 
sicians ith April, 1737 ; and a Fellow 27th March, 
1738. Dr. Cotes delivered the Gulstonian Lectures 
in 1739, the Ilarveian Oration in 1745, and was 
Censor in 1743. He was elected physician to the 
Westminster hospital in 1733, and retained his office 
until 1739. Dr, Cotes married WiHiamina, the only 
daughter of Cheselden, the surgeon. He was re- 
turned a member of parliament for the borough of 
Tamworth in 1734, and again in 1741 ; and he died 
without issue 21st March, 1748. 

Hen-ry RicaARDsoN, M.D. — A doctor of medicine 
of Leydeu, of 1735 ; (D.M.I, de efiicaciei exercita- 
tionum in sanitate tucnda, 4to.) practising at Alnwick, 
in Northumberland, was admitted an Exti-a licen- 
tiate of tho College on the 28th of June, 1738. He 
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survived just half a century, dying on the 18th March, 

1788. 

Addison Hutton, M.T), was of Queen's colleg:e, 
Oxford, and proceeded A.B. 5th July, 1731; A31, 
4th July, 1732 ; M.B. 8th July, 1731 ; M.D. 8th 
July, 1737. He was admitted a Candidate of the 
College of Physicians 30th September, 1737; and a 
Fellow SOth September, 173S. Dr. Hutton was one 
of the physicians to St. George's hospital, to wliich 
office he was elected 22nd October, 1730. lie died 
30th March, 1742. 

WiLLLMf Bedpohd, M.D< was the eldest son of 
nUkiah Bedford, A.M. by his wife Alice, a daughter 
of William Cooper, Esq. He was educated at St. 
John's college, Cambridge, and proceeded A.B. in 
1721, A.M. 1725. In 1737 he was created doctor of 
medicine at Cambridge by Eoyal mandate, and then 
settling in Loudon was admitted a Candidate of tho 
College of Physicians 30th September, 1737, and 
a Fellow 30th September, 1738. He delivered the 
Gulstonian lectiires in 1710 ; was Censor in 1742 and 
1745, and Registrar in 1745 and 1746. Dr. Bedford 
was appointed physician to Christ's hospital in H'o- 
vember 17 4G. He died 10th July, 1747, and is com- 
memorated by the following inscription in the church 
of St. Nicholas Cold Abbey :—

Samuel JounsoNj M.D.a master of arts of St. John's 
college, Cambridge, and a doctor of medicine of Ley- 
den, of 1724 (B.M.I, de Diarrhoea, 4to.) ; was ad* 
mitted an Extra Licentiate of the College of Physicians 
25th October, 1738, He practised at Canterbury, and 
died there 20th June, 1763. 

William Battie, M.D. was horn at Modhury, in 
the coxmty of Devon, in 1704, and was the son of the 
Rev. Edward Battle* vicar of that place, whom he had 
the misfortune to lose while quite a child. He was 
educated at Eton, where his mother resided after her 
husband's death, in order to assist her son with those 
necessary accommodations which the narro^Tiesa of 
her finances would not permit her to provide in any 
other way. In the year 1722 he was transferred to 
King's college, Cambridge, where he succeeded in 
obtiiining a scholarship, upon the nomination of the 
Earl of Craven. His inclination would have led him 
to the bar, but circumstances concurring to frustrate 
his -svishes, he applied liimsclf to physic. He pro- 
ceeded A.B. in 1726, and A.M, in 1730, and then, 
obtaining a licence ad pmcticaudum from the univer- 
sity, commenced practice at Cambridge. Shortly 
before this he had published " Isocratis Orationea 
Scptem et Ei)istolu3 : codicibus MSS. nonnullis ct 
impressis melioris not« esemplaribus collutis : varias 
lectionea subjicit, versionem novam notasquc ex 
Hieronymo "VVollio notissimiim desumptas adjecit Gul: 
Battie Coll; Beg: Cantab: Socius." This publication 
• Vul, V. p. 333, 
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exposed him both then and subsequently to some very 
eatirical remarks. 

A fair opening for a physician presenting itself at 
TJsbridge, he left Cambridge and settled there. The 
provost of Eton, Dr. Godolphin, held Inm in much 
esteem, and took a sinj^ular manner of evincing it. 
TTpon Battie'a fixing in practice at Uxbrid§:e» the 
provost sent his carriage and four horses for him as a 
patient ; hut when the doctor sat down to write his 
prescription, the provostj then 94 years of age, 
raising himself up, said, *' You need not trouble 
yourself to write, I only sent for you to give you 
credit in the neighbourhood," Battle's success at 
Uxbridge was considerable^ and he succeeded in lay- 
ing by some money, to which was added some time 
afterwards a bequest of 20,000^, from a relative. He 
took his degree of doctor of medicine at Cambridge 
in 1737, and the same year removed to London, lie 
was admitted a Candidate of the College of Physicians 
22ad December, 1737 ; and a Fellow 22nd December, 
1738; was Censor in 1743, 1747, 1749; Harveian 
Orator in 174G ; Elect, 22nd May, 1755 ; Consiliarius, 
1758, 1700, 1703; and President in 1764. In Novem- 
ber, 1749, he was appointed Limileian I.ecturer, and 
held that office for five yeara^ when he was succeeded 
by Dr, Lawrence, The substance of some of these 
lectures he published under the title 

De Pnncipus AnimalLbus Exercitatione-a iu CoUegio Reg. Miktiuoniia 
Lontl. habitffi. 4to. Lond. 1757. 

Dr. Battle was physician to St. Luke's hospital, and 
was proprietor of a large private asylum. His prac- 
tice seems to have been limited almost exclusively to 
insanity. In 1758 he published " A Treatise on 
Madness, 4to. Lond." in which, ha\ing thrown out 
some censures on the practice formerly pursued at 
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Bethlem hospital, he was answered and severely 
animadverted on by Br. John Monro, in a pamphlet 
entitled " Remarks on Dr. Battie's Treatise on Mad- 
ness," This reply contained a defence of the writer's 
fathei", who had heen lightly spoken of in Battie's 
work. In 1702 he published ** Aphorismi de Cogno- 
scendia et Curandis Morbis nonniillig ad Prineipia 
Aniinalia accommodati ;" and in the following year 
he was examined before the House of Commons on 
the state of private madhouses in this kingdom, and 
received in the printed Repoi*t testimony highly ho- 
nourable to his professional attainments. He resigned 
Ills office at St. Luke's hospital in April, 1764, and 
died, from the effects of a paralytic stroke, on the 
13th June, 1776, The ni^ht he expired, conversing 
with his servant, who attended on him as nurse, ho 
said, " Young man, you have heard, no doubt, how 
great arc the terrors of death. This night will pro- 
bably aftbrd you some experiment ; but may you learn 
and may you profit by the example, that a con- 
scientious endeavour to perform his duty through 
life will ever close a Christian's eyes with comfort 
and tranquillity.'* He soon afterwards departed 
without a struggle or a groan. He was buried by his 
own direction at Kingston in Surrey, "as near aa 
possible to his wife" (a daughter of Barnham Goode, 
of Iviiigston, for several years under-master of Eton 
6chool,) " without any monument or memorial what- 
ever," 

Dr. Battie during his life endowed a scholarship of 
20/. per annum at King's college, Cambridge, now 
known as Dr. Battie's foundation, and by his will 
gave 100/. to St. Luke's hospital, and 100/. to the 
Corporation for the Relief of the Widows and Children 
of Clergymen. 
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The doctor, at that time one of the Censors, took 
a very active part agnuist Dr. Schomherif, in the pro- 
ceedings between the College and that physician; and 
the commencement of the lengthened and expensive 
litigation in which the College hecame involved, waa 
apparently essentially due to him. Battle's part 
heeame generally kno\rn, and he was severely cha- 
racterised in *' Tlie Battiad," a satirical poem, said to 
have been written by Moses Mendez^ Paul Whitehead, 
and Dr. Sehomberg. 

First Battu9 came, deep read in worldly art, 
Whose tongue ne'er knew the secrete of his heart ; 
In mischief uiighly, tho' but mean of sire^ 
And, lite the Tempter, ever in disguise. 
See hira» with aspect grave and gentle tread, 
By slow dt'gTfea approach the sickly bed ; 
Then at htii Ciuli behold him altei-'d &Oott— 
The solemn Doctor mms a low Buffoon, 
And he, vrho lately in a leumcd fietik 
Poached every Lexicon and pnbiish'd Greek, 
Still madly craalous of vulgar pmise, 
From Punch's forehead wrings the dirty l>aye. 

Eccentricity was strongly marked throughout tlio 
whole of Br. Battle's career. Many strange and 
amusing anecdotes concerning him are on record, 
but my limited space compels me to pass them over, 
"He was of eccentric habits, singular in his dress, 
sometimes appearing like a labourer, and doing strange 
things. Not\nthstanding his peculiarities, ho is to be 
looked upon as a man of learning, of benevolent spirit, 
humoiir, inclination to satire, and considerable skill 
in his profession." 

Chabxes Peter8, M.D. was of Christ Church, 
Oxford, as a member of which he proceeded A.H. 
3rd December, 1713, and A.M. 15th June, 1724. 
Elected EadeliJie travelling fellow in July, 1725, 
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he passed some years upon the continont, and, accu- 
mulating his deip-ccs in physic, proceeded M,D. as 
a member oi' Uuiversity College, Bth November, 1732. 
He was admitted a Candidate of the Colletje of Phy- 
sicians 27th March, 1738, and a Fellow icth April, 
1739. Dr, Peters had about tiiat time been appointed 
physician extraordinary to the kuig, and in 1739 he 
succeeded Dr. Holline^s as physician general to the 
army. He was elected pliysician to St. George's Hos- 
pital 28th April, 1735, and resiiJTied his office there 
(probably on account of ill-health) in Pebruary, 174G, 
He was Censor in 1744 ; but indisposition obliging 
Mm to go into the country, Dr. Reeve was nominated 
in his place 8th April, 1745. His name disappears 
from the list in 1716. 

Andrew Lavington, M.D, was born in Eseter, 
and educated at Leydcn, where lie took the degree 
of doctor of medicine in 1739 (D.M.L de Peri'o), lie 
was admitted an Extra Licentiate of the College of 
Physicians Ist August, 1739, and then settled at 
Tavistoekj co. Devon, where he practised for many 
years with considerable success. He died there 
12th October, 1782. 

KussELL Plumpthe, M.D, was educated at Queen's 
college, Cambridge, of which house he was a fellow* 
He proceeded JLB. 1733, M.D. 1738 ; was admitted 
a Candidate of the College of Physicians 30th 
Septembq^ 1738 ; and a Pcllow, 1st October, 1739. 
He was a2)pointed Regius professor of physic at 
Cambridge in 1711, and filled that chair for more 
than half a century. Dr. Plumptrc died 15th Octo- 
ber, lldSf aged eighty-four, having then been for 
many years father of the University, and the longest 
resident that had then been known. 
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James IIawley, M.D. was descended frnm afa^ 
which had been long settled in Somorsetstiire. 
was entered first at St. Mary's hall» Oxford, 
member of which he took the degree of A.B. 
January* 1727; but then removing to Ori ' 
ceeded A.M. 30th June, 1731; M.B. 26th Jun, 
M,D, 13th December, 1737, He was adm 
Candidate of the College of Physicians 2'J 
cember, 1738 ; a Fellow, 22nd December. T " 
Gulatonian Lecturer in 1741 ; llarveia!\

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he graduated M.B. in 173-i, M.D. in 1*739. He wa3 
admitted a Candidate of the College of Physiciana 
1st Octobeis 1739, and a Fellow 30th September, 
1740. He died a. p. 25th Bftecmber, 1777, and waa 
buried in St. Peter's church, CoraMU, Dr, Chauncey 
was a fellow of the Royal and Antiquarian Societies. 
He left a very valuable library, which devolved on 
his brother, Nattianiel Chauncey, himself an ardent 
collector of books. The united libraries of the two 
brothers, both " very able scholars and able biblio- 
maniacs," was sold at auction^ by Leigh and Sotheby, 
in Aprilj 1790. To Dr. Chauncey the College are 
indebted for the fine paintings of Sir Samuel Garth 
ftnd Dr, Mead, — ^thc one in the Censors* room, the 
other in the dining-room. For the former, thanka 
vere voted SOtli September, 1763 ; for the latter, 
25th June, 1759. 

TnEOPHiLua Lobb, M.D. was descended from a 
highly respectable family in Cornwall, His grand- 
father, Richard Lobb, had served the office of high 
sheriff of Cornwall, and in the year 1659 was re- 
tiurned member of parliament for the borough of 
St. Michaers. Br. Lobb was bom in London, 17th 
August, 1678, and was the son of Mr. Stephen Lobb, 
the pastor of a congregation of Independent dissen- 
ters in London. From his childhood he had evinced 
a partiality for the study of physic, but he was 
nevertheless educated for the ministry. In 1702 he 
settled as a dissenting minister at Guildford, and 
there made the acquaintance and cultivated the 
friendship of an intelligent medical practitioner, from 
whom he seems to have derived no small amount of 
medical instruction. After a residence of altout four 
years at Guildford, be removed to Shaftesbury, where 
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he remained about six years, and began actually to 
practise as a physician. In 1713 he removed to 
Yeovil, his residence in which town was marked hy 
the prosperity of his worldly circumstances, and tlie 
success and reputation which accrued to his practice 
as a physician. He still continued in his ministerial 
duties ; but it was even then predicted by some of 
his flock, that the doctor would spoil the divine, 
the consequence of which would be that he would 
eventually lay down the ministry. Owing to dis- 
sensions in his conf^'Cgation at Teovil, Mr. Lobl>, in 
1722, removed to IVitham, in Essex, and remained 
for about ten years in the conjoint exercise of 
ministerial and medical functions. In or about the 
year 1736» he resolved to devote himself exclusively 
to physic. He had been created doctor of medicine 
by the university of Glasgow as early as the 26th 
June, 1723 ; and on the 30th September, 174-0, he 
was admitted a Licentiate of the College of Physi- 
cians. He practised in London ; aud dying on the 
19th Jfay, 1703, in the eighty-fifth year of his age, 
was buried in Buuhill-fields. His portrait, by ii 
Brown, was engraved by I. Hulitt. Dr. Lobb wa^ 
a voluminous writer : the foIlo\sing is, I believe, ai 
acoiu-ate list of liis medical publications : —

Edwaud IIoby, M.D. was doiseendcd from a Deyon- 
shire family, the Hodys of Nothcway» iii Brixliam. 
He was a doctor of medicine of Hheims of 5th 
October, 1723, and was admitted a Licentiate of the 
College of Physicians 30th September, 17d'0. Ho 
was one of the physicians to St. George's hospital, 
aiid died at hia house in Hanover-square 1st No- 
, vember, 1759. 

Thomas Ai5:dams, M.D, was of Trinity college, 
Cambridge, as a mejnbcr of which he proceeded M.B. 
in 173-ij; M,D. 1739. Ho wns admitted a Candidate 
of tiiG CoUej^G of Physicians 30th September, I7i0 ; 
a Fellow, 30th September, 1741 ; and was Censor in 
1715, 1750, 1752. Dr. Addams was elected physician 
to St. Thomas's hospital in 1719, and he resigned 
that office in 1759, when he was succeeded by the 
poet Akenside. 

Jo UN Geeen, of Eltham, was admitted an Extra 
Licentiate of the College 11th November, 1711. 

John Andree, M.D. — A doctor of medicine of 
Hheims of 12th June, 1739 ; was admitted a Licentiate 
of the College of Physicians 22ud December, 1741. He 
was mainly instrumental in establishing the London. 
hospital, of which institution he was the senior, and 
for a time only, pliysician. Nominated to that office 
21«t October, 17tOj he resigned it 5th September, 
1764, and thenceforward declined practice. Dr. 
Andrdc died in Hatton Garden l^th February, 1785,

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aged eigbty-seven years, being then the senior Licen- 
tiate of the College,

George Kelley, M.D. of Tunbridge WellSj was 
admitted an Extra Licentiate of the College of Phy- 
sicians 27th September, 1743, 

Kervin Wright, M.D. — A doctor of medicine of 
Aberdeen, of 31st August, 1744 ; was admitted an 
Extra Licentiate of the College l7th September, 1744. 
He practised at Norwich* 

Thomas Lawrence, M.D. was the second son of 
Capt. Thomas Lawrence, K.N, and was born in the 
parish of St. Margaret's Westminster on the 25th 
May, 1711. His preliminary education, which was 
commenced in Dublin, was completed at the gram- 
mar school of Southampton, under the Rev. Mr. 
Kint^sman. In October, 1727, ho was admitted a 
commoner of Trinity college, Oxford, and as a mem-

ber of that house he proceeded A.B. 7th Noremher, 
1730; AM. 25th May, 1733; whciij devoting him- 
self to physic, he removed to London and attcuded 
the anatomical lectures of Dr. Frank NieholLs, and 
the practice of St. Thomases hospit^. He took the 
degree of M.B. lUh May, 173G; M.D, 17th October, 
1740; and on the resignation of Dr. Nieholls was 
chosen anatomy reader in the university of Oxford. 
He continued in this office for several years, hut 
resided in London, where he also delivered lectures 
on anatomy. In 1750 Dr. Lawi-ence ceased lecturing, 
and devoted himself entirely to practice. He was 
admitted a Candidate of the CoUefje oT Physicians 
30th September, 1713; a TcUow, 1st October, 1744; 
■was Gulstoniart Lecturer in 1745 ; Censor, 1746, 
1752, 1753, 1757, 1759; and lie^strar from 1747 to 
17(i(> inclusive. He delivered the HaiTcian Oration 
in 1748 ; the Croonian Lectures in 1751 ; and was 
appointed Lumleiau Lectuier in December, 1755. 
Dr, Lawrence was named an Elect 7th ilay, 1759; 
was Consiliarius 1760, 1701, 1703; and was elected 
President of the College in 1768. To this office he 
was annually re-elected for seven consecutive years. 

Pew men liate been more respected by the College; 
none, probably, by their attainments were better 
qualified for practice than Dr, Lawrence; yet as a 
physician he made but little progress. He was an 
elegant classical scholar, a good anatomist, and a 
sound practitioner ; but in his endeavour to attain to 
eminence it was bis misfortune to fail, " He was a 
man," says Sir John Hawkins, *' of whom in respet-t 
of his piety, learning, and skill in his profession, it 
may be almost said the world was not worthy, inas- 
much as it suffered his talents for the whole of his 
life to remnin in a great measure unemployed, and 
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himself to end his days in sorrow and ohscurity. Ho 
was above the art hy which popularity is acquired, 
and had, besides some personal defects and habits 
Tvliich stood in his way,^a vacuity of countenanco 
very unfavourable to an opinion of his learning or 
sagacity, and certain convulsive motions of the head 
and shoulders that gave pain to the beholder, and 
drew off attention from all that he said." 

Dr. I^wrence was the physician and intimate friend 
of our great lexico^apher, Johnson, and was never 
mentioned by him but in terms of the highest respect 
and admiration. To console him under some family 
disappointment, Johnson addressed to him a toe 
Latin ode, which is inserted in his works. In Janu- 
ary, 1780, Dr» Lawrence lost his wife, a bereavement 
from which he never recovered. This sad event is 
memorable in our hterary history, as it gave occasion 
to one of the finest letters which Johnson ever wrote. 
In the early part of 1782, Dr. Lawrence was struck 
with paralysis : he resigned his place of Elect 26th 
March of that year, and in the June following with- 
drew with his family to Canterbury. His mind event- 
ually gave way, and be died honoured and lamented 
by all who knew him, on the Gth J une, 1783, aged 
72, and was buried in the church of St. Margaret, 
Canterbury. A tablet in Canterbur)^ cathcdrid bears 
the following inscription : —

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which produced a great mortality in and around 
London, and excited mueh alarm, — gave extended 
publicity to his name, and at once established his its- 
putation. His progress onwards towards the most ex- 
tensive and lucrative practice in the city was mostrapid, 
and he ia represented as havinc^ been for many suc- 
cessive years in the possession of a professional income 
of nearly 7000/. To chemistry and botany he devoted 
his hours of relaxation and retirement. At UptoUj 
near Stratford, EsseXj he purchased an extensive estate, 
and furnished a noble R-arden, whoso walls inclosed 
five acres, with a profusion of exoticsj which he 
spared no pains in collecting. At an expense seldom 
imdortaken by an individual, and ^vith an ardour 
that was visible in the whole of his conduct, he 
procured from all parts of the world a great number 
of the rarest plants, and protected them in the 
amplest buildings which this or any other country 
had then seen. He liberally proposed rewards to 
those whose circumstances and situations in life gave 
them opportunities of bringing hither plants which 
might be ornamental and probably useful to this 
country or her colonies, and as liberally paid these 
rewards to all that served him. That science might 
not suffer a loss when a plant he had cultivated 
should die, he liberally paid the best artist the 
country aiforded to draw the new ones as they came 
to perfection ; and so numerous were they at last that 
ho found it necessary to employ more artists than 
one, in order to keep pace with their increase. His 
garden was known all over Europe, and foreigners 
of all ranks asked, when they came hither, permission 
to see it. But his attention was not confined to the 
vegetable kingdom. Da Costa was indebted to liim 
for many valuable remarks in his '* History of Shells,'* 
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of which Pothcrgill poascssod the best cahinct in 
Unglaiul, next to that of the duchess of Portland. 
His coUectiou of minerals was mox'o rare than ex- 
tensive, and the gratitude of his numerous friends 
had supplied him with many curious specimens of 
the animal world. Ills collection of natural historir 
Avaa pui'chaBed on his decease hj Dr. William Ilunter, 
and is probably at this moment to be found in jiart 
in the museum which that distinguished physician 
bequeathed to the university of Glasgow, after having 
vainly solicited the ministers of the time to enable 
him to establish one in Iiondon. In 175.ii Dr. Fother- 
gill was elected a fellow of the Royal College of 
Physicians of Edinhurghj and in 1703 a fellow of the 
Royal Society. His reputation soon extended to other 
countries. He was one of the earliest members of the 
American Philosophical Society, instituted at Phila- 
del])liia. Linna?us distinguished by his name a species 
of Polyandria Digynia. The Royal Society of Medi- 
cine at Paris chose him an associate in 177G ; and his 
letters of admission were the more bonom-able because 
they included a request that Fothcrgill would nomi- 
nate any persons of his acquaintance whom he might 
deem eligible to become corresponding members of 
the society. Vicq, d'Azyr comjjaunicated tl^s mark of 
confidence in a Latin letter. 

In December, 1780, Dr. Fotliergill experienced a 
second attack of suppression of urine ; two years 
previously it had been relieved, but no art could now 
remove it. The pain was very acutc^ the thirst in- 
satiable, but his mind was as serene as in its best 
days. He expressed to a friend his hope " that he 
had not lived iu vain, luit in a degree to -ansivcr the 
end of his creation, by sacrificing interested consi- 
derations and his own ease to the good of his fellow 
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creaturea." lie died on the 2Gtli Deoembcr, 1' 
and was buried at "Winehmorc Hill. An »■■:

John Bahkeh, M.D. was educated at Wadham 
college, Oxford, and proceeded A.B, IGth October, 
1731; A.M. 2Uh May, 1737 ; M.B, 25th November, 
1737. He then settled for a time at Salisbury, and 
whilst there puhhshed "An Inquiry into the Nature, 
Cause, and Cure of the Epidemic Fever of 1740, 
17ll» and 1742." On the 3rd November, 1743. ho 
took his degree of doctor of medieiue at Oxford; 
was admitted a Candidate of the College of Physi- 
cians 6th April, 1715 ; and a Fellow, 21tb March, 
1740. About this time he removed to London ; was 
chosen physician to the Westminster hospital in 
1746, but resigned his office in 1748, when ho was 
appointed one of the physicians to the army. lu 
addition to the work on fever above mentioned, he 
was the author of — 

An Essay on the Agreement betwixt Ancient and Modem PhjEiciwiB; 
or, a Coraparison between the Practice of Hippocratei, Galen, Sjden* 
batd, »nd Boerhaaye.

William Hebehdej?, M.D. — This distinguished 
ornament of the profession was born iu London in 
1710, and educated at the grammar sehooi in Saint 
Saviour's churchyard, Southwark ; whence he was 
transferred in December, 1724, at an unusually early 
age, to St. John's college, Cambridge. Of that house 
he was elected a fellow in 1730. He proceeded A.B. 
1728; A.M. 1732 ; M.D, 1739. Dr. Hcbcrden prac- 
tised his profession for several years at Cambridt^^e, 
where for about ten years he delivered an annual 
course of lectures on the Materia Medica. Among 
his pupils were some who afterwards greatly distin- 
guished IhemselveSj as Sir George Baker, Dr. Gis- 
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bome^ and Dr. Glynn of Camliridtje. Tho speeimena 
he had collected for the illustration of his lectures 
he presented to St. John's college when he quitted 
Cambridge. Of his method of lecturing a specimen 
is preserved in his Essay on Mithridatium and The- 
riaca, published hi 17i5, three years before he quitted 
the university. Treating of this famous medicine, 
which had recently been expunged from our public 
dispensatory. Dr. Heberdcn proves that the only 
poisons Ivno^Ti to the ancients were hemlock, monk*s- 
hood, and those of venomous beasts; and that to 
these few they knew of no antidotes. That the far- 
rago called after the celebrated king of Pontus, which 
in the time of Celsns consisted of thirty-ciifht simples, 
had changed its composition every Itundred years, 
and that therefore what had been for so many ages 
called Mithridatium, was quite different from tht 
true medicine found in the cabinet of that prince 
This, ho states, was a very trivial one, compose 
of twenty leaves of rue, one grain of salt, two niil 
and two dried figs ; and he infers that, even supposii 
Mithridates had ever used the compound (which 
do\ibtful), his not being able to despatch himself v 
less owing to the strength of his antidote than to * 
weakness of Itis poison. The first accounts of sn' 
poisons that mi^ht be concealed under the stone « 
seal or ring, as ^tcU as tho stories of poisons 
vapours arising from perfumed gloves and letter- 
pronounces to be evidently the idle inventioi 
ignorance and superstition. The learning and 
sense which characterize the whole of this little 
will enable the reader to form a judgment 
manner in which he conveyed instruction to hts 
and of the loss which the university must hn 
lered by his removal. 
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Dr, IleLerden was admittDd a Candidate of the 
College of Physicians 25th June, 17J;5* and a Fellow 
25th June, 1716. He settled in London at the closo 
of 1748 ; was nominated Gulstoniau Lecturer in 
1749 ; Harveian Oi-ator in 1750 ; and Croonian Lec- 
turer in 17G0. He was Censor in 1740, 1755, 1700; 
and was constituted an Elect lltli August, 1702, an 
office which he resigned 28th June, 1761. About thia 
time, becoming sensible that his a^c required indul- 
gence, he passed the Bummer at a house ivhieh he 
had purchased at "Windsor, but he continued Ms 
practice in town during the winter for some years 
longer. Dr. Heberden died at his bouse in Pali Mall, 
honoured, estccmedj and venerated by all ranka in 
and out of the profession, on the 17th May, 1801, in 
the Blst year of his age. lie was buried at "Windsor. 
By his wife, Mary, the eldest daughter of William 
"^'ollastou, esquire, to whom he was married 19th 
January, 1760, he had five sons and three daughters. 
His second son, who was bred a physician, practised 
with great success in London, and fully maintauied 
fclie reputation of his distinij;uished name. He will 
liave to be mentioned in a subsequent page. 

Dr. Heberden^s cliaracter has been so admirably 
drawn by Dr. Macmichael, that I have no hesitation 
in transferring his sketch to my own pages :— '* Dr* 
Uebcrden was always exceedingly liberal and chari- 
table ; therefore, aa soon as he fomid he could support 
himself in London, he voluntarily relinquished a 
fellowship which he held in St* John's coUegej for the 
benefit of some poorer scholar to whom it might l)0 
of use. He was forward in encouraging all objects 
of science and literature, and promoting all useful 
institutions. There was scarcely a public charity to 
which he did not subacribe, or any work of merit to 
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which he did not give his support. lie recommended 
to the College of Physicians the first design of their 
• Medical Ti'ansactions,' was the author of several 
papers in them, also of some in the ' Philosopliical 
Transactions/ as well aa of ' Commentaries on the 
History and Cure of Diseases.' 

" Ho waa much esteemed hy his majesty king 
George the Third, and upon the Queen*s ^st coming 
to England in 1761 had been named as physician t» 
her majestyj an honour which he thought fit t- 
decline. The real reason of wliieh Avas that he wi' 
apprebensive it might interfere with those connexior 
of life that he had now formed. In 1790 he m> 
with an accident which disabled him for the last fi 
yeai's of his life : till then he had always been in t 
habit of walking, if ho could, some part of evi 
day. It deserves to be mentioned that when he v 
fast approaching to the age of ninety, he ohst^ 
that, though his occupations and pleasures wer< 
tainly changed from what they had used to b* 
he knew not if he had ever passed a year more 
fortablv than the last* He hvcd to Ms niin'f', 
year, and there Ctin hardly be a more striking u 
rial of the perfect condition of bis mind to the 
last, than that \vithin forty-eight hours of his d. 
he repeated a sentence from an ancient K 
author, signifying that * death is kinder to nou^ 
those to whom it comes uninvoked/ 

"His address was pleasing and unaffcd 
observations cautions and profound, and h< 
happy manner of getting able men to ex)iil' 
Beveral talents, which he directed and modorat.* 
singular attention and good humour. But 
rendered eminent l>y his skill as a physiciirv 
fcrred a more valuable and permanent U\ 
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years in London, but in 1768 withdrew to Colchester, 
where (I believe) he died in March, 1785. lie was 
the author of " Practical Observations on the Cure of 
the Hectic and Slow Fevers, and the Pulmonary 
Consumption j" to which ia added, **A Method of 
treating several kinds of Internal Hrcmorrha^ea, 
8vo. Lend. 1775/' To Dr. Griffiths we owe the 
compound iron mixture of the PhanuacopoGia. 

Samuel Mikles, M.D. — A doctor of medicine of 
Glasgow ; was admitted an Extra Licentiate of the 
College of Physicians 30th April, 1747. 

John Davison, M.D.— A doctor of medicine of 
Leyden; was admitted an Extra Licentiate of the 
College 19th July, 1748. He practised at Notting- 
ham; was physician to the hospital in that town; and 
died on the 10th December, 1790, in the 78th year 
of his age, 

David Thomson, M.D. of Camherwell, and a doctor 
of medicine of Aberdeen of 1739, was admitted an 
Extra Licentiate of the College of Physicians 23nd 
September, 1748. 

Edward Milward, M.D. was educated at Leyden, 
where he graduated doctor of medicine. On the 7th 
July, 1741, he was created M.D. at Camljridge by 
royal mandate, and was admitted a Candidate of the 
CoUcgo of Physicians 30th September, 1747 ; and a 
Ecllow 30th September, 1748. He was Censor in 
1752,1758; and delivered the Harveian Oration in 
1752. Dr. Milward was the author of —

JoHK TiioMAS Batt, M.D, of Baliol college, Oxford. 
lie proceeded A.B. 9th December, 1736 ; A.M. 7th 
July, 1739; M.B. 6th November, 1742; M.D. 12th 
July, 1746 ; was admitted a Candidate of the College 
of Physiciaus 30th September, 1747 ; and a Fellow, 
30th September, 1748. Ho was Censor in 1750, 
1756, 1761; and Harveian Orator in 1754. Dr. 
Batt was elected physician to St. George's hospital 
7th February, 1746, and died 26th August, 17C2. 

BoBERT Taylor, M.D. was the son of John Taylor, 
esq. twice mayor of Newark. He waa of Trinity 
college, Cambridge, and proceeded M.B. 1732 ; M.D. 
7th July, 1737. Beturning to his native town, 
Newark, he practised there with considerable success 
for several years, but then removed to London, where 
he was patronised by Sir Edward Hidse, who was 
then gradually withdrawing himself from practice. 
Dr. Taylor was admitted a Candidate of the College 
of Physicians 4th April, 1748 ; and a Fellow 20th 
March, 1749. He waa Gulstonian Lecturer in 1750 ; 
Censor, 1751 ; and Harveian Orator in 1755. He 
held the appointment of physician to the King ; and 
died, after a prosperous career, in May, 1763. Dr.

Dr. Mushet was physician to the army ; and died at 
York, to which city he had retired, in the autumn of 
1792, aged upwards of 80. 

Davxd Ross, M.D. — A doctor of medicine of 
B-hcims, of 27th August, 1726 ; was admitted a 
liicentiat'O of the College of Fhysiciana 20th March, 
17'1*9, He was appointed physician to St» George's 
hospital 19th October* 1733, and retained that office 
until his death, about the end of 1757 or hegiiming 
of 1758. 

Daniisl Cox, M.B. — A doctor of medicine of St. 
Andrew's, of 8th November, 171i2 ; was admitted a 
Licentiate of the College of Physicians 26th Juno, 
1749. He was elected physician to the Middlesex 
hospital 16th October, 1746, and resigned that office 
23rd May, 1749. Dr. Cox died in January, 1750.

Geokge BjAitt, it.D.- — A doctor of medicino of 
Leyden; was admitted an Extra Licentiate of the 
College of Physicians 22nd September, 1749. He 
practised at Iluntmgdon, and died on the 17th 
January, 1785. 

Richard Conters, M.D. was one of thi;pe — ^Dr. 
William Pitcaime and Dr. Kennedy heing the others — 
upon whom the university of Oxford, at the opening 
of the RndcliiTc librai^ in Aprils 1710, conferred the 
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degree of doctor of medicine by diploma. Admitted 
a Candidate of the College of Physician8, 26tli June, 
17 J?9 ; and a Pellow, 25th June, 1750 ; he was Censor 
in 1753, and HaiTcian Orator in 1756. Dr. Conyers 
was physician to the army» and to the Foundling 
hospital, and died about the year 1759. He had 
received his medical education at Leydcn, where he 
graduated doctor of medicine in 1729 (D.M.I, de 
Morbis Infantum. 4jto.) He republished this essay, 
with additions and corrections, 8vo. Lond. 1748. 

"William Pitcairne, M.D, was descended from the 
family of Dr. Archibald Pitcairne, celebrated as the 
founder of the mechanical sect of medicine, who, 
having followed the fortunes of the exiled James, 
was for a short time professor of the practice of 
physic at Leyden. Dr. William Pitcairne was horn 
in 1711, and was the eldest son of the Rev. David 
Pitcairne, minister of Dysert, in Fifeshire, by his 
wife Catherine Hamilton, a relative of the ducal 
family of that name, I can recover no particulars of 
his education, general or medical, except that he 
studied for a time at Leyden, under Boerhaave ; but 
that it was of a liberal and extended character his 
attainments sufficiently testify. He was private tutor 
to James the sixth duke of Ilamilton, whilst that 
nobleman was studying at Oxford, and he accom- 
panied him in 1742 in his travels on the continent. 
At the opening of the UadclilTo library in April, 1749, 
the university of Oxford, upon the recommendation 
of the trustees, conferred upon him the degree of 
doctor of medicine by diploma. Dr. Pitcairne then 
settled in London ; was admitted a Candidate of the 
College of Physicians 26th June, 1719 ; and a Fellow, 
25th June, 1750. He soon obtained the confidence 
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of the profession and of the public, and rapidly rose 
to eminence and fortune. He delivered the Gul- 
stonian Lectures in 1752 ; was Censor in 1753, 1755, 
1759, 1763 ; Elect, in place of Dr. Letherknd, 16th 
April, 1764 ; Consiliariua, 1764 ; and eventually Pre- 
sident, To this ofiftee he was elected in 1775, and 
was annually re-elected for ten years, resigning in 
1784, and then retiring from the practice of the pro- 
fession. Dr. Pitcaime was elected physician to St. 
Bartholomew's hospital 22nd February, 1750, and 
resided his office there 3rd February, 1780. The 
governors of the hospital, to mark their sense of the 
value of his services, elected him one of the alnioners 
on tho 26th June, 1782 ; and he was appointed trea- 
surer of tlie hospital 4th March, 1784. This cir- 
cumstance, probably, hastened liia retirement from 
practice. He removed from his residence in War- 
wick-court to the treasurer's house witliin the hos- 
pital, and died there lull of years, but fuller of merit, 
on the 25th November, 1791. He was buried in the 
church of St. Bartholomew-thc-Less, Dr. Pitcaii'ne 
was also phy&ician to Christ*s hospital, and a fellow 
of the Royal Society. His portrait, by Sir Joshua 
Beynolds, engraved by Jones, now in tho Censors' 
room, was bequeathed to the CoUege by Elizabeth 
(Almaek) the widow of David Pitcaime, M.D. 

John Bisnop, of Crewkcrne, was admitted an Extra 
Licentiate of the College 14th September, 1750. 

Charles MoetoNj M.D. was bom in Westmer- 
land in 1716, and educated at Leyden, where ho 
graduated doctor of medicine. He settled in the first 
place at Kendal in his native county, practised there 
for a short time w^th much reputation, and was ad- 

"^ed an Extra Licentiate of the Collcyo of Phy- 
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sicians 6th September, 174.8. Shortly after this he 
removed to London ; was elected physician to the 
Middlesex hospital 19th April, 1750 ; and admitted a 
Licentiate of the College lat April, 1751. He was 
appointed physician to the Foimdlinf^ hospital in 
1754. On the estahlishment of the British Museum 
in 1756, Dr. Morton was appointed under-lihrarian 
of the manuscript and medal department j and on the 
death of Dr. Maty^ in 1776, he succeeded to the office 
of principal librarian* He had heen admitted a fel- 
low of the Royal society in 1752, and was elected 
secretary in 1759, an office he continued to hold for 
fourteen years. Dr. Morton, who is represented as a 
person of great uprig^htness and integrity, and was 
much admired as a scholar, died at his apartments in 
the British Museum 10th February, 1799^ and was 
buried at Twickenliam. He was thrice married : 1, In 
1744 to Miss Mary Berkeley, a niece of lady Betty 
Germaine, by whom he had an only daughter; 2. In 
1772 to Lady Savile, who died 10th February, 1791 ; 
and lastly, towards the close of 1791, to Elizabeth 
Pratt, a near relative of his socond wife. Dr. Mor- 
ton's only medical effort was a paper on muscular 
motion, in the " Philosophical Transactions." In 1769 
he published an improved edition of Dr, Bernard's 
ena;raved Table of Alphabets, and in 1772 Bulstrode 
Whitelock's "Accoimt of the Swedish Embassy in 
1653 and 1654," 2 vols. 4to. In 1768 he was ap- 
pointed, jointly with Mr. Farley, to superintend the 
publication of Domesday, but this task he soon re- 
linquished. 

James Parsons, M.D. was bom in March, 1705, 
at Barnstaple, co. Devon, and received his early 
education in Dublin, his father having removed to 
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Ireland on receiving the appointment of barrack- 
mastor at Bolton* When he had completed his 
general and classical education, he became tutor to 
Lord Kingston ; but ere long, turning his thoughts 
to medicinCj he relinquished that office, and pro- 
ceeded to Paris, where ho studied for several years. 
On the 11th June, 1736, he took the degree of 
doctor of medicine at Bheims, In the following 
month Dr. Parsons came to London, bringing with 
him from Paris letters of introduction and recom? 
mendation to Sir Hans Sloane, Dc, Mead, and Dr. 
Jamea Douglas, He assisted the last-named physi- 
cian in his anatomical pursuits ; through his interest 
was appointed physician to the public iafirmary of 
St. Giles's, in 1738 ; and was introduced by him into 
extensive obstetric practice. He was admitted a fellow 
of the Royal Society in 1740, and was appointed its 
foreign secretary in Novemberj 1751. Dr. Parsons 
was admitted a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 
1st April, 1751. " He resided for many years in lied 
Lion-square, where he frequently enjoyed the company 
of Bishop Lyttleton, Dr. Stukeley, Mr. Henry Baker, 
Dr. Knight, and many other of the most distinguished 
members of the Koyal and Antiquarian societies. 
He enjoyed also the literajry correspondence of 
D'ArgenviUe, Buffon, Le Cat, Beccaria, Bertrand, 
ValltraverSj Ascanius, Turberville, and others of the 
most distinguished rank in science. As a practitioner 
he was judicious, careful, honest, and remarkably 
humane to the poor ; as a friend, obliging and com- 
municative, cheerful and decent in conversation, 
severe and strict in his morals, and attentive to 
fidfil with propriety all the various duties in life/* 
In 1769, finding his health impairedj ho proposed to 
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Dr. Parsons, by Wilson, is in the

Herman Heinekbn, M.D. — A doctor of medicine 
of Franelcer of Sth June, 171-1 (D.M.I, do Diabete) ; 
was adjnitted a Licentiate of the College of Pliyaicitins 
let April, 1751. He was elected physician to the 
Middlesex hospital 29tli August, 1749; and, after a 
service of seven months only, resigned his office there 
3rd April, 1750. Dying in 1772, aged fifty-seven, 
he was buried in the church of St. Mary Aldermary. 

Sir JonN Baptist Sllvester, M.D, was bom in 
Aqidtainej and educated at Leyden, where he gra- 
duated doctor of medicine 9th October, 1738. He 
was admitted a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 
25th JunCj 1751, Appointed physician to the Lon- 
don hospital 32nd February, 1748, lie resigned his 
oifiee Srd October, 1764; and in 1777 withdi'ew from 
practice^ and retired to Bath, where he died the Sth 
November, 1789. He was knighted in 1773 or 1774, 
but under what circmnstancea I have been unable to 
discover. 

Geohqe Lamont, M.D. — A doctor of medicine of 
Aberdeen, of 11th July, 1727 ; was admitted a Licen- 
tiate of the College of Physicians 25th June, 1751. 

Francis Philip Dttval, M.D.^ — A doctor of medi- 
cine of Leyden, of 25th October, 1726 (D.M.I, de 
Emeticorum effeetibua in Corporc Ilumano), was ad- 
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mitted a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 25tk 
June, 1751. Ee died 9th July. 1768. 

Pehip de la Cour, M.B. was educated at Leyden, 
where he took the degree of doctor of medicine 18th 
August, 1733 (D.M.I, de Katurali Catameniorum 
Fluiu, 4to.), He was admitted a Licentiate of the 
College of Physicians 25th June, 1751* In 1772 he 
retired to Bath, and died there 21st November, 1780. 

Samuel Jebb, M.D.^ — This accomplished scholar 
was the second son of Samuel Jehb, a maltster of 
Mansfield, co. Nottingham, and was born either in 
that town or at Nottingham, but most probably the 
former. He was destined for the church, and was 
Bent to Pctcrhouse, Cambridge, as a member of which 
he proceeded bachelor of arts in 1712. Becoming 
attached, however, to the non-jurors he left the uni- 
versity, and accepted the ofl5.ce of librarian to the 
celebrated Jeremy CoUier. Shortly after this he 
married a relation of the wife of Mr. Dillingham, a 
noted apothecary in Eed Lion-square, from whom, 
on the recommendation of Dr. Mead, he took instruc- 
tion in chemistry and pharmacy. He had before this 
made for himself a reputation as an able scholar, and 
for many years he mainly supported himself by hia 
pen. The intervals from these labours he devoted to 
the study of physic ; and, proceeding to Rheims, ho 
there took his degree of doctor of medicine 12th 
March, 1748. He was admitted a Licentiate of the 
College of Physicians 25th June, 1751 ; and settlJDg 
at Sti'atford, Essex, practised there with considerable 
success for some years* Having accumulated a mode- 
rate fortune, he retired to Chesterfield, co, Derby, 
where ho died 9th March, 1772, leaving several chil- 
drou, one of whom. Sir Kichard Jebb, bort. M.D. 
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will hare to bo mentioned hereafter. Dr. Jebb'a 
publications were very nunierous. The following wili,

Mr. Bridges* a MSS. relating to the History of 
Northamptonshire were confided to the editorial caro 
of Dr. Jcbb» who published two parts in folio ; but 
circumstances then occurred to interfere with its 
completion, and the papers were handed to Mr, 
WhaUey. 

RoBEUT Watson, M.D. was of Catherine haU, 
■mbridge; M.B. 1715; M.D. 3rd July, 1750. He 
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was admitted a Candidate of the College of Physicians 
1st October 1750; and a Pellow, 30th September, 
1751. He delivered the Gulstonian Lectures in 1753, 
and was Censor the same year. Dr. Watson was for 
a short time physician to the Westminster hospital. 
Elected to that office in 1752, he resigned it in 1754, 
and died 2nd March, 1756. *' In him»" writes the 
*' Gentleman's Magazine," " the puhlic has lost a real 
scholar^ an excellent physician, an admirable philoso- 
sopher, and, in every consideration, a most worthy 
person.'* 

John ClephanEj M.D. — A doctor of medicine of St. 
Andrew's, of 29th May, 1729; was admitted a Licen- 
tiate of the College of Physicians 2Gth June, 1752. 
He was appointed physician to St. George's hospital 
8th May, 1751, and vacated that cilice, probably by 
death, towards the end of 1768. 

George Macattlat, M.D, — A doctor of medicine of 
Padua, of 16th April, 1739 ; was admitted an Extra 
Licentiate of the College of Physicians 24tti Septem- 
ber, 174-6. In 1762 he removed to London, .and on 
the 25th June of that year was admitted a Licen- 
tiate. He was physician and treasurer to the lying- 
in hospital in Brownlow-street, and died the 16th 
September, 1766. 

James Dakgent was admitted a Licentiate of the 
College 3rd July, 1752. He was physician to the 
Westminster hospital from 1762 to 1787- 

Daniel Peter Layaed, M*D. was a doctor of 
medicine of Uheima of 9th March, 1712. He was 
elected physician-accoucheur to the Middlesex hospital 
in April, 1747 j but, his health giving way shortly 
afterwardsj he retired for a time to the continent. 
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On his return to England he settled at Huntingdon, 
and practised there for some years with eminent 
success. He was admitted a Licentiate of the College 
of Physicians 3rd July, 17B2. About 1763 he quitted 
Huntingdon, and, returning to London, soon got into 
extensive practice as an accoucheur. Dr. Layard died 
at Greenwich in February, 1802, in the eighty-second 
year of his age. He was a fellow of the Koyal 
societies of London and Gottingen, and a vice-pre- 
aident of the British lying-in hospital, of which he 
had been one of the founders. He was brother to 
Mary Anne duchess of Ancaster, and father to the 
dean of Bristol. In 1793 he had the honorary degree 
of D.C.L, conferred upon him by the university of 
Oxford. Dr. Layard contributed some papers to the 
"Philosophical Transactions," and published

Robert Pate, M.B. — • A doctor of medicine of 
Aberdeen, of 12th June, 1760 ; was admitted a Ld- 
centiate of the CoUegc of Physicians 30th September^ 
17G2. lie was elected physician to St. Bartholomew's 
hospital 16th January, 17&2; and died at hia house in 
Hatton garden 13th January, 1762. 

Edward ArcueEj M.B. was born in Southwark, 
and studied his profession first in Edinburgh, and 
afterwards at Leyden, where ho proceeded doctor of 
medicine in 1746 (D.M.I, de Kheumatismo, 4to.) He 
was elected physician to the Small-pox hospital in 
1717 ; and was admitted a Licentiate of the College 
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of Physicians SOth Septcmberj 1752. Tho great 
object of Dr. Archer's life was the improTemeiit of 
the practice in small-pox, and the advancement of 
inoculation. lie was a humane, judicious, and learned 
physician ; and to the study of medicine he added 
that of polite literature, which be patronised in most 
of its branches. He was an accomplished classical 
scholar, and left behind him a valuable and well- 
chosen library. Possessing a fortune adequate to his 
views in life, and being fond of retii'cment and study, 
he was never solicitous about the emoluments of his 
profession, and for some years before bis death alto- 
gether declined private praetice. His health at length 
giving way, and symptoms of hydrothorax manifest- 
ing themselves, he expressed a wish to be removed 
to the Small-pox hospital, that he might die in an 
institution whose welfare he had so much at heart, 
and with which he had been so long and so honour^ 
ably associated. E,ooms were forthwith prepared for 
his reception, and he died there on the 28th March, 
1789, in the 72nd year of his age. His remains were 
interred in a vault belonging to his family at Wood- 
ford in Essex. The iuneraJ, which took place on the 
4th April, was attended by the treasurer, house 
committee, and several governors of the institution, 
who were anxious to testify their regard for one who 
had served the hospital so long and so well. To tho 
hospital, which owes so much to his incessant and 
benevolent exertions during the long period of forty- 
two yearsj Dr. Archer by his will bequeathed 500i. 
In the board room of the hospital is an excellent 
whole-length portrait of Dr. Archer, by Pine, done 
in the year 1782, at the expense of the thirteen go- 
vernors who at that time composed the house com-^ 
mittee. To each of those gentlemen who shovdd be 
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alive at tbe time of his decease, the doctor bequeathed 
the amount of their suhscription on that occaBion. 

John Monro, M.D. was the eldest son of James 
Monro, M.D. a fellow of the college before mentioned,, 
and wag horn at Greenwich 16th Novemher^ 1715. 
He received his rudimentary education at Mercliant 
Taylors' school, and in 1733 was sent to St, John's 
college, Oxford, of which society he became a fellow, 
ne proceeded A.B. 13th May, 1737 ; A.M. 11th July, 
1740; and in the April following was elected one of 
the Iladcliife travelling fellows. lie studied physic 
first at Edinburgh and then at Leyden ; and was ad- 
mitted bachelor of medicine at Oxford, aa a member* 
of University college, 10th December, 17'i3. Return- 
ing to the continent, he resided for some time in 
Paris, again visited Holland, and after a short stay 
there proceeded to Germany. He then visited Italy 
and returned through Prance to England, which he ' 
reached in 1751, when the term of his travelling'! 
fellowship had expired. During his absence the ' | 
univereity of Oxford had conferred upon him (27th ' 
June, 174!7,) the degree of doctor of medicine by 
diploma. His father's health beginning to decline, 'I 
he was, on the 21th July, 1751, shortly after his *' 
arrival in England, appointed joint physician with 
him to Bethlem hospital ; and on Dr. James Monro's 
death, the following year, he was continued sole 
physician. 

Dr. Monro was admitted a Candidate of the College 
of Physicians 25th June, 1762 ; and a Fellow, 25th 
June, 1753. He was Censor in 1754, 1750, 1763, 
1708, 1772, 1778, 1785; and he delivered the Harveian 
Oration in 1757. He lunited his practice almost ex- 
clusively to insanity, and in the treatment of that 
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disease ia said to have attained to greater eminence 
and success than any of hie contemporaries. In 
January^ 1783, whilu still in full business, he was 
attacked with paralysis. The strength of his consti- 
tution, however, enabled him to overcome the first 
effects of his disorder and resume the exercise of Ma 
profession, but his vigour, both of mind and body, 
began from that time to decline. In 17S7 hie son 
Br. Thomp-a Monro was appointed his assistant at 
Bethlem hospital, and he then gradually withdrew 
from business. In the beginning of 1791 he retired 
to Hadley, near Bamet, and tliere continued until 
his death, which occurred, after a short illness, on the 
27th December, 1791, in the 77th year of his age- 

Dr. Monro possessed a correct and elegant taste 
for the fine arts, and his collection of books and 
engravings was very considerable. He was deeply 
versed in the early history of engraving, and the 
Bpecimcns he had collected of the works of the earlier 
engravers w^ere select and curious. From these, as 
well as from the communications of Dr. Monro, 
Mr. Strutt derived great assistance in the prepai'ution 
of his '* nistory of Engravers." Ilorace and Shak- 
epeare were Dr. Monro*s favourite authors, and hia 
notes and remarks on the latter were considerable. 
These he communicated to ^Ir, Steerens previous to 
the publication by that gentleman of the works of 
our immortal bard. Dr. Monro's fondness for reading 
was great, and proved a considerable resource to him 
in the evening of life — -fortunately he was able to 
avail himself of this solace till within a very few days 
of his death. Hia only published writings were his 
Harveian Oration, and a small pamphlet entitled 
" Remarks on Dr. Battle's Treatise on Madness. 8vo. 
Lond. 1758." This feeling tribute to a father's 
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i8t, 1754, he was elected 
jloinew's hospital, lie deli- 
lion in 1758; was Censor in 
?0(5, 1767; and Registrar from 

Hi'tilln^ m London he was visited 
listlngTiished for learning or curious 
lie soon acquired the wann fnend-

iprolegi; an ungrateful sou. Few uiinds 
more congenial than were those of 
lid Askew : the former bad a magnificence of 
lit which infused into the mind of the latter 
ions of a character aiming at solid intellectual 
ithont the petty arts and dirty tricks Avbich 
|bw see too frequently pursued to obbiin it. Dr. 
5w, with less pecuniary means of gratifying it, 
L*pd an eqmil ardour in the pursuit of books, 
J. and inscriptions. I have heard from a very 
irthy old gentleman who used to revel *midst the 
liLXury of Askew's table, that few men exhibited 
icir books and pictures, or, as he called it, sliowed 
le lious, better than did the doctor* Of his attain- 
its in Greek and Latin literature it becomes not 
to Bpcak, when such a scholar as Dr. Parr has 
[ien eloquent in their praise." Amongst the other 
ch stores of Dr. Askew's library was a complete 
collection of the editions of ^schylus, some illus- 
trated with M9. notes, and likewise one or two, if not 
more, MSS. of the same author, which were collected 
purposely with the intention of publishing an edition 
of ^schylus. So early as the year 17^6 he printed a 
specimen of hia intended editionj in a small quarto 
pamphlet, under the title of '* Nov93 Editionie Tragce-

Lugd: Bat: 1740," This 
pamphlet, which has now become very scarce, wa« 
dedicated to Dr, Mead, and consisted only of 25 lines 
of the " Euraenidos."

Dr. Askew died at Hampstead 28th February, 
1774, aged 52, and was buried there. On a tablet 
near the organ in llampstead church is the follow!

The doctor's very valuable library was sold 
Baker and Leigh, on the 19fh February, 1775, a; 
nineteen followino^ days. The MSS. were sold sep; 
ratelyin 1781, and produced a very considerable sum. 
The Appendix to Scapula, published in 17B9, wM 
compiled from one of these MSS. A fine portrait oi 
Dr. Askew is at Emmanuel colle"^, Cambridge i and 
the College of Physicians possess a very curious 
model of him in unbaked clay, the work of a ChinesH 
who had been his patient, and said to be an admir* 
able likeness. This was presented to the College by 
Sir Lucas PepySj Bart. M.D. who married a daughter 
of Dr. Askew. m 

The splendid bust of Mead by Koubiliac, now in 
the Censors' room, was presented by Dr. Askew 30t 
September, 1756.*

that, though he Had previously agreed with the sculptor for £50, he 
offered him £100 as the reward of hia successful talent; ■when, to 
his aatonishment, the sordid Frenchm^an exclaimed it was not t^nougb, 
and attually sent in a hill for £108 Sa. !

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|„>JliCHARD Jones was admitted an Estra Licentiate 
of the College of Physiciana 21st Pebruary, 1754. 
He practised at Coventry, and died there 23rd Janu- 

rary, 1762. 
Nathan Alcock» M.D. -vvaa bom at Runcorn in 
Cheshire ia 1707, and, after studying his profession 
at Edinburgh and Leyden, proceeded doctor of medi- 
cine at the latter, in 1737 (D.M.I, de Peripneumonia 
tVera, sive dc Pulmonum Inflammatione). On the 22ud 
October, IT'I-I, he iraa actually created master of arts 
at Oxford by decree of Convocation. He proceeded 
bachelor of medicine, as a member of Jesus college, 
Oxford, 30th June, 1741; and doctor of medicine 
19th June, 1749. He was admitted a Candidate of 
H the College of Physicians 16th April, 1753; and a 
" Fellow, IGth April, 1754. Dr. Alcock practised his 
profession for some years at Oxibrd, but eventually

" and voluminous writer but few records remain. On 

the 25th June, 1740, being then a doctor of medicine, 

thut of what university ia not recorded, he was ad- 
mitted a Licentiate of (he College of Physicians. In 
"1752 he was appointed physician extraordinary to 
king George the Second, and the same year was 
I created doctor of medicine at Cambridge by royal 
B^mandate. After coming again before the Censors' 
' board for examination, he was admitted a Candidate 
of the College 16th April, 1758; and a Fellow, 8th 
April, 17B4. In the last-named year he was ap- 
pointed physician in ordinary to the King, and he was 
the usual medical attendant upon that monarch in 
► •his journeys to Hanover. He was nominated to the 
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Bame office on tlie accesBion of king G^rge the Third, 
but did ;Qot long surviye, dying on the 16th March, 
1763. Dr. Shaw, who is now but little known except 
by his editions of Bacon and Boyle, was one of the 
most active, industrious, and favoured physicians of 
his time. His character and services to literature 
and science were feelingly portrayed by his son-in- 
law Dr. B.ichard Warren, from whose Harreian Ora- 
tion I venture to give the following extract : —

Thomas Wilbhatiam, M.D. was at first of Brasc- 
nose college, Oxfonl, aa a member of which he gradu- 
ated A,B. 22nd April, 1731 ; and shortly^ al'terwards, 
removing to All Souls, he proceeded B,C.L. l-Jith 
June, 1727 ; and D.C.L, 7th July, 1732. On the 
11th November, 1738, he obtained from the uuiver- 
aity a licence to practise medicine ; and, removing to 
London, was atlmitted a Licentiate of the College of 
Physicians 30th September, 1751. Dr. Wilbraham 
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^ vas created doctor of medicine at Oxford, by diploma, 
'12th December, 1752; and was admitted a Candi- 
date of tlie College of Physicians 10th April, 1753 ; 
and a Eellow 8tli Aprils 1764. He was Censor in 
1754,1760, 1765, 1769, 1773; and Treasurer from 
1754 to 1761 inclusive. He died 29th March, 1782.

William SciL'Vw, M.D. was bom in Scotland, and 
educated at Ediubm-gh, where he graduated doctor 
of medicine 27th June, 1735 (D.M.I, de Morbis ex 
Animi Passioixibus orientibus.) He was admitted a 
Licentiate of the College of Physicians 23rd March, 
1762; and was created doctor of medicine at Cam- 
bridge, by royal mandate, in 1753, Dr. Schaw was 
admitted a Candidate of the Collcsfe 16th April, 1763 ; 
I find a Fellow 8tli April, 17B4. llis name disappear 
from the College list in 1767. 

Nicholas Munckley, M.D, was created doctor of 
medicine at Aberdeen 10th March, 1747. On the 
2nd July* 1748, he was elected physician to Guy 'a 
hospital ; and on the 23rd March, 1752, was ad- 
mitted a Licentiate of the College of Physicians. He 
was created doctor of medicine at Cambridge, by 
royal mandate, in 1763 ; w^as admitted a Candidate 
of the College 16th April, 1763 ; and a PcUow 8Ui 
April, 1764. He was Gulstonian Lecturer in 1756; 
Censor, 175G. 1762, 1766, 1767; and died 20th Feb- 
ruary, 1770. 

Kark Akenside, M,D. was the son of a butcher 
at Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and was bom in that town 
the 9th November, 1721. His parents were dis- 
senters ; and the future poet and physician was des- 
tined by them for the ministry ; but his inclination 
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lijading Lim to the study of medicine, he returned a 
sum of money he had received from the Dissenters' 
Society, and in his 10th year commenced attend- 
ance on tlie medical cksses at Edinburgh. He re- 
mained there two years, and applied himself with 
great diligence to the study of physic. On the 30th 
Decemberj 1740, he was admitted a member of the 
Medical Society of that city ; and in that capacity 
acquired much reputation by his readiness and fa- 
cility as a speaker. He settled in his native town 
as a surgeon, but after a short stay there proceeded 
to Leydcn, where he took the degree of doctor of 
medicine 16th May, 17^1. (D.M.I, de Ortu et Incre- 
mento Foetus Ilumani, 4to.). Returning at once to 
England, he, in June, ITI;!, settled as a physician at 
Northampton; hut remained there for a year and 
a half only, the medical practice and emoluments 
of that town and neighbourhood being then engrossed 
by Dr. Stonehouse. Akenside then came to London, 
under the patronage of Mr. Dyson, afterwards clerk 
of the House of Commons, who, with a generosity 
rarely witnessed, assigned him an annual income of 
SiH)L to enable him to make his way in the metro- 
polis. He resided first at North End, Hampstead j 
but in 1747 removed to Eloomsbury-s<juare, and be- 
came a candidate for town practice, He was ad* 
mitted a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 25th 
June, 1751 ; hut having, on the 4th Januaryj 1753, 
been created doctor of medicine at Cambridge, he was 
admitted a Candidate IGth April following ; and a 
Jfellow, 8th April, 1754, He was Censor in 1755 and 
1760 ; was Gulstonian Lecturer in 1755 ; Croonian 
liecturer in 1756; and Han-eian Orator in 1759. In 
1750 he was elected physician to St. Thomas's hos- 
pital, and assistant-physician to Christ's hospital; 
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and in 17C1, through the interest of his friend Mr, 
T)>snn, was npiioint^d physician in ordinary to the 
(|ur*'n. 3-)r. Akenside died at his house in Old Bttr- 
lin^Dn-street, of a putrid sore throat, the 23rd June» 
1770, in the iOth year of his age, and was huried at 
St. James's PiecadiUy, He was never marriodj and 
left all his elFeeta to his warm and constant ftiend 
Mr. DyHon, The life of Akenside has been so often 
written, and is of such easy access, that I have oon- 
iined myself to a record of his professional career.

In that year 

he settled at Ayleaford Hall, near Maidstone; and 

died there in 1771 or 1772.

Andrew DunEii, M,D. was a doctor of medicine, 
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but of what university is not recorded. He was 
admitted a Licontiate of the College of Physicians 
2Srd December, 175-1; and was elected physician to 
the Middlesex hospital 2nd January, 1755. ilia 
health, however, at once gave way. In May he went 
to Bristol to drink the waters ; and he died in July, 
1766. 

Henut Hinckxet, M.D. was educated at Mag- 
dalen collegej Cambridge, as a member of which he 
took the degree of A.B. in 1749; when, removing to 
King's college, he proceeded M,D. in 1754. He was 
admitted a Candidate of the College of Pliysicians 
23rd December, 1754; and a Fellow, 22nd December, 
11755; was Censor in 1758, 1762, 1770, 1774, 1777; 
and Treasurer from 1762 to his death on the 1st 
November, 1779. Dr. Hinckley was elected physicinn 
to the Middlesex hospital 23rd January, 1762. He 
was appointed physician to Guy's hospital 26th June, 
1756; and a few days after resigned his offieo at the 
Middlesex, in which he was succeeded by Dr. Kichard 
Warren. 

Henry Mtddelton, M.D. — ^A doctor of medicine 
of St. jVndrew'a of 1st April, 1755 ; was admitted a 
Licentiate of the College 12th April, 1756. 

Antont Aduington, M.D, was the youngest son 
of Henry Addingtou, gent, of Fringford, in Oxford- 
shire, and received his preliminary education at Win- 
chester, whence ho was elected to Trinity college, 
Oxford, as a member of which he proceeded A.B. 
14th July, 1739; A.M, 13th May, 1740; M.B. 6th 
rubruary, 1741 ; M.D. 24th January^ 1744. His 
bodily powers, which had never been very robust, 
gave way somewhat suddenly about the year 1740, and 
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Richard ^rocklesby, M.D. was the only son of 
Richard Brocklesby, esq. of Cork» but was actually- 
born at Mineheadj co. Somerset, the residence of his 
maternal grandfather, ou the 11th Augiist, 1722, 
He received liis preliminary education at Ballytore, in 
the north of Ireland, at the same school in ivhich 
Burke was subsequently educated. He commenced 
the study of medicine at Edinburgh, but completed 
it at Leyden, where he proceeded doctor of medicine 
2Sth June, 1746 (D.M J. de Salivii San^ et Morbosa. 
4to.)* Soon after this Dr. Brocklesby settled in 
London, and was admitted a Licentiate of the College 
of Physicians 1st April, 1751. On the 18th Sep- 
tember, 1751-, he was created doctor of medicine by 
the university of Dublin; and liaviug, in December of 
the same year, been incorporated on that degree at 
Cambridge, he was admitted a Candidate of the 
College 25th June, 1755 ; and a Fellow, 25th Jime, 
1756. He was Gulstonian Lecturer in 1758 ; Censor, 
1758,1763,1705; Harveian Orator in 17C0 ; Croonian 
Lecturer in 17G3 ; and finally was named an Elect in 
1778, in place of Dr. James Hawley, deceased. 

In 1758, on the recommendation of Dr. Shaw, and 
through the patronage of Lord Barrin^ton, Dr, 
Brocklesby was appointed physician to the army, and 
in this capacity eerred for some time in Germany 
during the seven years' war. In October, 1760, he 
was appointed physician to the hospitals for the 
British forces, and once more proceeded to the seat of 
war ; but finally returned to England some time hefore 
the peace of 1763. lie died at his house in Norfolk 
Street, Strand, 11th December, 1797, aged 75. Dr, 
Brocklesby was a fellow of the Hoyal Society. He

He had siirvived to Tvitnesa his eldest son*s cleT

tionable manner, partly by fees, and partly fron 
sinecures conferred by the Crown, in which t h- , 
speakers had hitherto been remmierated. Dr. A^^H 
din^on'a bust is in the College libraiy* It was takc^^ 
after death, by command of bin distinguished so^

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KiCHARD Brocklesbt, M.D. was tlio only son of 
Uicbai'd Brocklesby, esq. of Cork, but was actually 
born at Minehead, co. Somerset, the reeidenco of bis 
materual grandfather, on the lltli August, 1722, 
lie received bis preliminary education at Ballytore, in 
the north of Ireland, at the same school in which 
Burke was subsequently educated. He commenced 
the study of medicine at Edinburgh, but completed 
it at Leyden, where he proceeded doctor of medicine 
28th June, 1745 (D.M.I, de Saliv-a, San^ et MorbosS,. 
4to.). Soon after this Dr. Brocklesby settled in 
London, and w^as admitted a Licentiate of the College 
of Pbysicians lat April, 1751. On the 18th Sep- 
tember, 1754, be was created doctor of medicine by 
the university of Dublin; and Jiaying, in December of 
the same year, been incoi^porated on that degree at 
Canibridgej he was admitted a Candidate of tho 
College 25th June, 1755 ; and a rellow, 25th June, 
1756. He was Gulstonian Lecturer in 176S ; Censor, 
1758, 1703, 1705 ; IlaiTeian Orator in 1700 ; Crooniaji 
Lecturer in 1763 ; and finally was named aii Elect in 
1778, in place of Dr. James Uawley, deceased. 

In 1758, on the recommendation of Dr. Shaw, and 
through the patronage of Lord Barrington, Dr.

WrLiiiAM Watts, M.D. — A doctor of medicine, of 
King's college, Aberdeen, of 22Dd March, 1753 ; wa«^ 
admitted an Extra Licentiate of the College of Phy-^ 
siciana 8th September, 1756. He practised at North-^ 
amp ton. 

John Clerke, M.D. was educated at Peterhouse,/ 
Cambridge, of which he was a fellow*. He proceede 
A.B. 1738; A,M. 1742; M.D. 1753; was admitted b\ 
Candidate of the College of Physicians 30th Septem<t 
ber. 1755 ; and a i"ellow 30th September, 175C>. H€ 
waa Censor in 1758- Dr. Clerko settled at Epsom 
1763, and died about the year 1791, in which yeaxJ 
his name disappeaiB from the College list* 

William Ku.nter, M.D. was born on the 23i 
May, 1718, at Killiride, in Lanarkshire. When four- 
teen years of age be waa sent to the university of 
Glasgow, where he passed five years, and by hii 
behaviour and diligence acquired the esteem of 
professors, and the reputation of a good scholar. At 
this period be was intended for the church; but some^ 
conscientious objections respecting subscription arose* 
in his mind, and while in doubt and uncertainty lu^ 
met with Dr. CuUen, Mho waa then in practice a*^ 
Hamilton, Cullen's conversation soon determinef* 
him to lay aside all thoughts of the church, and de 
vote liimaeLf to the profession of physic. His father'' 
consent liaving been obtained, Mr, Hunter, in 172 
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went to reside with Dr. Ciillen, and remnincd there 
for nearly three years, a period to wliich in ahev life 
ho w'as accustomed to look hack with the utmost 
pleasure, and which he reajarded as the happiest of 
his life. It was then agreed that he should go and 
prosecute liis medical studies at Edinburgh and Lon- 
don, and afterwards settle at Hamilton in partnership 
with Dr. Cullcn. Ke passed the winter session of 
17'JliO-l at Edinhurg-h, and in the summer of 1741 
arrived in London and took up hie residence %v"ith 
Mr. afterwards Dr. SmeUie, at that time an apothe- 
cary in Pall-mall. He had brought with him from 
Scotland a letter of recommendation to Dr. James 
Douglas, the well-known anatomist and obstetric 
physicianj who was then engaged upon a work on 
the bones, and was in search of a young man of 
ability and industry whom he might employ as a dis- 
sector. This circumstance fixed his attention on 
Hunter, and finally induced him to in\ite him into 
his family, for the double purpose of assisting in dis- 
sections and superintending the education of Ijis son. 
Mr. Hunter* having accepted Dr. Douglas's offer, vr^fi 
by his friendly assistance entered as a surgeon's ])upil 
of St, George's hospital, and as a dissecting pupil of 
Dr. Frank NichoUs, who was then teaching anatomy 
with great reputation. Ho also attended a course of 
lectures by Dr. Desagnliers, on experimental philoso- 
phy. Hunter soon became expert in dissection, and 
Dr. Douglas was at the expense of having some of 
his preparations engraved. But hefoi^o many months 
had elapsed he had the misfortune to lose his fi-iend 
and patron, who died 1st April, I742j leaving a widow 
and two children. The death of Dr. Douglas made no 
change in Hunter's situation^ for he continued to reside 
with the doctor's i'amily, and to pursue his studies 
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creatod him ono of their foreign associates. lie soon 
afterwards ohtninwl a. similar distinction from the 
Royal Amdi'juy of Sciences of that city. 

About ton ye«r» before his end, his health waa so 
much imi>aircd that, fearinj* he might soon become 
unfit for the profession which he loved, he proposed 
to reer\iit himself by a residence in Scotland^ and was 
on the point of purchasing a considerable estate when 
the projeot was fnistrated by a defect in the title- 
deeds. Thia trifle banished his rural plans, and he 
remained in London continually declining in health, 
hut pursuing distinction with the same ardour with ■ 
which he had courted it in his earlier days. He rose 
from a bed of sickness to deliver an introductory lec- 
ture to a course on the operations of surgery, In oppo- 
sition to theearncst remonstrances of hie friends, Tho 
lecture was accordingly delivered, but it was his last ; 
towards the conclusion his strength was so much 
exhausted that ho fainted away, and was finally re- 
placed in the ehamher which he had been so e^er to 
quit. In a fow days ho was no more. Turning to 
Ills friend Dr. Conilie in hia latter moments, he 
uliNcrvcd^ *' 11' 1 had strength enough to hold a pen, 
I would write how easy and pleasant a thing it is to 
dio/' lie expired on the 30th Marchj 1783, and was 
buried in tlie rector's vault of St. James's. 

Wliun Dr. Hunter began to practise obstetrics his 
ambition was fixed on the acquisition of a fortune 
sulTicient to place him in easy and independent cir- 
cumstances. Before many years had elapsed, he 
found hiinself in possession of a sum adequate to his 
wishes in tliis respect, and this he set apart as a 
resource of which he might avail himself whenever 
ag<-i or infirmities should oblige him to retire from 
huaiuess. After he had obtained this competency, as 
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Ids wealth continued to accumulate, lie formed a 
rcmai*kal)lo and praiseworthy design of engaging in 
some scheme of public utQity, and at first had it in 
coat^mpiation to found an anatomical si'hool in this 
metro2)olis. Por this i>ur]>ose, about tlie year 1765, 
during the governiuent of Mr. Grenvilks he jireseuted 
a memorial to that minister in whit-h he requested 
the grant of a piece of ground iu the llcwe for the 
site of an anatomical theatre. Dr. Hunter undei'took 
to expend 7,000^, on the building, mid to endow a 
professorship of anatomy in perpetuity, Tliia scheme 
did not meet with the reception which it deserved. 
In A conversation on this sulyect, eoon afterwards, 
with the earl of 9helburne, his lordship expressed a 
wish that the plan might be carried into execution by 
subscription, and very generously requested to accom- 
pany his name with a thouBand guineas. Dr. Hun- 
ter's delicacy would not allow him to adopt this 
proposal. He choae rather to eseeute the plan at his 
own expense, and accordingly purchased a spot of 
ground in Great Windmill-street, where he erected a 
spacious house, to wliich he removed from Jermyn- 
street in 1770. In this building, besides a handsome 
amphitheatre and other convenient apai-tmeats for 
liifi lectures and dissections, one magniticent room was 
fitted up with great elegance and propriety as a 
museum. Of the magnitude and value of his coHec- 
tion some idea may be formed wlien wc consider the 
great length of years which he employed in making 
anatomical preparations, and in the disswiion of 
morbid ijodics, added to the eagerncsi* with which he 
procured ndditioiiu Irom the museums of Sandys, 
Jj'aleonar, Blaekall, and others which were at ditfercnt 
times oirered lor sale iu tlie metropolis. Friendrj and 
pupils were constantly augmenting his store uith 
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new specimens* On removing to WindmiU'Strect, he 
began to extend his views to the embellishment of 
his collection by a magnificent library of Greek and_ 
Latin classics, and he formed also a very rare cabine 
of ancient medals, which was at the time conKidcr 
as only inferior to that bclong;ing to the king 
prance. The coins alone had been purchased at an 
expense of twenty thousand pounds. Minerals, 
shells, find other objects of natural history were 
gradually added to this museum, which became an 
object of curiosity throughout Europe. It now cH- , 
riches the university of Glasgow, to which it, wi^l 
8,000/. as a fund for the support and augmentation" 
of the whole, was bequeathed by its liberal owner. 

Dr. BfLillie has said of Dr. Hunter, that ** no one 
ever possessed more enthusiasm for his art, more peree^ 
vering industry, more acutencss of investigation, more 
p^TspicuIty of expression, or, indeed, a greater share 
of natural eloquence. He excelled very much miy 
lecturer whom I have ever heard in the cleamesB of 
his arrangement, the aptness of Ids illustrations, and 
the elegance of his diction. He was perhaps the best h 
teacher of anatomy that ever lived.** ^

M.D. was a doctor 
of medicine of the university of St. Andrew's of ith 
May, 1751; and was admitted a Licentiate of the 
College of Physicians 30th Septomher, 175(3. lie was 
appointed physician in ordinary to kin^ George the 
TJjird shortly after his accession to the throne, and 
was created a baronet in l7Ci, the year preceding 
which he had married Lady Mary, danj^hter of 
Sai'kville earl of Thanet. Sir "Willi^im Duncan died 
at Naples in 177-A- Hia body was brought to England, 
and buried at llampstoad. 

Samttel Wathen, M.D. — A doctor of medicine of 
Aberdeen of 28th September, 1752 ; wa§ admitted a 
Licentiate of the College of IHiysicians 3Uth Septem^ 
ber, 171)6. He died at Dorking in 1787. 

John Fordyce, M.D* — A doctor of medicine of 
Marischal college, Aberdeen, of 7th Miirch, 1756; 
was admitted a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 
4sth April, 1757* Hia name disappears from the list 
in 1700.

John Manning, M.D.— A doctor of medicine of 
Leyden of 1756 (D.M.I, de Cachexia Viriirinca, 4to,) ; 
was admitted an Extra Licentiate of the College of 
Physicians 11th April, 1757. He settled at Norwich; 
waa appointed one of the physicians to the Norfolk 
and Norwich hospital on its establishment in 1772, 
and continued in that office until 180i5, Dr. Manning 
died at Norwich, 16th March, 1806, aged seventy-six. 

SiE Geoeg£ Bajcek, Bart. M.D.— Tkis profound 
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Bcliolnr and accomplished pliysidan was bom in 
Devonshire in 1722. lie was the son of the Hev. 
George Baker, vicar of Modhury, and archdeacon and 
rcg;istrar of Totness, by his wife, a dau^ht^r of Dr. 
Stephen Weston, bishop of Exeter. He was educat-ed 
at Eton, and was transferred thence in July, 1742^ 
to Kin^^s college* Cambridge, of which society he was 
elected a fellow. He proceeded A.B, 17'i5 ; A.M, 
1749; M.D, 1756; was admitted a Candidate of the 
CoUoge of Physicians 30th Scptemherj 1756; and a 
PeUow, 30th September^ 17B7. Ho commeucml his 
professional career at Stamford in Lincolnshire, to 
which place he had been invited by a large circle of 
friends whom he had known in early life ; but this 
was a situation too limited for the exertion of his 
talents, and about the year 1761 he removed to Lon- 
don, where lie rapidly rose to the foremost rank in his 
profession. He flilcd ia succession the most important 
offices in our College ; was Censor in 17G1, 1761* 177i, 
1780; Harveian Orator in 1761 ; Elect in 1780 ; and 
President, 1785, 1786, 1787, 1788, 1789, 1790, 1793. 
1793, 1795. He was successively appointed physician 
to the queen's household, physician in ordinary to the 
queen, and physician in ordinary to the king (George 
the Third). He was created a baronet 26th August, 
1776, Sir George Baker was a fellow of the lloyal 
Society and of the Society of Antiquaries ; and died, 
15th June, 1809, in the eighty-eighth year of his age. 
He passed through a long hfe, singularly free from 
the ordinaiy diseases of man^ or the infirmities of 
age. His death was consonant Avith his life, for he 
departed so easily, and apparently so free fi*om pain, 
that the words of his favourite Cicero are said to 
have had in his death tiieir nearest application : " Is' on 
illi fuit vita crepta, sed mora donata.'' 
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No man crer followed the career of pliysic and the 
elegant patlis of the Greek and Roman muses vnth. 
more suecesa than Sir George Baker. Aa a scholar 
he had few equals, and no superior. His " Disserta- 
tio de AtTectionibus Auimi et Morbis inde oriundia,'* 
published as an exercise at Cambrid^, in 1755, has 
been characterised bj a kindred spirit and very com- 
petent judge, the late Sir Henry Halford, as one of 
the most elegant eicrcises of modern times. His 
" Essays on the Cause of the Colic of Devonshire and 
Foitou" are no less demonstrative of his attainments 
as a philosophical physician. They evince a rare union 
of a<?ute but patient observation, extended inquiry, a 
just appreciation of the value of individual facts, and 
the most rigorous logical deduction. They present 
one of the best examples modem times have afforded 
of the method to be pursued in medical inquiries, and 
they constitute a model for all who are labouring to 
extend the boundaries of mediavl science. As a 
practitioner he was no less eminent. "The sound- 
Bees of his judgment," writes Dr. Macmichael, 
*• was acknowledged by all. To him the whole medical 
world looked up with respect, and in the treatment 
of any disease in the least degree unusual, if it was 

lired to know aU that liad ever been said or written 
on the subject from the most remote antiquity down 
to the case in question, a consultation was proposed 
with Sir George Baker. From his erudition every-

October, 1757. 

Sir Noah Thomas, M.D. was edncated at St. 
John's college, Cambridge, as a memljer of which 
he proceeded A.B. 1742; A.M. 1716; M.D. 1753. 
Admitted a Candidate of the College of Physicians 
30th September, 1760; and a Pellow, 22nd December, 
1757; he was GiUstonian Lecturer in 1759; and 
Censor in 1761, 1766, 1767, 1781. He was appoints 
physician extraordinary to George the Third in 1763, 
and physician in ordinary in 1775, when he received 
tlie lionour of knighthood. He died at Bath on the 
17th May, 1793 • 

J&jdEs Grainger, M.D. was bom in 1723, at 
Dunse, a email town in Scotland, and received his 
medical education at Edinburgh. Entering the army 
as a Bur<^eoa, he served in that capacity durhig the 
rebellion of 1745, and subsequently in Germany 
under the carl of Stair. He graduated doctor of 
medicine at Edinburgh 13th March, 1753 (D.M.I, d©

principal families in the island, and soon established 
himself in extensive practice. On the conclusion of 
the war he paid a visit to his native country, hut 
eventually returned to Saint Christopher's, where he 
died of an epidemic fever in tlie begimiing of the 
year 1767. 

Dr. Grainger's claims to the character of a poet 
were acknowledged by Jolmson, who, we are told by 
Boswcllj would repeat with great energy tlie exordium 
to ilia " Ode on SoUtude/' and add liberal praises of 
the whole.

Michael Morris, M.D. — A doctor of medicine of 
Rheima of 23rd July, 1750 ; was admitted a Licen- 
tiate of the College of Physicians 16th March, 1761. 
He was elected physician to the Westminster hospital 
in 1761, and retained his office for thirty years — a 
longer period than any of his predecessors. He was 
also physician to the army^ a fellow of the Royal 
Society, and the author of some papers in the 
" Medical Observations and Inquiries.'* 

Thomas Dimsdale, M.D. was bom at Theydon. 
Gernon, co. Ussox^ where liia father practised as a 
surgeon. His family were Quakers, and liis grand- 
father had been the companion of Pcnn in Americai. 
After studying at St. Thomases hospital, he settled at 
Hertford, which he quitted in 17J;5, when he eugaged 
himself as surgeon to the army, and went through. 
the whole of tlie Scotch campaign. On the taking 
of Carlisle, he determined to return to Hertford and 
practise as a physician. He obtained a diploma from, 
King's college, Aberdeen, dated 30th July, 1701, 
creating him doctor of medicine; and on the 281^ 
of August foUomng was admitted an Extra Licen-, 
tiate of the College of Physicians of London. He 
devoted much of his attention to small-pox inocula- 
tion, and in 1767 published ** The Present Method oi 
Inoculating for the Small-pox/' 8vo, Lond. a work 
which became very popular, and in the course of 
three years ran through at least seven large editions. 
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The reputation which he attained in this department 
recommended him to the notice of the empress Cathe- 
rine of Russia, at whose request he visited St. Pelers- 
hxiTgh in 1768. Ilia successful inoculation of the 
empress herself, and of her son the grand duke, was 
rewarded with the rani of baron of the empire, 
counsellor of state, and physician to tho empress, 
besides a pension of 500/. per anaum and a present 
of 12,000/. He had also permission to add to bis 
arms a wing of the Russian eagle, in a gold shield, 
with the customary helmet, adorned with a baron's 
coronet over the shield. His son, who had accom- 
panied him, shared hia honours, and was presented by 
the empress with a gold snuff-box set with diamonds. 
He returned to Etiglaad, and for some time con- 
tinued to practise at llcrtford. In 1776 he published 
" Thoughts on General and Partial Inoculation ;" and, 
two years after, " Observations on the Introduction 
to the Plan of the Dispensary for General Inocu- 
lation." This involved him in a controversy with 
Pr. Lettsom, into the particulars of which it is not 
necessary to enter. Dr. or Baron Dimsdale, as he 
was now called, some time after this opened a bank- 
ing house in Cornhill, in partnership with his sons 
and the Barnards, which still fiourishes* In 1780 he 
was elected member of parliament for the borough 
of Hertford, and then declined all practice except for 
tho relief of the poor. He went once more, how- 
ever, to Russia in 1781, when he inoculated the 
emperor and his brother Constantino, and, as he 
passed through Brussels, the emperor Joseph received 
him with great consideration. In 1790 he resigned 
his seat in parliament, and passed some winters at 
Bath ; but at length returned to Hertford, where he 
died, 30tli December, 1800.*

William Norford was admitted an Estra Licen- 
tiate of the CoUege of Physicians 26th November, 
1761. Ho practised Bucceasively at Halesworth in 
Suflblk, and at Bury St. Edmund's. 

James Vavghan, M.D. — This estimable man and 
sound practical physician, the father of four sons of 
distinguished eminence in their respeetiTe profes- 
sions, the elder of whom was the late President of 
the College of Physicians, Sir Henry Halford, was 
descended from a respectable family in Herefordshire, 
and was bora in 1739. He was educated at Edin- 
burgli, where he took the degree of doctor of medi- 
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cine in June 1762 (D.M.I. dePolypo Cordis); and was 
admitted an Extra Licentiate of the Colle^ of Phy- 
sicians 8th September, 1762. Dr. A^au^han then 
settled at Leicester, where he practised with great 
Buccess and reputation for nearly forty yeai's. He 
•w-as physician to the Leicester infirmary, and, as I 
was informed by one who was his contemporary at 
Leicester, and knew him well, — the late Dr, Robert 
Bree, — was a practitioner of no ordinary attainments. 
Acute perception, accurate observation, and a just 
appreciation of the practically impoi-tant circum- 
stances of disease, were his medical characteristics, 
to which were added a well founded reliance in the 
eflScaey of medicine, and no ordinary skUl in its 
adaptation to the special requirements of the case 
before him. His doses of medicine are said to have 
been large, hut they were administered with a confi- 
dence and success which afforded ample proof of his 
sagacity and their correctness. Dr. Vaughan married 
Hester, the second daughter of William Smalley, esq. 
alderman of Leicester, by Elizabeth daughter of Sir 
Richard Halford, bart. of Wistow, co. Leicester. He 
had sis sons, viz : —

To each of these Dr, Van£*han save a most liberal 
education, Wlien his sons attained the age at which 
their education should commence, Dr. Vaughan had 
already acquired a moderate competency, and he 
determined for the future to apply the whole of bis 
annual professional receipts to their education, trust- 
ing that they would reap the harvest by succesa in 
their respective professions. All his sons were edu* 
cated at llugby, and five of them received a complete 
university education — the four elder at Oxford, and 
the youngest at Cambridge. The gratitude of his 
eons for this act of self-denial and confidence in their 
exertions was unbounded ; nnd Sir Henry llalford, in 
a biographical sketch of his brother, Mr. Justice 
Vaughan, thus feelingly expressed himself: " AH the 
sons of the late Br. Vaughan, of Leicester, acknow- 
ledge with deep and sincere gratitude their father's 
generosity, as well as his prudence in resolving as he 
did to lay out the annual produce of his profession in 
affording them the advantage of a liberal education, 
whereby they might be enabled to make their own 
fortunes^ rather than to accumidate resources not to 
be made available to any purj^oses of theirs until hia 
death. He sent four of them thei-efore to Oxford 
when they had left Rugby schoob and the youngest 
subsequently to Cambridge — and not one of them 
asked or received further pecuniary assistance from 
him after he had finished his education, and com- 
menced his own efforts to provide for himself. The 
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■>f these brothers in their several callings, 
iio distinctions acquired by each of them, has 

.;iittly justified their parent's sagacity and his

Dr. Vaughan died at Leicester 

on the 19th August, 1813, in the 75th year of his 

age. He was buried at Wistow, where a tablet, 

erected by Sir Henry Halford, commemorates him 

thus:

James Vaughan was descended from a respectable family in 

Herefordshire, 

and practised physic in Leicester almost forty years,

He died Aug. the 19th, 1813, in the 75th year of his age.

Wilkinson Blanshaud, M.D* was of Queen's col- 
lege, Cambridge; M.B. 1756; M.D. 30th July, 1701. 
Admitted a Candidate of the College of Physicians 
30th September, 1701 ; and a Fellow 22nd December, 
1702 ; he was Censor in 1766^ and Ilarvcian Orator 
in 1706. He waa elected physician to St. George's 
hospital 27th May, 1766, and retained that office until 
his death, which occurred on the 5th January, 1770- 

Thom&s Dawson, M.D. waa educated aa a dissent- 
ing minister, and for &ome time performed the duties 
df that olEce at a meeting-house in the Gravel Pit at 
Hackney. Devoting himself, however, to the study of 
medicine^ he graduated doctor of medicine at Glaigow 
Sih Jiine» 1753 ; and was admitted a Licentiate of the 
College of Physicians 22nd December, 1762. In his 
new capacity of plivbici^in, be wa« (»lled to attend Mim 
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Corbett, of Hackney. He found the lady one day 
sitting alone, piously and pensively musing upon the 
Bi})Io, when by some strange accident his eyes were 
directed to the pasaa^ where Nathan says to David, 
" Thou art the man." The doctor profited by the kind 
hint, and after a proper time allowed for drawing up 
articles of capitulation, the lady surrendered, and they 
were married 29th May, 1758. Dr. Dawson was elected 
physician to the Middlesex hospital Ist Pebruary, 
1759, but resigned bis office there 3rd Pebruary, 1761, 
Ho was elected physician to the London hospital Srd 
October, ITC-l, and resigned that appointment 5th 
September, 1770. Dr. Dawson, who died 29lh April, 
1782, was the author of —

Hugh Smith, M.D. — A doctor of medicine of Edin- 
burgh, of 22nd April, 1755 (D3I I. de Sanguinis 
Missione) ; was admitted a Licentiate of the College 
of Physicians 32nd December, 1762. He was elected 
physician to the Middlesex hospital 5th Axigust, 
1756, and resigned that office 9th August, 1764. 
To him belongs the credit of having first delivered 
clinical lectures in that hospital. The permission 
to do so was sought from the governors on the 
28th June, 1757, and was conceded on the 4th of 
August following. At the time of Dr. Smith's deaths 
whioli occurred at Stratford, Essex, 2Gth December, 
1790, he was alderman of Tower ward. He was buried 
in the church of West Ham, in the north aisle of 
which a monument was erected to his memory. He

J John Brickenden, M.D. — A doctor of medicine 
or EdinbTir^h, of 16th May, 1759 (B.M.I, de Radice 
Scillae) ; was admitted a Licentiate of the CoUege of 
Physicians 22nd December, 1762. He practised for 
a short time at Leicester, but in 17C5 removed to 
liondon, and in that year waa elected physician to 
the Westminster hospital, an appointment wliieh Uo 
continued to hold until his death in 1774 or 177&. 

KiCHARD Warren, M.D. waa bom on the 13th 
December, 1731, and was the third son of the llev. 
Dr. llichard Warren, archdeacon of Sxiffolk, and 
rector of Cavendish in that county, a divine of great 
eminence and an accomplished scholar, one of the 
antagonists of Bishop Hoadley in the controversy 
respecting the eucharist, and the editor of the Greek 
commentary of nierocles upon the Golden Verses of 
Pythagoras. The younger Warren was educated at 
the grranimar school of Bury St. Edmund's, whence, 
in the year 174fB, immediately after hla father's death, 
lie removed to Jesus college, Cambridge, of which 
house he subsequently became a fellow. I[e proceeded 
A,B* 1752, and was tiftb wrangler. De obt^aincd the 
pri^e to middle bachelors for Latin prose composition, 
and the following year that for senior bachelors. Por 
some time he hesitated in his choice of a profession. 
Whilst in this state of doubt, the son of Dr, Peter 
Shaw, an eminent London physician, was entered at 
Jesus college, and placed under lii» tuition. The 
acquaintance thus formed determined his lot in life, 
for the talents of the tutor were not lost on Dr. 
Shaw, who soon trook a warm interest in his pursuits, 
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strongly recommended liim to pursue the study of 
medicine, and predicted tliat should he do so be would 
rank with the first physicians of his country. Pinally, 
in proof of his esteem and affection, Dr. Shaw gave 
him the hand of his daughter Elizabeth in 1759. Ho 
proceeded A.M* 1755; M.D. 3rd July, 17H2; was 
admitted a Candidate of the College of Physicians 
30th September, 1762; and a Fellow, 3rd March, 1703. 
He delivered the Gulstonian Lectures in ITGA, and 
the Harveian Oration in 1768 ; was Censor in 1764» 
1770, 1782; and was named an Elect 9th August, 
1781. On the 5th August, 1756, having at that time 
a licence ad praeticandmn from the imiversity of 
Camliridge, he was elected physician to the Sliddlcsex 
hospital, and on the 21st January, 1760, physician to 
St. George's hospital ; the former appointment he 
resigned in November, 1758, the latter in May, 1766. 
Dr, Warren's progress ajs a physician was unusually 
rapid. Not only had he the influence and recom- 
mendation of his father-in-law Dr. Shaw to advance 
his interests, but those also of Sir Edward Wilmot, 
Shortly after he commenced practice, Sir Edward, 
then physician to the court and much employed 
among the nobility, was in attendance on the princess 
Amelia, daughter of George the Second, Sir Edward, 
then advanced in years and looking to retirement, 
proposed I>r. Warren as an assistant, to attend to the 
more minute and arduous duties required by the 
princess, who was subject to sudden seizures that 
created alann. At the commencement of his pro- 
fessional career, Dr. Warren, during three summers, 
went to Tunbridge Wells, and on two of these 
occasions her royal highness visited that watering 
place under his care. On the retirement of Sir 
Edward AVilmot, Dr. Warren continued physician to 
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the princess, and one of the rewards bestowed upon 
him was the appointment of physician to George the 
Third, which was procm'ed for him by her royal 
highness' influence on the resi^ation of his father- 
in-law Dr. Shaw. " Dr. Warren's eminence is not to he 
ascribed, however, to mere patronage^ nor to singula- 
rity of doctrine, nor to the arts of a sho^vy address, 
nor to any capricious revolution of Portimc's wheel; 
it was the just and natural attainment of great 
talents. These talents, indeed, cannot be subjected 
to the scrutiny of literary criticism, liecause lie was 
too eagerly engrossed by pressing occupations to find 
leisure sufficient to commit many of bis observations 
to paper ; but the accuracy of his prognosis, and his 
iine sagacity, survive in the recollection of a few. 
His ready memory presented to him on every 
emergency the extensive stores of his knowledge; 
and that solidity of judgment wliich regulated tlieir 
application to the case before him would have equally 
enabled him to outstrip competition in any depart- 
ment of scieneo and art* Ho was one among the fijrst 
of his professional brethren who depai'ted from the 
formalities which had long rendered medicine a 
favourite theme of ridicule with the wits who hap- 
pened to enjoy health. He was one of the few great 
charaok^rs of liis time whose popularity was not the 
fruit of party favour. Without any sacrifice of in- 
dependence he gained the suffrages of men of every 
class, as well as the more difficult applause of his 
own fraternity. He enjoyed the friendship of many 
distinguished men, and among others of Lord North ; 
his conversation, indeed, was peculiarly fitted to 
conciliate every variety of age and of temperament. 
The cheerfulness of his orni nature, and the power 
which he possessed of infusing it into others, enabled 
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him to exerciae over his patients an autliority rety 
beneficial to themselves; and in this respect^ as in 
ackme others, he has left an instructive example to 
fiituro professors of medicine, who perhaps do not 
alwars sufficiently seek to inspire the objects of their 
vaae with a train of animating thous^hts, Warren- 
arrived early at the highest practice in this ^rreat 
metropolis, and maintained his supremacy to the laafcil 
wit^ nnfiwiin^ Acuities. The iBoiiiit of rereniie 
Mime4ime« enters into the compvttttiaB of a medical^ 
character, and sach anecdotes periu^ fona a link' 
m Hie damestac lustefr of the professloiL He is said 
to hum mlnad tl,O0(K. a year &om the tizoe of the 
wyjt^, mmi to hnve bequeathed to his familr aboTe 
IMjtmOL"'* Dr. Wamaidiedathishousein*Dover^ 
tftreet on the 22ad Jime, 1797 ;t his disease vas ecyn- 
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pelas of the liead, which destroyed him in his aisty- 
Bixth year, at the very time when the most sanguine 
hopes were entertained of his recovei-y hy Sir George 
Baker and Dr. Pitcairne. Ilis widow» two daughters, 
and eight sons survived him. He was buried at Ken- 
sington chiu'ch, where a tablet to his memory is

BoBEKT Glynn Clobery, M.D. was bom on tho 

6th Auj^ust, 1719, at Kelland^ near Bodmin, co. Corn- 
wall, of an ancient and very respectable family, and 
was educated at Eton, upon tho foundation. He was 
admitted a scholar of King's college, Cambridge, in 
1737 ; subsequently became a feUow of that society ;

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and proceeded A.B. 1741; A.M. 1745; and M.D. 
1758. He was admitted a Candidate of the College 
of Physicians 5th April, 1762 ; and a Fellow, 28th 
March, 1763. Dr. GljTin commenced the practice 
of his profession at Iticlimond, but soon returned to 
Cambridge, where he continued until bis death, on 
the 8th Pehruary, 1800. He changed his name from 
Glynn to Cloberyj in pursuance of the will of a re- 
lative who left him some proi)ertyj but he was usually 
addressed and known by bis paternal name. His life 
was one uniform course of integrity and benevolence- 
Though his practice for a lonij series of years was 
very extensive, and his establishment coniined within 
the walla of a college, on a plan of most temperate 
and strict economy, bis effects scarcely exceeded 
10,000/. including the bequest of bis relative. In 
what manner he applied the principal part of bia-, 
professional emoluments is known to those who were 
supported or assisted by his beneficence. His facul- 
ties were clear and vigorous within a very short time 
of bis decease. During bia illness, sensible of bis 
gradual decay, he expressed notliing but resignation 
and kindness, and expired without a struggle or a 
groan. Agreeably to his repeated directions, he was 
interred in the vault of Ivlng*s college chapel* in a 
private manner, between ten and eleven o'clock at 
night. On this occasion, in compliance with his 
wishes, the members of the College only attended. 
But public feeling demanded that some more eminent 
mark of respect should be paid to his memory. The 
vice-cbancellor, Dr, Mansel, of Trinity college, sub- 
sequently bishop of Bristol, communicated, thereforei 
to the gentlemen of the university bis intention to 
accompany the friends of Dr. Glynn, in mourning, 
from Trinity college to St. Mary's church on the fol- 
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lowing Sunday. The procession consisted of the 
heads of houses, the noblemen, and a numerous body 
of masters of arts. The sermon on this occasion waa 
preached by the Rev. John Henry Miehell, fellow of 
King's college. Dr. Glynn bequoMthcd the hulk of 
his property to King's college, the larger portion 
towards the improvement of the college (on buildings 
then in progress) ; and a simi to be annually divided 
between such two scholars of the college as in the 
course of the year have been most distinguished for 
learning and regularity of conduct. To mark their 
souse of such munificence, the fellows of King*s col- 
lego erected an elegant tablet on the south side of 
their chapel, with the following inscription : —

Clipton "WiNTEiNGiiAMj Bart. M,D. was born 
'»t' Tork in 1710, and was the son of Clifton Win- 
tringham, an eminent physician of that city. He 
was educated at Trinity college, Cambridge, as a 
member of which he proceeded M.B. in 1731, nnd 
then entered the medical service of the army. lie 
VOL. II. 
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proceeded doctor of mediciuo at Cambridge in IT^'V) ; 
and was appointed pliysifion to the duke of Cuiiil>er- 
laud, and physician -genciEil to the army. In 1702 
he was gazetted physician in ordinary to king Geor^ 
the Tiiird. He was knighted the same year ; and on 
the 25th of Jnno, 1703, was admitted a Fellow of the 
College of Physicians. He served the office of Ceni 
8or in 1770 ; and was created a Baronet in 1774. fiif 
Clifton AV'intringham died, after a lingering illnesa, 
at his house in the Upper Mall, Hammersmith, on 
the Ktth January, l7D-i, at the advanced age of 83- 
A monument to his memory was erected in West- 
minster abbey, with the following inscription ; —

Sir Clifton Wintringhaui was a fellow of the Hoyal 
Society; and a foreign fellow of the Koyal Society of 
Medicine of Paris, '*Ile was a man of liberal edu- 
cation, of extensive classical attainments, and of great 
skill and judgment in his profession. In domestic 
life he was affable and endearin^^; in conversation* 
polite, lively, and entertaining ; and in liis frieudahip 
steady and affectionate.'* He published^ —

Sir John Prinqle, Bart. M.D. was the son of Sir 
John Pringle^ of Stichel House, Roxburijhshirp, and 
was born the 10th Aprils 1707- Hr recoiv-^ed his 
mdiraentary education at home under a private tutor, 
and was nest sent to the uniTersity of St. Andrew's, 
where he continued his studies under the direction 
of his relative Mr. Francitj Pringle, the professor of 
Greek in that university. He then studied for a 
year in Edinburgh ; at the termination of which, 
bein* intended for commerce, he proceeded to Am- 
sterdam. During a casual visit to Jjoydon he heard 
a lecture by Boerhaave, which made so strong an 
impression on his mind that he determined to devote 
himself to physic. He fixed himself at Leydcn, 
attended the lectures of Boerhaave, and of the other 
distinguished persons who then occupied the medical 
ehaira in that celebrated university, and proceeded 
doctor of medicine 20th July, 1730 (D,M.I. de 
Mai'core Senilis -ito.). Having completed hismedical 
education by a visit to Paris, he returned to Edin- 
burgh, and commenced the practice of his profession. 
On the 28th Marcli, 1734-, he was appomted by the 
patrons of the university joint jirofessor of moral 
philosophy, with the right of succession on the death 
of his senior, Mr. Scott, In 17i2, Dr. Pringle 
hecnme physician to the earl of Stair, then in 
command of the British army in Flanders, Thither 
he proceeded, and was soon appointed to the charge 
of the military hospital. Dr. Pringle remained in 
Flanders durina; the campaign of 174!4, and by his 
conduct attracted the favourable notice of the duke 
of Cumberland^ who gave him a commission by which 
he was appointed physician-general to his Majesty*s 
forces in the Low Countries and other parts beyond 
the seas ; and another creating him physician to the

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royal hospitals in the same countries. He Uion. 
rcsig^Ded Ins professorship of moral philosophy, the 
duties of which hjid been performed by deputy during 
his absence. He next accompanied the army to 
Scotland, and remained there until August, 17^s 
hut during the two following years was a^ain with 
J,lic troops abroad, and did not finally retui'u to 
^.l!ngland until after the treaty of Aix-Ia-ChapeUe, 
Ho then took up his abode in London, and com- 
, jnenced private practice. In 1749 he was appointed 
I physician in ordinary to the duke of Cumberlaiid j 
1 in ITGl, through his royal hif^hness's influence, was 
made physician to the q«een*s household ; and^ in 
1763, physician in ordinary to the queen. Yet 
higher honours weva in store. He was created a 
J3aronet in 17G6, and was gazetted physician in 
ordinary to the King in 1774. He was also physician 
to the l*rincess dowager of "Wales. Sir John Tringle 
was admitted a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 
?6th June, 1758; and a Fellow, speciali gratis, 25th 
June, 17Ij3. He was appointed Censor in 1770, but 
declined to act, and jKiid the fine enjoined by the 
bye-laws under such circiuiistances. Pew members 
of our profession have obtained a wider reputation 
than did Sir John Prin^le,* He was a fellow of the

Society of Medicine of Paris ; a member of the Royal 
Society of GottingeDj and of the Academy of Sciences 
at Haarlem, and at Madrid. Of the Koyal Society of 
London, the scene of his highest honours, he was 
itdmitted a fellow in 171-5. He was chosen one of 
the council of that Society in 1753, and was elevated 
to the office of president in 1772. "The period of 
his election was a fortunate epoch of natural know- 
ledge: a taste for experimental investigation waa 
fliffaaing itself through every part of tlie civilised 
S^-orld, and the genius of Pringle found a happy occu- 
pation in cherishing this spirit. An universality of 
knowledge, and a sijjgular liberality of spirit, united 
to very considerable experience, both of active and 
studious life, seem to have peculiarly fitted him for 
his difficult post.

RlCHAED PuLTENEY, M.B. was horn a-fc Lough- 
borough, CO. Leicester, on the 17th February, 1730^ 
and was educated in an ordinary elementary school 
in that county ; after Avhich he served a seven years^ 
apprenticeship to an apothecary, and then commenced 
practice at Leicester. His progress there was slow, 
and wholly inadequate to his deserts ; but he devoted 
the abundant leisure he possessed to self- improve- 
ment, and especially to the study of his favourite 
sciences, botany and natund history. At a very early 
period he became a contriluitor to the " Gentleman's 
Magazine," and some years later to the "Philoso- 
phical Transactions." His papers to the Royal 
Society introduced him to the notice of Sir William 
\Tatsoa, M.D. and through him to the carl of Mac- 
clesfield, then president of the society, and several 
other eminent literary characters. Through their 
i-eeomDiendation he was induced to leave Loicester, 
and take the necessary 8te]>s to qualify Iilmself as a 
pliytiieian. "With this object he Drf«^«4'dod to Edin- 
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bur^h, and there, by a special act of favour, was 
admitted fo exaniiiiation Ts^thout residence or attend- 
ance upon lectures, and proceeded doctor of medi- 
cine in 17Gi (D.M.I, de Cincbon^ OfficinaU). Dr. 
Pulteney then came to London, and was appointed 
domestic physician to the earl of Bath. The death 
of that nobleman vvithiti a year gave a different direc- 
tion to bis views ; and, a good ojiening for a physi- 
cian presenting itself at Blandfordj Dr. Pulteney 
determined on removing thither. Preliminary to 
this he presented liimsell' before the College of Phy- 
sician s, and was admitted an Extra Licentiate 18th 
April, 1705. He soon got into extensive practice at 
Blaudford, and accumulated a handsome fortune. 
He died, generally esteemed and respected, 13tU 
October, 1801, aged 71 ; and was buried at the vil- 
lage of Langton, about a mile from Blandford.

JosiAU Cole, AI.D. — A native of London, and a 
doctor oF medicine of Gla&£^ow of 17th December,

ISLatthew Matt, M.D. was the son of a Butch 
LuiluTan elerg^'man ; and was born, in 1716, &t 
Jilontfort, near L'ti-echt. Originally intended for the 
Chnreh in whose communion he was born, he was 
induced, in consequence of some heterodox opinions 
ot»tt'r(aincd by his father, to turn his attention to 
piiysie. lie studied at Leyden, and graduated there 
doctor of medicine 11th February, 1740 (B.M.I, de 
Consuetuilinis EtUcaci&in Corpus Humauum); imme- 
diately nfter which he quitted Holland and settled 
in Eu^'land. lu 17o0 lie commenced the publication 
in French of the " Joiu'nal Britanniquc/' printed at 
the liable, and <?iviui7 an account of the productions 
of the linijlish press. This work, which was con- 
tinued Wh' tive years, was held in high estimation, 
lUid served to introduce him to some of the most 
^liuent liternry men in this his adopted countiy. 
' Was to their active and umuterrupted friendship, 
^ less than to his own merits, that he owed the 
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important situations which he subsequently filled. 
On tile estahlishment of the British Museum, in 1763, 
he was apj)ointod one of the uu*li;'r-libi-ariaas ; and 
on the death of the principal librarian, Dr. Kniglit, 
was nominated to that office. Dr. Maty was admitted 
a fellow of the Royal Society in 1758 ; and a Licen- 
tiate of the College of Physicians 25th June, 1705. 
He was elected forei^ secretary of the Royal Society 
the 4th March, 1762 ; and secretary, 30th November, 
1705» an office he continued to hold for eleven years. 
He died in the latter part of 1776- A portrait of 
Dr. Maty was by his own order ennjraved after his 
death by Bartolozzi, to be given to his friends. Of 
these one hundred copies only were sti-uck off, and 
the phite then destroyed. The doctor at the time of 
his death had nearly finished the "Memoirs of the 
Earl of Chesterlield," which were completed by his 
Bon-in-law, Mr. Justamond, and prefixed to the earl's

David Orme, M.B. — ^^V native of Scotland, and a 
doctor of medicine of Edinburgh of 29th June, 1749 
(i>.M.I. de Ann;jufl. InflamniatoriA) ; was admitted a 
Licentiate of the College of Physioans 2jth June, 
1765. He died at Lamienby, in the parish of Bexley, 
Kent, on the lat Aprilj 1812, in his 85th *- ' 
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TnoMAs Hannikgham, M.I), was the second son 
of Sir llichard Matmingham, M.D. He was a doctor 
of medicine of the imireisity of St. Audrew's, of 24th 
May, 17*55; and was admitted a Licentiate of the 
College of Physicians 25 th June following. He re- 
sided for some years in Jermyu-street, but in 1780 
removed to Bath, where he died 3rd T'ebruaiy, 1794,^ 

John Hlll, M,D. — A native of Somersetshire, and 
a doctor of medicine, but of what uniyersity is not 
recorded ; was admitted a Licentiate of the College of 
Physicians 25tli Jiuie, 1765. He died at Canonbury 
the 9th February, 1789. 

Hugh Axexander Kennedy, M.D.^An Irishman, 
and a doctor of medicine of Edinburgh of 11th June, 
1754 (D.M.L de Ithabarbaro) ; was admitted a Lieen- 
I tiato of the College of Physicians 25th June, 1765. 
He was elected physician to the Middlesex liospital 
Ist Pebruary, 1759, and held tliat office for more than 
twenty-three years. He was also physician to the 
army ; and at the time of his death, which occurred 
on the 28th April, 1795, was phy&ician extraortlinary 
to the prince of Wales, and director-general of British 
hospitals on the continent. 

CuEisTOPiiER Nugent, M.D. — An Irishman, and a 
doctor of medicine, but of what university is not 
stated, was admitted a Licentiate of the College of 
Physicians 25th June, 1765. He was a fellow of the 
Koyal society ; and died in Suffolk-street, Strand, 12th

and a doctor of medicine, but of what university is 
not stated ; was admitted a Licentiate of the College 
of Physicians 25th June, 1765. 

JoHX Napier, M.D. — A native of Scotland, and a 
doctor of medicine of RheiiaSj of 10th October, 1735 ; 
was admitted a Licentiate of the College of Physi- 
cians 2Bth June, 1765. 

RoBEET James, M.D. was born, in 1703, at Kin- 
verston, in StatTordshixe, and had his preliminary 
education at the grammar school of Lichlield, where 
hje was contemporary -with, the great lexicographer 
Johnson. He went thence to St. John's college, 
Oxibrd, and as a member of that house proceeded 
A.B. 6th July, 1726. He was admitted an Extra 
Licentiate of the College of Physicians 12th January^ 
1727-8, and the same year was created doctor of 
medicine at Cambridge, by royaJ mandate. He prac- 
tised successively at Sheflield, LichfielJ, and Bir- 
mingham, hut eventually removed to London; and 
was admitted a Licentiate of the College 25th June, 
1765. Dr. James was the inventor of the celebrated 
" fever powders/' which bear his name. He was 
a person of very considerable attainments, and was 
hin^hlv esteemed by Dr. Johnson, who is reported to 
have said of him, that " no man brought more mind 
to his profession ; " hut he tarnished the fair fame he 
j^ght otherwise have obtained, by patenting his 
powdersj and falsifying their specifleation. Dr. James 
died 23rd March, 1776, aged 73. He Avas a volumin- 
ous writer, and published the following works :—

Benjamin Alexander, M.D. — An Irishman, edu- 
cated at Leyden, where he proceeded doctor of medi- 
cine 1st December, 1701 ; was admitted a Licentiate 
of the College of Physicians 25th June, 1765. He 
was elected physician to the London hospital 5th 
June, 1765 ; and died 27th April, 1768. Dr. Alex- 
ander is siili remembered by bis translation into 
English of Morgagni's great work " De Sedibus ct 
Causis Morborum," which issued from the London 
press, in three volumes quarto, the year after hift 
death. 

JouN MatueRj M.D. was admitted an Extra Licen- 
tiate of the College of Physicians 10th Sejitemberi 
1765. ' 

William Baylies, M.D. was born in Worcester- 
shire, and bred an apothecary, in which capacity he 
practised for some years in the country. By a mar^ 
riagc with the daughter of Mr. Thomas Cookes, a 
wealthy and iniiuential attorney at Evesham, he ac- 
quired an independency, and thereupon determined 
to practise as a physician. He obtained a degree of 
doctor of medicine from the university of St. Ajt^ 
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drews ; and in 1759 was admitted a fellow of the 
College of Physicians of Edinbupgb. He settled at 
Bath, and shortly afterwards published a small trea- 
tise, entitled ** Ueflections on the Use and Abuse of 
Bath Waters," which involved him in an acrimoniouB 
dispute with Dr. Lucas and Dr. Oliver, the two 
leading physicians in that city. He next printed 
" A Narrative of Facts, demonstrating the Existence 
and Cause of a Physical Confederacy, made known 
in the printed letters of Dr. Lucas and Dr. Oliver ;" 
and, in consequence of this publication, was excluded 
from all consultations at Batli. In 1761 Dr. Baylies 
was a candidate for the representation of Evesham 
in Parliament ; and in November of that year pre- 
sented a petition against the return of one of the 
members, alleging that he himself had received a 
majority of votes, and ought to have been returned* 
The petition was ordered to Ije heard the 15th of 
December; but before the day arrived it was allowed 
to be withdrawn. Having lost all chance of success 
at Bathj he removed to London ; and on the 8th 
November, I761i, waa elected physician to the Mid- 
dlesex hospital. He was admitted a Licentiate of 
the College of Physicians 30th September, 1765 ; and 
about that time " took a magnificent house in Great 
George-street, Westminster, where he kept an ex- 
cellent table and fine carriages, gave splendid enter- 
tainments and wines, and was remarkable for an 
enormous tie-wig. He lived there about six months, 
put off notes, and then was obliged to abscond, on 
account of some disgraceful money transactions." He 
retreated to Germany, and practised first at Dresden, 
and then at Berlin, where he succeeded in gaining 
the confidence and patronage of Prederick the Great. 
The doctor died at Berlin, apparently a rich man, the 
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2i3d March, 1767, aged 63- A portrait of Mm, by 
H. Schmid, engraved hj D. Bergerj was published at 
Berlin. 

JoHH Ford, M.D. — A natire of London, and a 
doctor of medicine of the uuJTersity of St, Andrew's ; 
was admitted a Licentiate of the CoUe^ of Phvsi- 
cums 30th September, 1765, lie practised as an 
accoucheur, aud was for many years physician to the 
Charity for Delivering Poor Married Women at their 
own Houses. Dr. Ford died at his house in High- 
bury-place 27th May, 1806, a^d 70. *' About twenty 
years before his death he retired from practice ; and 
having; mmried a rich widow, had since resided in 
Highbury-place. He was a man of learning and 
much respected, a Methodist, and for many years bad 
lieen in the habit of occasionally preaching at the 
principal chapels of that sect.'** 

Joseph Allek, M.D. was born in Ireland, and 
bred a surgeon, in which capacity he accompanied 
Lord Anson in his celebrated voyi^ i*ound the globe. 
On Ilia return to England he was chosen master of 
Dulwich college. He obtained the degree of doctor 
of medicine from the uni^^ersity of St. Andrew's 23rd 
April, 1754 ; and was admitted a Licentiate of the 
College of Physicians 30th September, 1765. Dr, 
Allen retained his mastership of Dulwich college for 
thirty years, and then vacated it by marriage. He 
died, after a few days' iHncss, on the 10th Jauuary, 
1706, being then in his 83rd year, and, as was believed, 
the last survivor of those who accompanied Lord 
Anson. 

James "Walker, M.D, — A doctor of medicine of 
BL Andrew's, and a fellow of the College of Physic 
cians of Edinburgh j was admitted a liicentiate of the 

• Getitlcinaa'a Magazine. 
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College of Physicians of London 23rd December, 
1765. He practised in Jamaica, and his name con- 
tinues on our list until 1804. 

Francis db Valingen, M.D. was hom at Berne in 
Switzerland, and received his general and medical 
education at Leyden. Though educated in physic, 
it was not originally his intention to pursue it as a 
I profession. Ma connexions having led him to look 
libr advancement in a department of public Ufe. To- 
I wards the end of the reign of George the Second, he 
I kissed hands on receiving some diplomatic appoint- 
Ixaent to the court of Madrid ; hut on the retreat of 
yXiis patron from power almost immediately after- 
JT^ards, he declined the honour, and then devoted 
[liimself to physic. lie was created doctor of medi- 
cine by tlio university of St. ilndrew's 9th July, 
L7G3 ; and was admitted a Licentiate of the Collego 
Tof Physicians 23rd December, 1765. He resided in 
iTore-street, Cripplegate ; and died, after a short ill- 
Pness, 1st March, 1805, aged 80, at a suburban house 
'lie possessed on Hernies-hLUj Fentonville. Dr, de 
Valingen was the author of "A Treatise on Diet/* 8vo. 
pliond. 1768 ; and was the first to suggest the employ- 
Tment of the chloride of arsenic in practice. A large 
[jg^uantity of this compound he prepared with his own 
lands, and presented it to the Apothecaries Company, 
ider the name of "solvent mineral," a solution of 
rhich was thenceforward kept on sale at the Hall, 
and was extensively prescribed by some of the leading 
physicians tu the city. It is said to be safer and 
more efficacious than Towler's solution, and on these 
Lgrounds has been recently admitted into the London 
[Pharmacopooia, under the name of Liquor Arsenici 
tChloridi. 
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William Vaughan, M.D. was bom in Loudon, 
and received his medieal education at Edinburgh, 
where he graduated doctor of medicine 19th July, 
1756 (D.M.I, de R-hemnatismo), He was admitted 
a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 23rd Decern* j 
her, 1765 ; and died at his house in Union-court, Old] 
Broad-street, from the effects of a violent cold, 7th 
August, 1790, aged 59. He is represented as a good 
practitionerj a passionate lover of music and poetry^J 
an accomplished classical scholar, and an enthusiastic 
admirer of Virgil and Homer. 

John Bkisbane, M.D.^ — A Scotchman, and a doctor 
of medicine of Edinburgh of 1750 (D.M.I, de iis quge 
Medico ad artem bene exercendam adesse debent), 
was admitted a Licentiate of the College of Physi- 
cians 24th March, 1766. He was elected physician 
to the Middlesex hospital 4th May, 1758. In Feb- 
ruary, 1772, he obtained leave of absence from the 
hospital for three months— this in April was extended 
to a further period of six months, and in November 
to the Ist June, 1773. Failing then to return, the 
ofi&ce of physician was declared vacant. Dr. Bris- 
bane's name disappears from the College list in 1776.

John Green> M.D, was born in Middlesex, and 
educated at St. John's college, Oxford, as a member 
of which he proceeded A.B. 10th October, 1744; 
A,M. 8th July, 1745 j M,B. 28th April, 17J.8 ; and 
M.D. 4.th February, 1752. He was admitted a Can- 
didate of the College of Physicians 25th June, 1765 ; 
and a FcUoav, 25th June, 1766. Dr. Green resided at 
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Greenwich, and was Censor in 1777, but did not live 
througph his year of office. He died 1st January, 1778. 

,j John Leake, M.D.^ — A native of Cumberlandj and 
a doctot of medicine of Hhcims ; was admitted a Licen- 
tiate of the College of Physicians 25th June, 1766. 
He devoted himself to midwifery, delivered lectures 

I on that subject, and was the first physician appointed 
to the Westminster Lying-in hoapitalj of which in- 
fititution he is regarded as the founder. He died at 
his house in Parliament-street, 8th August, 1792.

Daniel BitroGES was bred as an apothecary ; but, 
.ambitious of a higher position, he presented himself 
[before the Elects of the College of Physiciana, and 
on the 4!th October, 17G6, was admitted aU Extra Li- 
centiate^ He practised at Hull, and was the first ap- 
pointed physician (1782) to the infirmary in that to^vn. 
'^ With hia more regular practice as a physician he 
combined that of mx accoucheur, much against the 
wishes of the surgeons and contemporary apothecaries, 
,B0 that he was obliged to connect himself with a 
dispensing druggist, then quite a new character ; and 
thus, though well respected by a particidar set of 
acquointauees, he never attained any eminence in 
the niuiiioii of the faculty, or of the higher ranks in 
the Imuu or country. He was a man of genius and a 
^icliohir, tiu)Ugh rough in his manner. He it was 
Vfho Ilrsl lUseoverod a method of converting spcnna- 
.ceti into « (nniiiM>siti(»n well adapted for burning as 
^'ax ; imd llm lliill f*pen'maccti candies, which ho 
manufactia'cd, were buniod in almost every drawing- 
room in the kiu|Lp.ioni. liad ho had common prudence, 
and kept the iuvi^uHon secret, he might have died 
rivU from this manuraelure alone; but, being fond of 
eompuny and shooting, he entrusted his secret to hia 
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Trt'orkman, who aoon found occasion to leave him and 
set up lor himself, and thus to draw away most 
industriously the advantages of the invention. His 
family canio to poverty, whilst his servant left a 
fortune behind him."* lie died about the year 1792. 

Peter Swinton, M.D. was bom in Cheshire, and 
obtained his degree of doctor of medicine from 
Marischal college, Aberdeen^ 3rd October, ITG-l. He 
was admitted a Licentiate of the College of Phy- 
eicians 22nd December, 1766; and dying in 1786, 
aged 57, was buried at St. Sepulchre's, SnoAv-hill. 

Wllliam Falconeh, M.D. was born at Chester, 
13th Februaiy, 17-i4, and was the sou of "VViUiam 
Falconer, esq. recorder of that city, by his wife 
Elizabeth, a daughter of II. Wilbraham, esq. of 
Townsend near Nantwich. He received his medical 
education at Edinburgh, where he took the degree of 
doctor of medicine in 1766 (D.M.I, de Kephritide 
Verfi), He was admitted an Extra Licentiate of the 
College of Physicians 12th March, 1707 ; and, settling 
in practice at Chester, Mas the same year elected 
physician to the Cheater infirmary. After a success- 
ful career in that city, Dr. Falconer removed to Bath. 
His scientific reputation had preceded him, and at 
once introduced him into good practice. Ho was 
appointed physician to the Bath general hospital the 
12th May, 1784', an of&ce which ho retained until 
10th February, 1819. He died at his house in the 
Circus, Bath, 3lat August, 1824, aged eighty-one, and 
was buried at Weston, where he i* thus commemo- 
rated : —

He was admitted a Candidate of the College of Pliy^ 
siciana 30th September, 1766; and a Pellow, 30th 
September, 1767. He delivered the Gulstonian Lec- 
tures in 1768; and was Censor 1768, 1774, 1777. 
Dr. Petit was elected physician to St. George's hos- 
pital 2ad Pebruary 1770 ; but resigned tliat office 
in 177i, having, on the 17th March in that year, 
been elected physician to St. Bartholomew's hospital.

Edwabd Spuy, M,I>. was born at Plymouth. 
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Destined by his father for the Church, he received an 
excellent classical education, and was matriculated at 
Oxford. His own predilection heing for physic rather 
than theology, he soon left the university, and return- 
ing to Plymouth was apprenticed for five ycarB to 
Mr. Geort^e WooUcombc, an eminent practitioner in 
that town. On the completion of his articles, Mr. Spry 
proceeded to London, where he attended lectures and 
the medical and surtjical practice of the two Borough 
hospitals. He then travelled on the continent for 
a somewhat lengthened period ; and liaving ™it«d 
the most celebrated universities and medical schools 
of Scotland, Ireland, France, Holland, and Italy, he 
returned to Devonshire and commenced practice as a 
surgeon at Plymouth, In 1756 Mr. Spry's name was 
brought prominently before the scientific world. At 
the fire of the Eddystone lii^-hthousc, on the 4th 
December, 175i, a man ninety-four years of age 
was seriously injured by the fall of a quantity of 
molten lead upon him, a portion of which, to use the 
old man's reiterated assertion, *' ran down his throat 
into his body/' With much difticulty the aged suf- 
ferer was brought on shore, when Mr. Spry was sent 
for. His treatment of the case was eminently judi- 
cious, and the man survived the accident for twelve 
days. On examination after death, a lump of lead, 
3J inches in length by IJ in breadth, and weighing 
7oz. 5drs. 18grs. was extracted from the stomach, 
Mr. Spry immediately drew up an account of the ease, 
and on the I9th December, 1755, forwarded it to the 
Royal Society, The oii'cumsta-nces were so extra- 
ordinary as to raise some doubts of the writer's 
veracity ; the reading of the paper was therefore 
postponed, confirmatory evidence was demanded, and 
Sir William (then Mr.) W^ataou^ an influential fellow 
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of tke aorietr, wole to Dr. Hvdttan reqnestincr titm 
to niqiiire into tbm oml Unfivtunslely, Mr. Spiy 
had bM «lotto at the^vf m mm t v m exunination of tho 
bodr, and no ere^witnees of the actoal remoral of the 
l«ftd from the ■'^■■**i'^ could be prodaeed. Mr. 8prf 
tbereforp mstitvM s Wilier of experiment upon the 
lower animaU, which proved so concltisire that he 
drew up a report of them in a letter addreesed 
directlr to the president of the societr — the Earl of 
Macclesfield- Dr. Haxham too, who would seem in 
the first instance to have been incredulous, expressed 
himftcif perfectly satisfied, and in his reply to Sir 
William Watson t«^ified to his own belief in Mr. 
Spry*s Te«city. The original report of the case, 
Mr. 8prr*» letter to the president, and Dr. Huxham's 
oommuniration, were read to the society on the 6th 
ge bruM ^'t 175(>, and published in the " Philosophic^ 
TVanwctions/* vol. xlLv. p. 477. 

On the Ith January, 1759, Mr. Spry was created 
(Idi'lor of tuedicine by the nniversi^ of Aberdeen. 
IJi* continued, however, in general practice until 
17't-, wiieti he retired from that laborious branch of 
tliM proft'Hrtion. Intending to practice thenceforward 
tM a phyi«i<Httn, ho devoted himself for a time to 
fiirlh<'i* study, and with this view proceeded to the 
I'lHiIiiHtiil, when? hv once more visited the principal 
jiirdti'ul b('lt(K»|» ut Europe. He was admitted on 
l^ntrn iAiHiHlUiUi of the College of Physicians 9th 
Nov^iinlicr, 1707; luid then, passing over to Holland, 
|»roL!i!i.'d*^d jurittliu- of arts and doctor of medicine at 
Ijtiydiiii 20th Juiiuniy, 1708 (D,M.I. de Variolis ao 
Mi»rbillir4 iibt(ue Inoculaudis, 4to.), Dr. Spry com- 
inrH»'i'd Win vnrvvv as a physician at Totnes, where 
Uii pruftJHud for tlu'cc or four years witli considerable 
liuccewi, DcitirouH, lio\vov*5r, of a wider field for his 
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exertions, he determined on removing to his native 
town. Prior thereto, he passed a session at Edin- 
burgh ; and on the 3rd May, I77i, was admitted a 
fellow of the College of Physicians there. E-etum- 
ing to BeTonshire, he proceeded direct to Plymouth, 
where he arrived but a few months before Dr. Rem- 
mett, with whom he shared for some years the 
practice and professional emoluments of the town 
and neighbourhood. Dr. Spry was a good linguist. 
He wrote Latin witli great facility and elegance ; his 
knowledge of Greek was considerable^ and ho read He- 
brew and Arabic. To these he added an acquaintance 
with French and German, In his exercise at Leyden 
for his doctor's degree, are numerous quotations in 
all these languages. Those in Hebrew and Arabic 
occur, indeed, with a frequency that savours somewhat 
of ostentatious display. I have not recovered the 
precise date of Dr. Spry's death. It must have oc- 
curred before October, 1796, for his name has dis- 
f appeared from the College Hat then published. 

John Keay was admitted an Extra Licentiate of 
(the College of Physicians 15th December, 17G7. 

John Taprell, of the county of Derby, was ad- 
mitted an Extra Licentiate of the College 19th Feb- 
ruary, 1768. 

KiCHOLSON DouBLEDAT, M.D. of the university 
of Rheims, was admitted an Extra Licentiate of the 
College of Physicians 29th March, 1768. He prac- 
tised first at Hexham, and then at Berwick-upon- 
Tweed, where ho resided for a long series of years. 
His name remained on the College list for more than 
half a century, and did not disappear until 182S. 

John Turton, M.D. was born in Staffordshire, and 
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educated at Queen's college, Oxford, aa a member of 
which he proceeded A,B. 16th Juue, 1756; A.M. 
31st May, 1759. He was elected Radcliffe travelling 
feOow in May, 1761 ; and, removing to UniverBity 
college, proceeded M.B, 11th December, 1702, and 
MJ), 27th February, 1767. He was admitted a Can- 
didate of the College of Physicians 24th September,' 
1767; and a Fellow, 30th September, 1768; was' 
Censor in 1769, 1775, 1782, 1788 ; and was named an 
Elect 25th June, 1788. Dr. Turton's progress as a 
physician was unusually rapid, and he accumulated 
a vciy ample fortune. In 1771 he was appointed 
physician to the queen*8 household ; in 1782, phj-si- 
eian in ordinary to the queen, and physician extra- 
ordinary to the king ; and in 1797, physician in 
ordinary to the king, and to the prince of "Wales. 
Dr. Tuvton M'as a fellow of the Royal Society, and of 
the Royal Society ot' Medicine of Paris. He died the 
loth of April, 1806, leaving the whole of hie fortunei' 
a few legacies only excepted, to hia widow, namely, 
nine thousand a year in landed estatesj most of which 
were in Yorkshire, and sixty thousand pounds in the 
funds. 

William Cooper, M.D, was bom in Worcester* 
shire, ajid educated at Leyden, where he graduated^ 
doctor of medicine 3rd February, 1767 (D.M.I, dei 
Abortionibus). lie was admitted a Licentiate of the 
College of Physicians 20th March, 1769. 

Peter HooKii:, A.M. was of Catherine hall, Cam-* 
bridge, and proceeded A.R. 1753; A.M. 17DG. Jle* 
was admitted an Extra Licentiate of the College of 
physicians 23rd May, 1709- He settled at Noi-wich^i^ 
was appointed physician to the ^'orlblk and Nonvich 
hospital on its estabUahment in 1772, and died in . 
that city in 180Jj. -1 
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John Bostock, M.D, — A doctor of medicine of 
Edinburgh of 1709 (D.M.I, de Arthritide) ; was ad^ 
mitted an Extra Licentiate of the College of Physi- 
cians 13th March, 1770. He settled at Liverpool 
in that year, and waa at once appointed physician 
to the Royal Infirmary there. Dr. Cullen, under 
whom he had studied in Edinburgh, predicted that 
his talouts would secure for him a brilliant future, 
but the hopes of his friends were doomed to be dis- 
appointed. Dr. Bostock died 10th March, 1770, at 
the age of 30. 

James M.u)dock3, M.D. was born in Herefordshire^ 
and studied his profession at Edinburgh, where he 
graduated doctor of medicine in 1762 (D.M.I, de 
I^ivatione Prigid)£l, He was admitted a Licentiate 
of the College of Physicians 9th April, 1770 ; was 
elected physician to the Loudon Hospital 19th Sep- 
tember, 1770; and died in October, 1786. 

Qeoege Hicks, M.D. — A native of Kent, educated 
at Edinburgh, where he took the degree of doctor of 
medicine 13th June, 1768 (D.MJ. de Entcritide) ; 
was admitted a Licentiate of the College of Physi- 
cians 9th April, 1770. He held the appointment of 
physician to the Westminster hospital from 1775 to 
his death, which occuiTed at Rochester in December^ 
1792. 

John Coaxley Lettsom, M.D. was born in the 
small island of Little Vandyke, near Tortola, in 
December, 1744 ; and when only six years of age 
was sent to England for his education. Fortuitous 
circumstances threw liim on lauding in the way of 
Mr. Fothergill, a well-known preacher among the 
Society of Friends, and brother to the celebrated 
London physician. By his advice young Lcttsom 
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iTBJi sent to a school near Warrington, where Mr. 

Pothergili resided, then kept by Mr* Thompson J. 

where lie nnnained for seTerai years. Seleietiug raedi- ' 

cme as hU profession, he vras placed by Mr. Fotherv 

gill, who, in oonBequence of the death of Lettsom's 

fother, Imd l>ecome hia guardian, with Mr. Sutdiff^ 

of Beiile, in Yorkshire. On the termination of hia 

apjirentieeship Lettdom <Tame to Loudon, where he 

remained two years attending medical lectures and 

the practice of St. Thomas's hospital. He then nv 

turned to Vandyke to take possession of a property 

vhich devolved upon him by the death of his father 

I 'and elder brother, the latter of ivhom, having con- 

[itriTed to run through an ample fortune in a few 

years, left but little of the esttite, except a number of 

slaves, to be inherited by his successor. Lettsoiu*8 

flrat act on landing was to emancipate the whole of 

biH slaves, a noble piece of conduct, which, while it 

did honour to his heart, left him worse than penni- 

leSH, und with nothing to depend upon but his pro- 

foMftion. He settled at Tortola, cximmenced practice, 

nml brciitne ho extensively employed, that in a short 

H\)ii<'t\ of timo he accumulated sufficient means to 

return to Engknd, and by further study qualify 

hiirtHclf for th« office of physician. He visited Edin- 

Imrffli, Vtirh, and Lcydcn, and at the last-named 

uiiivcrHity proceeded doctor of medicine 29th Jiine, 

170I>. Ho then settled in London, ivith the nndevia- 

ting fiitmdship and good wishes of his guardian, 

Mr. Pothcrgili, and through his efforts, with the 

warm palrouage of Dr. Fothergill, then in very full 

biiHino«H in the city. Dr. Lettsom was admitted a 

Licenliftto of the College of Physicians 2oth June, 

1770, n ffllow of the Society of Antiquaries the same 

year, and a IcUoav of the Royal Society in 1771. 
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The recommendation of Dr. Eothers^ill, wlio about 
this time ivitbdrew from the city to llarpur-streetj 
Ked Lion-squai'e, soon introduced Dr. Lcttsom into 
practice ; his interests were warmly cared for by the 
Society of Friends, his co-religionists ; and his mar- 

i^iage shortly after, with a lady of good means, placed 
him in a position to command success. For many 
years he enjoyed the largest medical business in the 
city. Of his real merits as a practitioner we know 
but little, but of his charaoter as a philanthropist it 
is impossible to speak too highly. The name of 

F-Xettsom was to be found associated with every project 
for the public good ; he was on terms of friendship 
with most of the distinguished characters of his day ; 
and from all parts of the kingdom, from the colonies, 
and America, he received the most flattering proofs 
of the estimation he had excited. His life has been 

-well written by Mr. Fetti^*ew, and to it I may refer 
for ample details of liis benevolent career. The 
doctor died at liis house in Sambrook-eourt, Basing- 
haU-street, on the lat November, 1815. 

Dr. Lettsom was a Fellow of the College of Physi- 
cians of Edinburgh, and of the Royal Society of that 
city ; fellow of the Linnsean Society, and of tlie Medi- 
cal Society of London ; physician extraordinary to 

•the city of London Lying-in hospital, and to the Gene- 
ral Dispensary, Aldersgate-street ; honorary member 
of the Literary and Philosophical Societies of Man- 
chester and Philadelphia; of the Agricultural Society 
of Bath, and of the Academy of Sciences of Mont- 
pellier. 

Dr. Lettsom's writings are very numerous, but I 
can find space only to enumerate those which have a 
direct bearing on his profession.

Gilbert Teompson, M.D. was born in Lancashire, 
and for many years kept a well-fretiuented sohool in 
the neighbourhood of Lancaster, on retiriuij from 
■which he went to Edinburgh, applied himself to the 
study of medicine, and proceeded M.D. 8th June, 
1753 (D.M.L de Exereitatione). He then came to 
London, but meeting with little encom-agemont aa a 
practitioner, he for a time attended a boarding-sohool 
at Tottenham^ in the capacity of writing master, and 
subsequently became a dispensing assistant to Mr. 
Bevan the druggist. About the year 1765 his uncle^ 
Gilbert Thompson of Ponketh, died and left him four 
thousand pounds, ILe then commenced practice ds 
a physician in. the city, and eventually attained to a 
I Dair proportion of business. He was admitted a Licen- 
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tiate of the College of Physicians 25tli June, 1770 ; 
and died at his liouse in Salter' s-court, Cannon-stceet, 
l&t January, 1803, aged 74, Dr. Thompson was a 
Quaker, and is represented as a man of great inte- 
grity, of mild and unassuming manners, and possessed 
of considerable learning and professional skill. He 
vas the intimate friend of Br. Pothergill, and the 
author of a biographical memoir of that physician. 
Br. Thompson published shortly before liis death, 
*' Select Ti^auslations from Homer and Horace, with 
Original roems," Bvo. Loud. 1802. 

William Grosvenor, of Bewdley, Worcestershire, 
was admitted an Extra Licentiate of the College 8th 
August, 1770. 

Isaac Henrique Sequiea, M.D. was born at Lis- 
bon, of an Esculapian family — his grandfather, father, 
and two uncles having been all physicians. He was 
instructed in general literature and philosophy by 
the leathers of the Oratory, a body of learned men 
then highly popular in Portugal. Having chosen 
medicine as bis profcssionj he was sent to the univer- 
sity of Bordeaux in France, Mhere he remained for 
two years. He then removed to Loyden ; and having 
completed the three years' residence which the sta.- 
tutes of that university requiredi he proceeded doctor 
of medicine 31st August, 1758 (D.M.I, de Foiypo 
Cordis). Eventually he settled in London; and was 
admitted a Licentiate of the College of Piiysicians 
25th March, 1771. Br. Sequira attained to great re- 
putation among his countrymen resident in England. 
He held the honorary appointment of physician ex- 
traordinary to the Prince Regent of Portugal; and 
was Physician to the Portuguese Embassy at the 
Court of 8t. James. He lived to old age; and at 
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the time of tis deatli, which occurred in Mark-lane 
m Jvovetnber, 1816, aged 78, was the oldest Licentiate 
of the College. 

Sir Richard Jebb, M.D* was hom at Stratford* 
Essex, and was the son of Samuel Jebb, M,D. of thM 
place, a Licentiate of the Collegej who has been men- 
tioned in a former page. He received his medical 
education at Lejden, where he took his degree of 
doctor of medicine ; and was admitted a Licentiate 
of the College of Physicians 24.th March, 1755. He 
was chosen physician to the "Westminster hospital in 
1751.; and on the llth December, 1760, was appointed 
to do duty as physician to St. George's hospital, in 
place of Dr. Donald Monro, then ordered abroad on 
his majcsty*s service ; and at the vacancy wliich 
occurred shortly afterwards in the medical staff of 
the hospital by the resignation of Dr, Batt, he was 
(7th May, 17G2) definitively elected one of the physi- 
cians, when he resigned his ofl&cc at the "Westminster 
hospital, llis private engagements increasing, he 
W&& obliged to resign the appointment in 17C8. Sir 
Ericliard Jebb was admitted a Fellow of the College 
of Physicians, speciali gratiA., 30th September, 1771» 
He was Censor in 1772, 1776, 1781; and delivered 
the Harveian Oration in 177-i- He was a fellow of 
the Royal and Antiquarian societies, physician extra- 
ordmary to George the Third, and physician in ordi- 
nary to the Prince of AVales. He died at his house 
l^^in Great George-street, AVestniinster, 'ith July, 1784. 
' A moniunent to his memory in Westminster abbey 
[tears the following inscription : — ■

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Sir H.Lchard J ebb's eccentricities are matters of 
tradition in our profession, and many extraordinary 
anecdotes arc related of him. His character waa 
probably misunderstood. Dr. Lettsomj who knew 
him well, Avrites thus : *' I loved that man with all 
his eccentricity. He had the bluntuess, but not the 
rudeness, of Kadclifte. He Jiad the medical pei'- 
ception, but not the perseverance and temporizing 
politeness, of Warren, In every respectj but fortune, 
superior to Turton ; or to Baker, but in classical 
learning ; and yet he Avas the unhappy slave of un- 
happy passions. His own Bister is, and has long 
been, in a madhouse ; the same fate attends his 
cousin, and a little adversity would have placed poor 
Sir Richard there also. There was an inipotuoBity in 
his manner, a wildness in his look, and sometimes a 
Btrange confusion in his bead, which often made mo 
tremble for his scnsorium. He had a noble, generous 
heart, and a pleasing irankness among his friends ; 
communicative of experience among the faculty, and 
earnest for the recovery of his patients, which he 
sometimes manifested by the most impetuous solici- 
tude. Those who did not well know him, he alarmed 
— those who did, saw the unguarded and rude ebulli- 
iiion of earnestness for success.^' A good portrait of 
Sir Uichard Jebb is in the dining room. It was 
presented in 1827 by the Itev. Robert Fitzwillium 
Hallifas, of Batchcott, near Ludlow, 

PoNALD MoNito, M.D- was the son of Alexander 
•Honro, M.D. the first of that name, professor of 
anatomy and surgery in the university of Edinburgh. 
Dr. Donald Monro waa educated at Edinburgh, under 
the eye of his father, and there took his degree 
of doctor of medicine 8th June, 1753 (D.M.I, de 
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I Hydrope). Soon after this be was appointed physician 
to the army. He was admitted a Licentiate of the 
College of Physicians 12th April, 1756 ; and on the 
3rd Noyember, 1758, was elected physician to St. 
George's hospital. His military duties, however, soon 
called him abroad ; and on the 11th December, 1760, 
Br. Richard Jebb was appointed to perform bis duties 
during his absence. On Dr. Monro's return to Lon- 
don be published " An Account of the Diseases of 
the British Military nospitnls in Germany, from 
January, 1761, to March, 1763." 8vo. Lond. 1764. 
Dr. Monro was a man of VRried attainments, of con- 
siderablc skill in his profession, and was highly es- 
teemed by his contemporaries. He was admitted a 
Fellow of the College of Physicians, speciali gratifir, 
30th September, 1771 ; was Censor in 1772, 1781, 
1789; and was named an Elect 10th July, 1788^ j 
He delivered theCroonian Lectures in 1774 and 1775;' 
and the Harveian Oration in 1775, These he pub-;| 
lished in 1776, in one volume 8vo, with the title,' 
" Prielectiones Medicie ex Croonii institute Annia 177#] 
et 1775 ; et Oratio Anniversaria ex Harvcii institute, J 
die Oct. 18, 1775» habita in Theatro CoU. Reg, Med/J 
Lond." He resigned his office at St. George's hos-.j 
pital in 1786; and died in Argyle-street 9th June,. 
1802j aged 75. In addition to the works already 
mentioned, Dr. Monro was the author of

He contributed various articles to the " Essays, 
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Physical and Literary," and was the author of the 
biographical memoir of his father, Dr, Alesandef 
MonrOj prefixed to the quarto edition of that distin* 
guished physician's collected works, published in 
1781. 

Isaac ScnoMBERG, M.D, is now remembered only 
for his lengthened contest with the College of Phy- 
Bieiana. He was the eldest son of Meyer Low Schom- 
berg, M»D, a Licentiate of the College, and received 
his medical education at Leyden, where he took his 
degree of doctor of medicine. Ketuming to England^ 
he commenced practice in London under the auspices 
of his father, and in February, 1710-6, was summoned 
by the Censors* hoard to present himself for exami- 
nation as a Licentiate, This he declined to do ; and in 
place of appearing, scut a letter of excuse, m hich (to 
quote the words of the Annals) was judged imjirohable 
and indecent. There can he little doubt that he was 
incited to this course by his father, who at that 
period was under the heavy displeasure of the College, 
having recently been convicted by the Censors of 
some very disreputable conduct to a professional 
brother, for which he had been fined and censured. 
My space will not allow me to give a full account of 
all the circumstances wliich ensued : sullice it to say, 
that in the early part of 1747, Dr, Isaac Schomberg 
was entered at Trinity college, Cambridge ; and on 
the 3rd April in that year he appeared before the 
Censors to notify the fact, and at the same time 
request that he might be permitted to practice until 
he should have taken his degree at Cambridge. This, 
under the circumstances, was, not unnaturally, re- 
fused ; and the College, to whom the matter had 
been referred by the Comitia Minora of 25th June, 
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I74i7, ordered that he should be formally intcrdict^^d 
practice *' till he shall have given proper satisfaction 
to the President and Censors," On the 21st July, 
1749, Dr. Schomberg was created doctor of medicino 
at Cambridi^ by royal mandate, and shortly after- 
wards applying for leave to be examined, it waa 
resolved by the College " that the Censors be desired 
not to examine him until such time as his prohibition 
from practice be taken off, upon makin«; proper satia- 
laction to the President and Censors." On the lat 
December, 1749, he came before the Censors* board 
and proffered an explanation of his former conduct, 
with an apologj^, which, although deemed sufficient 
by some of the board, was not so regarded by all. 
He again attended on the 2nd Pebruary, 1749-50^ 
and on this occasion demanded his examination for 
admission into the order of Candidates as a right 
derived from his Cambridge degree. The examina- 
tions were allowed, — the Censors, however, reserving 
their opinion as to the right, — and he was found fully 
competent for practice. At the Conxitia Majora 
next ensuing, the College negatived his admission as 
a Candidate by a very large majority. The interdict 
on liis practice still continued. He made repeated 
applications for admission as a Candidate, but was as 
frequently refused : he was told, however, that if he 
required a licence to practise, he was at liberty to 
apply to the College for that purjjose. This he 
declined to do ; \\ hereupon he preferred his appeal to 
the Visitors apjiointed under the charter of Charles II, 
which they at first entertained, but afterwards dis- 
missed, on the ground that they had in rcaUly no 
jurisdiction. The doctor, thus foiled in his endea- 
vours to enforce admission as a right, then expressed 
himself i-eady to solicit it as a favor, on the terms 
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which the College had preriously oflFered; but they, 
having incurred the expense of a protracted litigo-tion, 
now refused to concede it. It was not until after a 
hipse of nearly twenty years that the feeling engen- 
dered by these occnrrencea was removed. In the 
meantime, the elder Schombei^ had died ; many of 
the Fellows who had been most concerned had also 
departed ; and Dr, Isaac Schomberg's conduct had, 
it would seemj been correct and conciliatory ; and 
with the "view, doubtless, of marking their approval, 
the College eventually determined to admit him to 
the mueh-coveted Fellowship. He was admitted a 
Fellow 30th September, 1771 ; was Censor in 1773 
and 1778 ; and died at his house, in Conduit-street, 
on the 4th May, 1780. 

James Guefve, M.D» was educated at Edinburgh, 
where he took the degree of doctor of medicine 
Slst Aprils 1752 (D.MJ. de Calculo Vesicae). He was 
admitted a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 
$Oth September, 17[>2. Dr. Greive was physician to 
St. Thomas's hospital, and to the Charterhouse ; to 
the former he was elected in 1764, to the latter in 
1765. He was admitted a Fellow of the College, 
Bpeciali gratis, 30th September, 1771, but did not 
long survive ; and died at his official residence in 
Charterhouse-square, 9tb July, 1773. Dr, Lettsom, 
who knew Dr. Greive well, and as a pupil attended 
Ilia practice at St, Thomas's hospital, describes him as 
Tan amiable man and unaasiuning scholar. He is still 
jjemcmbered as the translator of " Cchus, with Notes 
j^critical and explanatory/* 8vo, Lond. 1756, 

Jonathan Binns, M.D. — A doctor of medicine of 
Jldinburgh, of 12th September, 1772 (D.M.I, de Exer- 
' ^ritatione) ; was admitted an Extra Iaccntia.to of 
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College of Physicians 21st October, 1772. He pracs- 
tised at Liverpool, where lie continued until 1805 or 
ISOG, when ho removed to Lancaster, where he died 
in the early part of 1812. 

Edward Wallis, M.B. was admitted an Estra 
Licentiate of the College of Physicians lith July, 
1773. He practised at York, where he was held in 
high estimation. He filled the office of Lord Mayor 
of York in 1771, and died in that city 13th Octoberj 
I782j aged 73. He was the author of " Remarks on 
Henry's Magnesia " 8vo. 1777. 

Edward Wuitaker Gray, M.D. a well-known 
philosopher and naturalistj was bom in 171*8. He 
w as librarian of the College of Physicians ; and while 
yet holding that office was admitted an Extra Licen- 
tiate, namely, on the 6th August, 1773. He waa 
subsequently appointed keeper of the departments of 
natural history and antiquities of the British Museum. 
Dr. Gray was a fellow of the Royal Society, and waa 
appointed secretary to that learned body on St. An- 
drew's day, 1797- He died in 1807, aged 59. "T 

Nathaniel Hulme, M.D. was bom in Yorkshire 
in 1732, and educated at Edinburgh, whrre he took 
the degree of doctor of medicine in 17G5 (D.M.L do 
Bcorbuto), He was admitted a Licentiate of the 
College of Physicians 28th March, 1774, and in the 
same month was appointed physician to the Charter^ 
house. He was also physician to the London Lying- 
in hospital. He died 28th March, 1807, aged 75, 
and was interred at bis own request in the pensioners' 
burial-ground of the Charterhouse, where a grav^- 
etonc presents the following inscription : — 

Here lie the remaina of Nathaniel Hplme, M.D. wLo waa bora on 
Uie I7th June, 1732, and died on the 26lh Mai-ch, 1807. He wjw 
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elected phjaician to the Charterhouse on tlie 17th of March, 1774, 
and continued ao ta the time of his death. He practised medicine 
durmg a lung course uf yetuB with adrautJig^^ to hln patieutfl, and with 
honour to himself.

AcceduntObservationesPracticse 
de TJsu Balnei Tepidi in Variolis), He was admitted 
a Licentiate of the CoDege of Physicians 28th March, 
1774, and practised for some years in London; but 
then removed to Bath, where he died 2ith October, 
1787' He published a small treatise, entitled "Me- 
dical Cases, with Remarks." 8to. Bath. 1784. 

James Welsh, M-B.— A native of Dumfries, and 
a doctor of medicine, but of what university is not 
stated; was admitted a Licentiate of the College of 
Physicians 25th June, 1774. 

' Henry Revell Betnolus, M.D. was a posthu- 
mous child, and was bom in Nottinghamshire on the 
26th September, 1745, a few weeks only after the 
death of his father. Committed to the charge of his 
maternal grcat-imcle and godfather, Mr. 
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miflnniei; l«i iw s«m ^Ihe^ lif tke adim oT 
I>r, Hoek 8aBBda% teinavre to riiina Tliis he 
did In the nBmiicr of 1773. Tbe Mbwivi^ je«r hm 
prfx-fiitled doctor of laedkne al OiMln^ge^ vad «w 
ii'lmitud » Candidate of t^ fhlr|ti of Vky^aaaB 
Wnh Htfj/Umher, 1773; and m FeDav^aOtli September, 
177i, l>r.

Dr. lU'yrmUln'H progross as a physician was rapid, 
iri i7Ha hiM migiigements had become so numerous 
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that he ivas compelletl to resign his office at St, 
Thomas's hospital. In 1788 he was called into 
attendance on George the Third, and so highly were 
his services regarded, that in every suhsequent illness 
of that monareh his assistance was required. He re^ 
ceived the appointment of physician extraordinary to 
the king in 1797, and that of physician in ordinary 
in the year 1806. Dr. Reynolds's death was in groat 
measure owing to hia attendance on his sovereign* 
Wlien called into attendance at Windsor, in the 
early part of 1811, he was siilTering from rheumatism» 
which was aggravated by the bodily exertion and 
mental anxiety inseparable from hia position. The 
first day on which he seriously felt the fatigues of 
body and mind, was after an examination before the 

rEouse of Lords. The etiquette of the Upper House 
not allowing a witness to sit down, Dr. Eeynolds, 
Tvho, in consequence of having attended his Majesty 
in all his previous similar illnesses, was examined at 
greater length than any of hia medical brethren, was 
kept standing for two hours. The whole of the next 
day he was compelled to keep his bed, but on the 
foUowLng ho returned to Windsor. From this time 
Ms appetite began to fail, and his strength and Hesh 
visibly to diminish. In the month of March these 
symptoms had so much increased that his friends 
besought him to retii-e from his attendance on the 
king — to spare his body and mind, and devote him- 
self entirely to the re*establishment of his own 
health. Despite these solicitations he determined to 
remain at his post, and did so till the 4th of May, 

' when he returned to London extremely ill. After a 
confinement to his room of nearly three weeks he was 
prevailed upon by Dr. John Latliam and Dr. Ainslie 
to go to Brighton. lie remained there about two 
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montts, and at times during this period seemed to 
' TsxUjy but the improvement Tpas not sustained. At 
the end of July he returned to his house in Bedford- 
square, never again to leave it alive. He died the 
22nd October, 1811, aged GG, 

Dr. Ileynolds*9 private character was worthy of all

Henry Krohn, M.D. was born at Hamburgh, and 
received his medical education at Utreeht, where he 
proceeded doctor of medicine 20th October, 1762, 
(D M.I. do Usu Opii in Puerperis.) He was admitted 
a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 30tb Septem- 
ber, 1774, and wa,3 physician-accoucheur to the 
Middlesex hospital, an office wliich he held for nearly 
thirty years, resigning it the 6th February, 1798,. ^ 
about which time he left London and retired to St»J 
Neot's, Huntingdonshire, where he died in May, 1816, J 
aged 80. He published *'Poetiis extra TJterum His- 
toria." FoL Lond, 1791. 
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James Cheston, of Abingdon, Berks, was atlmitted 
■ an Extra Licentiate of the College of Physicians 
14th December, 1774. 

Richard "VVrigut, M.D. was born in Derbyshire 
and educated at Emmanuel college, Cambridge, of 
\vhich house he was a fellow. lie proceeded A.B, 
1762, A.M. 1765, M.D. 1773 ; was admitted a Can- 
didate of the College of Physicians 28th March, 1774, 
and a Fellow 10th April, 1775. He was Censor in 
1775, 1779, 1783. Dr. Wright was a fellow of the 
Royal Society, and physician to St. George's hospital 
from 6th January, 1769 to 1785. He died at Knisjlits- 
bridge of a " deep decline" 14th October, 1786 Itis 
select and curious library, " the strength of which lay 
chiefly in publications relating to the drama and 
romances," was sold by T. and J. Egertonj 23rd 
April, 1787. 

Michael Teigue, M.D., an Irishman, and a doctor 
of medicine of Kheima ; was admitted a Licentiate of 
the College of Physicians 10th April, 1775. His 
name disappears from the list in 1784. 

John Kooystra, M.D.^A native of Holland, and 
a doctor of medicine, 1 believe, of the university of 
Groningen ; was admitted a Licentiate of the College 
of Physicians 10th April, 1775. He died at his 
residence in Union-court, Broad-street, City, 19th 
January, 1781, aged 33 years. 

John Pailsons, M.D. was born in Yorkshire in 
1742, and educated at Westminster school, of which 
he was admitted a king's scholar in 1756. Elected 
thence, in 1759, to Christ church, Oxford, he pro- 
ceeded A.B. 27th Aprilt 1763; and A.M. 6th June, 
1766. Selecting medicine as his profession, he pur- 
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mied the study of it, not only at Oatford, but also in 
London and KtlinburLch. In the last-named city he 
ovinfod 11 jKirtinibr predilection for natural history 
find lioUny, and obtained the prize medal given bj 
l)r. Hopf Tor the host hortus siccus. His reputation 
find inllui'iu'e at Oxfor*! must have been consideniblo, 
IVir in 17(>0» Urlore bo bnd taken a degree in medicine, 
ho wuH noniinHted to tho then newly-established ofQce 
oi' Tah'V reader in anatomy at Christ Church. He 
proceeded MJJ. 12th April, 1769; M.D, 22nd Juno, 
1772. Dr, Parsons was elected reader of anatomy in 
the university in 1709 ; physician to the RadclifTe 
iniirmary, 0th May, 1772 ; and clinical professor, on 
Lord Liehfield's fountlation, 1780. He was admitted 
a Candidate of the College of Physieians 30th Sep- 
tember, 1774 ; a Pellow, 30t1i September, 1775 ; and 
he delivered the Harvcian Oration in 1784. Byin^ 
of fever the 9th April, 1785, aged 43, he was buried 
in Oxford cathedral,

John Buhges, M.D. was born in London in 1745, 
and was educated at Westminster, He was entered 
at Christ Church, Oxford ; and, as a member of that 
house, proceeded A.B, 27th October, 1704; A.M. 
2Bth June, 1767; M.B. 30th April, 1770; M.D. 14th 
Jime, 1774. He was admitted a Candidate of the 
College of Physicians 30th September, 1774; and a 
Pellow, 30th September, 1776 ; was Censor in 1776, 
1780, 1785, 1790, 1794, 1797; and was named an 
Elect, 26th June, 1797, in place of Dr. Richard 
Warren, deceased. Dr. Burges was elected physician 
to St. George's hospital, Sth April, 1774, and re- 
signed that of&ce in the early part of 1787. He died 
at his house in Mortimer-street, Cavondish-square, 
2nd April, 1807.

HO^ I^AWLixsoN, M.D. was born in London and 
'^^* interesting MS. Mcraoir of Dr. Barge*, by K A. UTirndt^ 
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educated at Queen's college^ Camhridf^e, as a member 
of which he proceeded M.B. 1707, M.D. 1774. lie 
was admitted a Candidate of the College of Physicians 
30th September, 177A; a Fellow, 30th September, 1775; 
and was Censor in 1778. Dr. E-awlinson was elected 
physician to St. Thomases hospital in 177B, and ro- 
sij^ned hia office there in 1780. He left London in 
1783, and retired to Coombe in Hampshire. 

' Robert Eobertson, M.D. a native of Scotland, 
and a doctor of medicine of Edinburgh of 1765 
(D.MJ. de Scorbuto), was admitted a Licentiate of 
the CoUege of Physicians 30th September, 1775. 

A>'DEBW Douglas, M,D. was born in TcAiotdale, 
and received his medical education at Edinburgh. In 
1750 ho was appointed a surgeon in the navy, and 
served for some years with reputation in tliat capacity. 
He settled afterwards as a surgeon at Deal, but left it 
and returned to Edinburgh, where he graduated doc- 
tor of medicine in 1775 (D.M L de Variohe Insi- 
tione). He was admitted a Licentiate of the College 
of Physicians 30th September, 1776; and then, settling 
in London, devoted himself to the practice of mid- 
wifery, and was for several years physician to the 
Charity for Delivering Poor Married Women at their 
own Houses. Having acquired a considerable for- 
tune by marriage. Dr. Douglas reliuquished practice, 
and in 1702 visited the continent. There ho was de- 
tained, and it was not until 1796 that he obtained 
permission from the Directory to return home. In 
ItiOO he removed to Edimm-houae, Kelso, whicli he 
had recently purchased, and was on his way thence 
to London when he was taken seriously ill at Bux- 
ton, and died there 10th June, 1800, aged 70. Ho 
was the author of —

Samuel Daniel, M.D. was the son of Mr. JoLu 
Daniel, a surgeon in extensive practice at Beaminster, 
CO. Dorset. He received his medical education at 
Edinburgh, where be graduated doctor of medicine 
12th September, 1776 (D.M.I, de Ictero) ; and was 
admitted an Extra Licentiate of the Colle^ of Physi- 
cians 29th March, 1777- Ho practised at Crewkeme, 
CO. Somerset. 

John Jebb, M.D. was the eldest son of Dr. John 
Jebb, dean of Caskel, and was born in London 16th 
Ij'ebruary, 1736* lie received his preliminary educa- 
tion in Ireland, whence he was transferred to Gam- 
bridge, and entered at Petcrhouse, of which society 
he subsequently became a fellow. He proceeded A.B. 
1757, A.M. 1760, received orders in the Church of 
England, and obtained some Church preferment* 
He had early adopted the plan of giving theological 
lectures at Cambridge, which were attended by nun^e- 
rous pupils, until his peculiar opinions became gentv 
rally known, when (in 1770) a prohibition was pub- 
lished in the university. How eoon he had begun to 
deviate from the opinions he held at the time of his 
ordination is uncertain, but in a letter dated 21st 
October, l77o, he says, " I have for seven years past 
in my lectures steadily maintained the proper unity 
of God, and that He alone should be the objetTt of 
worship." He adds, that he warned his bearers that 
this was not the received opinion, but that liis o\sti 
was settled, and exhorted them to inquire diligently. 
He had vacated his fellowship at Peterhouse by his 
murriagCj on the 29th Decetol^er, 176Ij to Miss 
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Torkin^on, and in 1775 he catne to the resolution of 
resigning liis et'ulcsiaatical preferments, viz. tiie rec- 
tory of Ilomerstield, and the vioarago of Flitton, in 
Suliblk. By the advice of his friends he tlien applied 
bimself to the study of medicine. For this new ob- 
ject lie studied indcfatigably, and was created doctor 
of medicine by tlie university of St. Andrew's in the 
early part of 1777- He waa admitted a Licentiate of 
the College of Physicians 25th June, 1777, when he 
settled in Craven -street. Strand, and commenced 
practice as a physician. 

Dr, Jehb waa highly esteemed among the violent 
partisans of unbounded liberty, religious and political, 
and was undoubtedly a person of learning and taleutna, 
though they -were both so much absorbed in contro- 
versy as to leave little among his writings of general 
or permanent use. Amidst the cares of his new pro- 
fession he did not withdraw his attention from theo- 
logical study, nor from what he considered as the 
cause of true liberty* He was still, as he had been 
for many years, zealous for the abolition of subscrip- 
tion, a warm friend to the cause of America against 
England, an incessant advocate for annual parlia- 
ments and universal suffrage, a writer in newspapers, 
and a speaker at public mootings. So many eager 
pursuits seem to have exhausted his constitution, and 
he died, apparently of a decline, in March, 178G, Dr. 
Jebb's learning was varied and extensive. Ho -was 
master of many languages, among which were nel>rew 
and Arabic, and during his last illness he studied 
Saxon and the Anglo-Saxon laws and antiquities. Uo 
had twice been a candidate for the professorship of 
Arabic at Cambridge. He had, too, some knowledge 
of the law, which he once thought of making Ins 
profession, even after he had applied himself to mcdi- 
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cino. Ili^ was a good mathematician, and was con- 
cerned with two friends in publishing at Cambridge Vbj 
imall quart'O Tolumc entitled "Exceri>ta qusedam©' 
Newtonii Principiia Philosophite Naturalis, cumNotis 
Variorum," whicli was received as a standard book of 
inHtruciion at the university. Dr. Jebb*8 only medir 
cal publication was "Select Cases of the Disorders 
commonly called Paralysis of the Lower Extremities. 
8vo. Lond. 1782." Tliis, with his other writings, 
wore colleetf^d into three volumes 8vo. by Dr. Dis- 
ney, and published in 1787- *

SAMUKiiMusouAVK, M.D. — This accomplished scho- 
lar was born at Washtlold, iu the county of Devon, 
fiM tdn 211th September, 1732; and was educated at 
Mt»» Jtranmiar school of Barnstaple during the master-

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ship of Mr. Wright. Ho was entered a scholar of 
-Corpus Christi colle^, Oxford, 27th Fehruary, 17-^9 ; 
and proceeded A.B. 27th Pebruary, 1753 ; A.M. 5th 
March, 1756. Soon afterwards he was elected one of 
\he BadcUQe travelling fellows» and, in pursuance of 
Ihe conditions of that appointment, spent several years 
upon the continent. He divided his time between 
■Holland and France. In 1760 he sent to the press 
" Some Remarks on Dr. Boerhaave's Theory of the 
Attrition of the Blood in the Lungs," 8vo. Lond. ; 
and in 1762 published at Ley den ** Exercitationea 
jduac in Euripidem," 8vo, In 17U3 he took the de- 
-gree of M.D. at Leyden, and printed as his acade- 
mical exercise a learned essay in defence of empirical 
medicine (" Dissertatio Inauguralis do Medicinii Em- 
piricfl."). lie then revisited Paris, and was elected 
a corresponding member of the Hoyal Academy of 
Inscriptions and Belles Lcttres, The term of his 
Badcliffe fellowship having expired^ Dr. Musgrave 
returned to England, and settled at Exeter ; and on 
the 24jth July, 1766, was elected physician to the 
Devon and Exeter hospital. His eucoesa in Exeter 
not proving commensurate with Ids expectations, he 
resigned his office at the hospital, and in the latter 
part of 1768 removed to Plymouth. 

In the following year (12th August, 1769), Dr, 
Musgrave astonished the county, and indeed tlic whole 
kingdonij by the publication of ** An Address to the 
Gentlemen, Clergy, and Freeholders of the County 
of Devon." Tlxis Address, ostensibly called forth 
by the circumstance that the sheriff of the county 
had then summoned a meeting to consider the pro- 
priety of petitioning both Houses of Parliament for 
the redress of grievances, was altogether of so extra- 
ordinary a nature, and proved so damaging to the 
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doelQc'a diameter, that some account of its contents 
bocomes necessary in clucidatioa of Dr, Musfirravo*» 
subsequent career, and of tho lamentable circum-* 
stances imder which he died. In the Address Dn 
Hus^ittve tells us that, during his re^ildenee at Paris 
in 17<>i, he had roceivod trustworthy information 
that an overture had, in that year, been made to 
OMttain influential members of Parliament, in the 
name of the Chevalier d'Eon, importing that be, th© 
Che\'alit'r» was ready to im^>each three persons, two 
of whom were peters of the realm and pri^^ councU- 
lor^, of sellLng tbe then recent peace to the Prench 
OoTcmmcnt. On l>f. Mu&grave*s return to Enijland 
ilk I'iVi, ho obtained an interiHew Avith lord Halifax, 
theji Secretary of State, and conimumeated the in- 
formation he had received, at the same time urging 
his lordship to send for the Chevalier, question him, 
and examine hh i^ipers. Lord Halifax, who the 
doctor admits was polite though evasive, at first 
objected to any public step that might excite alarm, 
and naturally asked for confirmatory or documentary 
evidence in support of so arave a charge* I>r. Mus- 
ifnvve thereupon submitted copies of four letters to 
and from lord Hertford, purporting to bear upon the 
subject. The^e wen> apparently unsatisfactory as 
evidence ; and lord Halifax, consideriner the charge 
groundless, peremptorily refused to take any steps 
whatever in the atfair Nothing daunted, l>r. Mus- 
grave then applied to the Speaker of the House of 
Commons, but witli no better result. Here for a 
time the matter rested as regards the doctor, who, 
however, tells us he had been informed by Mr. Pitz- 
herbert, that, subsequently to his interview with lord 
Halifax, an overture bad been made to the Chevalier 
d'Eon, the object of which was to get the jmpers out 
of his hands for a stipulated sum of money. 
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It is difficult to assi^ a reason for Dr. MusErrare's 
untimely publication. Althouj^h lie had not suc- 
ceeded as a physician in Exeter, where the ground 
was already occupied by Dr. Andrew and Dr. Glass, 
his prospects at Plymouth were most encouraging, and 
nothing was wanting but patience and abstinence 
from public and party strife, to place him at the head 
of the profession in that town and neighbourhood* 
All Dr. Mnsgrave's hopes of professional success wero 
however blighted by the publication of tho Address. 
In it ho claims credit for pure patriotism, and a 
desire to visit with befitting punishment those who, 
high in the councils of this country, had proved 
traitors to its interests. lie admits he was himself 
unable to support the charge of corruption against 
those he accused ; and his immediate complaint to 
the freeholders of Devon was of a different nature^ 
and against a different person^the refusal of lord 
Hftlifax to proceed on his information, he regarded 
' a8 a wilful obstruction of national justice, for which 
he wished to sec his lordship undergo a suitable 
punishment. The Address led to a host of pamphlets. 
It was at once answered by the Chevalier d'Eon, who 
repudiated all knowledge of Dr. Musgrave, and em- 
phatically denied everything that had been advanced 
concerning himself; the statements in the Address 
were also minutely examined, and discredited in an 
anonymous pamphlet; and finally, after a full hear, 
ing in the House of Commons, the Doctor's asser- 
tions were voted in the highest degree frivolous and 
unworthy of credit, 

Devonsliire no longer offered Dr. Musgravo a 
chance of success, and after a time he determined 
on tr^dng his fortune in London. Preparatory thereto, 
and as a necessary preliminary to his adniissiou to 
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the Fellowship of the Colle^ of Physicians, he, on 
the 8th of December, 1775, took hia degree of doctor 
of medicine at Oxford. He fixed himself in Hart- 
street, Bloomsbury ; was admitted a Candidate of the 
College of Physicians on 30th Septemher, 1776 ; and 
a Fellow, 30th September, 1777, He was Gulstoniaa 
Lecturer and Censor in 1779. Dr. Musgrave'a life 
in town was a constant struggle with difficulties. 
Though active and energetic, a good practitioner, and 
a most accomplished scholarj he did not succeed as a 
physician. His sole resource thenceforward was his 
pen, which, indeed, was rarely idle. In 1776 he pab- 
lished a pamphlet, entitled, " Speculations and C?on- 
jecturca on the Qualities of the Nerves ;" in 177T 
hia relative Dr. William Musgrave's treatise, " D 
Arthritido Prhnigeni^ ct Res^lari ;" in 1779» his Gu 
gtonian Lectures heforo the College of Fhysiciai 
embracing dyspnoja, pleurisy, pcripneumony and P' 
monary consiunption ; and lastly, a thin pomp!' 
" On the Nature and Cure of the Worm Pc 
These, Dr. Mu9gravc*3 medical works, arc now 
nigli forgotten. They were evidently ^Titten 
last and desperate effort to obtain notice and 
tice. They did not effect their object; the Do 
circumstances became more and more embarr 
and he died at his lodgings, in Hart-street, ii 
poverty, on the 6th of July, 1780, in the -ASt 
of hia age.

lie would seem about this period to have had soma 
idea of quitting tlie medical profession and cnterin* 
the church, for in September, 1779, ho resigned his 
office of physician to the Middlesex hospital, to which 
he had been elected in 1777 ; and on the 10th No- 
vember, 1778, took the degree of bachelor of dinnity 
at Oxford. The intention, however, if seriously en* 
tertained, was speedily given up, and by the patron- 
age of the duke of Gloucester he was soon introduced 
into good practice. In 1785 ho was appointed phy- 
sician extraordinary to the king's household; and in 
17DG joint physician to the household* He was 
created a Baronet in 1800, and about the same time 
physician extraortlinary to the king, shortly after- 
wards physician in ordinary to the queen, and in 

1 1806 physician in ordinary to the king. Sir Francis 
Milman was Censor in 1779, 1784, 1788, 179t^, 1799 f 
Oroonian Lecturer in 1781 ; and Harveian Orator in 
1782. lie was named an Elect 30th July, 1798, in 
place of his fellow countryman, Sir George Baker, 
resigned; and was elected President in 1811, an oflTice 
which he filled for two years, resigning it on tlic 6th 
October, 1813. Sir Prancis Milman died at his seat, 
Pinner Grove, Middlesex, 24th June, 1821, in the

Samuel Foakt Simmons, M.D. was born at Saiul- 
wicli, CO. Kent, 17th March, 17&0, and educatiui at a 
seminary in France, where he ol>taim'd not only a 
competent knowledge of tlie classics, but. a miiiuic* 
and critical knowledge of the French lanf^un^e, uhich 
he wrote and spoke with the sjime east; an<l correet- 
ncsB a ahis own* Hi« medical htuibcs were com- 
moQced at Edinburgh, where hu coutiuued three 
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of 1^ Cd&E^e 80^ Oif> bcr, 
ITVa Sku a^MMi mi ciNlaA * irikw of the 
Bajvl Soeiefty m 1779. aai. «f tlM Somftf of Ab^ 

qnaries in 1791, a« he ImA before been of tike d^eient 
aeademies of Nantes, Hoactpdkr, and Madrid. He 
w«s an honorary fieilov of tiae CoUesre of FhTski^ms 
of lorraine, a foreign fdlow of the Roj^ Society 
of 3hlediciiie of Paris, an honorary member of the 
Medical Society of Edinburgh^ and of the Philo- 
eophical Society of Manchester. In 1780 he was 
appointed physician to the TVestminster dispensary, 
and in 1781 physician to St. Lake's hospitals From 
thim time to the period of hifi death he devoted him- 
Belf almost exclusively to the treatment of insanity, 
in which department he attained a hi^h reputation, 
an<l from it accumulated an ample fortune.

Dr. Simmons was a voluminous writer. He was for

Sir Isaac Pennington, M.D. was born in Lanca- 
shire, and received his early education at the f^am- 
mar school of Sedbergh. He was entered at St, 
John's college, Cambridge, in 17(j3, and was clcft^d 
a fellow oi' that house in 1768. lie proeeed«Ml A.B. 

roll. n. T 
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1707; A,M. 1770; M.D, 1777; was appointed prolcssor 
of chemistry in the university of Cambridjje in 1773 ; 
and renins professor of medicine in 1793, when he 
resigned tlie chair of chemistry. He was admitted a 
Candidate of the CoUeije of Physicians 13th April, 
1778 ; a Fellow, 20th March» 1779 ; and was Haneian 
Orator in 17S3. He was elected physician to Addon* 
brooke hospital in 1785* and continued in tliat office 
until his death, lie received the honour of knij^ht- 
hood in 170G. Sir Isaac Pennington's professional 
attainmentrS were eonsiderahle» and his amiable dia- 
position and social qualities endeared him to a nunio- 
rous circle of friends. He was never married ; and 
at the time of his death, which occurred 3rd iVhruary, 
1817» in the 72nd year of his age, he was the senior 
fellow of St. John's college. To mark their estima- 
tion of his virtues^ the master and fellows of St. 
John's caused a tablet, with the following inscrip- 
tion, to be placed on the north wall of the ante- 
cliapcl of their college :

Jon\' Sims, M.D. was born in Canterbury. After 
a good private education at a school at Burford, iu 
)xfordshire> and al'terwards under his father, a good 
classical scholar, at home, he was sent to Ediuhurgli, 
where he took the degree of doctor of medicine 12th 
September, I774i (D.M.I. de Usu Aqua3 Frigidge In- 
tcrno)* He settled iu London ; was admitted a Licen- 
tiate of the College of Physicians 25th June, 1779; 
and was appointed physician to the Surrey dispen- 
sary, and to the Charity for Delivering Married 
Women at their own Houses. Dr. Sims died at 
Dorking 26th February, 1831, aged 82. He was an

James Foed, Junk. M.D. was the son of James 
Ford, M.D. physician extraordinary to the Queen, 
and a Licentiate of the College already mentioned* 
He received his preliminary education at Westmin- 
ster, and was then sent to Edinburgh, where he took 
his degree of doctor of medicine in 1777 (D.M.I, de 
T'ermentatione). He was admitted a Licentiate of 
the College of Physicians 30th September, 1779 ; and 
was elected physician to St. George's hospital 2Srd 
June^ 1786, but resigned that office in the latter part 
of 1793. He died at Exmouth, co, Devon, after a 
short illness, 18th March, 1799, aged 45, 

Stephen Pellet, M.D. was born in London, and 
[studied at Hertford college, Oxford, as a member of 
[which house he proceeded A.B. 14th May, 1773, He 
then removed to Edinburgh, where, after a four years' 
course of study, he graduated doctor of medicine 
^2ith June, 1779 (D*M.I de Palustriiun Locorum In- 
salubritate a Miasmate Oriundji). He was admitted 
a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 20th March, 
1780 ; and practised first at Heading, but aftcrwarda 
removed to St. Alban's, where, he&idesliis usual prac- 
tice as a physician, he had a house for the reception 
of lunatics of the upper class. He was for more than 
a quarter of a century an acting magistrate for the 
liberty of St. Albaa's, Dr. Pellet eventually retired 
from pra<itice, and removed to London. Ue died at 
Westbouru-green, November 28, 1624, aged 78. 

Chaeles Elsden Bagge, M.D. was born in Nor- 
folk, and educated at Caius college, Cambridge, of 
which he was a fellow. He proceeded M*B. 1774 ; 
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M.D. 1779 ; was admitted a Candidate of the College 
of Physicians 30th September, 1779 ; and a Fellow, 
30th September, 17S0. He practised for a short 
period in London, but then settled at Lynn Ri?gis, 
where he remained some years, but eventually re- 
moved to East Dereham ; and, as I conceive, died 
there in 1798 or 1799. 

Thomas Bowdler, M.D. was born at Ashley, near 
Bath, 4th January, 1751, and received his medical 
education at Edinlair^h, where he graduated M.D. 
in 1776 (D.M.L de Febrium Intermittcntium Natur& 
et Indole). He was admitted a Licentiate of the Col- 
lege of Physicians 9th April, 1781 ; a fellow of the 
Royal Society in 1781 ; and a fellow of the Society 
of Antiquaries in 1781. In 1788 he published an 
interesting volume of ** Letters written in Holland in 
1787 ;" and in 1818 a well-known and useful work, 
"The Family Shakcsj>eare," Dr. Bowdler closed a 
long and useful life at Khyddlngs, near Swansea, on 
the 21th February, 1825, aged 71, 

Thomas Clerk, M.D. a native of Edinburgh, and 
a doctor of medicine of the university of that city of 
12th September, 1776 (D.M.I, de Hydrocephalo) ; 
was admitted a Licentiate of the College of Physi- 
cians 15th May, 1781. 

William Keir, M.D. was bom m Perthshire, and 
educated at Edinburgh, where he took the degree of 
doctor of medicijie 12th September, 1778 (D.M.I. de.- 
Attractione Chemicd). He was admitted a Licen-J 
tiatc of the College of Physicians 25th June, 1781. 
Dr. Keir was elected physician to St. Thomas'aj 
hospital in 1780; and died of fever 6th June, 1783/ 
aged 30, 
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William Payne, M.D. was born at Worcester, 
New Eiii^lEind, and treated doctor of medicine by the 
university of Aberdeen 1st November, 1775. lie was 
adxnitted a Licentiate of the CoUege of Physiciana 
1st October, 1781, and held the appointment of phy- 
siciaa to the ai-my. 

Sir Gilbert Blane, Baht. M.D. was the son of 
Gilbert Blano, Esq. of Blatiefleld, co, Ayr, and was 
born 29th August, 171=7. lie was iiitended for the 
Cliurch, and received a good j)reliminary education ; 
but, his original views having undergone a change, ho 
devoted himself to medicine, and spent five years in 
its study at Edinburgh. lie took his degree of doctor 
of medicine, at Glasgow, 28th August, 1778, Whilst 
at Edinburgh, Dr. Blane had obtained the notice and 
friendship of Dr. llobertson, Br, Blair, and Dr. CuUcn, 
by the last of whom he was introduced to Dr. AVilliam 
Hunter, then at the zenith of his reputation in Lon- 
don. To the kindness of Lord noldernesse and the 
warm recommendation of Dr. Uunter, Dr. Blane was 
indebted for an introduction to Admii'al Lord llod- 
toey, with whom he sailed in the capacity of private 
physician, but without any public appointment. He 
was soon, however, appointed by Lord Rodney physi- 
cian to the iieet, and performed the duties of that 
office with so much ability and satisfaction to all con- 
cerned, that, although the mode of his appointment 
precluded him from enjoying half-pay, yet, in conse- 
quence of the unanimous application to the Admiralty 
of all the principal officers who had been on the sta- 
tion, ho was rewarded by a pension from the Crown, 
fwhich pension at a Inter period was doubled by the 
[iccommendation of the Lords of the Admiralty, Be- 
[turning to England^ Dr. Blane settled in London ; was 
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admitted a Licentiate of the College of Physiciana 
3rd December, 1781 ; and in 1783, throuo:b the warm 
recommendation of Lord Eodncy and the friendly 
assistance of his countrymen Sir Walter Farquhar, 
M.D, and Dr. Saunders, was elected physician to St, 
Thomas's hospital. In 1785, on the applioAtion of 
the Duke of Clarence, Dr. Blane was appointed pby- 
Bician extraordinary to the Prince of "Wales, and in 
the following year physician to his royal highness's 
household. He was at a later period selected by thor 
Prince to proceed to Spa, to attend the Duke of 
Cumberland, then dangerously ill at that watering 
iplace. So hii;;hly to the satisfaction of the Prince 
\was this mission executed, that he had next, as a 
lark of royal favour, the higher appointment of 
physician in ordinary. 

The Government during a series of years had re- 
course to Sir Gilbert Blane on many important occa- 
sions. When the Admiralty was under Lord Spencer,! 
he was appointed one of the commissioncra for the 
sick and wounded. His arrangements for the pro- 
visioning of fleets on foreign stations were of a very 
superior description, particularly in supplying them 
with abundance of lemon-juice, and making it a 
regular iugredient of diet ; in consequence of which, 
scurvy was soon banished from the fleet. lie was 
consulted on the subject of quarantine, on the arrange- 
ment of the hulks, and of some of the prisons on 
shore, and also with respect to the transportation of 

convicts on all of which his advice was conspicuously 

beneficial. The most remarkable occasion, however, 
on which his opinion was sought, was during the 
alarming mortality which took place among the 
troops at Walcheren. The report whicli he then 
uiade was concurred in by the medical officers of the 
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army, and led to the abandonment of the island. 
As an acknowledgment of these important serrices, 
he was created a Baronet by the Prince Uegent, 2(>th 
iDecemher, 1812. On the accession of George IV. 
Sir Gilbert Blane was appointed one of the phy- 
sicians in ordinary to the Kinn;, and he was continued 
in the same office on the accession of AVilliam IV. 
Sir Gilbert BUine's health began to fail in 1821. 
He was attacked with prurigo senilis in its most 
inveterate form, which nothing but opium in largo 
doses wotdd alleviate. This palliative he continued 
to use in gradually increasing doses to his death. 
In January, 1834, he was seized with diarrhcea, 
foUowed by anasarca and ulceration of the legs, 
which proved fatal on the 27th June, 183i, in the 
85th year of his age. lie was a fellow of the Royal 
Societies of London and Edinburgh, and a member 
of the Prench Institute. He read the Croonian 
Lecture on Muscular Action to the lloyal Society in 
1788, contributed many important papers to tlio 
Ti-ansactions of various societies, scientific and medi- 
cal, and was the author of —

pital, and on the 28th July, ITSl^ woh returned &8 
elected ] but almost immediately afterwards the 
election waa declared not valid, and Dr. John Cook 
was appomtcd to the vacant office on the 18th August 
following.

"William Lister^ M.D, was born in Ilertfordshire, 
and educated at Edinburgh, where he took the degree 
of doctor of medicine 12th September, 1781 (D.M.I, 
de Fermentationc). He then settled iu London, and 
was admitted a Licentiate of the College of Phy- 
sicians 25th March, 1782. Dr. Lister was appointed 
physician to the Small-pox hospital 16th April, 1789, 
but resigned that office in February, 1791. On the 
death of Dr. Crawford, in 171)^, he was elected 
physician to St. Thomas's hospital, which appoint- 
ment he retained untU 1S17. He died at his houBo 
in Lincoln's-inn-ficlds, fi'om disease of the heart, the 
3rd Februaty, 1830, aged 73. Dr, Lister was much 
esteemed by his contemporaries. " He possessed an 
acute and vigorous understanding, which bad received 
the culture of a liberal and extended education. Ho 
was a good classical scholar, and until within a short 
time of his death was in the daily habit of devoting 
some intervals of leisure to the poets or historians of 
Greece and Rome. He was a painstaking, judicious, 
and successful practitioner, had a just conception of 
what belonged to the character of a physician, and 
always maintained by example as well as by 2)recept 
the dignity and value of his profession," 

Jamks Heuvey, M.D. was bom in London, and 
rcceivctl his preliminary education, first at a school 
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at Northampton, and subsequently at home under a 
private tutor. He was then sent to Oxford, and 
entered at Queen's coUe^^c, as a member of which ho 
proceeded A,B. SOth May, 1771 ; A.M. 9th June, 
1774; M.B. 15th January, 1777; M.D. 7th July, 
1781. Dr, Hcrvoy was elected physician to Guy 'a 
hospital in 1779 ; was admitted a Candidate of the 
Collog:e of Physicians 1st Octoher, 1781 ; and a 
Pellow, 30th September, 1782. Possessed of a com- 
fortable independence. Dr. Hcrvey Mas little solicitous 
for business. He regularly attended for some years 
at Tunbridge Wells during the summer, but more for 
the sake of his own health and recreation than for 
professional employment. His practice there was 
select rather than extensive; but he acquired the 
reputation of an able physician. He was Gulstonian 
Lecturer iu 1783 ; Censor in 1783, 1787, 1789, 1795, 
1802, 1809; Re^nstrar from I78i to 1814; Har^^eian 
Orator iu 1785 ; Lumloian Lecturer from 1791 to 
1811 ; and Elect, Ith May, 1809. Dr. Herrey was 
the first apj)ointed registrar of the National Vaccine 
Establishment. He died at the commencement of 1824.

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His name appears in the annual list published by the 
Colle^ in that Tear, but I have not succeeded in 
finding any note of his admission. Ho practised at

HoBEKT FnzEB, M,D. — A native of Perthshire, and 
a doctor of medicine of Aberdeen, of 23rd February, 
1770 ; Tvas admitted a Licentiate of the College of 
Physicians 25th June, 1783, He died in Scotland, 
where he had long practised, about the year 1827. 

Dbveeeu:s Mtttos, M.D. was born in Montgo^ 
meryshire, and educated at Pembroke college, Oxford, 
He proceeded A.B. 3nd Peceraber> 1773 ; A.M, 5th 
July, 1776; M.B. Cth January, 1781; M.D. 13th 
December, 1761 ; was admitted a Candidate of the 
College of Physicians 30th September, 1782 ; and a 
Fellow, 30th September, 1783. He practised for a 
few years at Windsor, and then withdrew to hia 
native county, where he continued until hia death, 
which occurred at Varchoel, Montgomeryshire, on 
the 29th September, ISil, aged 87. 

John Matthews, M,D. was bom in Herefordshire, 
and educated at Merton college, Oxford, as a member 
of which he proceeded A.B. 3rd March, 1778; A,M. 
2nd June, 1779; M.B. 31st May, 1781; M.D. 6th 
July, 1782. He was admitted a Candidate of the 
College of Physicians 30th September, 1782 ; and a 
FeUow, 30th September, 1783. Dr. Matthews was 
elected physician to 8t. George's hospital 20th April, 
1781, but resigned that office in 1783, when he relin- 
quished the practice of his profession, and withdrew 
to his native county. He there became alderman

and one of the ma^stratcs of Hereford, chairman of 
the quarter sessions, and colonel of the first regiment 
of Herefordshire militia. He died at his seat, Bel- 
raoEt, Hereford, after a protracted illness of intense 
Buffering, on the 15th January, 1826, ot;ed 70. 

Thomas Denmak, M.D. was horn at Bakewell, co. 
Derby, 27th June, 1733,, and was educated at the 
grammar school of that town. He was the second son 
of a respectable apothecary, who died in 1752, when 
our future physician for some time assisted liis elder 
brother, who succeeded to the business. In his 
twenty-first year he came to London, and attended 
two courses of lectures on anatomy, and the practice 
of St, George's hospital He then procured the ap- 
pointment of aurgeon^s mate in the nary. In 1757 
he was made suri^^eon through the interest of the 
dowager dncheas of Bevonahii-e, and, after a cruise of 
seventeen months off the coast of Africa, was ap- 
pointed to the Edgar, a new ship of sixty gune, com- 
manded by Captain (afterwards Admiral) Drake, with 
whom he continued until the conclusion of peace in 
17G3, when he left the service. Repairing to London, 
he renewed his studies, and attended Dr. Smellie's 
lectures on midwifery. He was created doctor of 
medicine by the university of Aberdeen 13th July, 
1704i, and then endeavoured to establish himself as a. 
physician at Winchester. This attempt proving un- 
successful, ho returned to London, but his prospects 
were so little flattering that he actually made an 
attempt to resume his situation as surgeon in the 
navy. Fortunately for his future career he was un- 
able to procure a warrant. Under these circum- 
stances, the surgeoncy to one of the royal yachts, 
which he obtained through the influence of Lord

"William Osborne, M.D. — ^A native of London, 
and a doctor of medicine of St. Andrew's of 10th 
Octol>er, 1777 ; was admitted by the College of 
Physicians a Licentiate in Midwifery 23rd Decem- 
ber, 1783. He was physician to the General Lying-in 
hospital in Store-street, and for many years delivered 
lectures on midwifery in conjunction with Dr. Den- 
man. He died at his residence, Old Park, near 
Dover, 15th August, 1808, a^ed 72. Dr. Oshome 
was the author of —

Robert Hamilton, M.D. was admitted an Extra 
Licentiate of the College of Physicians 8th January, 
1784i. He was then practising at Dorchester. 

Robert Hallifax, M.D. was bom in 1735, and 
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was the son of Bobert Halllfax an apothecary at 
Mansfield, by his vrife Hannah* a sister of SamQcl 
Jebb, ^ J), Of his education, general or medical, 
I can recover no particulars. He had been apothe- 
cary to the king's household and to the prince of 
"Wales; and having, in 1783, been created doctor 
of medicine hj the archbishop of Canterbury, was, 
on the 5th Aprils 17$-i, admitted a Licentiate of 
the College of Physicians. In the foUo^ving year 
he was appointed physician extraordinary to the 
prince of Wales, and physician to H.Tt.H. house- 
hold ; and in 17S7» physician in ordinary to the 
Prince, an appointment which he retained to the 
time of his death, which occurred at Bath, 17th 
September, 1810. 

Michael lJyi>ERW0OD, M.D. was bom in Surrey, 
and educated as a surgeon-apothecary, in which capa- 
city he practised for several years. EyentuaUy, how- 
ever, he limited hia practice to midwifery and the 
diseases of women and children, and was admitted 
by the College of Physicians a Licentiate in Mid- 
wifery 5th April, 1784, Shortly after tliia he ob- 
tained a degree of doctor of medicine from one of 
the Scotch universities. Dr. Underwood was phy- 
sician to the British Lying-in hospital, and physician 
to H.H.H. the princess of "Wales, whom he attended 
at the birth of the Princess Charlotte, He died at 
Knightsbridge March 14, 1820, aged 84, being the 
last surviving Licentiate in Midwifery of the College.

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CiTARLES CoMBEj M.D. — ^This accomplished scholar 
ind cstitaable man was the son ol' a respectable 
^apothecary, and was born in Southampton-street » 
rBloomsbury-squai-e, 23rd September, 174-3. He was 
educated at Harrow under Dr, Thackeray ; and, having 
frison to the sixth formj left the school when between 
sixteen and seventeen years of age, with the inten- 
tion of proceeding forthwith to Queen's collegCj 
"Oxford. His elder brother, who was then assisting 
his father in the business, being in a bad state of 
-health, and soon afterwards dying, Di'. Combe re- 
mained at home ; and, having gone through the usual 
education at the London hospitals* in 1768 succeeded 
to hia father's business. His taste for antiquities, 
more especially numismatics, was early manifested, 
and introduced him to the notice of Dr. William 
[onter, whose esteem and friendship he soon suc- 
"cecdcd in obtaining. At his death in 1785, Dr. 
Hunter left him, jointly with Dr. George Fordyco 
and Dr. David Pitcaim, executor and trustee to his 
museum. Dr. Combe's attainments as a scholar and 
antiquary were by this time generally known and 
appreciated. He had been elected a fellow of the 
Society of iVntiquaries in 1771 ; and a follow of the 
Royal Society in 1776; and iu 1781* the university 
of Glasgow conferred on him the degree of doctor of 
medicine. Dr. Combe then commenced practice as 
an obstetric physician, and on the 5th of April, 1784, 
was admitted by the College of Physicians a Licen- 
tiate in Midwifery. He was elected physician to the 
British Lying-in hospital in 1789 ; and» on resigning 
that office in 1810, was, at a special general court 
convened for that purpose, unanimously appointed 
consulting physician. Dr. Combe died at his house 
iu Veruon-place, liloouisbury-square, 18th March, 
VOL. U. V 
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1817, in the 74tb year of hU age. He contnfanicd 
various papers to the periodical pubUca4ioi» of IW

He was ad- 
mitted a Candidate of the College of Physicians 25lh 
June, 17B3; a Fellow, *i5tU June, 1784 ; was Censor 
in l7frA ; and Gulslouiiui Lecturer in 17&5. He was 
oloctod phjsici&n to St. Bartholomew's hospital 26tli 
August, 1784 ; and died of fever 2Atb July, 1786, m 
the 86tb year of his age.

London, was appointed phyBioian to the General dis- 
pensary ; and, on the resignation of Dr, H, R. lley- 
nolds, was elected physician to St. Thomas's hospital* 
He was admitted a Licentiate of the College of Thy- 
sicians 25th June, 1784, Dr, Crawford was an ac- 
complished chemist, and will he long remembered as 
the author of an ingenious theory on the origin of 
animal heat. He held the professorsliip of chemistry 
at Woolwich, and died at the Marquis of Lans- 
downe's seat, near Lymington, Hants, whither he 
had gone for the benefit of his health, on the 29th 
July, 179u. His epitaph was written hy Mr. Gilbert 
"Wakefield, for a monument which the Marquis of 
Lansdowne had purposed erecting to the memory of 
his friend. The monument was not completed, in 
consequence of the death of the noble mai'quis» which 
occurred shortly after he had given orders for its 
erection. Mr. Wakefield's inscription >vas as fol- 
lows : —

William Rowley, !M.D. was of Irish extraction, 
butM'as born in London on the 18th November, 1743. 
He was bred a surgeon ; and in that ciipaeity was 
in tho king's service from 1760 to 1765; and was 
present at the siege of Belleisle, and the taking of 
Havannah, He commenced practice in London as 
a surgeon and accoucheur, but after a few years 
obtained a degree of doctor of medicine from the 
university of St. Andrew's; and was admitted a 
Licentiate of the College of Physicians 25th June, 
1781. He had some time previous to this entered 
himself at Ht. iVlljan*s hall, Oxford, with the view 
of (jualifying himself for admission to the FeUowship 
of the College of Physicians ; and aa a moraber of 
that liouso ho proceeded A.B. 9th June, 17Si-; A.M, 
2 Mil Atuy, 1787 ; M.B. 17th July, 1788. Some ob- 
joctions on account of non-reKidence, or some devia- 
tion fi'uiM tlio statutes of the university, were opposed 
to bin further progress; and he was not allowed to 
complete bis doctor*s degi-ee. Dr. llowley was physi* 
oian to tho Marylcbone infirmary, and consulting 
pbyKU'iaii to tho (.Queen's Lying-in hospital- He died 
a,t biH liniiso in 8avile-row 17th Mai-ch, 1806, and 
Wiw buried with much pomp iti St. Jameses chapel, 
Tott.eiiUam-court-road. 
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Dr. Rowley wa8 a determined opponent of vacci- 
nation, and obtained an unenviable notoriety by his 
association with Di\ Moseley in opposing every con- 
ceivable obstacle to the reception and progress of that 
invaluable discovery. His writings, which were nu- 
merous, are most of them popular in stylo, addressed 
to the public rather than to the profession ; and were 
calculated to promote his own private interests rather 
than to advance the science and art which it was his 
pro\'iiice to cultivate and practise* They have long 
fallen into complete and deserved oblivion. Neither 
his character nor career were of a kind we delight to 
dwell on.

John Meter, il.D* was the son of a banker at 
Vienna, aud was born at Lindau, on the lake of 
I Constance, 27th December, 1719. He entered the 
[tiniversity of Strasburg in 17(>4; and after an extended 
classieal and medical education, proceeded doctor of 
medicine in 1771: He then studied for three yeara^ 
under Quarin at Vienna ; and after visiting Dresden, 
Leipsic, and Berlin, came to London and attended 
the medical practice of Guy's hospital. He was 
admitted a Licentiate of the College of Physicians' 
[25th June, 1784. He practised for some years in 
London, and died at Brighton, after a lingering 
illness, on the 30th July, 1825, aged seventy-fiTe. 

Thomas Kko^vxes, ]\t,D. — A natiTe of Yorkshire, 
and a doctor of raedicine, but of what university ia 
not stated in the Annals, was admitted a Licentiate 
of the Coll€^ of Physicians 25th June, 1784. He 
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died at his house in Lombard-street, 16th Kovember, 
1786. 

George Pearson, M.D. was bom in 1751, at 
llotherliaui in Yorkshire; and after a good prcli* 
miuary education was sent to Edinljurgb, between 
which, Leydenj and London he pursued his medical 
studies. He took the degree of doctor of medicine 
at Edinburg-h in 1774 (D.M.L de Putredine Ani- 
malibua post Mortem supeiToniente). Dr. Pearson 
settled in the first instance at Doncaster, but sub- 
sequently removed to Loudon ; was admitted a Li- 
centiate of the ColU'ge of Physicians 25th June, 
178'i; and eleeted physician to St. George's hospital 
23rd Pebruary, 1787. For a long series of years 
he lectured on chemistry, materia mediea, and the 
practice of physic. As a lecturer he was plain, 
distinct, com pre hens i^'e, and impressively energetic, 
and on many occasions he was argumentative, often 
witty, and even eloquent when a favourite subject was 
the object of display. Ilia lectures were always 
popular, and to the last he commanded a numerous 
class. As a practitioner he was judicious and safe 
rather than strikingly acute or original. He was a 
sound Latin scholar, a disinterested friend, a good- 
humoured and jocose companion ; he abounded in 
anecdotes, which in his lectures, equally as in society, 
he told with excellent effect He was a passionate 
admirer of Shakespeare, was in the constant habit 
oi" quoting him, and left in manuscript some clever 
commentariee on the great dramatic bard. He and 
Kcmble knew each other at Doncastcr, and their 
intimacy continued long after. Dr. Pearson con- 
tinued in practice to the last. He died at his house 
in Hanover-square, from a fall down stairsj on the 
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9tli Novemlier, 1828, aged seTenty'Scvcn. He was 
a fellow of the Itoyal SoPiety, n froqueut contributor

Stb William Watson, M.D. was the son of a 
respectable tradesman in St. John-street, Smithlieid, 
and was born in 1715, lie was educated at Mer- 
chant-taylors' School, and in 1730 was apprenticed 
.to Mr. Kicliardson, an apotheeary in the city. In 
JJ738 he commenced business for himself. IJis skill, 
(■activity, and diliii;ence in his profession soon distin- 
guished him auiong his acquaintance, as did hia 
taste for natural history aud his knowledge of 
natural philosophy among the members of the Eoyai 
Society, of -vvhieh lie waa elected a fellow in 1741. 
He devoted much attention to botany and eleo- 
tricity, and his writings on these subjects ore 
numerous, origuia], and valuable. His reseaa-chea 
in electricity were of so interesting a nature that 
they gave him the undisputed lead in this branch of 
philosophy, and were the means not only of raising 
him to a hif,^h degree of estimation at home, but of 
extending his fame throughout Europe. At that 
time it was no small achievement in electricity to be 
able to fire spirits of wine. lie was the lii-st in Eng- 
land who effected this, and he afterwards fired in- 
flammable air, gunpowder, and inflammable oils by 
the same means. He was the first to note the dif- 
ferent colour of the spark as drawn from different 
bodies, and to prove that electricity suffered no re- 
fraction in passing through glass ; that the power of 
electricity was not affected by the presence or absence

Several of the 
nobility attended to witness his experiments ; there 
it was that amonfjst a large concourso of people the 
duko of Cumberland, recentlj ri^tui*ned from Scotland, 
took the shock with the point of the sword with 
which he had fought the battle of Cullodcn ; and on 
one occasion George the Third, when prin4*e of Wah's, 
honoured him with his prc&enee* The university of 
Halle, to mark its sense of hia merits, created him 
doctor of medicine by (lij)l()jna, hearini^ date 0th 
September, 1757; and the university ol' Witternhei'g-, 
about the same time, eouferred on him a Hiniilar 
honour. He now removed from AlderH^ato-Htrcet to 
Lincoln* B-inn-fields, Having been rliKftuncliiHcd from 
the Apothecaries* Company, he coninieneed pruclico 
as a physician ; and after the usvial exauiinaiiomt was 
admitted a Licentiate of the College of Phy^ficiarm 
22nd December, 1759. In October, 1702, Ur. Wat- 
son was elected physician to the Koundlinjcf fumpi^nl, 
which oiFicc he retainnd durin;^ the reniairulnr of hi« 
Hfe, As l)r. WatHon lived in intimary with the mo»t 
illustrious and learned members of thr Hoynl Society, 
so he was him^^lf one of its raost active membert, 
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and ever zealous in promoting the ends of that in-» 
etitution. For many years he was a frequent memlierJ 
of the eouncilj and dui-ing the presidentship of Sip 
John Pringle waa elected one of the vice-presidents.

Sir William "Watson's character was aJTectionatcly 
and accurately drawn by his warm and constant 

■ friend, Dr, Garthshore. "As a physician," writes 
lie, "his himianity, assiduity, and caution were emi- 
nently conspicuous ; and his exact ohseiTance of the 
duties of social politeness must ever ho remembered 

, "with pleasure by all tho.se who enjoyed the happiness 
of his acquaintance. The smile of benignity was 
always disi^laycd on his countenance ; he invariably 
continued the general, the ready, and the obliging 

^fi'iend of mankind; he was respectful to the elder 
and superior, encouraging to the younger, and plea- 
sant and easy to all with whom he had any inter- 
course. The same afFahility and good humour which 
adorned his character in public life was presciTed 
also in the bosom of his familyj and endeared him to 
all those who were more inunediately around liim."*

RiCHAKD HucK Saunders, M.D. was born ia 
TVestmerland in 1720 ; and had the misfortune to

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lose his fathor (Mr. Huck) when lie was but a few 
anontUs old. His education was directed by hia 
maternal uncle, Mr. Harrisonj who sent Mm to tho 
grammar school of Croughland in Cumberland. There 
he received the rudiments of a classical education, 
and acquired a competent knowledge of Latin. He 
was then apprenticed for ftvo years to Mr. Neal, a 
surgeon- apothecary, at Pem*ith, after which he pro- 
ceeded to London, and entered himself at 8t. Thomas's 
hospital as a pupil of Mr. Jolm Girle* In 174-5 he 
was appointed surgeon to Lord Scmple's regiment, 
and continued in the service until the peace of 17-1(8. 
He then settled at Penrith ; and on the 13th October, 
17i9, he received the degree of doctor of medicine 
from Marischal coUege, Aberdeen. In 1750 he \vns 
appointed surgeon to the 33rd Regiment, then at 
Minorca, whither he at once proceeded, and remained 
for three years. Ketuming in 1753, the regiment 
was quartered at Edinhm-ghj and there remained for 
two years, when Dr. Huck availed himself of tho 
opportunity to attend the medical lectures in that 
university. He next went out to America mider tho 
earl of Loudoim, was by that nobleman promoted to 
the rank of physician to the army, and in this capa- 
city served during the whole of the war, much to his 
own creditj and greatly to the benefit of the troops 
under his care. Aft^r the successful expedition 
against Havannah he returned to England, hut with 
his health much impaired^ and was in consequence 
advised to spend some time upon the continent. He 
made the tour of Germany, Italy, and Prance ; when, 
returning to England with his health much improved, 
he settled in London, and commenced practice as a 
physician. He was admitted a Licentiate of tho 
College of Physicians Ist April, 17G5 ; was elected 
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physician to the Middlesex hospital in September, 
1706 ; and physician to St. Thomas's hospital in 1768, 
when ho resisrned Ms office at the formGr institntion. 
In 1777 Dr. Huck married the niece and heiress of 
Sir Charles Saunders. By this union ho acquired a 
large fortune, botli in land and money, and assimied 
the name and anus of Saunders, He now resig^ned 
Lis appointment at St. Thomas*s ho&pitM, and intro- 
duced as his successor Dr. H. R. Reynolds, who had 
been induced^ mainly on bis recommendation, to leave 
Guildiord and settle in London. In 1780 Mrs. Saun- 
ders, after a protracted illness, died ; and the doctor, 
who for many previous winters had suffered severely 
from a chronic pulmonary complaint, now became 
much worse, — his spirits drooped, and never recovered 
their former buoyancy. Although his practice was 
often interrupted by illneas, be never relinquished it 
entirely. Has reputation with the public and with 
the profession continued to increase; and on the 
18tli September, 1784^ he was admitted, speeitiU 
(gratia, a Fellow of the College. Dr. Iluek Saunders 
died 24th July, 1785, esteemed and lamented by all 
who knew him. He left two daughters : the elder 
of whom became viscountess Melville ; the younger, 
countess of Westmoreland.* 

Thomas Karr, M.D. was admitted an Extra Licen- 
tiate of the CoUege of Physicians 2l!th January, 
1785. He practised at Huntingdon, and died about 
the year 17S9. 

EoBERT Wlllan, M.D. was bom at HHI, near 
Sedbergh, in Yorkshire, in 1757, and received his 
medical education at Edinburgh, where he took the 
degree of doctor of medicine 2ith June, 1780 (D.M.I.

l>r. Bavid Pitcairn was admitted a Caudi- 
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date of the CoUe^ of Physicians 9th August, 1784 ; 
and a Pellow, loth August, 1785. He was Censor in 
1785, 1786, 1791, 1798, 1806; Gulstonian Lecturer 
and Harveian Orator in 1786 ; and Elect, 11th ilarch, 
180G. " The success of Dr. Pitcairn in practice (writes 
Dr. Macmichael) was great ; and though one or two 
other physicians might possibly derive more pecu* 
niary emolument than himself, certainly no one was 
so frequently requested by his brethren to aiford bis 
aid in cases of difficulty. He was perfectly candid 
in his opinions, and very frank in acknowledging the 
extent of hia confidence in the efficacy of medicine. 
To a young friend who had very recently graduated, 
and who had accompanied him from London to visit 
a lady ill of consumption in the country, and who, ou 
their return, was expressing his surprise at the appa- 
rent inei'tness of the prescription, wliich had been left 
behind (which was nothing more than infusion of 
roses with a little additional mineral acid), he made 
this reply : • The last thing a physician learns, in 
the course of his experience, is to know when to do 
nothing, but quietly to wait and allow uatm-e and 
time to have fair jjlay in checking the progress of 
disease and gradually restoring the strength and 
health of the patient.' Ilia manner was siniple, 
gentle, and dignified ; from his kindness of heart he 
was frequently led to give more attention to Ids 
patients than could well be demanded from a phy- 
sician ; and as this evidently sprung from no in- 
terested motive, ho often acquired considerable in- 
fluence over those whom he had attended during 
sickness- No medical man, indeed, of hie eminence 
in Loudon, perhaps, ever exercised his profession to 
such a degree gratuitously. Besides, few persons 
ever gained so extensive an acquaintance with the 
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various orders of Bocicty. He associated much with 
gentlemen of the law, had a taste for the ftne arts, 
and Ills employment as a physician to the largest 
hospital in the kingdom made known to Mm a very 
great numher of persons of every rank and description 
in life. His person was tall and erect; his countenance 
during youth was a model of manly beauty; and 
even in advanced life he was accounted remarkahly 
handsome. But the prosperous views that all these 
combined advantai^s might reasonably open to him 
were not of long endurance, 

111 health obliged him to give up his profession, 
and quit his native country* He embarked for Lis- 
bon in the summer of 1798, where a stay of eighteen 
months in the mild climate of Portugal, during which 
period there was no recurrence of the spitting of 
blood with which he had been affected, emboldened 
him to return to England, and for a few years more 
resume the practice of his profession. But his health 
continued delicate and precarious ; and in the spring 
of the year 1809 ho fell a victim to a disease that had 
hitherto escaped the observation of medical men, 
Pitcaim, though he had acquired great practical 
knowledgCj and had made many original observations 
upon the history and treatment of diseases, never 
published anything himself; but the peculiar and 
melancholy privilege was reserved for him to eu- 
lighten his profession in the very act of dying. 

On the 13th of April he complained of a soreness 
in his throat ; which, however, ho thought so lightly 
of that ho continued his professional visits during 
that and the two following days. In the night of 
the 15th his throat became worse, in consequence 
of which he was copiously bled at his own desire, 
and had a large blister applied over liis throat. On 
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tlie erening of the 16th Dr. Baillic called upon him 
accidentally* not having been apprised of his illness ; 
and, indeed, even then obeezred no symptom that 
indicated danger. But the disease advanced in the 
course of that night, and a number of leeches were 
applied to the throat early in the morning. At 
eleven o'clock In the forenoon, Br. BaiUie again saw 
him. His coontcnanoe was now sank, his pulse 
feeble and unequal, his breathing laborious, and his 
voice nciariy gone. In this lamentable state he wrote 
upon a piece of paper that he conceived his windpipe 
to 1:>e the princip^d seat of his complaint, and that 
this was the croup. The tonsils were punctured, 
some blood obtained, and a little relief appeared to 
have been derived from the operation. Between four 
and five o'clock in the afternoon, his situation seemed 
considerably improved, but soon afterwards a slight 
drowsiness came on. At eight, the patient's breath- 
ing ])ccame suddenly more difficult, and in a few 
minutes he was dead. This was the first case of this 
peculiar affection of the throat that has been dis- 
tinctly recognised and described. It was an inflam- 
mation of the larynx, or upper part of the wiudpipe, 
of so insidious a nature as hitherto to have passed 
unnoticed.

26th June, 1786. He was a fellow of the Royal 
Society, and is represented as a person of eKtensive 
Bcientiflc attainments. After practising for many 
yeara at Greenwich he retired to Scotland, and died 
at Whitehaut^h, AherdeensMro, Gth September, 1819, 
in the 7 Ith year of his age. 

George Sakdeman, M.D. was bom in Perthshire, 
and received his medical edueation at Edinburgli, 
where he graduated doctor of medicine 12th Septem- 
ber, 1769 (D.MJ. de llheo Palmato). He was ad- 
mitted a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 26tb 
June, 1786; and died at his house in Ited Lion-

William Lowdeb, M.D. was born at Southampton, 
and graduated doctor of medicine at Aberdeen Cth 
March, 1775. lie was admitted a Licentiate of the 
College of Physicians 26th June, 1786. 

TnoMAS Dale, M.B. was the son of an American 
physician, who was not only a member of the Upper 
House of Assenibly, but also a judge and justice of 
the peace at CharlestOTiTi, in South Carolina. Dr. 
Dale left America at an early age, and received hia 
preliminary education at St. Paul's school ; whence he 
proceeded to IIdinburgh» where, after a residence of 
five years, he took his degree of doctor of medicine 
12th June, 1775 (D.M.I, do Erysipelatc). He was 
admitted a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 
26th June, 1786, and for a long series of yeara main- 
tained a highly respectable position in the city of 
Loudon. He died at his house in Dovonshire-square, 
Bishopsgate, 21st February, 1816, aged 67. Dr. Dale 
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was a good classical scholnr, and was well acquainteil 
with most of the European languages. Uo was one 
of the eight persons who instituted tho Literary Fund. 
In 17i)0 he accepted the honorary office of registrar 
of the society, the duties of which he performed with 
great zeal for many years. 

PimiP Pitt "Walsh, M.D. — A native of Ireland, 
and a doctor of medicine of Edinhurgh of 12th Sep- 
tember, 1780 (B.M.I, de Luis Venercai Stadio eon- 
firmato) ; was admitted a Licentiate of the College of 
Physicians 26th June, 1786. He practised chiefly as 
an accoucheur, delivered lectures on midwifery, and 
was physician to tho British Lying-in hospital. He 
was the author of " Practical Observations on Puer- 
peral Pever," 8vo. Lond, 1787; and died at hia 
bouse in Ely-place 25th December, 1787. 

William Blackbubne, M,D, was horn at Rich- 
mond in Torksliire, and educated at Edinhurgh, 
where he took the degree of doctor of medicine 24th 
June, 1781 (D.M.L de Sale). He practised for a 
short time at Durham, but soon removed to London; 
and was admitted a Licentiate of the College of Phy- 
sicians 20t.h Juncj 1786. He was elected physician 
to the "Westminster hospital in 1791, but I'caigned 
that office in 1794. He died at Eastcot-houscj near 
"Wells, CO. Somerset, on the 9th April, 1835, in the 
80th year of his age. 

Sir John Macnamara Hates, Baet. M.D. — A 
native of Limerick, and a doctor of medicine of 
Eheims of 30th March, 1781 ; was admitted a Licen- 
tiate of the College of Physicians 2Gth June, 1786. 
He had serv^ed with distinction as a surgeon in the 
army, but at the time of his admission by the College 
was one of the physicians to the forces. He was 
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appointed physician extraordinapy to tlie prince of 
Wales in 1791 ; and was elected physician to the 
Westminster hospital in 1792, but resigned his office 
there in 1794, He was created a Baronet in 1797 ; 
and at the time of his death, which occurred 19th 
July, 1809, in las 61st year, from acute laryngitis, 
was inspector-general of the militajy department at 
Woolwich. 

Teomas Savage, M.D. — A native of StaflFordshire, 
and a doctor of medicine of Rheims, of 5th June, 
1753 ; was admitted a Licentiate of the College of 
Physicians 2Gth June, 1786. He enjoyed a large 
obstetric practice, and died at hia house in Conduit- 
street, lith March, 1804, in the 80th year of his age. 

John Cooper, M.D,— A native of Kidderminster, 
and a doctor of medicine of St. Andrew's, of 2l8t 
June, 1779 ; was admitted by the College a licen- 
tiate in Midwifery 26th Jime, 1786. 

Robeut Knox, M.D, was a native of Edinburgh, 
and a doctor of medicine of St, Andrew's, of 5th 
March, 1750. lie was admitted a Licentiate of the 
College of Physicians 1st April, 1765, and was then 
physician to the army. Dr, Knox was elected pby-* 
Bician to the Middlesex hospital 10th February^ 1769.

John Clarke, M.D. was bom iu 1758 at Wellinc?- 
borough in Northamptonshirt', ajad Avaa the son of 
Mr. John Clarke, a sur^on of that town. He was 
educated at St. Paulas school, of which ho rose to be 
"captain." His medical education was obtained at 
St, George's hospital, and by attendance on the lec- 
tures of the two Hunters, Dr. George Fordyce, Dr. 
Osborne, and Dr. Denman, with the two latter of 
whom he was afterwards associated as a lecturer on 
midwifery. lie became a member of the Corjjoration 
of Surgeons, and then commenced business in Chan- 
cery-lane, where he soon began to reap the fruits of 
his exertions both as a teacher and practitioner. As 
a lecturer on midwifery, he speedily gained a deserv- 
edly high reputation ; his lectures contained a fund 
of information ; the principles of the art were clearly 
and succinctly developed, and his practical precepts 
were precise, ■sveU considered, and in the iiighest 
dcf>Tee judicious. He was chiefly solicitous to sim- 
plify the management of difficult cases and improve 
the after treatment ; and how well ho succeeded, our 
best obstetrical writers bear ample testimony. He 
was a good classical scholar, a man of indomitable 
industry and perseverauce, and possessed of all the 
other elements for success as a practitioner. To 
great acutcness of perception was added a prompti- 
tude in action and a fertility of resources which ob- 
tained for him the confldonee of patients and the 
aibniration of the profession. Ilis progress was 
nipid, and for many years he was confessedly at the 
head of his particular department of practice. He 
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was admitted by the Colle^ of Physicians a Licen- 
tiate in Midwifery on the 2nd April, 1787, and 
shortly afterwards removed from Chancery-lane to 
the West-end. About the year 1791 he obtained a 
degree of doctor of medicine from one of the Seoteh 
universities. Dr. Clarke eventually withdrew from 
the practice of midwileiy, reaigntng that portion of 
his business to bis brother Mr., subaequcntly Sir 
Charles Mansfield ClarkCj Bart. M,D., and thence- 
forward limited his attention to tbo diseases of 
women and children. For some time before his 
death, which occurred in August, 1815, from organic 
disease of the stomach and ascites, Dr. Clarke had 
withdrawn in great measure from practice, and re- 
sided during half the year in the country.

James Robertson Barclay, M.D. wa^ bom in 
Fifeshire» and educated at Balliol college, Oxford, 
where he took the two degrees in arts, A,B, 19th 
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April, 1776 ; A.M. 10th October, 1778 ; and in April, 
1 1780, was elected one of the RadcUffe traveUinsf fel- 
' lows. As a memher of University college he pro- 
ceeded M.B. 10th October, 1783 ; M,D. 20th October, 
1783 ; was admitted a Candidate of the College of 
Physicians 10th April, 1786; and a T^ellow, 25th 
June, 1787. He was Censor in 1787, 1792, 1800 ; 
Gulstonian Lecturer, 1788 ; Harveian Orator, 1790 ; 
Croonian Lecturer, 1791 ; and was named an Elect 
26th December, 1800. He was elected physician to 
St. George's hospital 27th May, 1785, and continued 
in that office until 1800. He was appointed physi-

Martin Wall, M.D. was born at Worcester, and 
was the son of John Wall, M.D. a distinguished phy- 
sician of that city.

John Littlehales, M.D, was born in Shropshire, 
and educated at Pembroke college, Oxford, as a mem- 
ber of which he took the two degrees in arts, A.B, 
15th June, 1775; A.M. 30th April, 1778; when, 
coming before the College of Fhysiciaus, he was, on 
the 25th June, 1778, admitted an Extra Licentiate. 
He then settled at Winehester ; and, accumulating his 
degrees in physic, proceeded M.D. at Oxford 9th 
July, 1782. He was admitted a Candidate of the 
College of Physicians 26th June, 1786 ; and a Pellow, 
26th June, 1787. He was physician to the Win- 
chester hospital ; and died 2nd January, 1810, aged 
57 years, A monument to his memory in Winchester 
cathedral bears the following inscription : — "' 

Near to thia place are deposited the rcm&iaa of Jitas Littlehales, 
MJt. Fellow of the Royal College of Physicians, and formerly of 
Pembrolce College, Oxford. His emineut profesaioDal talents, by the 
blessing of Divine Providnnce, were succesBfnlly exerted with a gene- 
rosity ao diBtinguialied, and btnefieence to tbe poor eo diffusive and 
Unwt^aried, amidst a very extended practice^ tliat his decojise vnan an 
event most deeply regretted and }ani6Dtt;d. The principal inhabltanta 
of Winchester and its neighbourhood h^ve erected this monument as 
a public record of tbeir affectionate gratitude to the memoi^ of their 
friend and benefactor : but from the Saviour of the world, whose 
faith he adorned by a life devoted to Christian benevolence, he will 
receive his final reward.

He received his school edu- 
cation at Fouran, and was transferred thence to H 
university of Aberdeen, where he was created mastc 
of arts when only fourteen years of age. Ilarii 
evinced a jmrtiality for the medical profession^ 
was sent, when fiftcon years of age, to his uncle 
John Fofdyco, who was then practising at UppinjSf- 
ham, in Northamptonshire. He remained with him 
for some years, and then proceeded to Edinbur^li, 
where he took the degree of doctor of mcdieine l:jtb 
October, 1758 {D.M.I, de Catarrho). Dr. Pordyoo 
then came to London, but soon went over to Leyden 
for the express jmrpose of studying anatomy under 
Albinus, and pathology under Gaubius. Returniiiff 
to London, he at once commenced a course of le^ 
turea on chemistry. This was attended by nine 
pupils. In 17(34 he began to lecture also on materia 
medica and the practice of physic. These three sub^ 
jecta he continued to teach with rapidly incrcasiilf 
reputation for nearly thirty years, giving for the most 
part three coursea of lectures on each subject in every 
year. A course lasted nearly foui* mouths, and dur- 
ing it a lecture was delivered six times in the week, 
Hia time of teaching cotmnenced about seven o^clock 
in the morning and ended at ten o'clock, bis lectures 
on the tliree subjects being given one inmicdiatcly 
after the other. Ho was admitted a Licentiate of 
the College of Physicians 25tb Jime, 17ti5 ; and in 
1770 was chosen jihysiciau to St, Thomas's hospital, 
after a very sharp contest with Dr, subsequently Si 
William Watson, the number of votes in. hia lavo\ 
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bein^ 109, in that of his opponent 106. In 1774 Dr. 
Pordyce became a member of the Literary Club ; and 
in 1776 a fellow of the Royal Society. He was ad- 
mitted a Fellow of the College of Physicians, speciali 
gratia, 25t.h June, 1787 ; waa Censor in 1787, 1792, 
ISOO ; Gulstonian Lecturer in 1789 ; and Ilarvefan 
Orator in 1791. He died at his house in Essex-street, 
Strand, 25th May, 1802, and w£is buried at St. Aiine*s 
Soho. A good memoir of this distinguished physi- 
cian, from the pen of his Mend and colleague Dr. 
Wells, is to be seen in the *' Gentleman's Magazine '^ 
for June, 1802. Dr. Pordyce contributed several

Joseph Hart Myers, M.D, was bom at New 
Yorkj where he received his preliminary education. 
At a comparatively early age he was sent to this 
country, when he commenced the study of kis futm^e 
profession by attendance on the lectures of Br, 
William Hunter and Dr. George Fordyce. From 
London ho removed to Edinburgh, whore, after a 
residence of four years, he took the degree of doctor 
of medicine 24th June, 1779 (B.M.I, de Biabete). 
Dr. Myers then visited Leyden, Paris, BcrHn, and 
Vienna, making a considerable stay in each ; when he 
returned to England and settled in London- He was 
H admitteti a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 
H 25th June> 1787 ; wa« soon afterwards appointed 
I physician to the Portuguese liowpital and to the

Edward Long Fox, M.B. — A doctor of medicine 
of Edinhurgh of 24.th June, 1781 (D.M.I de Voce 
Humanll) ; was admitted an Extra Licentiate of the 
College of Physicians 26th June, 1787. He practised 
at Bristol; was chiefly engaged in the treatment of 
insanity ; and died at Brislington house, near Bristol, 
in 1835, aged seyenty-four, 

John Fokd, M.D. was admitted an Extra Lice: 
tiate of the College of Physicians 4th September] 

1787. 

William AirsxrN, M.D. was horn in Gloucester- 
shire, and educated at AYadham college, Oxford, as a 
memher of which he proceeded A.B. 9th November, 
1776; A.M. 8th July, 1780; M.B. 12th Pebruary, 
1782; M.D. 4th February, 1783. He was elected 
physician to the Kadcliife infirmary 9th April, 1783, 
and with imexampled rapidity attained to extensive 
practice in Oxfordshire. Ambitious of a wider sphere 
for his exertions, he in 1786 resigned his office at 
the infirmary and removed to London, where a similar 
but more brilliant success attended him than in hi« 
former situation, his professional receipts soon ei 
ceeding four thousand pounds a year. He was 
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mitted fi Candidate of the College of Physicians 30th 
September, 1786; a Fellow, 1st October, 1787 ; he was 
Censor in 1788; and Gnlstonkn Lecturer in 1790. 
Dr. Austin was elected physician to St. Bartholomew 'a 
hospital 10th Au^ist, 1786 ; but was suddenly cut off 
by fever on the 2l6t January, 1793.* His only 
published work was, —

Snt Paul Jodhell, M.D. was the son of Paul 
Jodi'ell, esq. solieitor-g^encral to Frederick prince 
of Wales, by bis wife Elizabeth, a daughter of 
Richard Warner, esq. of ^NortU Elmham, co. Norfolk- 
He was bom in Middlesex, and educated at St, John's 
college, Carabridjje, of which house he was a fellow. 
He proceeded A.B. 17C9; A.M. 1772; M.D. 1786; 
was admitted a Candidate of the College of Physieiana 
30th September, 1786; and a Fellow, 1st October, 
1787. He was elected physician to the London 
hospital 6th December, 1786, but resided that office 
in November, 1787, when he went out to India in 
the capacity of physician to the nabob of Areot. 
That potentate had applied to George the Third to 
send him a physician. Sir George Uaker, then pre- 
sident of the College, being consultedj recommended 
Dr. Jodrell, who was thereupon appointed. He re- 
ceived the honour of knighthood, proceeded forthwith 
to India, and died at Madras in 1803.

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JoiTN Ash, M.D, was bom in Warwicksliire in 
1723, and educated at Trinity college, Oxford, as a 
member of which he proceeded A.B. 21st Octoher, 
1743; A.M. 17th Octoher. 17i(5; M.B. 1st December, 
1750; M.D. 3rd July. 1754. He settled at Biiv 
mini^ham, Tvhcre ho soon got into extensive business, 
and was for many years the ofaele of the profession 
tlkrou^hout a widely extended district around Bir- 
mingham. He was the founder and first physician 
of the General hospital of that town. In 1786 Dt* 
Ash's health gaxo way^ and having by that time 
accmnulated a handsome foi*tmie, he made prepara- 
tions for removing to London. He was admitted a 
ididatc of the College of Physicians 22nd De- 
'cember, 1786; in the following year resigned his 
office at the Birmingham hos2)ital ; and then, removing 
to Loudon, was admitted a I'ellow of the College 22nd. 
December^ 17B7. He was Censor in 1789, 1703 ; Haiv 
Tciau Orator, 1790; Gulstouian Locturer, 1791; and 
Croonian Lectui-er 1793. Dr. Ash died at Brompton- 
row, Knightsbridge, 18th Jime, 1798, aged seventy- 
five, and was buried in Kensington church. A full- 
length portrait of him, by Sir Joshua Reynolds^ was 
engraved by Bartolozzi in 1791, It is said, with 
what truth I know not, that too close application to 
his profession having at one time affected Dr. Ash'a 
intellects, he recovered them by intense application to 
mathematics. Dr, Ash was a fellow of the Hoyal 
and Antiquarian societies, and the author of —

William Charles Wells, M.D. was born at 
Charlestown, South Carolina, in May. 1757 ; and was 
the second son of Robert Wells, a native of Scotland, 
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who had settled in Carolina in 1753, and at the 
time of his son's birth carried on the business of a 
bookseller and printer of a newspaper. Before the 
younger Wells was eleven years of ai^e ho was sent 
to Scotland to a grammar school at Dumfries, where 
he remained about two years and a half, when, 
having finished the course of studies pursued there, he, 
in 1770, went to Edinburgh and attended several of 
the lower classes of the university. He returned to 
Charlcstown in 1771, and was placed as an appren- 
tice with Dr. Alexander Garden, the chief practi- 
tioner of physic in that place, and well known to 
naturalists by his couunnnications to the Itoyal 
Society. In 1775, soon after the commencement of 
the American war, lie left Charlestown suddenly and 
came to London. lie had been called upon to sign 
a paper denominated ** The Association," the object 
of which was to unite the people in a resistance to 
the chiims of the British Government. This he posi- 
tively refused to do, and neither the authority of hia 
master nor the remonstrances of hie friends wero 
enough to shake his determination. In the autumn 
of 1775 he repaired to Edijiburgh, and commenced 
attendance on the medical lectures. He continued 
there three yearsj and passed the usual examinations 
in the summer of 1778, but did not then graduate. 
In the autumn he refcuracd to Loudon, attended lec- 
tures on anatomy and luidwifery, and entered as a 
surgeon's pupil at St. Bartliolomew's hospital. Early 
in 1779 he went to Holland as surgeon to a Scotch 
regiment in the service of the United Provinces. In 
thi3 position he reimiincd about a year, when a 
quarrel with his commanding officer induced him 
to throw up his commission in disgust. He there- 
upon retired to Leydcn, occupied liimsell'in the com-

BaiUs(% who prowd himwplf erer 
afterwards his steady, warm, and affeccaanate friend. 
In the spring of 17 80 I>r. TTells spent three months 
in Pans ; and in the autumn of that Tear fixed him- 
self in London as a phrdcim. He commomed prao- 
taoe witbout anr pecuniarjr resources ; and, Botvrith- 
■tending the striirtest eeonomj, stcaitened means were 
nnfartonately his lot throng Hfe. He was admitted 
a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 17tb March, 
17b8 ; was appointed physician to the pinsbiuy dis- 
pensary in 1700; assistant physician to St. Thomas's - 
hospital in 17d$ ; and full physicisn to that institn^ 
tion in ISOO, He n-as elect^ a fellow of the Royal 
Sociely in 1793 ; and a feUow of the Boyal Society 
of Edinburgh in 1614. In 1816 the Boyal Society of 
London awarded him the Bomibrd medal for his ori- 
ginal and scientific researches on Dew^ a subject with 
which his name must ever be inseparably connected. 
Ur. WcUs was one of the most active and enersretic 
of the Licentiates in their contest with the College ; 
and was the author of a clever and spirited "Letter 
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to Lord Kenyon" on that subject. Though Dr. Wells 
did not succeed in obtaining private business, he was 
a shrewd and observing physician. As a careful 
observer and a cautious reasoner he had few equals 
among his contemporaries, and no superiors. His 
papers on Erysipelas, on Scarlatinal Bropsy, on llheu- 
matism of the Heart, and on Albuminous Urine, in 
the Transactions of a Society for the promotion of 
Medical and Chirurgical KnowledgCj are sufficient 
proofs of his qualitications in these respects. His 
papers read before the Eoyal Society, and published 
in their " Transactions," are in like manner evidences 
of his high attainments as a philosopher. " Ue was," 
writes one who knew him wellj ** laboriously diligent, 
eager and steady in his pursuits, and less satisfied 
Mith any present success than cheered by it in his 
attempts to obtain greater- He was frugal, yet libe- 
ral; high minded, and unwilling to be obliged, per- 
haps uneasy under obligationj but most grateful for 
kindness; resentful but placable; h*ascible, and in- 
dulging his feeling when it arose from trifling causes, 
but exercising the utmost self-command under very 
great provocation, if the occasion was important and 
propriety required it ; indignant at insolence and 
oppression, and regardless of all personal consequences 
in the expression of his indignation ; but submissive 
to the appointments of heaven, and calm and cheer- 
ful under the sutlerings which flowed from them; a 
sense of duty was the paramount feeling in his mind, 
to which hatred and love, fear and desire gave way, 
and which danger and difficulty sei^ved only to make 
more active and vigorous." Dr. Wells died at his 
lodgings in Serjeants*-inn, 18th September, 1S17, 
and was buried at St. Bride's Fleet-street, where a 
tablet was soon afterwards erected by one of his 
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sisters to the joint memory of himself and of liis 
father nnd mother. The inscriptioa to Dr. WeUs ii

William ^f at, H.B. was born at East Looe, in 
Cornwall, and received his general edneation in his 
native town, lie served an apprenticeship to Mr. 
Rice, a surgeon ; and then proceeded to Leyden, 
where he took his desrrce of doctor of medicine, 16th 
May, 1787. Returning to England, he determined 
on trying his fortune in London, and was appointed 
physician to the Universal dispensary. He held that 
office for a few months only ; was admitted an Extra 
Licentiate of the College of Physicians 5th June^ 
1788 ; and in the ensuing autumn fixed himself as a 
pliysieian at Truro. In 1792 he removed to Plymouth^ 
and the same year published his short "Essay on 
'^ 'Imonarj Consumption," 8vo. Plymouth, 1793. " . 
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Jaues Carmicha-El SatYTH, M.D. was born in 
Perthshire in 17^1, and educated at Edinburf^h, 
where, after a six years' course of study, he took tho 
degree of doctor of medicine 29th October, 1764 
(D.M.I, de Paralysi). In 1768 he settled as a phy- 
sician in London ; the intermediate years having 
been devoted to hospital practice in toivn, and to 
attendance on lectures at difTerent medical schools in 
France, Italy, and Holland. Dr. Smyth was ad- 
mitted a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 25th 
June, 1770 ; and was elected physician to the Middle- 
sex hospital Ith May, 1775. In 1780 he was ap- 
pointed by government to take charge of the prison 
and hospital at Winchester, where a malignant 
typhus or pestilential fever was raging with extreme 
"violence, and causing a fi-ightful mortality. To 
obviate contagion he employed the fames of nitrons 
acid, the superior efficacy of which over the measurea 
■previously adopted was quickly apparent- The hos- 
pital and prison were soon brought into a compara- 
tively healthy condition; and subsequent experimenta 
made by order of government on board one of the 
prison ships were deemed so conclusive, that parlia- 
ment, as a remuneration of his services, voted Ixim 
5000^., and shortly afterwards he received the appoint- 
ment of physician extraordinary to the king. To the 
parliamentary grant much opposition was raised. 
Dr. Johnstone, of Kidderminster, set up a counter 
claim, on the ground that his father had recom- 
mended the same acid as a remedy against infection, 
many years before the application of it by Dr, Smyth. 
Tho discovery was claimed also for the Prench nation 
by JI. Chaptal, who affii-nied that it had been used 
by Guyton Morveau in 1773, To these claims Dr. 
Smyth gave a sufficient refutation. The College of

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study of medicine ; but in the summer of 1775 re- 
moved to London, and during; two years resided 
chiefly vrith Dr. Denman, He returned to Edin- 
burgh in 1777» and took his degree of doctor of 
medicine there in 1778, (D.M.I. de Rabie Coutagiosfl, 
Tul^ Cariina.. ) Dr. Parry then visited Holland, 
Belgium, and France ; and returning to England 
settled at Bath, in November, 1779- He was ad- 
mitted a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 30th 
September, 1788. His progress at Bath was rapid; 
and by tbe time ho had been ten years there^ hlA 
professional receipts exceeded Hfteen hundred pounds 
per annum. Prom that time the amount rapidly 
increased, and is said to have varied from three to 
over six hundred a month. Of one day tbe receipts 
for separate attendanceis were fifty guineas. His 
exertions as a practitioner, pathologist, and writer 
were incessant. To these were subsequently added 
those of a scientific agriculturist. In 1787 he became 
possessed of a farm in the neighbourhood of Bath, 
and within a walk of his town residence. He there 
commenced those experiments which established his 
reputation as one of the most original and scientific 
agriculturists of his day, and obtained for him a 
succession of prices, tlie distinctions of many societiesi 
and the friendship of some of the most eminent 
persons in the land. His "Essays" on these subjects 
in the volumea of tbe Bath and West of England 
Society of AgricultLU*e» Arts, Manufactures, and 
Commerce, are numerous and important. 

As a physician, Dr* Parry was distinguished by a 
clear insight into the nature of various maladies, by 
promptness and decision in their treatment, and by 
marked humanity and kindness to his patients. In 
his professional connexions and rclatioua he waa 
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eminently liberal, and at the same time independent. 
TVIiile he treated his medical brethren and Ms pa- 
tients with candour and deference, he would submit 
to no improper dictation; nor for the purpose of 
retaining a friend or conciliating a foe, submit to any 
measure which was incon&istent with the strietest 
integrity. In his opinion the qualities of the gen- 
tleman and really honest man were necessarily asso- 
ciated in the charaetor of the physician. Dr. Parry's 
writings hear ample evidence of the extent of his 
pathological investigations, the aenteness of bis per- 
ception, and the originality of his views. They 
exerted a wide and on the whole a beneficial in- 
fiuence on pathology and practice, and deserve more 
attention than is now accorded to them. Dr. Parry 
was for many years physician to the Bath general 
hospital. He was a fellow of the Royal Society, a 
vice-president of the Bath and West of England 
Society of Agriculture, a member of the Society of 
Katural History of Gottingen, and an honorary mem- 
ber of the Farming Society of Ireland. On the 26th 
October* 1818, he was suddenly arrested in his career 
of usefulness and prosperity by an attack of paralysis, 
which deprived him of the use of his right side, and 
during the remainder of his life rendered his speech 
imperfect and almost unintelligible* Though his ex- 
istence had become a state of complicated bodily 
disease and snflering, his mental activity never de- 
serted him, and he was able to amuse himself by 
reading during many hours of the day. Dr. Parry 
died at Bath on the 9th March, 1822/aged 66, and 
was buned in the Abbey churcli, where a handsome 
monument to his memoiy presents the fullowmg in- 
scription : —

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A>'DREW Mabshaxl, M.D. was bom in 1742, at 
Park-hill, near ^ewbursrh, Fifeshire, and wa* des- 
tined by his father to be a dis^nting minister. With 
this view he was sent when sixteen years of age to 
an institation at Abemethy, where he studied phi- 
losophy and divinity. "Whilst there he published in 
a p»iodical work a short essay on Coraposition, some 
remarks in which gave offence to his co-religionist8, 
and he was summoned before the synod of his sect 
at Edinburgh, by whom, on refusing to retract, he was 
excommunicated. He was then nineteen years of a^» 
and at once proceeded to Glasgow, where he divided 
his time between teaching Greek at a school, and 
attending lectures in the university. At twenty-one 
years of age he became tutor in a gentieman*a family 
in the island of Islav, and remained in that office 
four years, after which he went to Edinburgh, where 
he gave private lessons in Greek and Latin to stu- 
dents of the university. Hitherto he had regarded 
himself as a student of divinity, but his views about 
this time were directed to medicine. In 1777 he 
was enabled by the assistance of a friend to visit 
London for professional improvement, when he at- 
tended the lectures of Dr. Hunter on anatomy, and 
those of John Hunter on siirgery. The following 
year he was appointed surgeon to the 83rd, or Glasgow 
regiment, and continued to hold that office until the 
corps was disbanded. He took his degree of doctor 
of medicine at Edinburgh 12th September, 1782 
(P.M.I. de ililitum Salute TuendA), and then, settling 
in London^ commenced lecturing on anatomy. These 
lectures he continued with much reputation for nearly 
thirty years. Dr. Marshall was admitted a Licentiate 
of the College of Physicians 30th September, 1788 ; 
and died from disease of the bladder, at his house in 
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Bartlett's-buildings, Ilolborn, 2nd April, 1813, in the 
71st year of liis a£;e. lie was the author of "An 
Essay on Ambition/* and a translation of the Three 
Fii-st Books of Simsoa*s Conic Sections, and aft^r hia 
death there appeared from his pen —

.11 Joseph Pox, M.D. was born in Cornwall, and 
educated as an apothecary, in which capacity he 
practised for some years at Falmouth. Having ac- 
quired by marriage and his profession a small inde- 
pendence, he determined on trying his fortune in 
London as a physician. He went therefore to Edin^ 
burgh, where he studied for Bome time ; and on the 
1st Pebruary, 17S3, was created doctor of medicine 
by the university of St. Andrew*s. Shortly after this 
Dr. Pox settled in London. He was admitted a 
Licentiate of the College of Physicians 30th Sep- 
tember, 1788, and on the 30th April following was 
elected physician to the London hospital. In the 
spring of 1800 he was compelled by his increasing 
private engt^oments to resign that appointment; and, 
having by that time accumulated a fortune fully 
adequate to the supply of all hia wants, he soon 
afterwards relinquished his practice in favour of Dr. 
Franipton, and quitted London* He retired first to 
Falmouth, and aften\"ard8 to Plymouth, where ho 
died on the 25th February, 1832, aged seventy-three, 

JoiiH 8tark Robertson, M.D. — A doctor of medi- 
cine, but of what university is not recorded, was 
admitted a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 
30th September, 1788. 

Louis PoiGNAifD, M.D. was admitted by the CoUcge 
of Physicians a Licentiate in Midwifery 30th Sep- 
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terolwr, 17&S. He was appointed physician-aocoueheur 
to the Sliddlesex hospital 22nd March, 17&8 ; and 
died in June, 1809, He was the author of —

Richard PEARSoy, M.D. was horn at Birmin^liam 
in 1765, and educated at the gTammar-school of 
Sutton Caldfield during the mastership of Mr. Webb, 
an accomplished classical scholar, and snhsequently 
under Dr. Rose of Chiswick. His medical education 
was commenced under Mr. Tomlinson, a practitioner 
of good repute in Birmingham. "Whilst with liim 
he obtained the gold medal from the Royal Humane 
Society for the best dissertation on the signs of 
death with reference to its distinction from the 
state of suspended animation. Proceeding to Edin- 
burgh, he graduated doctor of medicine 24th June, 
1786 (D.M.I, de ScrophulA). After travelling for 
two years through Germany, France, and Italy, 
in company with tbe honourable Mr. Knox, after- 
wards Lord Northland, he returned to England, and 
was admitted a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 
22nd December, 1788. He settled in his native town, 
Birmingham, and was elected physician to the Gene- 
ral Hospital there in September, 1792. He resigned 
his appointment at the hospital in 1801, when he 
removed to London, where he remained some years, 
but then withdrew to Reading, and from Reading to 
Sutton. Eventually he returned to Birmingham, 
where, in conjunction with Mr, Sands Cox, he took 
an active part in the establishment of the medical 
school of that town. Dr. Pearson died at Birmingham 
11th January, 1836, in the seventy*firet year of his 
age, and was interred in the bui*iaUground of St. 
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Paul's chapel in that town. He was a fellow of the 
Society of Antiquaries, and a very Toluminoua writer. 
At the earnest desire of the editor, the Venerable 
Archdeacon Nares, he wrote the medical reviews in 
" The British Critic," He contrihuted the articles 
on metlicine in the early part of Kees's Cyclopedia, 
and was associated witli Dr. Hutton and Dr. Shaw 
in the Abridgement of the Philosophical Transactions.

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12th September, 17S8 (D.MJ. de Fluxtis Menstrui 
Indole Causisqup); Mas admitted a Licentiate of the 
CoUoge of Physicians 25th June, 17bt), 

John* Latham, M.D. was the eldest son of the Rev. 

John Latham, A.B. of Oriel college, Oxford, minister 

of Siddington in ChesKiro, by his wife Sarah, daxighter 

of Kichnrd Podmore, esq. of Sandl)ach in the same 

eounty, and was born on the 29th December, 1761, at 

GawBworth, eo, Chester, in the house of bis great- 

unele the Rev. William Hall, then rector of that 

parish. He received his early education at the 

Grammar school of Maneliester, and in 177S was 

entered at Brazenose collc^, Oxford, as a member of 

which he proceeded A.B. 9th February, 1782; AJM^. 

15th October, 1784; M.B. 3rd May, 1786; M.D. 3rd 

April. 1788- He married in 1784-; and, liaWng 

obtained from the university a licence to practise* 

commenced business at Manchester. He was elected 

physician to the infirmary of that town in 1781, but 

resigned his office in 1786, when he removed to 

Oxford; and on the 11th July, 1787, was appointed 

physician to the Radeliffc infirmary. In the following 

year Dr. Latham settled in London ; was admitted 

a Candidate of the College of Physicians 30th 

September, 1788; and a Pellow. 30tli September, 1789. 

He was elected physician to the Middlesex hospital 

15th October, 1789, and about the same time physician 

to the Magdalen hospital. On the l7th January, 

1793, he received the appointment of physician to 

St. Bartholomew's hospital, when ho resigned bis 

office at the Middlesex. Dr. Latham from the first 

was an active, and soon became a verj' influential, 

EeUow of the College. In 1792 he undertook to 

arrange the library, which hod fallen into great dia- 
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order, and he accomplished the task in a manner so 
satisfactory to his colleagues that he was unanimously 
voted one hundred pounds. lie M^aa Censor in 1790, 
1791,, 1801, 1803, 1807; Gulstonian Lecturer, 1793; 
Harveian Orator, 1791 ; Croonian Lecturer, 1795 ; 
Elect, Ml July, 1806 ; and President, 1813, 1814, 
1816, 1816, 1817, 1818. 1819. Dr. Latham's exertions 
on settling in London were excessive, and he soon 
obtained a large and lucrative practice. In 1795 he 
was appointed physician extraordinary to the Prince 
of Wales, and he was re-appointed to the same office 
on the accession of that Prince to the throne in 1820. 
"At the age of 46/' says the writer of an interesting 
memoir of him in the "Medical Gazette," 5th May, 
181'3, ** Dr. Latham was worn out by the hard labour 
of his early success. He was believed to be coU' 
sumptive and he retired into the country, it was 
thought to die. He had a few years previously pur- 
chased an estate at Sandbach, Cheshire, whither he 
removed, and, under tlic influence of country air aud 
complete relaxation from the cares and toils of pro- 
fessional business, eventually recovered. He there- 
upon returned to London, and resumed the exercise 
of his profession. Ho felt, however, that if he was to 
keep the health he had regained, he must never again 
put it to the same hazard. Accordingly he now re- 
moved far away from the sphere of his former husiness. 
He left Bedford-row and settled in Harley-street. And 
hero for twenty years he enjoyed, with a more mode- 
rate practice, a larger share of health than he had 
known during the days of his greater labour and 
greater success. In 1829, having reached his 68tU 
year, Dr. Latham finally left London. Pourteen 
years of lile yet remained to him. Por two-thirds of 
this period he enjoyed the comforts which are still 
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within the reach of a vigorous old age. For the last 
third was reserved the sharpest of all bodily aJBic- 
tions — the formation and gradual increase of stone in 
the bladder. Under this he sank, and died at his ee&t, 
Bradwall-hall, Cheshire, on the 20th April, 1843, in 
the 82nd j'ear of his age, having then been for eome 
years the father of the College, Those who knew 
Dr. Latham, both bis patients and brother physicians, 
speak of him with great esteem and affection. His 
patients remember the confidence and encouragement 
which accompanied his address, his sincerity, Ms 
straightforwardness, and his liberality ; and there are 
physicians now grey-headed who speak of the kind- 
ness and countenance they received from him in the 
days of their youth. But the highest virtues of good 
men are unseen by the world while they live, and are 
kept sacred for the solace and contemplation of their 
families when they die. More, therefore, need not 
be said of Dr. Latham, except that he was singularly 
temperate, when temperance was hardly yet thought 
to be a virtue ; he was most pure in life and conver- 
sation when to have been otherwise would have pro- 
voked no censure; and he was not ashamed to be 
religious when religion had yet no recommendation 
or countenance from the world." 

Dr. Latham's portrait, in liis robes as President of 
the College of PhysicianSj was painted by Jackson 
and engraved by Sievier. He was a fellow of the

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John Mayo, M.D. was born in Herefordshire, and 
eomniencecl his university education at Brasenose 
college, Oxford, as a member of whieh he took the 
degree of A.B* 14th January, 1782 ; but then, re- 
moving to Oriel, proceeded A.M. 2nd June, 1785 ; 
M.B. 31st Januai7, 1787; M.D. 16th July, 1788. 
Admitted a. Candidate of the College of Physicians 
30th September, 1788 ; and a FeUow, 30th September, 
1780; he was Censor in 1790, 1795, 1797. 1804, 1808 ; 
Harveian Orator in 1795 ; and Elect, 10th April, 
1807, which hist ollice he resigned 6th October, 1813. 
Dr. Mayo was appointed physician to the Foundling 
hospital in 1787, and physician to the Middlesex 
hospital 6th November, 1788. The latter oflBce he 
resigned in 1803 ; the former in 1809. He was also 
physician in ordinary to the princess of Wales. For 
many years before his death it was Dr. Mayo's 
custom to divide his time between London and Tun- 
bridge AVellSj residing at the latter diirtng the 
summer months. There he enjoyed the implicit 
confidence of all ranks, and took the undisputed lead 
in the medical business and emoluments of that town 
and neighbourhood. Dr. Mayo fixed his permanent 
abode there in 1817 j and dying in 1818, aged 58, was 
buried at Speldhurst. Dr. Mayo published a small 
pamphletj entitled '*The Information and Complaint 
made to the Court at the Hospital for the Mainte- 
nance and Education of exposed and deaei*ted Chil- 
dren, 8vo. Lond. 1790." 

Cheistopher Stanger, M.D. was bom at White- 
haven, in Cumberland ; and commenced his medical 
education by an apprenticeship to a surgeon at New- 
castle-upon-Tyne ; after which he proceeded to Edin- 
burgh, where he took the degree of doctor of medicine 
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24th June, 1783 (D.M.I, de lis quae ad Sanitatem 
tionservaiidain pluriuium couferre vidoutur). He tlieii 
visited the more celebrated medical schools upon the 
continent — Paris, Montpellier, Vienna, Gottingen, 
and Leyden ; and, after an absence of four years, re- 
turned to England and settled in London. He was 
adtnittod a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 
30th September, 1789 ; was appointed Gresham pro- 
fessor of physic in 1790 ; and physician to the Foujid- 
ling hospital in 1792. He died 21st September, 1634, 
aged 75* Dr. Stanger was a person of extensive 
attainments and great energy of character. He ob- 
tained much notoriety in his day by hia contest vitb.

John Xott, M.D, waa bom at Worcester 24th 
December, 1751, Of his general education but little 
is known ; at an early period he evinced a taste for 
poetic composition, and is said to have made some 
happy tnuislationa from the Latin classics. He 
commenced his medical studies under Mr. Hector 
of Birmiugham, and then removed to London, 
where he continued them under Sir Caesar Haw* 
kins. After a residence of some time in Paris, 
he travelled for two years on the Continent, ia 
medical charge of an invalid gentleman. In 1783 
he went out as surgeon on board an East Indiamau, 
and was absent from England about three years. 
It was at this period that he learned Persian; and 
of his proftciency in that language he aftemarda 
gave a convincing proof, in a beautiful and faithful 
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translation of some of the " Odes of Haflz." On his 
ftetiuii to England, he attended hia brother and ia- 
tnily to the Continent, whither they were obliged to 
go on account of health. He came hack in 1788, 
when Dr. Warren urged him to graduate in medicine. 
He did so, but where is imcertain ; and on the 8th 
October, 1799, was admitted an Extra Licentiate of 
tlie College of Physicians ; about which timej on Dr. 
Warren's recommendation, he attended the duchess 
of Devonshire and Lady Duncannon, as their physi- 
cian, to the Continent. With that family he remained 
connected, more or less, until 1793, when he settled 
at the Hotwella, Bristol, where he practised with 
distinguished reputation and success until disabled 
by hemiphlegia. This confined him almost wholly 
to the house for the last eight years of his life. Dr. 
Nott died at Bristol in 1626, aged 75, and was in- 
terred in the old burial-ground at Clifton. He was

Thomas Stttton, M.D. was bom in Staffordshire. 
His medical education was commenced in London, 
continued at Edinburgh, and completed at Leyden, 
where he proceeded doctor of medicine 19th June, 
1787. He was admitted a Licentiate of the College 
of Physicians 29th March, 1790 ; and soon afterwards 
was appointed physician to the army. Dr. Sutton 
eventually settled at Greenwich, where he practised 
for many years with great reputation, and died in 
1835 (?) 

He was a man of much originality, a careful 
observer, acute reasoner, and a very shrewd practi- 
tioner. To him we are indebted for the description 
and discrimination of delirium tremens from the other 
diseases with which it had been previously confounded.

William Saunders, M.D. was the son of Br. 
James Saunders, an eminent physician at Banff in 
the north of Scotland, and was born in that town in 
1743. He received his medical education at Edin- 
burj^h, where he obtained the notice and friendship 
of Dr. Culien, He took his degree of doctor of 
medicine in that university 28th October, 17C6 
(B.M.I. de Antimonio), and then settled in London. 
Dr. Saunders's inaujjural exercise gave ample proof of 
bis attainments as a chemist, a circumstance which 
served probably to introduce him to Sir George 
Baker, who was then investigating the whole subject 
of Devonshire colic, and was assisted by Dr. Saunders 
in the chemical experimente necessary to the inquiry. 
He Avaa admitted a Licentiate of the College of 
Physicians 2Cth June, 1769; and on the 6th May, 
1770, was elected, chiefly through the influence of 
Sir George Baker, physician to Guy's hospital. Dr. 
Saunders's attainments in science were considerable ; 
his industry and exertions indefatigable ; and what 
he chiefly wanted to insure success was practical 
experience, which his hospital appointment now 
afforded him the opportunity of obtaining. Dr. 
Saunders's progress to eminence was rapid ; and in 
the course of a few years he was in the enjoyment of 
a very lucrative city business. He was early elected 
a fellow of the Royal and Antiquarian Societies ; 
and on the nomination of his friend Sir George 
Baker, then the President, was admitted a Fellow of 
the College of Physicians, speciali gratis, 25th June, 
1790. He served the office of Censor m 1791* 17&8, 
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1805, 1813 ; was Gulstonian Lecturer in 1792 ; and 
Uai-veian Orator in 1796, He was appointed pliy- 
sioian extraordinary to the Prince Re^nt in 1807 ; 
and died at Enfield (whither he had retired about 
three years previously) on the 29th May, 1817, aged

He delivered tlie Harvelan 
Oration in 1797. Br. Bourne was appointed reader 
of diemistry in the university of Oxford, on the 
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resignation of Dr. Beddoes ; Aldrichian professor of 
physic in 1802 ; and Lord Litchfield's professor 
of clinical medicine in 1821;. He died at Oxford, 
after a long illness, 23rd December, 1829, aged 09.

I^Iatthew Baillie, M-D. was born on the 27th 
October, 1761* at the manse of Shotts in Lanarkshire. 
He was the son of the llev. James Baillie, D.D. 
(subsequently professor of divinity in the university 
of Glasgow, a divine of excellent understandings of 
polished and dignified manners, and of a highly 
cultivated mind), by his wife Dorothea, sister of the 
celebrated anatomists William and John Hunter. 
He received !iis early edur-ation at the grammar- 
school at Hamilton, the master of which, Mr. "WTiale, 
was a man of quick parts, of various knowledge* and 
with a considerable turn for humour. He was an 
excellent Latin scholarj but not very thoroughly 
acquainted with Greek, although he had enough of 
that language for the creditable teaching of the school. 
Before Dr. Baillie had completed his thu-teenth year 
he was sent to the college of Glasgow, where he 
passed five sessions in the study of classics, mathe- 
matics, and general philosophy. Hai.'ing obtained one 
of the Scotch exhibitions at Balliol college, Oxford, he 
proceeded thither in 1779, and thenceforward sjjent his 
vacations in London, under the roof of his uncle Dr. 
William Hunter* He graduated A.B. 14th January, 
1783; A.M. 14th June, 1786; M.B. 15th July, 1786; 
M.D. 7th July, 1780. In the intervals of his resi- 
dence at Oxford, he applied himselt diligently to the 
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study of anatomj" in Ijondon, was engaged in mating 
preparations for Dr. Iliinter's lectiires, in oonductin^ 
demonstrationa, and superintending the dissections of 
the students. On the death of T>r. Hunter, in 1783^' 
Baillie inherited a sum of 5,000/, in money, the house 
and premises in Great Windmill-street until the end 
of thirty years from Dr. Hunter's death, and the use 
of the museum for the some period ; as also a small 
estate in Scotland, the latter of which he thought fit to 
hand over to the celebrated John Hunter, as havins, 
in hJH opinion, the best right to it. He sueceeded in 
addition to a moiety of the lectures, Mr. Oruikshank 
being his colleague, and gave his first course in the 
•tf»HHion of 178-1-5. As a teacher he succeeded iu 
the hif^hest dcpree; his demonstrations were remark- 
able for their clearness and precision ; abstruse and 
dimeult points under his liands became most simple 
and intrllJK'iblo; ho possessed a perfect conceptioTi of 
his subject, and imparted it A^-ith the utmost plainness 
and perspicuity to his hearers. He continued to 
lecture untQ 1799. Dr. Baillie*s practice as a phy- 
sician may be dated from the summer of 1786, when 
he took his first degree in physic; and on the 23rd 
Pebruary, 1787, ho was elected physician to St. 
George's hospital. He was admitted a Candidate of 
the College of Physicians 30th September, 1789; and 
a Fellow, 30th September, 1790. He delivered the 
Gulstonian Lcctutes in 1794 ; the Croonian Lectures in 
1796, 1797, 1798 ; and the Harveian Oration in 1798. 
He was Censor in 1791, 1796; and was named an 
Elect 27th July, 1809. Dr. Baillie's relationship to 
the Hunters, and his marriage, in. 1791, to Sophia 
daughter of Dr, Henman, tended in some degree to 
advance him as a pi-actitioner. The temporary se- 
cession from practice of Dr. David Pitcairn, the

early and intimate friend of Dr. Baillie, in 1798, to 
whom that estimable physician recommended his 
patients during his absence at Lisbon, brought a 
large accession of business to Dr. Baillie, whilst the 
death of Dr. Warren contributed in no slight degree 
to extend his practice. His private engagements 
then increased so rapidly that, in 1799, he resigned 
bis office at St, George's hospital, gave up his ana- 
tomical lectures, and, removing to GroBvenor-street, 
devoted himself entirely to practice. His professional 
receipts were very large, and are said for many suc- 
cessive years to have reached ten thousand pounds. 
In 1810 Dr- Baillie was called into consultation, with 
Sir Heni-y Halford, on the Princess Ameliaj and in 
the coiursc of his attendance was appointed physician 
extraordinary to George the Thii'd ; and, in 1814, 
physician in ordinary to the Princess Charlotte. He 
attended the king in his last illness, and was offered 
a baronetcy, an honour which he begged permission 
to decline. During many years Dr. BaUlie was in 
the habit of devoting sixteen hours of each day to 
business. Under such exertions, his health, as might 
have been expected, gave way, and compelled him at 
length to lessen his fatigues. He withdrew from all but 
consultation practice, and retired during the eummer 
months to an estate he had pui-chased in Gloucester- 
shire. In 1823 he was attacked with inflammation 
of the mucous membrane of the trachea, to reheve 
which he visited Tunbridge Wells, but without ex- 
periencing much relief. He therefore retired to his 
seat, Duntisboume-house, near Cirencester, where he 
expired on the 23rd September, lS23j aged sixty-two. 
Upon intelligence of the death of Dr. Baillie being 
received by the College of Physicians, the following 
record was directed to be inserted in the Annals* i — 

• 30th SeptcmlK-r, 1623. 
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" That our posterity may know the extent of our 
obligation to the benefactor whose death we al 
deplore, be it remembered that Dr. Baillie g^ve th«| 
whole of his most valuable collection of anatomical 
preparations to the College, and six hundred pounds 
for the preservation of the same ; and this too, after 
the example of the illustrious Harvey, in his lifetime. 
His contemporaries need not an enumeration of liis 
many virtues to account for their respectful attach- 
ment to him whilst he lived, or to justify the profound 
grief which they feel at his death ; but to the rising 
generation of physicians it may be useful to hold up 
for an example, his remarkable simplicity of heart, 
his strict and clear integrity, his generosity, and that 
religious principle by which his conduct seemed 
always to be governed,' — as well calculated to secure 
to them the respect and goodwill of their colleagues 
and the profession at large, and the high estimation 
and confidence of the public." 

By his will Dr. Baillie bequeathed to the College of 
Physicians a legacy of 300^. together with all his medi- 
cal, Burgicalt and anatomical books, and the copper- 
plates of his illustrations of morbid anatomy ; and, in 
case of his son dying without legitimate issue, a sum 
of 4,000i. nis effects were sworn under 80,000/,, and 
his will was dated 21st May, 1819. Sir Henry Halford, 
on tliti 22nd December, 182Sj having announced to 
the College the bequests contained in Dr. Baillie's 
will, read the following observations on the medical 
character of his departed friend and colleague : — 

"The same principles which guided Dr. Baillie in 
hie private and domestic life governed his public and 
professional behaviour. He was kind, generous, and 
sincere. His purse and his personal services were 
always at the command of those who could prefer a 
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proper claim to them, and every branch of the pro- 
fession met witli equal attention. Nay, such was hia 
condescensionj that he often incurred great incon- 
venience to himself by his punctual observance of 
appoiutmcnts with the humblest practitionera. 

In consultation he was candid and liberal in the 
highest degree; and so industriously gave credit to 
the previous treatment of the patient (if he could 
approve it), that the physieian who called him in 
never failed to find liiniself in the same possession of 
the good opinion of the family, as he was before the 
circumstances of the case had made a consultation 
necessaiy. 

His manner of explaining the disease, and the 
remedies recommended^ was peculiar to himself, and 
singularly happy. It was a short compressed lecture, 
in which the objects in view, and the means by which 
they were to be obtained were developed with great 
clearness of conception, and in such simple unadorned 
language as was intelligible to his patient and satis- 
factory to his coUeugue. 

Before his time it was not usual for the physician 
to do much more than prescribe remedies for tlio 
malady, and encourage the patient by such argu- 
ments of consolation as might present themselves 
to humane and cultivated minds. But as the as- 
sumed gravity and outward signs of the profession 
were now considered obsolete customs, and were by 
general consent laid aside by the physicians; and as a 
more curious anxiety began to be observed on the 
part of the patient to learn everything connected 
with his complaint, arising naturally from the im- 
proved state of general knowledge, a different conduct 
became necessary in the sick room* The innovation 
required by the spirit of modern times never could 
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have been adopted by any one more fitted by nature 
and mclinfttion to carry it into effect, than liy Dr. 
Baillie. The attention which he had paid to morbid 
anatomy, enabled him to make a nice discrimination 
in symptoms, and to distinguish between diseaaos 
which resemble each other. It gave him a oonfi- 
dcnce also in propoimdin^ Ins opinions, which our 
conjectural art docs not readily admit; and the repu- 
tation which he enjoyed universally for openness and 
sincerity, made his dietxi be received with a ready 
and unresistLng faith. 

He appeared to lay a great stresa upon the in- 
formation which be might derive from the external 
examination of his patient, and to be uiueh biflu- 
enced in the formation of his opinion of the nature 
of the complaint by this practice. He had originally 
adopted this habit from the peculiar turn of liis early 
studies; and assuredly such a method, not indis- 
criminately but judiciously employed, as he employed 
itj is a valuable auxiliary to the other ordinary means 
used by a physician of obtaining the knowledge of a 
disease submitted to him. But it is equally true that, 
notttnthstaniUng its air of mechanical precision^ such 
examination is not to be depended upon beyond » 
certain point. Great disordered action may prevail 
in a part without having yet produced such disor- 
ganization as may be sensibly felt ; and to doubt of 
the existence of a disease because it is not discover- 
able to the touch, is not only unphilosophical, but 
must surely, in many Instances, lead to unfounded 
and erroneous conclusions. One of the inevitable 
Gonsequeuces of such a system is frequent disappoint- 
ment in foretelling the issue of the malady, that most 
important of all points to the reputation of a physi- 
cian ; and though such a mode of investigation jnight 
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prove emineatly successful in the skilful hands of 
Br. Baillie» it must be allowed to be an example of 
dangerous tendency to those who have not had liis 
means of acquiring knowled^, nor enjoyed the ad- 
vantages of his great experience, nor have learned by 
the previous steps of education and good discipline 
to reason and judge correctly. The quickness uith 
which a physician of keen perception and great prac- 
tice makes up his mind on the nature of a disease, 
and the plan of treatment to be adopted, differs as 
widely as i>ossibIe from tho inconsiderate haste which 
marks the decisions of the rash and uninformed. 

Dr. Baillie acquired business early by the credit of 
his book on morbid anatomy. From the date of its 
first publication in 1793, its materials must have 
been furnished principally by a careful inspection of 
the diseased preparations collected in the museum of 
his uncle, Dr. Hunter. But it opened a new and 
most productive field of curious knowledge and in- 
teresting research in physic; and when he came to 
add, in the subsequent editions which were required, 
an account of the symptoms which accompany the 
progressive alteration made in the natural structure of 
parts by some diseases during the life of the patient, 
from his own observation and experience, he rendered 
Ilia work highly valuable and universally popular. 
Impressed as he was with the great importance and 
value of such morbid preparations in assisting tho 
physician to discriminate obscure internal diseases, 
his generosity prompted him, after the example of 
tho immortal Harvey, to give, in his lifetime, his 
own collection to the College of Physicians. He has 
thus laid the foundation of a treasury of knowledge 
for which posterity will owe him a debt of gratitude 
to the latest period.

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Ho publislied from time to time sereral papers 
in the Transactions of the College and in other 
periodical works ; ali written in a plain and simple 
style, and useful as containing the observations of a 
physician of such extensire experience. 

But justice cannot be done to Dr. Baillie^s medical 
character, unless that important feature in it, which 
appeared in every part of his conduct and demeanour 
— his religious principle, be distinctly stated and 
recognised. His ample converse with one of the 
most wonderful works of the Creator — the formation 
of man^ — inspired in him an admiration of the 
Supreme Being which notlung could exceed. He 
had, indeed, "looked through Nature up to Nature's 
God ;** and the promises of the Gospel, on the con- 
ditions espltdned by our Redeemer, were his humble 
but confident hope in life, and his consolation in death. 

If one precept appeared to be more practically 
approved by him than another, it was that which 
directs us to do unto others as we would hare thcra 
to do unto us ; and this was felt and acknowledged 
daily by all his professional brethren in their inter- 
course with him, 

On the whole, we may say of him, what Tacitus 
does of Agricola t * Bonum rirum facile crederes ; 
magnum libenter.* "

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Edward Pryer, M.D. was bom at Frome in 
Somersetshire, and educated at the grammar-school 
of that town ; on leaving which he was placed with 
a medical practitioner in Wiltshire. Ho then spent 
some time at the London hospitals, and went thence 
to Edinbuxghj and eveatxially to Leyden, where he 
proceeded doctor of medicine 29th January, 1785 
(D.M,I* de Yitk Animantium et Vegetantium). After 
travelliag for some years upon the continent, he 
returned to England, and settled in London. He was 
admitted a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 
30th September, 1790. Dr. Fryer, who held the 
appointment of physician to H.R.H. the Duke of 
Sussex, died in Upper Charlotte-street, on the 9th 
January, 1826, in the sixty-fourth year of his age* 
" Distinguished ability, various and extensive know- 
ledge, strict probity and unsullied honour, united with 
the most prompt, ardent, independent and generous 
feelings, adorned by the most engaging and gentle- 
manly mannerSj combined to render him beloved and 
admired by all who knew him.*' Dr. Eryer was the

John Ford, M.D. — A native of Somersetshire, 
then practising at Bristol, was admitted an Extra 
Licentiate of the College of Physicians 4th September, 
1787. He was created doctor of medicine by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury 10th March, 1788; and 
then, settling in LondoBi was admitted a Licentiate 
of the College 30th September, 1790. Dr. Ford 
soon, however, removed to Liverpool, and eventually 
to Chester, where he died 9th October, 1807, aged 
seventy-six.

Thomas Moneo^ M.D. was the youngest son of 
John Monro, M.D. a Fellow of the College, and was 
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bom in London in 17o9. lie was educated under 
Dr. Parr, at Stanmore, on leaving -which he was sent 
to Oriel college, Oxford, and as a memher of that 
house proceeded A.B. 4th December, 1780; A.M. 
15th July, 1783; M.B. 24th Januarj^ 1785; M.D. 
2ith 'May, 1787. He was admitted a Candidate of 
the College of Physicians 29th March, 1790 ; and a 
i'eUow, 18th April, 1791. He was Censor in 1792, 
1799, 1812; Haryeian Orator m 1799; and was 
named an Elect 28th Novemher, 1811. Dr. Monro 
was appointed assistant physician to Bethlem hos- 
pital 19th July, 1787; and physician, 2ud Pebruary, 
1792, an office which ho continued to hold until 
June, 1816, when he was succeeded by his son Dr. 
Edward Thomas Monro. He died, 14th May, 1633* 
in the 74th year of hia age, and was buried at Bushey, 
haying many years previously retired from the prac- 
tice of his profession. Dr. Monro was a lover, and, 
towai'ds the close of his life, a great patron, of the 
fine arts. His judgment was accurate, his taste cor- 
rect ; he was one of the first to recognise the talents 
of the celebrated painter Turner, to whom he proved 
a warm and constant friend. That great artist was a 
frequent visitor at Dr. Monro*s house at Bushey, and 
the doctor possessed a large collection of the early 
works of hia proidg^. A portrait of Dr. Monro, in 
clialk, has been recently presented to the College by 
his grandson Dr. Henry Monro. 

Samuel Gue^'et Edmonds, M.D. — A doctor of 
medicine, of Leyden, of 7th Juno, 1788, was admitted 
an Extra Licentiate of the CoUege of Pliysiciana 
21st June, 1791. He died at an advanced age, at 
Wendover, 23rd March, 18B8. 

SiE Alexanbeb Ceichton, M.D. was horn in 
Edinburgh. He received his medical education iu 
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Solomon de Leon, M.D. was bom in the island 
of St. Christopher, and educated at Lcyden, where 
lie proceeded doctor of medicine 17th September, 
1790. He was admitted a Licentiate of the College 
of Physicians 25th June» 1791- 

Cha^rles Scott, M.D. — A native of Yorkshire, and 
a doctor of medicine, of Edinburgh, of 24th June> 
1790 (B.M.I, de Podagr^) ; was admitted a Licen- 
tiate of the College of Physicians 25th June, 1791. 

John HEMMmo, M.D. was born at Kingston, in 
Surrey, and was the son of Mr. Thomas Hemming, a 
surgeon In that toMm. He received his medical 
education at Edinburgh, where he graduated doctor 
of medicine 24th June, 1785 (D.M.I, de Somno). He 
was admitted a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 
SOth September, 1791 ; and, settling in London, was 
appointed physician to the Marylcbone infirmary. 
Subsequently he removed to Newbury, and thence 
to Andover, where he died on the 10th February, 
1809- 

Edmoxd Somers, M.D. was born in Dublin, and 
educated at Trinity College, where he took the de- 
gree of baclielor of arts ; al'ter which he removed to 
Edinburgh, and graduated doctor of medicine there 
12th September, 1783 {D,M.I. de Sonis et Auditu). 
He then visited the medical schools of Paris and 
Leyden; and, returning to Dublin, was elected a 
member of the Koyal Irish Academy. Dr. Somors 
was admitted a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 
22nd December, 1791, and then commenced practice 
in London ; but in 1795 was appointed physician to 
the Forces. His first destination in that capacity was 
the Cape of Good Hope, where he remained several 
years, and was placed at the liead of the medical staff 
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a» director of hospitals. Eetumin^ to England, he 
was employed for a time upon the home district ; but 
ere long proceeded as staff physician to Jamaica. 
After two years' residence iu that island he was com* 
pelled by ill health to return to England. His health 
improving, he joijied the army in the Peninsula, and 
remained there, doing duty at the principal depdts 
during the whole of the operations in Portugal aud 
Spain. Soon after the battle of Waterloo, Dr, Somers 
retired from active scnriee, and fixed his abode in. 
London, where he died (I believe) in 1828. lie was 
the author of "Commentariohim, quondam dc Dysen- 
teriA, Febribus Intermittentibus ac Remittcutibus 
Medendis complectens, Exercitus Castrenses per 
certas Anni Tempestales potissimum infestantibus," 
8vo. Loud. 1816; an English version of which was 
published by the author the same year. 

Thomas Bkatjlet, M.D. was bom in Worcester- 
shire, in which county lie for many years conducted 
a school, where mathematics, in which he was a 
proficient, was the prominent department of ^tudy. 
Aboiit the year 1786 he withdrew from the business 
of education, and, devoting himself to medicine, pro- 
ceeded to Edinburgh, where he graduated doctor of 
medicine 2tth June, 1791 (D.M.I. de Epispastico- 
nmi Usu.) IIo then settled in London, and was 
admitted a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 
22nd December, 1791. Hr. Bradley edited the " Med- 
ical and Physical Journal" for many years; was phy- 
wicinn to the Westminster hospital from 1704 to 1811 ; 
and died in St. George's fields in 1813, aged 62. His 
retired habits in early life had unfitted him for the 
mtlropolis, to which he proved unet^ual, rather from 
diffidence than from want of professional knowledge* 
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Ho was more read in books than in men ; and, as he 
always hesitated, like a genuino mathematician, to 
draw conclusions from nneertain premises, he ap- 
peared to little advantage in the sick room. He

John Aiken> M.T). was the son of a dissentijig 
minister, and was bom at Klbworth, in LcioeBtershire, 
15th January, 1747. After a good preliminary edn- 
cation from his father, who kept a respectable and 
well frequented hoarding school, ho was apprenticed 
to a surgeon. He studied medicine at Edinburgh ; 
and in 1771 settled as a sm-geon at Chester, but soon 
removed to Warrington, in Lancashire, and waa ap- 
pointed lecturer on physiology and chemistry to the 
Dissenters' academy in that town. He proceeded 
doctor of medicine, at Leyden, 19th July, 1784 
(D.MJ. de Lactis Secretione in Puerperis) ; and then 
settled as a physician at Yarmouth, where he con- 
tinued with steadily increasing professional reputa- 
tion for a period of eight years. Towards the end of 
that time he became involved in the political agita- 
tion consequent on the attempt to obtain a repeal of 
the Test and Corjioration Acta ; he took an active 
part with the Dissenters, and published two pam- 
phlets on the subject. The clergy of the Chiu-ch of 
Enf^land, who had warmly supported him, now took 
alarm, withdrew their coimtcnance, and encouraged 
Dr. Girdlestone to settle at Yarmoutli. Dr. Aiken, 
seeint' his prospects in that town destroyed, escaped 
firom the impending bitterness of a personal contro- 
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vorsy by removing to London. He was admitted a 
Licentiate of the College of Physicians 25th Jime, 
1792. Although his connexions in London by family 
and acquaintance were considerable, he never ob- 
tained much professional employment. lie was little 
fitted by temper or habit for the fatigue and struggle 
necessary to success in town, and he willingly and 
wisely followed the bent of bis disposition, and de- 
voted himself almost exclusively to literary pursuits. 
Immediately after settling in London, he commenced, 
in conjunction with his sister* Mrs. Barbauld, the 
well-known series entitled *'Eveningsat Home," which 
was completed in June, 1795, by the publication of 
the fifth and sixth volumes. This work bad a most 
extensive sale, is still popular, and has been translated 
into almost every European language. His next nnd 
probably most important work was '* Letters from a 
Father to a Son, on various Topics relative to Litera- 
turo and the Conduct of Life," In 179G he became 
the editor of *' The Monthly Magazine,'* and con 
tinued BO for ten years; in 1807 he started a new 
magazine, "The Atheneeum," which lasted for two 
years and a half only. In the same year in which he 
undertook the editorship of the "Monthly Magazine,'* 
he commenced, in conjunction with his friend Dr. 
Enfield, his '* General Biofcraphical Dictionary." This 
work extended to ten quarto volumes, and liia own 
portion is said to have amounted to almost one-half. 
He was engaged upon it twenty years, the tenth and 
concluding volume being published in 1815. He 
undertook the editorship of " Dodsley's Annual Be- 
gister'* in 1811 ; and his last publication, ** Select 
"Works of the British Poets, with Biographical and 
Critical Prefaces,'' made its appearance in 1820. Dr. 
Aiken died from paralysis at Stoke Newington, where 
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he )md resided sinoe 1797, on the 7th December, 
1822, in his 75fch year, lie was the author of many 
other -works than those above mentioned, for a list 
and some particulars of which I must refer to a 
memoir of his life and writings by his daughter, Lucy 
Aiken, published in 1823. His medical writings

Sater Walker, M.D. was horn in London, and 
educated as a dissenting minister. For some years 
be ]n-esided oyer a congregation of Presbyterian Bis- 
sentors at Enfield, but after a time his mind took a 
bias towards medicine, the study of which be com- 
menced in London and completed at Edinburgh, He, 
was created doctor of medicine by the uuiversity of 
Aberdeen 31st December, 1791 ; and was admitted a 
Licentiate of the College of Physicians 25th June, 
1702. Ho devoted himself to midwifery and the 
diseases of women and children, and in June, 179-li, 
was elected physician to the City of London Lyin^-in 
boHjjital Dr. AValker died at Clifton, whither he 
had retired a few years previously, on the 9th No- 
vember, 1826, in the 78th year of his age. He waa,.

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Walter Vauohan, M.B. was bom in 1766, at 
Prome, in Somersetsliire, and was the son of Walter 
Hamilton Vaughan, M.D, a much respected physi- 
cian in that town. He rcceiTed his preliminary edu- 
cation under a relative of his mother, a clergyman of 
the Church of England, beneficed at Beverstone, in 
Gloucestershire. His medical education was com- 
menced at Winchester, by an apprenticeship to a 
sur^^eon ; after which he proceeded to Leyden, where 
ho graduated doctor of medicine 18th July, 1786. 
He subsequently passed a session at Edinburgh, and 
was admitted a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 
1st October, 1792. Dr. Vaughan then settled at 
Rochester, where he continued until hia death in 
1828.

John Roger Muhray, M.D. — A native of London 
and a doctor of medicine of Edinburgh of 12th 
September, 1787 (D.JVI.I. de Abortu) ; was admitted a 
Licentiate of the College of Physicians 22nd Decem- 
her, 1792, 

Wllllvm Moore, M.D. was horn in London, and 
was the eldest son of Mr. William Moore, wlio, after 
acquiring an ample fortune in the drug trade, in 
London, retired to Missenden, co. Bucks, lie re- 
ceived his early education at Campden school, near 
Broadway, WoreestershirL% whence ho was transferred 
to Pembroke college, Oxford, as a member of which 
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he proceeded A.B. 22nd October, 1784; A.M. 6tli 
Juno, 1787 ; M,B. 17th June, 1788 ; M.D. 10th May, 
17'J1, Ho was admitted a Candidate of the College 
of Physicians 2oth June, 1793 ; a Fellow, 25th June, 
1793 ; and was Censor in 1793. lie was physician to 
H.R.n. the duke of York, and to the army, and went 
through the ^oater part of the campaign in Flanders. 
He was subsequently sent ivith troops to Ireland ; and, 
after remaining there some time, returned with the 
intention of settling in London. In 1803, however, 
on the renewal of the war, Dr. Moore was selected to 
fin the newly created oflaec of principal medical 
officer to the army dep6t in the Isle of Wight. lie 
therefore fixed his residence in that island, and con- 
tinued there till his death, which tfccurred in the 
spring of 1832, at the age of GQ. 

John Hunter, M.D. was boi-n in Perthshire, and, 
after a good preliminary education, proceeded to Edin- 
burgh, and commenced the study of medicine* He 
took the degree of doctor of medicine there 12th 
September, 1775 (D,M.I. de Hominum Varietatibua 
et harimi Causis) ; was admitted a Licentiate of the 
College of Physicians 24th March, 1777 ; and about 
that time was appointed physician to the army. He 
was admitted a Fellow of the College, speciali gratia, 
25th June, 1793; was Censor in 1793, 1799; GuU 
Btonian Lecturer in 1796 ; and Croonian Lecturer ia 
1797, 1800, 1801, Dr. Hunter was a fellow of the. 
Boyal Society, and physician extraordinary to the 
prince of Wales. He died at his house, in Hill- 
street, Berkeley- square, 29th Jiinuary, 1809. He was

His Oxford connexions, elegant attammcntsj ana 
pleasing manners at once inti^oduced him into good 
society, and he secured a position among tho aris- 
tocracy by his marrii»gc, on tlic 31st of March, 1705, 
to the Hon. Eli/a)inth HarUara St. -lohn, the third 
daugh^i r of John eleventh Lord SL John of Bktsoc. 
Dr. Vau^han's succe^*a from the very first would 
seem to have been certain ; and Dr. Kichard Warrenj 
then one of the leadinij ])hyBieian« iu London, and a 
man of shrewd observation and sound judgment » 
predicted, on. hia settling in town, that he would rise 
to the head of his profession. Ilis progress towards 
that position was rapid. In 1793, within a year of 
his settlement in London, he was ajipoiuted physician 
extraordiniiry to the kini^; and by the year ISOO, hia 
private cnirn;;;cment3 had become so numerous, that 
he was com|>elled to relinquish his liospital appoint- 
ment. Other circiunstaiices conspired to adv;uice hia 
interests. After the death of Lady Dcnbi)^h, widow 
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[of his mother's coiiBin Sir Charles Halford, be became 

|>068edfied of an ample fortune, and changed his name 

I in 1809, by act of Parliament, from Vaughan to 

Halford, and, as a mark of royal favour, waa created a

About this time, when in attendance on the 
t-Ptinccss Amelia, Kin^ Geoi^c III. desired him, in 
[lease of his M^jesty*s experiencing a relapse of his 
I mental derangment, to take the care of him, adding 
I that Sir Henry must promise not to leave him ; and, 
[if he wanted further help, he should call Dr. Heber- 
I den ; and in ease of further need, whieh would ne- 
1 cessarily occur if Parliament took up the matter. Dr. 
', BaiUie.* 

On the illness of the king, whieh occurred soon 
afterwardsj Sir llenry Halford, thouju^h pbyeieian 
extraordinary only, was summoned to attend; and 
;his prompt introduction of Dr. Heberden and Ur, 
'Baillie, at once insured the confidence of the Queen 
[ and of the prince of M'ales, the latter of whom ap- 
I pointed Sh" Ileury one of his physicians in ordinary, 
and secured for him in 1812 the appointment of 
physician in ordinary to the king. The coutidenoe 
then reposed in Sir Henry by the prince was con^ 
tinned when the latter came to the throne, — ho wa 
appointed physician in ordinary to George IV, and 
he held the same position in the medical establish- 
ments of AVilliam IV. and of her present Majesty 
Queen Victoria. Sir Henry Halford was thus phy- 
sician in ordinary to foiw successive sovercii^s. At 
the death-bed of three of these it wa^ his melancholy 
privilege to minister. Almost every member of the 
royal family from the time of (.i^ul^l' III. had becu 
under Sir Henry's professioual care. His attentioni 
to the duke of York during liis last illness were 
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Iunremittia^, that, to manifest the sense entertained 
of them, he received, hj royal warrant, a grant of 
armorial augmentations and supporters. His arms 
were preyiously: Argent, a greyhound passant sable, 
on a chief azure three fleurs-de-lis or. For the centre 
fleur-de-lis was substituted a rose argent; and, in 
further augmentntionj was ^dded, on a canton ermine 
& staff entwined with a serpent proper, and ensi^pied 
I with a coronet composed of crosses pateo and ileurs- 
fde-Us (being that of a prince of the blood-royal). 
As a crest of augmentation, a staff entwined with 
: a serpent or, as on the canton. As supporters, two 
' emcwa proper, each gorged with a coronet, composed 
of crosses pat^e and fleurs-de-lis. 

Upon the decease of George IV. Sir Henry received 
another flattering proof of royal esteem and appre- 
ciation — a very splendid clock, surmounted liy a bust 
[of his Majesty, was presented to him by the royal 
family, in evidence, as the inscription states, "of 
their esteem and regard, and in testimony of the 
high sense they entertain of his professional abilities 
and unwearied attention to their late beloved sister 
the Princess Amelia^ her late Majesty Queen Char- 
lotte, his late Majesty King George III. his late 
royal highness the Duke of York, and, lastly, to his 
Majesty George IV*" 

Sir Henry Ualford's progress and eminence among 
his professional brethren, and in the College of i*hy- 
sicians, were no less rapid and distingiushcd than 
with the pubhc and the royal family. His attain- 
ments as a practical physician were of the very 
highest order. Though inferior, it is said, to I>r» 
Baillie in accuracy of diagnosis, he was undoubtedly 
I superior to him in that which constitutes the real aim 
.and office of tbe physician — the cure and alleviation 
' disease. lo i\m point of view, Sir Henry llalford 
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ftt.triinrd to consummate skill. Endowed -with quick 

jicrrrption, a sound judgment, and an almost in' 
liiitivo knowledj^c of the powers of medicines, be 
W'i*ddi!d the resources of his art with a oonfidcnce, 
pn^ciHion, and success, which was unapproached hy 
any (if ]m contornporaries. For many years he shared 
with \h: IJixillio the highest profcssioual honours, 
n(»nl1donro, and emoluments of the metropolis; and 
on ilui death of that great anatomist, in 1S23, he wm 
\vi% MilJiout a rival Thencefonvard, until overtaken 
liy ri^'(^ and illness, he maintained an indisputable 
pro-nniint'iico in the profession. 

No »kel(;li of Sir Henry Halford's life would be 
enin|ih>tn wSMiout especial reference to his long^ and 
iliMHiiy-uiHlied eDiiiiexion with the Eoyal College of 
IMiytdcianH. Throni^'hout the whole of his succ^sful 
I'Mri'in*, iiiid even uhen most oppressed by the arduous 
ririil iKirMftHJn^' dulinH of his extensive professional 
IhikIui*hn, Sir lU'iiry wiis ever attentive to the highest 
hiti'roNlN III' llwit learned body, and ready and anxious 
jti drviilo hiiiisrlf, lits eiiiTf^ies, and inlluenoe to the 
iVi'Uii'rinH'o of ils welliiro and the maintenance of its 
1 1 in n it, V. Hi' Herved the office of Censor in 1795, 
iMtU, IHIfl; he delivered the Harveian Oration in 
IW01», fiitd t\^i\\n in 1835; he was named an Elect 
Ihf^ M(h of l^hnmry. 181fi; nnd on the 30tb of Sep- 
leinlu^v, IHLiO, \\m elected rresidcnt — an olfice to 
^^lii*'h ht» WHS nnnualJy and unanimously re-elected, 
niul l)»e rUilieH of which he continued to perform with 
hoiinur to Ihe Co)]eg:e and credit to himself till his 
dHUli, oit (lie lUh of March, 1844, in the 78th year 

n\» Hk Henry Falford's energy and exertions the 
rollniL?*' of riiysieians mainly owe their removal from 
\\'nrwipli-hiiiii to Tall Mnll East, The inconvenience 
of tlui Ibi-uier Hituation, the rapidly increasin" and 
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almost irremedialile dilapidations of the buildings of 
the old College, with the consequent deterioration of 
the property, had long been seen and lamented. 
Various attempts towards repair or removal had been 
made, but each and all had proved abortive. On 
Sir Henry's election to the office of President, he 
applied his ener^es to the furtherance of an object 
which the Pellows had much at heart, but had not 
dared to encounter, llaiidy througli Sir Henry 
Ilalford's influence, a grant of the ground on which 
the College now stands was obtained from the Crown; 
the Fellows lent their pecuniary aid by donations, 
subscriptions, and loans; the present College was 
commenced; and on the 2oth of June, 1825, was 
opened by Sir Henry Halford, w^ith an eloquent Latin 
oration, delivered to an audience of upwards of three 
hundred persons, among whom wore their royal 
highnesses the dukos of York, Sussex, Cambridge, 
Gloucester, the Prince Leopold, and a brilliant as- 
semblage of the most noble and learned of the land. 
The king, on the morning of the opening of the 
College, had been graciously pleased to confer on the 
President the star of a knight commander of the 
Guelphic order, and William IV. subsequently pro- 
moted him to be grand cross. Sir Henry, in testi- 
mony of his appreciation of the " noble exertions " 
which the Fellows had made to furnish the moans of 
rebuilding the College, munilicently defrayed the 
expenses (amounting to 300/.) of the splendid coL 
lation provided on the occasion of the opening. 

Tho debt of gratitude due from the College of Phy- 
sicians to Sir Henry Halford, for his unwearied exer- 
tions in its behalf, cannot be overrated. It has been 
respectfully acknowledged in several of the Harveian 
Orations — in none, however, with eqxml elegance, or 
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^Wth so happy a sketch of the President's character, 
as in the eloquent oration of 1818, by Dr. Francis 
Hawkins : " Ecquis enim unquam fuit, Tel Medicus 
clarior vel littfiris perpolitior, tl4 Collegii amantior, 
vel omnibus fere acceptior? Sit mihi fas in hoc 
dilecto nomine paulisper immorari, Erat, ut nostia, 
ad morbos dijudicandos sagas, ad auhlevaudos pol- 
lens ; uigenii acumiiie, remcdiorum copi4, paritcr 
insignia. Kolitc autem existimare, Auditores^ cum 
ingenii vi ant acumine tantunimodo esse coufisum. 
Vohis ego hoc confirmare posaum, vel diligeutissimfi! 
cum juAeuilcm setatem egisse, Tuto, prius, et scien- 
ter, armis utt porclidicerat, quhm pcleriter et vcnuste.

Sir Henry Halford was a fellow of the Hoyal and 
Antiquarian Societies, and a trustee of Eu^^by school ; 
and, in virtue of his office aa President of tlie CoUege 
of PhysicianSj was president of the National Vaccine 
Establishment, and a trustee of the British Museum. 
He died from the effects of natural decav, attended 
with much neuxalg-ic pain, at his house in Curzon- 
street, May Fair, on the 9th of March, 1814, and was 
buried in the church of Wistow, Leicestershire, where 
a monument to his memory bears the following in- 
scription : —

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Sir Henry Halford*s early success as a physician 
left liirri "but little leisure for composition. His two 
essays in the " Medical Transactions ** — the one on 
the *' Climacteric Disease," the other on the " Neces- 
sity of Caution in the Estimation of Symptoms in the i 
last steps of some Diseases^^the only sti-ictly medicall 
writings from his pen, axe of a character to make us 
regret that his contributions to our professional lite- 
rature were not more numerous. His remainingj 
essays were read at the evening meetings of the Col-' 
lege, before a mixed assemblage, and axe, therefore, 
necessarily of a somewhat popular character. They 
TrV'ere admirably adapted to the occasion, and they 
afford abundant proof of Sir Henry's elegant taste 
and classical attainments. His two Harveian Ora- 
tions, and his oration on the opening of the new 
College* are models of Latin composition; while hia 
*' Nugaj ilotriciB,'* written chiefly m his carriage, and 
in the course of his professional rounds, testify to Lis 
ability in the composition of Latin poetry. 

TuoMAS Blaih, M.D. was born in Scotland, and 
educated at Edinburgh, where he took his degree of 
doctor of medicine 12th September, 1792 (D.M.I, de 
Kespiratione). He was admitted a Licentiate of the 
College of Physicians 25th Juno, 1794; and, settling 
at Lewes, practised there for several years. When 
the army returned after the battle of Corunna, some 
detachments of the troops were quartered near Lewes, 
and among them typhus fever prevailed to a great 
extent. Dr. Blair was appointed to the charge of 
these men, and for his skill and attention on this 
occasion he received the thanks of H.U.H. the duke 
of York, In 1814 Dr, Blair removed to Brighton, 
where he continued to practise ^ith considerable 
repute until within a few years of his death, which 
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occurred on the 15tli April, 1853, at the advanced 
8ge of 89. Dr. Blair took an active part in the 
establishment of the Sussex county hospital, and 
was for many years one of its physicians. 

George Pinckaud, M.D. wejs the son of Henry 
!*incliard, esq. of Handley halJ, Northamptonshire, 
and received his early education under a clergyman, 
^■the friend and relative of bis father. He commenced 
%ife professional education at Guy*9 and St. Thomas's 
liospit^ls, after which he proceeded to Ediubur^h, 
and ultimately to Leyden, where he proceeded doctor 
of medicine 20th June, 1792. He was admitted a 
Licentiate of the College of Physicians 30th Septem- 
ber, 179i, and then settled in London. Towards the 
end of 1795, Dr. Pinckard was appointed physician to 
the forces, when he accompanied Sir llalph Aber- 
cromby in the expedition to the West Indies. On 
his return to England, ho was placed in charge of 
troops, then suffering from a malignant form of fever, 
at Ashforcl, Kent. He subsequently went to Ireland 
with the Guards, on the staff of General Hulse, and 
served there during the rebellion. Por these eervicea 
he was promoted to the rank of deputy inspector- 
general of hospitals, and was appointed to the joint 
du-ection of the medical department of the army in 
the expedition to the Helder, under the command of 
H.R.H. the duke of York. On his return to Eng- 
land, Dr» Pinckard took up his permanent abode in 
London, and, with untiring zeal and activity, esta- 
blished the Bloomsbury dispensary, to which he was 
for more than thirty years the sole physician. Por 
some years ]3rior to his death Dr. Pinckard had 
suffered from symptoms of diseased heart, causing 
him much bodily suffering, and incapacitating htm 
from much active exertion. He died ol' angina 
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pectoris in his consulting room, while in the act 
of writing a prescription for a patient, 15th May, 
1835, aged 67. Dr. Pinckard was the author of —

George Paulet Morris, M.D. was bom in West- 
minster, and educated at Trinity hall, Cambridge, as 
a member of which ho proceeded M.B. 1787 ; M.D. 
1703. Admitted a Candidate of the College of Physi- 
cians 11th April, 1794 ; and a Fellow, 30th March, 
1795; he was Censor in 1802, 1809; and delivered 
the IIar\'eian oration in 1803. Dr. Morris was phy- 
sicinn to the Westminster hospital from 1787 to 1791. 
llo died in PrincoVcourt, St. James*s-park, 17th 
SeptemlHT, 1837, aged 78. 

IIkxuy AixsLiE, ^[.D. was the son of James Ains- 
lio, !M.D. a distinguished physician at Kendal, but 
was born in Cumberland in 1760. After a sound 
proliniinary education at Kendal, he was sent to 
IVnubroko colloge, Cambridge, of which house he 
was a follow, lie graduated A.B. 1781, and was se- 
nior wmnglor of l\is year, lie proceeded A.M. 1784j; 
had a iieeneo ad praotieaudmu from the university 
in 17S7; and, eouuneneing the practice of his pro- 
fession at Cambridge, was eloetetl one of the physi- 
cians to Addenbn>oke*s hospital. He commenced 
M.D. 1793; and then, setiling in London, was ad- 
mit ttxl a Candidate of the Collegt^ of Physicians 14th 
April. 1701; and a Fellow, 30th March, 1795. He 
was Censor in 1795, 1S03, ISIO, ISlt, 1818; Har- 
voiau onuor in 1S02 ; and \>"as njunetl an Elect llth 
.)uU\ 181S. Dr. Ainslio was eloctod physician to

St. Thomas's hospital in 1795, but resigBed his office 
there in 1800. He resigned his office of Elect, on 
account of ill health, 30th September, 1828 ; and 
died at Grizedale, near Hawkshcad, co. Northumber- 
land, 26th October, 1831, aged 7-1, 

William Hyde TTollaston, M.D. — This distin- 
guished philoaophei' was descended from a family 
originally settled in Statfordshire, lie was the second 
son of the Rev. Francis WoUastou, F.ll.S. rector of 
Chiselhurst, and St. Vedast, Foster-lane, and prcceB- 
tor of St. David's, by his wife Althea Hyde, and was 
born in Norfolk Gth Aug^mst, 17GG. He receiyed his 
academical education at Caius college, Cambridge, of 
which house he was a feUow ; and proceeded M.B. 
1788; ai-D. 1793. He settled, in the first instance, 
at Bury St. Edmunds, but before long remoTcd to 
London ; was admitted a Candidate of the College 
of Physicians 14th April, 179i ; and a Fellow, 3Uth 
March, 1795. He was Censor in 1798, and became 
an Elect 13th February, 182i, in place of Dr. 
Hervey, deceased. In 1800, Dr. AToUaston became a 
candidate for the office of phygieian to St. George's 
Hospital ; but, having been successfully opposed by 
Dr, Pemberton, he took a dislike to the profession, 
withdrcAV from its exercise, and thenceforward devoted 
himself almost exclusively to chemistry. In this 
depjirtraent of science he attained to the highest 
eminence, and for minuteness of apparatus, neatness 
of manipulation, and accuracy of results, has nerer 
been surpassed. One of his great discoveries, the 
nialleability of platinum, produced him, it is said, as 
much as thirty thousand pounds. He, with Sir 
Humphry Davy and Dr. Thomas Young, ranked as 
the most eminent representatives of English science 
of their age. He was secretary of the Royal Society 
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from 1804 to 1816, and on the 29th June, 1820, 
he was elected presidentj an office which he re- 
tained for a few mouths only^ resigning it on the SOth 
November following, when he was succeeded by Sir 
Humphry Davy. *' AVoUastou," writes Dr. Peacock, 
" who was the eldest of the three, is less known by 
any striking discoveries than by the happy invention 
of many processes in chemistry and the arts — some 
of which he made Buhsenaent during his lifetime to 
the interests of his fortune — as well as by various 
essays on very different bitinohes of philosophy, which 
are g^enerally remarkable for g;reat precision of thought 
and statement, and by a command of the subject 
of which he is treating so complete, that he was very 
rarely mistaken in his conclusions. He was U good 
geometer, a good optician, and a tliorough master of 
mechanical ])rinciples, as far as his very limited 
knowledge of analysis would enable him to apply 
them ; but he was wanting in the courage of Young 
and the enthusiam of Davy, and would rather have 
sacrificed the credit of the greatest discovery than 
expose himself to tlie danger or the imputation of 
failure. And there is every reason to conclude that 
much of the credit which Dalton and Bcrzelius have 
gained from the proposition and establishment of the 
great principles of the atomic theory would havo 
been appropriated by WoUaston, if lus courage and 
enterprise had been equal to his knowledge aud to 
the clearness of his views of the proper impoil of 
definite chemical analyses and combinations. Hia 
name is consequently not permanently connected 
with any great real epochal advancement in the 
sciences, and it is on tliis account that postenty i.^ 
not likely to maintain the same high estimate of his 
powers which was made by Ida contcmi>oraries.***

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" Towards the latter part of 1628, Dr. WoUaston 
became dangerously ill of the disorder of which he 
died. His conduct under the heavy dispensation 
of his malady (disease of the braiu) may well be called 
* divine,' if that of Socrates merited such an epithet. 
In the midst of disease and pain, and feeling that the 
duration of hia lilb waa precarious, ho devoted his 
numbered hours to communicate by dictation, and 
thereby to presei-ve, all the discoveries and improve- 
ments which he had made, and the knowledge of 
which is calculated to be most beneficial to his fellow 
creatures. A nobler example of fortitude and virtue 
has never been witnessed in any age or country, A 
short time before his death he gave a fresh proof of 
hia love of science, and of the interest he felt for its 
advancement. He wrote a letter to the secretary 
of the Uoyal Society, infoioning him that he had 
that day invested in the fimds, in the name of the 
Royal Society, stock to the amount of £1000, the 
interest of which he wished to be employed in the 
encom-agement of experiments in natural philosophy/' 

Dr, AVollaston died on the 22nd December, 1828, 
and was buried at Chislehurst, Kent. 

Charles Webster, M.D. — A native of Scotlandj 
and a doctor of medicine of Edinburgh of the 12th 
September, 1777 (D.M.L de Vasorum Sanguiferorum 
Libramine) ; was admitted a Licentiate of the College 
of Physicians 30tb March, 1795, He died in the 
following year. Dr. Webster was a fellow of the 
College of Physicians of Edinburgh, and physician 
to the army.

RoBEiiT Hamilton, M.D. -was bom at Goleraiae 
m Ireland in 1748, and receiycd his medical educa- 
tion at Edinljur^hj where he took his degree of doctor 
of medicine 21th June, 1780 (D.M.I, de Kicotianie 
Viribus in Mcdicinfl, ut et de ejus malis effectihus in 
usu communi ct domestieo) ; immediately after which 
he entered tlie army as a surgeon. He Tvas admitted 
an Extra Licentiate of the College of Physicians 8th 
January, 1784; and a Licentiate, 30th Mareh, 1795. 
Dr, Hamilton practised first at Dorchester, and after- 
wards at Ipswich, where he ohtaiued a respeetahle 
share of business. Ere lon^ he became totally blind. 
He survived this affliction more than thirty years, 
and died at Ipswich, 29th May, 1830, m the 82nd 
year of his age.

PnixiP Elliot, M.D. was born in Wales, and 
received his medical education at Edinlnirc^h, where 
he graduated doctor of medicine 2J]th June, 1791

and practised for some yeara at UeacUng ; but about 
the year 1800 settled in Londou, wbich he left for 
Swansea in 1807.

William Fowle, M.D. was horn in Berkshire, and 
received his medical education at Leyden, where he 
proceeded doctor of medicine 2Cth October, 1791. 
He was admitted a Licentiate of the College of Phy- 
sicians 25th June, 1795. 

Aethur Dakiel Stotb, M.D, was bom in Sussex, 
and educated at the Charterhouse, whence he was 
Bent to University college, Oxford, and as a member 
of that house proceeded A. B, 11th November, 1786 ; 
A.M. 12th July, 1788; M.B. 12th May, 1769; M.D. 
15th July, 179^. lie was admitted a Candidate of 
the College of Physicians 30th September, iVO-i; and 
a Fellow, 30th September, 1795 ; was Censor in 1797, 
1806, 1816, 1819 ; Harveian Orator in 1804 ; and was 
named an Elect 21st July, 18X8.

ber, 1795, and practised for a short time at "Win- 
chester ; but then entered the medical service of the 
army, and died at Gibraltar, of fever caught in the 
discharge of his duties, in 1804, aged 39.

Columbus Macqueen, M.D. was the son of the 
Rev. Donald Macqueen, of Skye, a gentleman men- 
tioned by Dr. Johnson in terms of respect and 
esteem. Our physician, after a sound general educa- 
tion at home under his father, proceeded to Edin- 
burgh ; and, after the usual course of study, took his 
degree of doctor of medicine 12th September, 1777 
(D.M.I, de Mulierum Sanitate tuendft,). He then 
settled at Norwich, where he practised with consider- 
able success for some years. About 1794 he removed 
to London, and was admitted a Licentiate of the 
College of Physicians 30th September, 1795. By the 
death of his wife's father, Judge Potter, he became 
possessed of an ample fortune; and, being fond of 
agriculture, he withdrew from practice in 1807, and 
retired to the neighbourhood of Wobum. He died, 
at an advanced age, at Ridgcmont house, Bedford- 
shire, on the 2ith July, 1829. 

KicuoLAS RoMAYNE, M.D. was born in New York, 
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and receiyed his meilical education at New York and 
Edinburgh ; in tlie latter he took the degree of doctor 
of medicine 2ith June, 1780 (D.M.I, de Purls Gcne- 
ratione) . He was admitted a Licentiate of the 
College of Physicians 22nd December, 1795- 

EDWAKit Thomas, M.D. was born in the island of 
St. Christopher's, and took hia degree of doctor of 
medicine in the university of Copenhagen 13th Jime, 
1789. He was admitted a Liceiitiato of the College 
of Physicians 22nd December, 1795, and then settled 
at Barbadoea. 

James Buciian, M.D. — A native of Scotland, and a 
doctor of medicine of Edinburgh of 12th September, 
1792 (D,MJ. de Cocli Effectibus) ; was admitted a 
Licentiate of the College of Physicians 22nd Decem- 
ber, 1795. 

EiCHAitD Dennison, M.D. was born in Norfolk, 
and, after a good preliminary education, commenced 
the study of mecUelne under Mr. "William Donne» a 
distinguished practitioner at Norwich, and one of the 
Burgeons to the Norfolk and Norwich hospital, after 
which he proceeded to Edinburgh, where he graduated 
doctor of medicine 12th June, 1775 (D.M.I, de Vaso- 
rum Irritabilitate). He then settled at Stafford, prac- 
tised there for several years, and was physician to 
the County General infirmary. Removing to London, 
and being admitted a Licentiate of the College of Phy- 
sicians 9th Januai*y, 1796, he devoted himself to mid- 
wifery, and enjoyed for several years the best praeti(^e 
in that department in the city. The date of his death 
has thus far escaped my research. 

Stewailt CRAWFonn, H.D.— A native of Ireland, 
a doctor of medicine of Edinburgh of 24'th June, 
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1795 (D.M.I. de Angina. Pectoris) ; was admitted a 
Licentiate of the Colloge of Physicians 16th Pebruary, 
1796. He practised during many years at Bath, and 
in 1807 \va9 appointed physician to the Bath United 
hospital, an office which he resigned in 1819. 

JosEPTi Adams, M-D. was the son of a respectahle 
apothecary in Basinghall-street, After an apprentice- 
ship to his father he entered to the practice of St, 
Bartholomew's hospital, and attended the lectures of 
John Hunter, Mr. Pott, and Br. "V\'illiam Saunders. 
He then commenced business in the city as an apothe- 
cary, but the duties of such an office were tlistaste- 
ful to his feelings ; and having obtained a diploma 
from Aberdeen, dated 27th ^February, 1796, creating 
him doctor of medicine, he was induced, on the recom- 
mendation of Dr. Saunders, to settle at Madeira as a 
physician. Previously thereto he presented himsolf 
at the CoUef>e of Physicians, and was admitted an 
Extra Licentiate 17th Maxch, 17i)6. His success at 
Madeira was equal to his most sanguine expectations. 
He remained there some years ; and, returning to 
England was elected, on the 23rd April, 1805, physi- 
cian to the Small-pox hospital. Por this office he 
was peculiarly fitted by his foirmcr studies. Morbid 
poisons had been the chief subject of his investiga- 
tions, and he had from the fij'st been a warm advo- 
cate of vaccination. Dr. Adams was admitted a 
Licentiate of the College of Physicians 26th June, 
1809 ; and died, from the effects of a broken leg, on 
the 20th June, 1818, in the sixty-second year of his 
age.

Sir Chkistophee Pegge, M.D. was descended 
from an old family in Derbyshire, but was born in 
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London. He was the son of Samuel Pegge, esq. 
P.S.A. a barrister of the Middle Temple, one of the 
grooms of the privy chamber, and well known to tLo 
literary world by his " Curialia," " Anecdotes of the 
English Language," and some other works. Sir 
Christopher Pegge was admitted a commoner of 
Christchureb, Oxford, in 1782; and took bis degree 
of A.B. 33rd February^ 1786; when, having been 
elected a fellow of Oriel college, be removed thither, 
and, as a member of that bouse, proceeded A.M. 10th 
June, 1789; M.B, 18lb July, 1789. In 1790 be 
resigned bis fellowship ; was re-admitted at Christ- 
chureh ; and, by the favour of the dean and chapter, 
was, the same year, appointed Lee's reader in ana- 
tomy. He proceeded M.D. 27tb April, 1792 ; and was 
elected physician to the RadcliiFe infirmary 9tb No- 
Tcmber, 1790. He was admitted a fellow of the Royal 
Society in 1795 ; was knighted by George III. in 
1799 ; and was constituted Regius professor of physic 
in 1801. Sir Christopher Pegge was for many years 
the leading physician in Oxford, where he shared 
with 15r, Bourne the medical emoluments of the 
im^iversity and neigbboiu-hood. In 1816, in conse- 
quence of a severe asthmatic affection, from which he 
had for some time suffered, and which about that 
period became much worse, ho resigned hia reader- 
ship in anatomy, and, quitting Oxford as a permanent 
residence, removed to London, He had joined the 
College of Physicians shortly after taking his doctor's 
degree, having been admitted a Candidate 25th 
June, 1795; and a Fellow, 25tb June, 179G. He 
delivered the Ilarveian Oration in 1805 ; and now^ on 
taking up his abode iu London, was in 1817 ap- 
pointed Censor. His asthmatic paroxysms becoming 
more and more severe, he was again compelle^J to 
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change his abode, and, giving up his liouso ill Georgo- 
stroet, Hanover-square, he removed to Hastings. 
lie still, however, retained his Ites^ius pi-ofesaorshi[> ; 
and, by occasional nsita to Oxford duriui^ term time, 
regularly performed the duties of his olUce. On one 
of these oceaBions his malady attacked him with 
unusual severity j and he died at his lodgmi^s, in tlic 
High-street, Oxford, 3rd Aug:u8t, 1833» in the 58th 
year of his age. His remains were iuteri*cd at 
Ewehue, 

CuuisTOpnER Robert Pemberton, M.D, was a 
grandson of the Lord Chief Justice Pemberton, and 
was horn in Cambridijeshirc. Ho was educated at 
Bury St. Edmund's, and at Caiu^ college, Cambridge, 
of which society he was a fellow. He proceeded 
M.B. 1789; M.I>, I79i; was admitted a Candidate 
of tlio College of rhysiclans 25th June, 1705 ; and 
a Pcllow, 25th June, 179G, He was Censor in 171)6, 
180 A, IHll ; Gulstonian Lecturer in 1797 ; and liar- 
veian Orator in 180(5. He was a fellow of the Iloyal 
Society, and physician extraordinary to the King. 
Br. Pemberton >vaa elected physician to St. George's 
hospital 25th April, 1800, but resjijued that office in 
1808. He died at Fredville, Kent, the seat of his 
brother-in-law John Plumptre^ esq. Olst July, 1822^ 
aged 57* Dr. Pemberton was the author of an excel* 
lent practical work entitled — 

A Practical Trejitifle on Various Dist-usea of the AbdoniiuttI Viscera, 
HvQ. Lond. 180(>. 

William BabingtoNj M.B. ^ — This estimable man 
and excellent physician was born in the county of 
Antrim, and received his preliminary education in. 
Ireland. He was apprenticed to a practitioner in 
London<lerry, bu etcd his professional educa- 
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Hon at Guy's hospital. Through the influence of 
kind friends ho received, in 1777, an appointment 
from ^ovominent aa an assistant-sur^on at Haslar 
hospital ; and being, in the course of his duty, ordered 
thence to attend the prisoners of wai- at Winchester, 
amon^ whom a malignant jail fever had broken out, 
he became himself the subject of it, and narrowly 
escaped with liis life. From Haslar he was, after four 
years* service, recalled to London to undertake the 
office of apothecary to Guy's hospital, to which he waa 
appointed in the year 1781. Ue then commenced 
lecturing on chemistry at the hospital school ; and, 
having obtained the countenance and fricndsfup of 
Dr. SaunderSj was induced^ on his recommenflation» 
to take a degree in medicine, and qualify himself aa 
a physician. He was created doctor of medicine by 
the university of Aberdeen, 13th March, 1795 ; in 
the course of the same year waa elected physician to 
Guy's hospital ; and on the 25th June, 1796, was 
admitted a Licentiate of the College of Physiciana, 
Dr. Babin^on's progress as a physician was rapid, 
and in the course of a few years he was in the 
possession of a large and lucrative city business. In 
1811 his private engagements had become so nu- 
merous, that he was compelled to resign his office at 
the hospitalj and for many subsequent years was the 
acknowledged head of his profession in the city. 
History does not supply us with a physician more 
loved or more respected than was Dr. Babington. Dr. 
Gooch, writing in Dr. Babington' s lifetime (and many 
still alive re-echo the sentiment), describes him as 
" a man who to the cultivation of modern sciences 
adds the simplicity of ancient manners ; whose emi- 
nent reputation and rare benevolence of heart have 
long shed a grateful lustre over a profession which 
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looks up to him vnth a mingled feeling of respect, 
confidence, and regard." Br- Babington vraa admitted 
a Fellow of the College of Physicians, speoiali gratis, 
26th Jiuie» 1827 ; and about the year 1831 was pre- 
sented with the honorary degree of M.D, by the 
university of Dubhnj which, as an Irishman, and yet 
wholly unconnected with that seat of Icarninnj, he 
justly valued as the highest compliment which could 
be paid him by hie countrymen. He died at his 
house in Devonshire-street, Portland-place, on the 
29th Aprilj 1833, in the seventy-seventh year of his 
age. His death elicited a universal feeling of regret 
from all ranks of the profession; and the medical 
press, without an exception, did itself honour by the 
eulogies that were penned to his worth. " The cha- 
racter of Dr. Babington," writes one of them,* "was 
probably as nearly without fault as is consistent with 
human nature. Benevolence wa& most strikingly 
depicted on his countenance, and it was also the 
leading feature of his mind. "We allude not to mere 
sentiment or feeling, but to an active principle of 
philanthropy, which led bim to do all the good he 
could to otbers ; — thus we know that some of the last 
visits he ever paid, and at a time when he was liimself 
suffering severely from the epidemic (iniiuenza), were 
to persona whose circumstances prevented him from 
accepting any remuneration. ?Co man in our pro- 
fession was more extensively known, no man waa 
more universally respected, none will be more sin- 
cerely regretted." Dr. Babington*s remains were 
interred in a family vault, at iSt, Hary-the-Virgin, 
Aldermanbm'y, and a handsome monument by 
Behnes, with a full-length figure of the doctor in 
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tlio academic gofl*n of Ids degree, was erected by 
public subscription in St. PauFs cathedral. The 
inscription, from tlio pen of the late Dr. Paris, is as 
follows : —

Dr. Babiagtou was a follow of the Eoyal Society, 
and was one of the founders of the Geological 'and of 
the llunteriaii Societies. He was one of the best 
mhioralogista of hia time, and was one of those ap- 
poiitlcd hy povenvmout to put a price upon the 
(i]'e\ illo coUeeliou of minerals boui^ht by the nation, 
and now in the Uritish Sluscum.

Pagoen William Mayo, M.D. was born in Lon- 
don, and educated at St. John's college, Oxford, as a 
mpmber of which he proceeded A.B. llth April, 
1788; A.M. 27th Januai^, 1702; M.B. 12th July» 
1792 ; M.D. 20th January, 1795. He settled in 
London shortly after taking his first degree in medi- 
cine, and on the 23rd August, 1793, was appointed 
physician to the Middlesex hospital. Admitted a 
Candidate of the College of Physicians 30th Septem- 
ber, 1795; and a Fellow, 30th ^September, 1796; he 
was Censor in 1797 ; and Harveian Orator in 1807. 
Dr. Mayo resigned his hospital appointment in 1801^ 
and withdrew to Doncastcr, whore he resided many 
years, but eventually removed to Bridlington. 

Richard Powell, M.D. was bom in Oxford, and 
educated at Winchester, on leaving which he was 
entered at Merton college, Oxford, and proceeded 
A.B. 23rd October, 1788; A.M. 31st October, 1791 ; 
M,B. 12th July, 1792; M.D. 20th January, 1795. 
He was admitted a Candidate of the College of Phy* 
siciana 30th September, 1795 ; and a Fellow, 30th 
September, 1790; was Censor m 1798, 1807, 1820, 
1823 ; Gulstonian Lecturer, 1799 ; Harveian Orator, 
1808; Lumleian Lecturer from 1811 to 1822 inchi- 
sive; and Elect, 3rd April, 1823. Dr, Powell was 
elected physician to St, Bartholomew's hospital lUh 
August, 1801, and continued in that oflice until 
1824. He died at York-terrace, liegent's-parkj 18th 
August, 1834. Dr. Powell was esteemed a good 
chemist, and was an active member of the committee 
for the revision of the " Pharmacopoeia Londiiiensia" 
of 1809, a translation of which he published. Jle was 
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for many years fteeretary to tlie Commiadon^rs for 
regulating Madhouses, and from the documents which 
came hdote him in that capacity be deduced some 
Tahi&ble itatiffcical results on the prevalence of in- 
flanity. Pr. Powell itm the author of sereral papers 
in the " Medical Transactions,** and of —

WiLiiAM Hebebden, M.D, was the second but 
only surviving son of WUliam Ileherden, M.D. the 
distinguished author of the " Commeutarii de Mor- 
borum UistoriA et Curatione," by his wife Mary, 
daughter of l^rancis WoUaaton, esq. P.Il.S. and was 
born In Cecil-street in 1767. He was educated at 
the Charterhouse^ and at St. John's college, Cam- 
britl^o, of which house he was a fellow. He pro- 
eiicduti A.B. 1788 as first senior optktie, and was the 
second Chancellor's medallist for that year. In 1789 
lu\ ohtained one of the member's prizes for middle 
liacrhelurs, and in 1790 one of those for senior 
iMiohelloi'H. lie prooccdcd A.M. 1791 ; was incorpo- 
rated on that degree at Oxford, as a member of Christ- 
church, Uth July, 17yi ; nnd then took his degrees in 
pliyHic!-^M,li. 2*ith June, 1793; and M.D. 2Hth April, 
179o. He was admitted a Candidate of the College 
of rhyhiciaiis 30th September, 1795; a Fellow, 30th 
H^iplember, 1700; was Censor 1799, 1608; Harveian 
Oiiitor, 1809; and Elect, Ist November, 1823, in place 
of Dr, liaiilie, deceased. 

. Pr. William Heberden was elected physician to 
Bt Gcor^^i'H hospital 16th November, 1793, and re- 
signed luM ortlce thei'e in 1803, He was appointed phy- 
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sician extraordinary to the queen in 1795, physician 
extraordinary to the king in 180B, physician in ordi- 
nary to the queen in 1806, and in 1809 physician in 
ordinary to the king, George III. " by whom he was 
more than once offered a baronetcy with a pension in 
the most gracious manner — distinctions which his own 
feelings induced him to decline. T^TiUe thus in much 
prosperity, having attained in all periods of his life 
the highest honours to which his studies or profession 
could lead him, and being in the full enjoyment of the 
reputation they carried with them, he was suddenly, 
in 1812, left a widower with nine yoimg children. 
Everything was at once sacrificed to the sense of 
duty by which he felt himself called upon to superin- 
tend the highest interests of the children committed 
to his charge. The charms of general society, the 
excitement of professional engagements, each having 
strong claims upon an intellectual and active mind, 
were abandoned cheerfully for the wearisome and 
tmostentatious duties of watching over an infant 
family and administering to their comfort. His prac- 
tice as a physician was now restricted to his attend- 
ance at Windsor castle, and this alone interrupted 
even for a day his devotion to his children. Under 
the suspension of the more bustling engagements of 
life, he retired to the little village of Datchet, Bucks, 
where he lived for fourteen years, smTounded by his 
books, and rather avoiding than courting society. 
During this period he printed and dedicated to his 
children a translation of Plutarch on ' Brotherly 
Love,' and he had prc\'iously written and published 
a little treatise on general education,* which of them- 
selves sufficiently attest the anxious occupation of

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bU mind. Aa he obtained fortLer leisure, be amased 
himself with translating Cioero*6 * Letters to Atti* 
eu6/ whicli be published in two vol&, octavo. In 
162C, ba^-ing attained bis purpose in absenting him* 
•elf from London^ be returned tbitber again, partly 
with the design of affording to one of bis fions, then 
entering upon the preliminary studies of a physician, 
that information and encouragement wbich be bad 
himself received with so much delight from a parent** 
lips." * The death of this son in 1628 from a disaec' 
tion woundt of another son in l$29,and subsequently 
of his eldest daughter, led him to devote the years of 
life yet remaining to him to the gtody of the Scrip- 
txires and the conflations of religion. In 1830 ho 
published bis " Reflections on the Gospel of St. 
John ;" in 1^6 a tnmslation of the *' Catholic Epis- 
tles/' which was circulated among bis friends ; and in 
1839, at their request^ he published a translation and 
commentary on the whole of the Apostolic Epistles 
and the Book of Revelation. 

Dr Heberden died at his house in Cumberland- 
street, on the 19th Pebruary, 1845, aged 78, and waa 
buried in the family vault at Windsor. He was a fel- 
low of the Royal Society, and the author of—

Of bis 
hintory I cun recover no particulars. He was prac-

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ti.sing at Dundee in l77i>, and his name continues on 
the College list until 1822. 

KoBERT Graves, M.D. was born in Lineolnslure, 
and received his medical education at Edinburgh, 
where he g;raduatcd doctor of medicine 24;th June, 
1788 (D.M.I, de Strabismo). He was admitted an 
Extra Licentiate of the College of Physicians 5th 
August, 1788 ; and a Licentiate, 30th Septemher,170G. 
Dr. Graves practised successively at Northampton, 
Sherborne, Dorchesterj Weymouth, Worcester, and 
Kcading ; but ultimately settled at Bridport, where he 
died at an advanced age 9tli September, 1849. He 
was the author of—

KoBERT WiGHTMAN, M.D. was bom in Ireland, 
and educated at Edinburgh, where he took the degree 
of doctor of medicine 24th Juno, 1789 (D.M.I, de 
Hypochondrias!), Ho was admitted a Licentiate of 
the College of Physicians 30th September, 179G. He 
practised at Southampton, where he died on the 15th 
January, 1843, 

RicnAED Brown, M.D* — A doctor of medicine of 
Edinburgh, of 24th June, 1795 (D.M.I, de Peri- 
pneumoniii Noth&) ; was admitted a Licentiate of the 
College of Physieiana 30th September, 1700. He 
practised at Huntingdon, and died about the yeat 
1800. 

Sir Walter Parquhar, Bart. M.D. was the son 
of a clergyman, and was born in the north of Scot- 
land about the year 1738. He received his education 
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ekiefly in the umversity of Aberdeen, where he at- 
tended the general classes, and took the degree of 
master of arts. In 1757 he commenced the study of 
I medicine at King's coliego in that university, and 
continued there until the end of 1759, when he re- 
paired to Edinburgh ; and on the 6th Januaiy, 17G0, 
[was admitted a member of the Medical Society of 
[that city. He was appoLnted surgeon to the nine- 
teenth or lord Howe's regimentj and in that capacityii 
I was present at the siege of Belloiale, after which he-* 
proceeded to Gibraltar, where the nineteenth were 
i stationed for a lengthened period. Whilst the regi- 
ment was at Gibraltar he obtained leave of abs^ioei 
and, availing himself of that opportunity to improi 
ijiia professional knowledge, proceeded to Prance, 
ivhfire he remained for nearly a year and a hal^ 
yisiting the hospitals in Paris, and in the more im* 
portant provincial towns. He made a lensjthened 
stay at Uouen, where he studied for several mouths 
under the celebrated anatomist and surgeon, Le Cat 
On his retiurn to Gibraltar his health gave way, when, 
Ljresigning his appointment, he proceeded to England,i 
(and, taking up his abode in LondoUj commenced prao-1 
tice as an apothecary. Even in this subordinate 
position, his progress towards eminenoo was rapid — 
his great industry no less than his talents acquired 
liim friends wherever he appeared, and ho is said to 
have possessed, far beyond any of his contemporaries,<l 
I the enviable power of converting his casual patients into 
(fast friends* Superadded to his still as a professional 
man, was an intuitive sagacity and knowledge of hu- 
man nature — a gift which, in him, seems constantly to 
have been directed towards benevolent purposes. Ue

was created a baronet ; and was admitted a Licentiate 
of the College of Physicians 30th September, 179G- 
Jjong before this he had limited himself to prescribing 
practice, and had for some time been the confidential 
professional adviser of Mr. Pitt and lord Mchdlle. 
Now that ho had taken due rank as a physician, the 
influence of these distinguished patients was brought 
to bear in his behalf upon the highest personages in 
the realm, and Sir "Walter Farquhar was shortly 
afterwards appointed physician in ordinary to the 
prince of Wales. Thenceforward his practice was 
most extensive, and few of Ids contemporaries were 
in the receipt of larger professional incomes. About 
1810 Sir Walter Farquhar began to suffer from a 
pulmonary complaint, which repeatedly compelled a 
temporary retirement from the active duties of his 
profession* In 1813 hia health had so far deteriorated 
that he withdrew almost wholly from practice, and 
contined his exertions thenceforward to attendance 
on the Prince Reg^ent, and a few distinguished fami- 
lies with whom he was on terms of intimacy and 
friendship. He died 30th March, 1819, at the ad- 
vanced age of 81. " Sir AValter Parquhar was dis- 
tinguished by his conBummate skill and ability in ' 
medical practice. He was, if possible, still more dis- 
tinguished for those domestic virtues which marked 
through a long life, in an eminent degree, his valua- 
ble character. As a son he was a pattern of filial 
piety, a most affectionate brother, an exemplary and 
tender husband, a warm and steady friendj scarce to 
be equalled in his exertions of kindness, or to bring 
forwai'd merit wherever ho fotind it. He was the 
patron of the friendless; and distress, even accom- 
panied by error, was never disregarded by him. More 
^ij-ee from frailty himself than most men, he was 
TOt. II, 2 u 
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charitable and lenient in hisjud^ent of others; and, 
although always doing some good, declining the prai&e 
attached to it."» 

Henry Lttxmore, M.D. — A native of Devonshire ; 
educated at Edinburgh, where he graduated doctor 
of medicine, 12th September, 1787 (B.M.I, de Scor- 
huto) ] was admitted a Licentiate of the College of 
Physiciaua 10th April, 17S>7, 

James HoLMAy, M.B. — A doctor of medicine of 
Edinburgh, of 24th June, 1789 (D.M.I, de Frigore) ; 
was admitted an Extra Licentiate of the College of 
Physicians 25th September, 1797. He settled at 
liath ; and on the 9th April, 1800, was elected physi- 
cian to the General hospital in that city, which 
office he rosif^ned in 1804. Dr. Holman eventually 
retired to Wellington, and died there on the 11th 
March, 1812. 

KoBERT Darling "Willis, M.D. was bom in Lin- 
colnshire, and was the son of the Rev. Dr. "Willis, 
the clerical physician to George the Third in his first 
illness, and to whom the king took so great a dislike 
that bo could never afterguards hear his name men- 
tioned without a shudder. Dr. Robert "WQlia was 
educated at Caius college, Cambridge, of which house 
he was a fellow. He proceeded M.B. 1783; M.D, 
7th July, 1789; was admitted a Candidate of the 
College of Physicians 30th September, 1797 ; and a 
Fellow, 1st Oetober, 1798. He was Censor in 1800 
and 1809 ; and died at his house in Tenterden-street 
23rd May, 1821. 

A1.GEUN0N Frampton, M.D. was the son of a 
clergyman, and was bom at Marlborough, co. Wilts, 

* Gcntleman'a Magazine. 
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in which town he receiyed his rudimcDtary education. 
He was then sent to St. John*8 coUege, Cambridge ; 
was elected a fellow of that house, and proceeded 
A.B. 1787; A.M. 1790; M.D. 1797. Br, Frampton 
then settled in IJondou ; was admitted a Candidate of 
the College of Physicians 30th September, 1797 ; and 
a Pellow, Ist October, 1798. He delivered the Oul- 
stonian Lectures in 1800 ; was Censor in 1801, 1811, 
1821, 1825; and was named djx Elect 28tli May, 
1825. He was elected physician to the London hos- 
pital 3rd April, 1800 ; and resigned lus office there, 
after forty years* senice, in 1841. He died at 
Hackney, 21st September, 18-112, aged scTenty-seven. 

Edward Asn, M,D. was horn in Loadon, and 
received his early education at Birmingham, under 
the auspices of his uncle, Dr. John Ash, a PeUow of 
our College, and the leading physician in that town. 
He was then entered at Christcburch, Oxford ; and 
proceeded A.B. 23rd Pebruary. 1786; A.M. 4th 
November, 1788, He was elected to one of the 
Eadclifle travelling fellowships in July, 1790 ; and, 
in compliance with the conditions of that endowment, 
passed some years upon the continent. On his return, 
accumulating his degrees in physic, he proceeded 
doctor of medicine 6th Decemberj 1796* as a member 
of University college. Dr, Ash then settled in 
London ; was admitted a Candidate of the College 
of Physicians 2nd AprQ, 1798; a Fellow, 18th 
March, 1799 ; was Gulstonian Lecturer in 1801 ; 
and Censor in 1802, 1811, 1822. He was a fellow of 
the Royal Society, and physician extraordinary to the 
king* Dr. Ash, by an early marriage with his cousin* 
and the death of her father, Dr. John Ash, was 
placed in competent circumstances, and rendered in- 
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dependent of his profession. He was of retiring " 
liabits, and, *' as a public cliaracter, was little knowa 
beyond a select circle of Mends, clueflj' of the literary ■ 
and scientific class, by whom he was highly and 
universally esteemed, as well on account of hia strict 
mora! qualities as his extensive intellectual attain- 
ments. Endowed largely with various stores of 
Jtnowledge beyond what are usually acquired in hia 
profeasion, his habits were yet inobtrusive and un- 
assuming ; and hia disposition and manners were not 
well calculated for contention with his brethren in ■ 
the pursuit of a large and first-rate metropolitan 
practice, although none probably excelled bim in 
Bound professional knowledge," • 

Dr. Ash died at his house in Foley-place, 29th 
March, 1829, aged 65. He was the author of "The 
SpeculatoTp" 8vo. 1790, published in weekly num- 
bers, 

Gaspard Chaeles be la RtVE, M.D. — A Swiss, 
and a doctor of medicine of Edinburgh of 24th June, ! 
1797 (D.MJ, de Calore Animali); was admitted an 
Extra Licentiate of the College of Physicians 5tli 
Aprilj 1799. He practised at Geneva, his native plaoe, 
with distinguished success and reputation. 

PiKKSTAN James, M.D. was bom in London, and I 
was the third son of Br. Robert James, the inventor 
of the well-known " fever powders." He was edu- 
cated at Merchant Taylors school, and commenced 
active life as a midshipman in the royal navy. He 
was on board the Invincible during the engage- J 
ment in which the Spanish Admiral Langara was 
defeated and taken. I'rom the luvlncihie he was 
removed to the Pegasus frigate. Captain Stanh ope,

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and whilst with her saw much service in the West 
Indies. On his return to Ene^laud he quitted the 
navy, and, proceeding to Edinburgh, commenced 
the study of physic. He graduated doctor of modi- 
cine in that university 12th September, 1787 (D.M.I, 
de Ictero) ; and, eventually settling in London^ was 
admitted a Licentiate of the Royal College of Phy- 
sicians 25th June, 1799. Dr, James was physician 
to the parochial infirmary of St. George's, Hanover- 
square, and physician extraordinary to the Prince 
Regent. He died of apoplexy, at the house of hia 
son, near Evreux, 14th Jidy, 1830, aged sixty-four. - 

Alexander John Gaspajid SIarcet, M,D. was 
horn at Geneva in 1770, and received a good pre- 
liminary education in that city. He proceeded to 
Edinburgh in 1704, and graduated doctor of medicine 
in that university 24.th June, 1797 (D.M.I. de Bia- 
hete). Dr, Marcet then settled in London; was 
admitted a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 
25tk June, 1799; and about the same time was ap- 
pointed physician to the City dispensary. He was 
elected phyaieian to Guy*s hospital 18th April, 1804. 
In 1809, having volimteered his services on behalf 
of the troops then returned irom Waleheren, he was 
appointed to the charge of the temporary military 
hospital at Portsmouth, and remained there some 
months. Hetuming to London, he resumed hig 
practice and hia duties at Guy's hospital. Some 
years al'ter this, having come into possession of an 
ample foi-tune by the death of his wife's father, Mr, 
Haldimand, a wealthy London merchant, Dr. Marcet 
determined to withdraw from practice and devote 
himself exclusively to the cultivation of science and 
literature. He resigned his office at Guy^s hospital 
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10th Hankt ^SkS^ and rotnnied to Geneva, whero 
hit was tjipniiitrd a — ^^fc^"* of the E^eprusentatire 
Gooncil, Ukd houorazy profesaor of ch^nistrj. In 
•n^niwtiop with his fHoid Dr. de hi Kive (aa Bxtia 
Timitiitle of our CoUe^), he ^re a course of lec- 
tnctt CBi chewistTT in the spring of 1820. I>r. Marcet 
raCaniied to England in the autumn of 1821^ to spend 
tte rBMiIng; winter in Lttidon, but nith the intenti<m 
«f finalhr mnoTii^ with hia Ihimlr to Genera. He 
paid a visit to Scotland, and whilst on his way 
boek» through London to Switzerland, was attacked 
with gout in the stomach, and died in Great Corum- 
atreet, 19th October, 1S22, aged afty-two. Dr. Mar- 
eat was a Terj accomjdished chenu^, and he pub- 
lished many valuable papers in the " Fhilosopbicsd 
Transactions," and in various scientific journals. He 
was a fellow of the Royal and G€ol<^cal Societies, 
and was one of the original promoters of the Medico- 
Chirurgical Society. 
He was the author of—

Oeokgs TTiuoAiis, M.D. was the son of an able 

and excellent clergyman, and was bom at Gathering- 
ton, in Hampshire. He was educated at ~WiDchester, 
and when first admitted on the foundation, excited 
uo aiuall surprise by his recitations of the Iliad, a 
sulijet^t on which he had been well exercised by his 
father. He waa elected to a Hampshire scholarship 
at Corpus Christi college, Oxford, of which he sub- 
acKiuentty became a fellow, and eventually vice- 
presidont. He proceeded A.B. 21st June- 17^'- 
A.M. lith January, 1785; M.B. lOtb 
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1788 1 M.D. I7tli December, 1788 ; was elected phy- 
sician to tho Radeliffe infirmary 22nd January, 1789 ; 
and appointed Regius professor of botany in 1795. 
Dr. Williams was admitted a Candidate of the College 
of Physicians Ist October, 1798; and a Fellow, 30th 
September, 1799- He was appointed keeper of tho 
lladcliffe library in 1811, being the first graduate in 
physic ever elected to that office. Dr. Williams died 
at his residence in the High-street, Oxi'ord» uni- 
versally esteemed and lamented^ on the 17th January, 
1834, aged seventy-one. To mark their sense of his 
many virtues, the president and fellows of Coi'pus 
Christi college ercctod in their chapel a monument to 
his memory, with the following affectionate inscrip- 
tion : —

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1800 ; and, through the introduction of Dr. Savage, 
then an aged man, and retiring from the profession, 
succeeded to much of his uncle's practice. Dr. 
Nelson was an early promoter of vaccination, and 
was one of the physicians to the Vaccine Pock insti- 
tution, in Warwick-street, Golden-square. He event* 
ually withdrew from practice, and retired to Tun- 
bridge-wells, where he died, 11th March, 1848, 
aged eighty. 

Charles Gower, M.D* was boi-n at Cliebnsford, 
and was the sou of Dr. Foote Gower, the historian of 
the coimty of Chester. lie was educated at the 
Charterhouse and at Oriel college, Oxford, as a 
jnember of which he proceeded A.B. 8th May, 1787 ; 
A.M. 14th January, 1790 ; and then, accumulating 
Ids degrees in physic, graduated M.D. 13th February, 
1799. lie was admitted a Candidate of the College 
of Physicians 30th September, 1799 ; a Fellow, 30th 
September, 1800 ; was Gulstouian lecturer in 1802 ; 
Censor, 1803, 1812 ; and Harvcian Orator in 1614. 
Dr. Gower was elected physician to the Middlesex 
hospital 12tli Pebruary, 1801 ; and retained that 
office until his death, which occurred in April, 1822, 
He was the author of a small treatise entitled "Hints 
and Auxiliaries to Medicine." 

Samuel Holland, M,D, — A native of Kent, was 
educated at Worcester college, Oxford, aa a member of 
which he proceeded A,B. 14th January, 1792; A«M, 
14th July, 1795 ; M.B. 3rd May, 1790 ; M,D. 8th May, 
1799. He was admitted a Candidate of the College 
of Physicians 30th September, 1799 ; a Fellow, 30th 
September, 1800; and was Censor in 1803. Dr. 
Holland was elected physician to tho Middlesex 
hospital 15th January, ISOl; but resigned that o£B.ee 
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in 180C, when ho quitted tho profession of physic, 
%nd soon aftorwnrtls receired orders in the Cburt-h 
of Eusrlmul. lU* <lied at Bri^^hton, ICth April, 1857, 
•ged eighty-fivo, ' 

John Ykllowly, 3I.D. was a native of Northum- 
l>oi'lun*l, in wliieh county bo received his early 
edurution. Ilo ctjmmenood the study of medicine at 
Edinlmrjjli, where he graduated doctor of medicine 
12lh SeptemlKT, 170(3 (D.iLl.do Cynanche Traoheali). 
He was ndmitted a LieentiHte of the College of Phy-. 
BicittUH ;JOth S<*]it*nn)H*r, 1800, and about that time 
was eiectoil phvsirian to the General dispensary. 
In S«pt6inl>orf ISitT. lir was elected physician to the 
London hospital, whieli office be resigrned in Jime» 
1818, when ho Icll Ixnuhm and settled at Nonvich. 
SubstH\uoutly l>r. Yellowly withdrew to Woodton- 
hallt Norfolk, and finally to Cavendish-hnll, where 
he died, Slst Jiuiiuunr, 1842, aged dirty-seren. 

Dr. Yellowly vra* one of the most active among 
those who established the Mt*dieo-Chinir*;ieal Society, 
in tho welfare of wliieh he continued to take a warm 
inteivst to the last, Jle was a person of considerable 
ecientifie attainments, an accomplished chemist, and 
a sound prai'titioner. lie was a fellow of tho Royal 
and of the Geological Societies, and the author of —

lloEERT Batty, M.D. was bom at Ktrkby Lons- 
dale, CO, AYestmoreland, and rci^eived bis medicsd 
education in Ijondon and Edinbunjh. He was created 
doctor of medicine by the university of St. -t^jidrew^a 
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30tli August, 1797, Bliortly after which he settled in 
London; commenced practice as an obstetric pliysician; 
nnd on the 30th September, 1800, was admitted by 
the Collego of PhysieianB a licentiate in Midwifery. 
He was admitted a Licentiate of the Collea^e 22nd 
December, 1804i, Dr. Batty was physician to tlio 
Lying-in hospital, Brownlow-street, and was for some 
years the editor of the ** Medical and PhyBical JouTt'j 
nal.** He died at Fairlight-lodge, Hastings, whithet] 
he had long retired, on the 16th November, 1849, 
aged eighty-six. 

John Chapman was admitted an Extra Licentiate , 
of the College of Physicians 8th July. 1800. Hoj 
practised in Barbadocs. 

Thomas iloPFAX, M.D, — ^A doctor of medicine of 
Edinburgh of 24th June, 1800 (D.M.I, de ApoplexiA. 
Hydro ccphalicflL) ; was admitted a Licentiate of the 
College of Physicians 22ad Docember, 1800. 



The two following names were omitted in their 
proper places: — 

Robert Bbee, M.D. was the son of a medical 
practitioner, and was bom at Solyhull, in the county 
of Warwick. Ho received his early education at 
Coventry ; was matriculated at University college» 
Oxford/ 6th April, 1775; and proceeded A,B. 10th 
November, 1778 ; A.M. 10th July, 1781; M.B. 4th 
July, 1782; M.D, 12th July. 1791. Immediately 
after taking the second degree in. arts he comjncnced 
the practice of his profession ; was admitted an Lxtra 
licentiate of the College of Physicians 31st July^ 
1781; and, settling at Northampton, was elected phy- 
sician to the General infirmary in that town. Alter 
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« hliort Btny ni Northampton he was solicited 
(M*vr!rnl inftuciitial pcrMins to rcinoTe to Leicesteri^ 
Ifu act!(!pted the inntation, and aa soon as he ira 
iottl«uI wan oppoint^d physician fo the infirmaryJ 
7)r. Hrr*/» jiro^resB in his uc%v situation w&s nipidq 
hiH n'piitution tqirfrnd, and ere lonf^ he was in th6J 
[onjoyin4*nt of n hirge» respectable, and lucrative buai- 
lti*'J*K Ahout thiN time he was attacked with astUniAyj 
ri'lw pru'iixyHitiH, U»'Kpite all the measures be adopted^] 
yjcetuiu* M) frequent and Hcvere, and were besides so 
Bii induced by cold nnd the anxiety and fatigue of 
[biuirii^HH, tlwit lifter fully considering his prospccti| 
Iftntl Oic obHhicIi'H which bis state of health constantly 
loj^ioMed to I ho pcrfornmneo of bis duty, he deter- 
[jnlned to ahandiui Iuh profession for a time rather 
than Iuh hopes of a perfect euro. He ^-ithdrew front.! 
Ijjructiee in 17i*U ; and in the followinjj year, with thol 
view cjf avoiding the tedium of an inactive life, ac* 
tMpted a (Miptaiu'H commiHKion in a militia regiment. 
lliti belli I h, under this change of eircumstancesy 
r(i|)icl],v inipi'ovi-il ; the pnroxysms of asthma became 
loss frequent and h'Ms severe, and then h;l*t Mm' 
lltogetlM^r^ — to return, however, with great severity 
soniu thirty years later, and render the latter por- 
tion of hiK life a period of constant Bufferings- 
aiul lit timi'N of the uiost aj^ouising distress. In 
17iMI l*r. ilree hcttled at J5irnun*^hara, resumed the 
©xeroiue of his profossion, and in ifareb, 1801, was 
appointed pliyHieiiui to the General hospital in tlmt 
towji. W'liile at JJirmin^bam be published his well- 
Jcnown and viiluahlc treatise, entitled "A Practical 
IiKjuiry into Disordered Itespiration, distinguishing' 
thr Kpecjea of Convulsive Asthma, their Causes, and , 
Indiealions of Cure," 6vo. In this work he em- 
bodied i\\v. numerous experiments in his o^vn casc^ 
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gave a more full and complete view of asthma and 
dyspnoea than had hitherto appeared, and laid down 
some important therapeutic rules, the practical value 
of which has been universally acknowledged. This 
puhllcation established Dr. Bree*3 reputation, and led 
to his being consulted by the duke of Susses, a 
sufferer like hunsolf from asthma. By his royal 
highness' 8 advice Dr. Bree removed to London. He 
was admitted a Candidate of the College of Physi- 
cians 31st March, 180G; a Fellow, 23rd March, 1807 ; 
was Censor in 1810, 1819, 1830 ; Harveian Orator, 
1827 ; and was named an Elect in 1830, Dr. Bree 
withdrew from practice in 1833, and died at his house 
in Park-square, Begcnt's-park, 6th October, 1830, 
aged 80. Besides the work above mentioned, Dr. 
Bree was the author of a small tract, entitled 
"Thoughts on Cholera Asphyxia," 8vo. Lond. 1832. 

John Cooke, M.D. was bom in Lancashire, and 
received his preliminary education at a seminary 
at Northampton, founded by the celebrated Dr. 
Doddiidgc, and in high estimation among disscntera. 
His medical studies were commenced at Guy's hos- 
pital, continued at Edinburgh, and completed at 
[Leyden, where he proceeded doctor of medicine, 
(D.M.I, de Usu Corticis Poruviani in Morbis noa 
Pebrilibus). Settling in London, he was appointed 
physician to the General dispensary ; and on the 
18th April, 1784, was elected to the more important 
office of physician to the London hospital, an insti- 
tution which he served with great zeal for more 
than twenty years. Dpon his resignation in Sep- 
tember, 1807, he received the thanks of all con- 
nected with the charity, accompanied by expressions 
of their deep regret at his departure. Dr. Cooke was 
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admitted a Licentiate of the College of Physicians 25tk 
June, 178i; and a Fellow (speciali gratift), 25th June, 
1807. He was Censor in 1811, 1820 ; Croonian Leo 
turer in 1819, 1S20 ; and Harveian Orator in 1830. 
Dr. Cooke was one of the Committee of Fellows ap- 
pointed to superintend the publication of the Medical 
Transactions. He was a felloiv of the Royal and 
Antiquarian societies, and president of the Medioo- 
Chirurgical Society in 1822 and 1823. He was an 
accomplished classical scholar, and a passionat-e lover 
of Homer, his Glasgow edition of which he had inter- 
leaved and enriched with many notes. From de- 
clining health ho had for some years prior to his 
death relinquished all practice and withdrawn in 
great measure from society. He died from disease 
of the bladder, at his house in Gower-street, on the 
Ist January, 1839, having arrived, it was supposed, 
at the advanced age of eighty-six or eighty-seven. 

Dr. Cooke Avas the author of a learned and justl} 
esteemed work, — 

A Treatise on Nervous Diaeoaca. 2 vols. Bto. Loud. 1320* 
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
